JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, May 17, 1916. 

The Twenty-first Annual Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a. m. on this day. 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D.D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was: 
assisted by the Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack, D.D., 
as Epistoler, and the Rev. Canon Hibbard, D.D., as 
Gospeller, and in the administration of the Sacred 
Elements by the Rev. C. L. Barnes, the Rev. R. L. 
Windsor and the Rev. C. S. Mook. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary announced that more than one-third 
of the Clergy had deposited attendance slips and 
more than one-third of the Parishes and Missions 
had signified that they were represented by the at- 
tendanee slips of their Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready 
for business. 

On motion, the reading of the Order of Business 
was dispensed with. 

On motion of Rev. Canon Hibbard, Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher was nominated as Secretary. 

There being no further nominations, the ballot of 
the Convention was cast by the Secretary for the 
election of Rev. Alfred Fletcher. 
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The Secretary appointed Rev. R. L. Windsor as 
Assistant Secretary. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix 1.) 

Very Rev. Dean MacCormack moved that, instead 
of the annual dinner, a special session of Convention 
be held on Wednesday night when the report of 
Pension Fund Committee shall be the special order 
of business. Adopted. 

Dr. Learned asked for the unanimous consent of 
the Convention and that the Bishop be empowered 
to suggest such changes in the Order of Business 
as will facilitate business. Adopted. 

Rev. R. L. Windsor moved that a Special Com- 
mittee be appointed to consider and report, on the 
re-assembling of Convention, as to the status of 
Parishes and Missions which were delinquent in 
their assessments last year. 

Dr. Learned moved, as a substitute motion, that 
it is the sense of this Convention that such delin- 
quency in relation to a Convention is not effective 
after that Convention has adjourned sine die. 

Rey. Mr. Windsor accepted this substitute resolu- 
tion, which was adopted. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that this resolution, ' 
thus adopted, be referred to the Committee on 
‘Canons with the suggestion that it shall report such 
changes in the Canons as will make them conform 
to the will of Convention so declared. Adopted. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned to meet at 
2p. m. 

The Convention being called to order in the Parish 
Hall at the hour named, the Chair announced the 
appointment of the regular committees. (Page 4.) 

The Treasurer reported the following Parishes and 
Missions as delinquent in their assessments: 
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St. Mark’s Church, Glendale; Church of the As- 
cension, Los Angeles; St. John’s Church, San Ber- 
nardino; St. John’s Mission, Bostonia; St. Michael’s 
Mission, Carlsbad; St. Matthias’ Mission, Imperial; 
All Saints’ Mission, San Luis Rey. 

Other Missions were named which are not in union 
with the Convention. 

Rev. Mr. Windsor moved that the delinquency of 
these Parishes and Missions be referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee for recommendation as to remis- 
sion. Adopted. 

Motions were introduced and adopted to refer to 
the Finance Committee resolutions as to the fol- 
lowing appropriations: $1000 for diocesan emer- 
gencies in relation to the preservation of proper- 
ties, ete., and $500 for clearing of titles of Mission 
properties, by Mr. George L. Bugbee; $300 for the 
Board of Christian Education, by Rev. R. L. Wind- 
sor; $25 to the Registrar for the purchase of books 
by Examining Chaplains for the use of candidates 
for Holy Orders, by Rev. R. B. Gooden. 

Rey. P. H. Hickman presented the report of the 
Committee on Canons: 

1. By motion of Rev. Dean Weld adopted by the 
Convention of 1915, Article VI, Section 18 of the 
Constitutions was referred to the Committee on 
Canons, together with the question of the advisability 
of including women in the Convention. The Com- 
mittee recommend that no amendment be made to 
the present article. 

The recommendation of the Committee was - 
adopted. 

2. Upon motion of Rev. C. T. Murphy, the Con- 


vention of 1915 adopted the following resolutions, 
namely: 


Resolved, That the Committee on Canons re- 
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port to the next Annual Session of the Con- 
vention such changes in the Canons, referring 
to the membership of the Convocations, as will 
permit the appointment of delegates from the 
Women’s Guilds and the Parish Branches of 
Women’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions 
to the Convocations with the right to partici- 
pate in their proceedings. 


Pursuant to such resolutions Rev. C. H. Hibbard, 
D.D., submitted the following amendment to Canon 
XVIL, Section 125: The Committee recommend the 
adoption of said amendment. Said proposed amend- 
ment is as follows: 

Strike out the first sentence of said section 125 and 
insert in lieu thereof the following: 


Amendment to Canon XVII, Section 125 


At all meetings of the Convocation, of which there 
shall be at least two annually, every clergyman 
canonically resident within its district shall be en- 
titled to a seat and a vote, as shall also three male 
and two female delegates from each Parish and 
Mission qualified to vote at the annual parish meet- 
ing. The lay delegates shall be elected at the annual 
meeting of the Parish or Mission, or in the inability 
of these persons to attend alternates shall be 
named by the Rector or Minister in charge. Tn all 
matters which shall come before the Convocation the 
clergy and laity shall deliberate in one body, but in 
any case when it shall be demanded by five votes,. 
clerical or lay, or both, the two orders shall vote 
separately, and their concurrence shall be necessary 
to constitute a decision. 

An amendment to this, offered by Dean Weld, to 
substitute the word ‘‘may”’ for ‘‘shall’’ in the fourth 
line of the proposed amendment, was laid on the 
table, as was also a substitute motion of Rev. J. D. 
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H. Browne, to add the words ‘‘and also two dele- 
gates from each Parish Guild and two delegates 
from each of the Parish Branches of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary.’’ 

On motion, the amendment recommended by the 
Committee was adopted. 

3. Upon motion of Mr. H. Ivor Thomas the Con- 
vention of 1915 referred to the Committee on Canons 
the following proposed amendment, to-wit: 


An Archdeacon of the Diocese may be ap- 
pointed by the Bishop, subject to confirmation 
by the Convention of the Diocese, or, when the 
Convention is not in session, by the Board of 
Missions and Standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese. He may be removed by the Bishop at 
any time, with the approval of the Board of 
Missions. 

The duties of the Archdeacon shall be those 
of a General Missionary, under the direction of 
the Bishop, and adjutant to the Bishop in the 
work of the Church of the Diocese. He shall 
be ex-officio a member of each Convocation. 

The salary of the Archdeacon shall be fixed 
by the Convention, to be paid out of the Dio- 
cesan Assessment Fund. 


The Committee recommend that this amendment 
be not adopted at this time. 

4. On motion of Mr. W. C. Mushet, a proposed 
amendment to Canon XXVIII, adding thereto Sec- 
tion 180, was by Convention of 1915 referred to this 
Committee. Said new section would read as fol- 
lows: 


The amount required for the support of Dio- 
cesan Missions shall be assessed upon each Par- 
ish and Mission in the manner prescribed in 
Canon VII, Section 47. 

The Committee recommend that this amendment 
be not adopted at this time. 
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The recommendations of non-adoption in 3 and 4 
were severally adopted. 

5. A proposed amendment of Canon XXVIII by 
adding thereto Section 181 by Mr. W. C. Mushet 
reads as follows: 


Section 181. The Treasurer of each organ- 
ized Parish and Mission within this Diocese 
shall forward to the Treasurer of the Diocese 
on the Monday following the last Sunday of 
each month, one-twelfth of the amount appor- 
tioned or assessed to it for Diocesan Missions. 
The Committee recommend that this amendment 

be not adopted. 

In No. 5 an amendment ‘‘to adopt’’ prevailed, 
with the introduction at the close of the section, 
on motion of Mr. A. W. Morgan, of the words, ‘‘or 
so much thereof as may have been collected.’’ 

6. The following amendments were proposed by 
Rey. A. L. Walters. The Committee recommend that 
said amendments be not adopted. Said amend- 
ments so proposed are as follows, to-wit: 


Amendment to Canon XXVIII, Section 178 


(Required by the adoption of a ten or eleven per 
cenit basis and additional sliding scale method of ar- 
riving at the apportionments for Missions.) 

Amend Section (b) to read: ‘‘From the percent- 
age determined by each Annual Convention, of the 
gross receipts of each Parish and Mission less the 
amount of any money borrowed or from any sale of 
property included therein as shown by the annual 
report filed that year, and from the additional per- 
centage to be determined by the Finance Committee 
according to a sliding seale, on Parishes and Mis- 
sions whose grand total receipts are shown to have 


oN 
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been more than Three Thousand Dollars ($3000) by 
such annual report. These percentages shall be due 
and payable in quarterly installments of one-fourth 
the total amount apportioned. Provided, that if any 
Parish or Mission shall fail to furnish the Finance 
Committee of the Diocese with a copy of the finan- 
cial part of its annual report filed that year in the 
form provided in Canon XIII, Section 108, then the 
Finanee Committee shall arbitrarily fix the amount 
of the apportionment of that Parish or Mission.’’ 
Omit (e) and (f). 


Amendment to Canon XIII, Section Financial Report. 

After the words, ‘‘thank offering, etc.,’’ insert 
‘from sale or property.’’ 

Amendment to Canons required by the adoneon of 
a one (1) per cent of Grand Total Receipts and 
additional sliding scale method of arriving at the 
amounts of the Diocesan Assessment for the Parishes 
and Missions. 

Canon VII, Section 47, amend paragraph three to. 
read: 

‘‘The amount assessed upon each Parish or Mis- 
sion for the above purposes shall be based upon its 
Grand Total Receipts for the past year as shown 
by its annual report financial filed that year, less 
the amount of any money borrowed or from any sae 
of property included therein. 

‘Provided. ————— already chosen.”’ 

Omit paragraph four. 


Canon XXVII, Section 168 


After the words, ‘‘the amount of which assess- 
ment shall,’’ amend to read, ‘‘be a flat rate of one per 
cent of the grand total receipts for the past year, 
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less the amount of any money borrowed or from 
the sale of any property included therein, as shown 
by its annual report filed that year; and an addi- 
tional percentage according to a sliding scale to be 
fixed by the Committee of Finance on such Parishes 
or Missions whose receipts were more than Three 
Thousand Dollars ($3000), when an assessment of 
more than one per cent is necessary.’’ 

Recommendation of Committee ‘‘not to adopt,’’ 
adopted. 

7. The following amendment was proposed by 
Rey. Alfred Fletcher, to-wit: 

Amend Canon IV, Section 15, by striking out 
the words, ‘‘upon recommendation of the Fi- 
nance Committee (such report having been ac- 
cepted. by the Convention),’’ and substitute in- 


stead thereof the words, ‘‘By vote of the Con- 
vention.’’ 


The Committee recommend that said amendment 
be not adopted. 

No. 7 was adopted, on amendment of Rev. R. L. 
Windsor, with the insertion of the words ‘‘after ref- 
erence to the Committee on Finance for reeommen- 
dations’’ after the words ‘‘by vote of the Conven- 
tion.’’ This amendment was accepted by the Com- 
mittee. 

8. A proposition to amend Canon VIII, Section 
66, by prefixing the following language was sub- 
mitted by Rev. Herbert V. Harris. Said language 
so to be prefixed is as follows: 

Should the relations between the Mission- 
ary and the Mission be at any time dissolved, 
all arrears of stipend must be paid in full be- 
fore a successor may be appointed to the charge 
of the Mission. 

The Committee recommend that said proposed 
amendment be not adopted. 
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9. Upon motion of Mr. W. C. Mushet, the Con- 
vention of 1915 requested the Committee to report 
such changes in the Canons as will enable the annual 
contributions to the Disabled Clergy Fund and the 
Widows and Orphans’ Fund to be applied to cur- 
rent needs. The Committee recommend that Sec- 
tions 182 to 185 of Canon XXIX, and Sections 189 
to 192 of Canon XXX, which cover these funds,. 
should not be changed. 

Nos. 8 and 9: recommendation of Committee ‘‘not. 
to adopt’’ adopted. 

10. Rev. R. L. Windsor submitted the following 
proposed amendments: 


Proposed Amendment to Constitutions, Article XXI, 


Section 55 
Amend by adding the following words after the 
first sentence: ‘‘Provided, a special vote shall be 


a two-thirds vote of each order, Clerical and Lay.’” 
The section so amended will then read: 

‘“The Convention shall have power to raise money 
by tax or asséssment on the Parishes and Missions. 
of this Diocese, by Canon or by Special Vote, for the 
regular expenses of this Diocese, and for such other 
purposes as the Convention may from time to time 
approve and direct; provided a Special Vote shall 
be a two-thirds vote of each order, Clerical and 
Lay, ete.’’ 


Proposed Amendment to Canon IV, Section 15 


Amend by striking out the words, ‘‘special reso- 
lution’’ (line 3) and inserting ‘‘a two-thirds vote of 
each, order, Clerical and Lay.’’ The section so 
amended will then read: 
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‘No Parish or Mission which shall fail to pay its 
quota of the assessments provided, whether by these 
Canons or by a two-thirds vote of each order, Cleri- 
cal and Lay, shall be entitled to representation in the 
Convention of this Diocese, etc.’’ 

The Committee recommend that these proposed 
amendments be adopted. 

No. 10: recommendation ‘‘to adopt’’ adopted. 

11. Rev. A. G. H. Bode proposed the following ad- 
dition to Canon XXVI: 


There shall be a commission of the Diocese, 
to be known as the Commission on Seamen’s 
work, which shall be appointed by the Bishop, 
and shall consist of not less than three mem- 
bers, one of whom shall be a clergyman canon- 
ically resident in the Diocese. 

Tt shall be the duty of the commission to de- 
vise means to maintain work among seamen 
similar to the Seamen’s Church Institute of 
America, and to submit a detailed report of its 
work to the Convention each year. 


The Committee recommend that this amendment 
be not adopted, but that the matters involved therein 
be referred to the Board of Missions. 

On amendment ‘‘to adopt’’ offered by Dean Bode 
the proposed addition to Canon XXVI was adopted. 

12. The Committee recommend the adoption of 
the following new Canon, submitted by Dean Mac- 
Cormick, to be numbered Canon 


CANON OF THE CHURCH PENSION FUND 

Seetion 1. In conformity with the legislation 
adopted by the General Convention of 1913, setting 
forth the principles upon which a Pension System for 
the Clergy of the Church and their dependents 
should be constructed, pursuant to which the cor- 
poration, the Church Pension Fund, has been created 
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to carry these principles into effect, the Diocese of 
Los Angeles adopts the system of the Church Pen- 
sion Fund. 

Section 2. The Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese shall appoint, annually, a committee, to be 
entitled the Committee on the Church Pension Fund, 
and to consist of two clergymen and two laymen. 
The duties of this committee shall be as follows: 

(A) To furnish annually to the Church Pension 
Fund a list of the clergy canonically connected with 
this Diocese, together with a statement of the sti- 
pends received by each from any Parish or Mission 
or other organization connected with this Diocese. 

(B) To receive from the Church Pension Fund 
annually a statement of the premiums necessary to 
be paid by each Parish, Mission, or other organiza- 
tion connected with this Diocese in order that the 
clergymen in receipt of such stipends from such 
Parishes, Missions, or other organizations connected 
with this Diocese may be entitled respectively to 
pensions. 


(C) To inform the authorities of each Parish, 
Mission, or other organization connected with this 
Diocese of the premiums payable by it, and of the 
time and manner of payment thereof. 


(D) To elect a Treasurer, who may or may not 
be a member of the said committee, who shall be 
required to give a bond satisfactory to the com- 
-mittee, and whose duty it shall be to receive from 
all of the Parishes, Missions, or other organizations 
connected with this Diocese, the aforesaid premiums 
and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of the 
Church Pension Fund; and it shall also be his duty 
to receive from the Corporation of the Diocese the 
annual interest accruing on the investments held 
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by said Corporation belonging to the Widows and 
Orphans’ Fund, and to the Disabled Clergy Fund, 
and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of the 
Church Pension Fund, to be applied for the benefit 
of clergymen canonically connected with this Dio- 
— cese entitled to the benefit of the Church Pension 
Fund and their widows and orphans; such applica- 
tion to be subject to and in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 6 herein. f 

(E) To inform the Church Pension Fund from 
time to time of the clergy, and the widows and minor 
orphans of clergy who may be entitled, in respect to 
this Diocese, to receive pensions or annuities from 
the Church Pension Fund. 

(F) In general to inform the clergy and laity of 
the Diocese regarding the Church Pension System 
created by the General Convention and committed 
by it to the operation of the Chureh Pension Fund, 
whereby the clergy of the Church are assured of 
pensions, as of right to themselves in the event of 
old age or disability, and in the event of death, to 
their widows and minor orphans, and to do all 
things that may be necessary or advisable in the 
premises, to the end that the moneys necessary to 
be paid by the Parishes, Missions and other organ- 
izations connected with this Diocese may be fully 
and systematically paid. 

Seetion 3. It shall be the duty of the Finance 
Committee of the Diocese to provide for, and of the 
Treasurer of the Diocese to make the annual pay- 
ment to the Treasurer of the Committee on the 
Church Pension Fund of the premiums payable on 
behalf of the Bishop of the Diocese (and Bishop 
Coadjutor, if there be one). 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Board of 
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Missions of the Dioceses to pay to the Treasurer of 
the Committee on the Church Pension Fund the 
premiums payable by it on the apportionment to all 
clergymen receiving stipends from said Board. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Finance 
Committee of the Diocese to authorize the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese to pay to the Treasurer of the 
said Committee on the Church Pension Fund the 
premiums payable on account of all stipends paid 
by the Diocese to clergymen as officers of the Con- 
vention, and to make all necessary arrangements to 
provide for such premiums. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Corporation 
of the Diocese to pay annually to the Treasurer of 
the said Committee on the Church Pension Fund the 
income derived from investments held by it belonging 
to the Disabled Clergy Fund and the Widows and 
Orphans’ Fund, upon receiving satisfactory assur- 
ance that the Church Pension Fund will assume and 
continue to pay all the annuities paid by the said 
Corporation when this Canon goes into effect. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of every clergy- 
man as aforesaid, receiving a stipend or stipends, 
and the duty of every Parish, Mission, or other 
organization connected with the Diocese as afore- 
said, paying such stipend or stipends, to furnish a 
statement of such stipend or stipends to the Com- 
mittee on the Church Pension Fund whenever the 
said committee shall, in writing, ask-for such state- 
ment. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the Finance 
Committee of the Diocese to incorporate into the 
annual budget of Convention an appropriation to 
cover the necessary expenses of the Committee on 
the Church Pension Fund of this Diocese in carrying 
out its duties. 
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Section 9. This Canon shall take effect when the 
Secretary of the Convention of this Diocese shall 
receive notification from the Church Pension Fund 
that a Reserve Fund of $5,000,000 for the purposes 
of the Church Pension Fund has been established to 
enable the system to go into operation. 


_ Section 10. When this Canon shall become oper- 
ative the offerings now designated by Canon for the 
Disabled Clergy Fund and the Widows and Orphans’ 
Fund shall be applied to the payment of the premium 
of the clergy of the Parish or Mission in which such 
offerings are made, 


Section 11. The Committee on Canons is in- 
structed to bring all existing Canons into conformity 
with the provisions of this Canon. 

On motion of Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack the con- 
sideration of the proposed Pension Fund Canon (No. 
12 of the Committee’s report) was postponed until 
the evening session. (See page 62.) 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that the report of the 
Committee on Canons be received as a whole and 
adopted to the extent and in the manner acted upon. 
Adopted. 


Dr. MacCormack moved that that portion of the 
Bishop’s address relating to the Pension System be 
referred to the Pension Fund Committee. Adopted. 

The Committee on Credentials reported that thir- 
ty-eight Parishes and nineteen Missions had sent 
certified lists of Lay-Delegates and that all such 
were entitled to representation except those which 
had been reported by the Treasurer as delinquent 
in their assessments. Received. 


Subsequently the Finance Committee reported on 
the matter of such delinquency referred to it and 
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‘‘respectfully referred the list of delinquents back 
to the Convention without recommendation. ’’ 


Rev. Mr. Windsor moved that the delinquency of 
such Missions as were reported by the Treasurer be 
remitted. Adopted. 


Seventy-two clergy registered as present and one 
hundred and _ forty-two lLay-Delegates represent- 
ing thirty-three Parishes and fifteen Missions. 

The report of the Committee on the Admission of 
Parishes and Missions into union with the Conven- 
tion was received. 


The Committee reports that it has received ap- 
plications from St. Peter’s Parish, San Pedro, Los 
Angeles, and St. John’s Mission, Needles. 

Finding that all canonical requirements have been 
complied with in each case your Committee rec- 
ommends that the said Parish and Mission be re- 
ceived into union with the Convention, and makes 
a motion to that effect.

Mr. George W. Parsons moved that the Seeretary 
be instructed to notify the members of Committees 
not only-of their appointment but of the times set 
for their meetings, as is done in regularly organ- 
ized commercial bodies wherein such notification is 
considered necessary. Motion was lost. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved that the sum of $1000 
be appropriated for the protection of the titles of 
Mission properties and to defray necessary expenses 
in connection therewith. On motion referred to the 
Finance Committee. 


Rev. R. B. Gooden presented the report of the 
Standing Committee. Received. (Appendix 2.) 

Arehdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Board of Missions together with a Digest of the 
Minutes of its meetings. Received. (Appendices 3 
and 4.) 

The report concluded with the following resolu- 
tion, offered by the Archdeacon: 

Resolved, That the Missionary Apportionment and 
the Ideal Apportionment be combined and that the 
apportionment to the Parishes and Missions for the 
ensuing year be such a per cent of the current ex- 
penses as. will yield the sum of $15,000.00. Adopted. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas presented the report of the 
Corporation of the Diocese. Received. (Appen- 
dix 5.) 

Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the Secretary be au- 
thorized to have 500 copies of the Constitution and 
Canons printed with amendments to date; also that 
amendments adopted each succeeding year’ be 
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printed on slips for insertion in the book. Adopted. 

Mr. John L. Bacon offered the following: 

Resolved, That a Committee be appointed by the 
Chair to recommend to this Convention nominees for 
delegates to the General Convention, members of 
the Standing Committee and elective members of 
the Board of Missions; and that this nominating 
committee be composed of one Clerical and one Lay 
Delegate from each Convocation and that the Com- 
mittee report its recommendations to this Conven- 
tion not later than 5:00 p. m. of this day. 

Motion lost on division: ayes 46, noes 69. 

On motion the Convention proceeded to the nom- 
ination of candidates for the several committees.

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the General Convention and the Alternate Deputies 
be also Delegates and Alternate Delegates to the 
Synod of the Province of the Pacifie if one shall 
be held. Adopted. 

Rev. F. U. Bugbee moved that the Chair be re- 
quested to appoint a nominating committee for the 
Board of Christian Education. This was adopted 
and the Chair appointed Rev. F. U. Bugbee, A. M. 
Smith, R. L. Windsor. 

Rev. Henderson Judd presented the report of the 
J. and EK. Mission. Received. (Appendix 6.) 

In connection therewith Mr. Judd offered the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved, That all offerings and collections of 
Good Friday Services of each year are to be devoted 
to the J. and E. M. And that notice of such resolu- 
tion be placed among the Stated Offerings on the 
last page of the cover of the Annual Journals, im- 
mediately after the one now for Quinquagesima 
Sunday. 

On motion of Mr. G. L. Bugbee it was referred to 
the Finance Committee. 


Mr. Wm. F. Knight moved that the Chair be re- 
quested to appoint a committee to consider that 
portion of the Bishop’s address relating to the 
growing need of making provision in the future for 
additional episcopal oversight. Adopted. 

The Chair placed the matter in the hands of the 
Standing Committee. 


Rev. George Davidson moved that the Order of 
Business appointed for 4 0’clock on the first day of 
Convention—Reports of Church Institutions—be 
made the order of the day on the second day of this 
Convention immediately after the first ballot for 
elections. Adopted.

Convention adjourned to meet at 7:30 p. m. 

At the evening session, which met at 7:30, the or-

Committee on Canons and was recommended by that 
committee. 

The report was presented by Dean MacCormack 
and after full and free discussion the Pension Fund 
’ System was adopted by unanimous vote of the 
Convention in detail and as a whole.

Dr. Learned moved that the manner of electing 
the Alternate Deputies to General Convention, as 
proposed and adopted by the Convention yesterday, 
be referred to the Committee on Canons. Adopted. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman, speaking for the Committee, 
questioned the canonical Roe arity, of such a mode 
of procedure. 

Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the seven persons re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes in the ballot 
cast for the Directors be declared elected. Adopted. 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the Treasurer’s re- 
port. Received. (Appendix 8.) 

Reports were submitted from various church in- 
stitutions: The Church Home for Children, by Dea- 
coness Evelyn Wile.

Rev. C. T. Murphy moved that the Chair be re- 
quested to appoint a nominating committee for the 
persons required for membership on the several Pro- 
vincial Boards. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such committee Rev. C. 
T. Murphy, Rev. A. L. Hall, Rev. George Davidson. 

The Committee reported the name of Rev. R. B. 
Gooden as Diocesan member of the Provincial Board 
of Religious Education; of Ven. T. C. Marshall for 
the Provincial Board of Missions; of Rev. A. G. H. 
Bode for the Provincial Board of Social Service. 

‘On motion, the Secretary was instructed to cast 
the ballot of the Convention for the election of these 
gentlemen as nominated. The ballot was cast and 
they were so elected. 

The report of the Committee on Philanthropy and 
Social Service was presented by Archdeacon Mar- 
shall. Received. (Appendix 17.) 

One portion of the Committee’s report invited dis- 
cussion, (3) that pertaining to ‘‘The Liquor Ques- 
tion.’’ 

Rey. Alfred Fletcher and Rev. Edmond Walters 
advocated ‘‘Temperance’’ as distinct from ‘‘Prohi- 
bition,’’ on scriptural grounds. The contrary side, 
as favoring Prohibition, was advocated by Rev. P. 
H. Hickman, Rev. R. P. Smith and Rev. Robert 
Renison. 

The result of the discussion was a resolution of- 
fered by Rev. Dr. Learned: 

Resolved, That this Convention accepts the report 
of the Social Service Commission and that it une- 


quivocally and emphatically endorses the efforts 
which are being made for the suppression of the 
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liquor traffic and for the abatement of the evils of 
intemperanee. Adopted. 

The further consideration of the report of the 
Committee on Social Service was postponed until 
the evening session at 8 o’clock. 

On motion, the nomination of the Alternate Dep- 
uties to the General Corivention was proceeded with, 
and Rev. P. H. Hickman, Dean MacCormack, J. 
Arthur Evans, Dr. Deuel, of the Clergy, were nom: 
inated ; for Lay Alternate Deputies, Dr. J. E. Cowles, 
Mr. S. B. Robinson, C. D. Adams, H. Ivor Thomas 
were nominated. There being only four in each or- 
der, the Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot 
of the Convention for these gentlemen. The ballot 
was so cast and they were elected Alternate Deputies. 

The report of the Finance Committee was pre- 
sented by Mr. W. C. Mushet. Received. (Appen- 
dix 18.) 

Rev. R. L. Windsor moved that the question as to 
the power of the Finance Committee to adjust assess- 
ments when unduly burdensome be referred to the 
Committee on Canons. Adopted. 

The Committee on Canons reported that the Fi- 
nance Committee was so empowered by Convention 
‘in Canon VII, See. 47. Report adopted. 

Rey. R. L. Windsor moved that the approval of 
Convention be given to the amendments of the Gen- 
eral Constitution as passed in the General Conven- 
tion of 1913; and that the Secretary be instructed 
to inform the Seeretary of the General Convention 
to that effect. Adopted. 

Rev. H. V. Harris offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Canons be in- 
structed to submit an amendment of the Canons 


to the Convention of 1917 whereby any Mission in 
arrears in the salary of the Missionary upon the 
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occurrence of a vacancy shall be ineligible to receive 
an appropriation from the Board of Missions until 
said arrears are paid. On motion, referred to the 
Committee on Canons. 

Under the new Pension Fund Canon the Bishop 
appointed as the Committee on the Church Pension 
Fund: Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack, D.D., Rev. R. 
L. Windsor, Mr. Wm. Norman Campbell and Mx: 
-George H. Wigmore. 

Appreciative mention was made in the Bishop’s 
Address of our deceased clerical brethren of the Dio- 
cese, Rev. Searle M. Wren, Rev. William H. Dyer, 
Rev. Henry Jay Camp, and also of Rev. Canon John 
Booth Good; and loving recognition was given of 
their beautiful Christian lives and their valuable 
services to the Church in this Diocese. Suitable 
memorial pages are placed at the close of the 
Journal. 

Mr. H. BE. Brett moved that the reading of the 
minutes of this day’s proceedings be dispensed with, 
and that they be certified by the Chair. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned sine die, the 
Bishop pronouncing the blessing.

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APPENDIX 1 
BISHOP’S ADDRESS 
1916 


Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


The phrases that to-day rise instinctively in my 
mind may seem commonplace to you, but the An- 
nual Convention of a Diocese marks the passage 
of a year, and so the thought and speech incidental 
to a birthday come most naturally to my mind and 
lips. I can but rejoice that another year may be 
laid at the Master’s feet if it bears the marks of 
loyalty to Him and of earnest devotion to His work 
on the part of that great body of men and women 
who representatively kneel before this Altar to-day. 

Two years ago at this season we had reached a 
eritical period in many spheres of our Church work. 
The sources of financial supply for our Missionary 
work, developing so rapidly as they had, had been 
inadequate. The Missionary Committee had for 
months been facing a deficit, and it was obliged to 
state in its report the fact to the Convention. Some- 
times the hint has been thrown out that this Com- 
mittee is reluctant to share its counsels with the 
Church-at-large. It is interesting to note, however, 
that that hint has been implied almost continuously 
through the twenty years of our Diocesan life and, 
as through that period of time some Rector of almost 
every Parish has at some time been upon the Com- 
mittee, it would seem as though any policy that 
would justify the hint had, first and last, the consent 
of many of the leading men of this Convention. As 
a matter of fact, the inference is not true. It is well 
known that the Committee meets the last Wednesday 
_ of each month at noon, and while it is true that it,— 
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as must all important organizations, for obvious rea- 
sons, meet occasionally in executive session, (and in 
this case I may say that such meetings are really 
semi-occasionally,)—still, in its burdensome work, 
the Missionary Committee craves the advice and the 
assistance of every Communicant of this Diocese. 
There are problems which it believes it would be 
your wish that it should share with the Bishop and 
the parties immediately interested, viz: The Mission- 
ary and the people of his field. It is better for all 
concerned that all such matters should be treated 
with much reserve, but I know of no Committee that 
would welcome more heartily the presence of inter- 
ested and intelligent advisers than the Committee 
which, upon the pledge of this Convention that it 
will furnish it with twelve thousand dollars, is trying 
to meet its pledge to your Missions of over ten 
thousand dollars each year. That, my Brethren, is. 
what the Missionary Committee had been attempting 
to do when it met with this Convention two years 
ago. It had not been able to do it. Later on the 
new Committee had to adopt drastic measures to 
meet the emergencies, and many of our most pains- 
taking and faithful men had to suffer, for the work 
and the workers had to be readjusted to our reduced 
income, and many a time I, (and I believe the same 
was true of other members of the Committee,) came 
away from its monthly meeting heartsick and weary 
by the recollection of the hours spent in the attempt 
to fit our garment to our cloth when the garment to 
be made was the coat of a full grown man and the 
cloth at our command only enough with which to 
make the jacket of a boy in his teens. It ought not 
to have been so, but the saddest hours of my Epis- 
copate have been those in which I have been facing 
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great and grave opportunities with the conscious- 
ness that neither I nor my splendid advisers had at 
our command the money required to provide for 
imperatively needed advance work; not money 
enough to pay adequately the splendid workers 
already in the field. 


This is the penalty we pay for living in a rapidly- 
developing country whose population is increasing 
at a rate almost unprecedented in the history of 
the country. Fortunately, to-day, in one respect, 
the outlook for the Church is better than it has 
been for many years in the past. We have paid our 
debt and we have a small reserve for a working fund. 
What we should have as a Diocese is a working fund 
of such dimensions that in no emergency would we 
need to go to the banks for help. Such help had 
always been given us, but upon terms perfectly 
proper and fair as a business matter, but demanding 
collateral that individual members of the Mission- 
ary Committee ought not to have been asked to 
give. The working fund would obviate this neces- 
sity. 

The fiscal year of the Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan ended with a splendid balance sheet in 
January. Several years ago the Management took 
over the control of the magnificent hospital build- 
ing at the corner of Orange and Witmer streets, in 
our city, built and held by the Columbia Hospital 
Association. For reasons easily accounted for, the 
old Management approached me with a. proposal 
freighted with important issues which, after a care- 
ful study of the situation, with my very capable and 
astute advisers, I, as President of the Hospital of 
the Good Samaritan, decided to accept. I am glad 
to be able to say that our effort so far has been 
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attended with great success. Financially, we have 
met all obligations, and so soon as we are able to. 
dispose of our equities, we should be largely, if not. 
entirely, free of debt. 


To enable us to work more effectively we need two 
things. First: we should have a Chapel, and second: 
a new wing. We are adopting a makeshift for a 
Chapel. The center of every Christian institution,, 
and especially a hospital, should be a fixed and an 
attractive Altar,—a place where workers and mem- 
bers of the household may ‘‘go and rest awhile.’” 
The habit of getting apart and talking quietly with 
God should be part of every day’s routine. It gives, 
and it alone can give, poise. With this thought in 
mind, we are hoping that God may move someone to 
erect a Chapel upon the grounds near to our build- 
ing and in direct connection with it. Our present 
accommodations are quite inadequate for our needs. 
The room used for devotional purposes is over- 
crowded when our services are held, and no finer 
offering could be made than a Chapel in memory 
of someone who, in some way, has been strengthened 
either in body or soul by the ministrations and in- 
struction offered when in need of such help. 


Let me also say that the new wing must come. 
A friend has offered to be one of a hundred each to 
contribute at least one thousand dollars. I already 
feel the impact of that gift, and before many months. 
will have passed I trust that I may be able to an- 
nounce that the wing is assured by pledges to the: 
amount required. When this shall have been ac- 
complished, we shall be equipped with every neces- 
sary surgical appliance called for by the medical 
profession of to-day and, what is of great importance, 
we shall be able to offer gratuitously, or at least. 
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upon very low terms, accommodations to those un- 
able to pay prices which the necessities of the case 
oblige us to ask for most of the rooms of our present 
building. If God spares my life, I expect that my 
accomplished plans will enable the Church to min- 
ister to every worthy person who may -rightfully 
claim her care. Two years ago was a critical point 
in the hospital’s history. This, we are thankful to 
‘say, has ceased to be true to-day. 


The year has not yet been finished, but at the 
present moment we have every reason to believe that, 
in spite of the stringency of-the times, we are likely, 
-at the close of the last term of the school year, to 
break a little more than even in the Harvard School 
for Boys in this city and in the School for Girls at 
La Jolla. Gratifying as this may be, it is not so 
satisfying, however, as the fact that. the standards 
‘scholastically of both these schools have been brought 
up to a high point—the marks in each institution, 
the universities to which our graduates have gone, 
being the determining factor. I believe no Diocese 
is better served educationally than is this one. What 
the schools need are endowments that will enable us 
to give scholarships where they may be won. Already 
we have several at the La Jolla school, and the girls 
who are being benefited by them have won them 
upon examination. This, as you see, immediately 
lifts the beneficiary above the place of charity. A 
-duke’s son, as well as the son of a peasant, may win 
his scholarship at Cambridge. The same is true at 
many of our American schools. This seemed to us 
to be the wise basis upon which similar privileges 
shall be granted to those who desire graduation from 
our Diocesan institutions, and our judgment has been 
commended by our friends. By such a policy, if 
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supported, we will be able to give not indiserimi- 
nately, to be sure, but intelligently, an opportunity 
to capable boys and girls to secure for themselves a 
place in these schools in which we are trying to 
maintain a high intellectual and moral standard. 

I have never said very much in my Convention 
addresses about the Neighborhood Settlement. I 
feel that the time has come when that remarkable 
work be given its due prominence. There are other 
institutions of a similar character here in this city, 
and all doing most commendable and splendid work, 
but I think I am justified in saying that our own 
Settlement, under the direction of two very intelli- 
gent, devoted and efficient Deaconesses, and under 
the management of a body of exceptionally promi- 
nent and capable women, of which Mrs. Sumner 
Hunt is President, is reaching out in more directions 
than any other Settlement of the city. For this 
effort, more money is raised and expended than by 
any of the other Institutions of similar character in 
this part of the State, and all this work, done by 
these faithful women, has become a matter of which 
you and I should justly be proud. The Settlement 
has its kindergarten, its play-ground, its cooking 
and sewing schools, its carpenter shop, its library, 
its lecture system, its amusement hall, its bath-rooms 
and its maternity and tuberculosis clinics, these last 
being under the direction of the Health Board of 
the city, and already an important factor in Neigh- 
- borhood life. Yes, you and I have a right to be 
proud of the work which the Church is doing, but 
every Churchman’s pride would be modified by a - 
deep and profound regret did he see the workshop 
in which this work is being done. The plant is 
very inadequate. It is not shabby, for nothing de- 
serves such an epithet which is well cared for, and 
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such is true of the Settlement houses, but they are 
the merest travesties of the things that they should 
be. By careful and painstaking oversight the real 
estate has become valuable, but the Deaconesses need 
and must have institutional and domestic shelter, 
if nothing more, that will really protect them and 
their workers and their work while they, in their 
home, serve the social interests of that portion of the 
city in which the plant is placed at the corner of 
Ninth and Wilson streets. I have publicly asked 
for contributions for this work in a way that may 
appeal to the Church-at-large. I believe that, look- 
ing for immediate results, very few institutions begin 
to compare in importance with this one, and I have 
wondered, in view of that fact, whether the Church 
people of this Diocese would not be willing at some 
time in my own birth-month of June to send to my 
office contributions of one dollar or more that would 
enable me directly, this very summer, to build a 
structure suited to the work’s needs. Mrs. Hunt 
and the ladies associated with her have heroically 
fostered the Settlement into its splendid position. 
They have raised and they have given the large 
sums of money necessary to its support. Will not 
the Church-at-large (for this is a Diocesan and not a 
city work,) rise generously to the situation and give 
the money which the work demands? 

Of the Church Home for Children I have often 
spoken. It is forging ahead and its ambition for a 
new Home I trust will be shortly realized. I rejoice 
to say that Deaconess Wile, its forceful House- 
Mother, is insatiable, as that is the spirit which, 
coupled with strong consecrated common sense and 
pertinacity, always wins, and I venture to say that 
no Home for Children has more to its credit than 
has our own. 
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The Refuge for the Aged has also been coming 
to the front during these last three years. To this 
effort, Deaconess Miller has given most constant 
service. I have rarely known a body of more 
thoughtful people than those who, as Trustees, have 
accepted the responsibility for the erection and the 
maintenance of this Home. This Board feels that it 
must make haste slowly; that, because of the far- 
reaching consequences, it cannot accept responsi- 
bility for aged people until such time as it shall own 
a building properly planned and suitably con- 
structed and, further, until such time as it shall be 
assured of an income pledged to its support. The 
vicissitudes attending Home-for-Aged people are 
more and different from those attending almost all 
other charities, and I am glad to know that our 
Board, with its wise and scrupulously intelligent 
President, Mrs. Holt, has settled upon the definite 
policy which I have outlined. Property, upon which 
we can realize at the time when funds shall be 
needed, has been transferred to me as Corporation 
Sole. Further offers have been made, and I trust that 
this great work will be remembered by Church people 
when moved to do something to help on God’s 
cause. 

I must speak of the splendid service which, during 
the last year, has been done by a quiet band of 
women which meets each month with the definite 
purpose of helping me, the Bishop, to carry on my 
‘ work. ‘‘The Bishop’s Guild,’’ the name adopted by 
these, my helpful friends, has been indefatigable in 
its efforts to supply me with funds to meet the- 
demands with which I am confronted,—interest, in- 
surance, taxes, improvements and repairs upon prop- 
erty,—all of which must be provided for. These 
splendid women, with Mrs. Sampson at the head, 
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almost as by inspiration, entered into the conscious- 
ness of these facts, and generously reached out their 
hands to help me to my need. This they are doing, 
not by making demand upon the Diocese for a share 
of the money that must be pledged to other causes, 
but they have been content to take literally what 
may be ealled superfluous things—the things that 
no one wants, and then these things have been sold 
to those who actually need them. A surprising in- 
come is derived from this source and the Diocese, 
as well as the Bishop, has been largely helped by 
this organization in earrying the burdens that they 
have had to bear. My friends, never fail, if you can 
do so, to respond to any appeal of the Bishop’s 
Guild. 


There is a matter about which this Convention will 
be asked to take action. I refer to what is called 
‘““The Pension Fund.’’? To the original form in 
which it was presented to the last General Conven- 
tion I was opposed. It seemed to me that, in penal- 
izing Dioceses and Parishes, incalculable harm would 
be done to the younger Diocese and Missions. Those 
penalties have been removed. If, therefore, the 
Diocese desires to adopt the original measure, in a 
modified form, I would be in accord with such action, 
for the Diocese and the Parishes will be protected. 
I wish, however, to call attention to a fact of which I 
was recently advised by a very astute financier of 
this Diocese. Is it, or is it not true that the pro- 
posed plan is an Insurance rather than a Pension 
scheme? The beneficiaries, as I understand it, are 
to be those who, through their ministry, either di- 
reetly themselves or indirectly through their Par- 
ishes, have been able each year to pay a certain sum 
into the Church treasury, and the benefits of the 
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fund will go to those who have thus been able to 
keep up their payments continuously through the 
period starting at the time of their ordination to the 
Diaconate and ending when a man shall have reached 
his sixty-eighth birthday. 

So far the scheme seems plainly to be a scheme for 
Clerical Life Insurance, to purchase which an easily 
determined sum has annually been paid. 


At this point, however, a question arises for which 
doubtless there is an answer, but of which I have 
Bias yet heard. What is to be the fate of those for 
whom, for various reasons, neither they themselves, 
nor their congregations have been able to purchase 
such protection? I am told that in every such case a. 
minimum pension of six hundred dollars will be paid. 
No one knows better than I that the clergy are 
splendid, upright men, but with meager salaries and 
serving in an atmosphere created by depleted parish 
treasuries, it would only be natural that many of 
them should decide sooner or later to accept the 
prospect of a minimum pension rather than live on 
for years in a constant struggle to add seven per 
cent of their salaries to a Fund from which, at best,. 
they can hope to get but a little more than the 
minimum pension after they shall have passed the 
age of sixty-eight. I cannot help but ask what is 
likely to be the fate of the Pension Fund, the ex- 
istence of which for current liabilities is to be de- 
_pendent upon this seven per cent income from cler- 
ical salaries, when any considerable number of 
clergy in times of discouragement have arrived at. . 
this conclusion? » 


This may be an easy way to secure Insurance 
for the Clergy who are able to pay for it, but when 
they have not been able to do this, might not such 
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unfortunate men be obliged to face the future at 
sixty-eight without the prospect of even the aid 
which they are now receiving from the Clergy Relief 
Fund? I imagine that this dilemma may have been 
foreseen. Possibly such a situation has been con- 
templated and, in this scheme now being consid- 
ered, it may be proposed to give every clergyman 
at sixty-eight the minimum pension of six hundred 
dollars, whether he has made or failed to make pay- 
ment. But my query is, in this contingency, in view 
of the difficulty of raising money, may not many of 
the clergy fall quickly into the category of those who 
do the easy thing? Insurance experts alone could 
make this clear. 

If this question could be cleared up, it would seem 
that the Church might gladly accept the scheme, but 
an Insurance plan introduces quite another series of 
questions than those which the Church has been dis- 
cussing through these three years, and this matter 
must be thoroughly understood by all concerned by 
it if we are to be saved complications in the future. 


I feel, dear Brethren, that in the Providence of 
God, the time has come when we should face a fact of 
importance to us all. I have already spoken of the 
birthday of the Diocese, which reminds me that when 
another year shall have passed I will have attained 
my majority in the Episcopate. That might not mean 
much, for many a Bishop has served in his field far 
more than twenty-one years, but when a man be- 
comes a Bishop at the age of forty-eight, he should 
recognize that at the expiration of twenty-one years 
he faces a crisis in his life. Within a few months, 
three score and ten will lie behind him, and the 
future must be regarded as borrowed time. If I 
were to determine my policy by my feeling, I should 
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say that I had reason to believe that I was for all 
time to be the Bishop of Los Angeles but, whatever 
may be my limitations, I do claim to have some judg- 
ment and I know that, as a matter of self-protection, 
this Diocese should begin to prepare for contingen- 
cies that are likely to arise. Southern California 
has developed wonderfully since 1896, and the 
Church has shared in the influences that have made 
the commonwealth prosperous. During this last 
year our communicant list has inereased in a larger 
proportion than any Diocese west of the Mississippi, 
and our contributions were only a little less than the 
contributions of the oldest and the wealthiest Dio- 
cese within the same area. This is not a ground for 
boasting. Our Confirmation classes have been satis- 
factory but, more than this, great numbers of 
Churchmen have come to this favored country, and. 
many of them have allied themselves with us and 
with generosity, learned elsewhere, they are sup- 
porting us but, account for it as we choose, the 
Church has attained such a position that the duties. 
of the Episcopate are enough and more than enough 
to occupy the time and attention of a man in the 
prime of life. I appreciate the feeling back of the 
regret, often expressed, that the Bishop visits but. 
infrequently the various centers of work in his Dio- 
cese. This is justified by the fact, but the Bishop 
who loves his flock, but who unfortunately can be 
in but one place at a time, regrets that disability 
- more than any of his people, and I rarely go into: 
a gathered congregation but that I do not see new 
faces evoking by their manifest though unspoken 
interest my friendship, and I frankly mourn that 
opportunity to cultivate it is so limited. All this 
leads me to say that the time is at hand, even if it. 
is not already here, when the Convention of this. 
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Diocese should be taking steps towards an adjust- 
ment of these conditions. The increased Diocesan 
and Institutional responsibilities demand increased 
Episcopal oversight. I do not have to work harder 
than any other man in the Diocese should work; 
I am conscious that my work is not as far reaching 
as a Bishop’s work might be; I can see places where 
a Bishop’s presence for weeks might be a help. At 
present I can give but a day where a week might 
be well spent. Business of importance affecting insti- 
tutions is often delayed because even short visita- 
tions necessitates absence from home. I would be 
distracted at times did I not have valuable agents 
to guard our interests in the principals of two schools, 
in the superintendent of the hospital, in the active, 
efficient Deaconesses at the Settlement, in the 
~Church Home for Children and in our Diocesan Sec- 
retary whose desk is in my office, but the stress 
might be lessened if the Diocese were divided or if v 
provision for increased Episcopal service could be 
made. I wish it to be distinctly understood that I 
-am not speaking of this subject to secure release for 
myself, but I am thinking of the Diocese. For 
twenty years, you, my people and I, have worked 
harmoniously side by side. We have accomplished 
some things that must ‘not be jeopardized by any 
false sense of loyalty to me or of delicacy toward me. 
We need to be large-minded about this matter, and 
I want this Convention to ask for a Committee of a 
representative character that shall report to the Con- 
vention of 1917 what in its opinion is the wise policy 
for us to adopt, looking toward the best interests of 
the Church in Southern California. 

Before closing my address, I desire to recall those 
whose loss we mourn to-day. 

I had known less well than many others of our 
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own order, Bishop Biller, Bishop Codman and Bishop 
Toll. ; 

Bishop Biller’s Episcopate had lasted but three > 
years, but there were abundant evidences of faithful 
and good work down through that triennium. 

Bishop Codman had been for a number of years a 
successful Priest in Massachusetts, and his definite 
pains-taking work quickly enabled him to grasp the 
situation in Maine and secure cordial co-operation 
with those with whom he cast his lot in that State. 
He was a beloved and affectionate Bishop of the 
Church. 

Bishop Toll, as the Suffragan of the Bishop of Chi- 
cago, was held in high esteem by those who knew 
him. He was an elderly man, with a sweet, tender 
and yet forceful nature, ripe in spiritual experiences, 
and earnest and devout in his methods. It will not 
be easy for the Diocese of Chicago to fill his place. 

Our own Diocese has been called to mourn the 
death of three Priests, each men of exceptional abil- 
ity. Those of you who had only lately been per- 
mitted to know the Rev. William H. Dyer can have 
had but little idea of the man that he had been in 
the earlier years of his life. He came from the finest 
of American stock, and he. was worthy of his sires. 
He had an exceptionally fine mind,—cultured in 
Eastern schools of the highest order. His sermons 
were like exquisite poems, always beautiful and 

spiritually refreshing. Upon every important ques- 
' tion he had an opinion that was worth while, and his 
power of terse expression was not surpassed by any 
man in the Diocese. He did not speak often upon 
the floor of this Convention, but when he arose to 
speak its members immediately gave attention as 


though they expected a message from him and they 
received it. 
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The Rev. Henry J. Camp had been a class-mate at 
Gambier of Mr. Dyer, and he, too, was a thoughtful 
man who never spoke unless he had something to 
say. His life, because of feeble health, had been 
passed in the smaller fields of work, but this must 
be said,—whatever he ministered, he brought a 
blessing of peace and joy. 


A most exceptional man passed on when the Rev. 
Searle M. Wren was taken to his eternal home, in 
July of this last year. He was recognized by those 
who knew him as one of the best equipped men both 
mentally and spiritually we have ever had in this 
Diocese. He was instinctively a scholar. He loved 
knowledge, he loved books, he loved men who wrote 
books and he loved men who read them. ‘These 
affirmations show the man to you as he seemed to be, 
but he was so much more than he seemed to be. 
He was so transformed by his affection for these 
and every high kindred thing, that those who knew 
him will always feel that in his presence we were 
near to some Divine thing. It was that fact that 
made him the power he was in every place where he 
served. Many, in every such place to-day, rise to 
call him blessed. Our brother was indeed a Prophet, 
as well as a Priest, because he disclosed the truth to 
souls and gave them visions of its saving power. The 
years of his service were not so many as we could 
wish that they had been, but they were splendid, 
full years and the harvest of them will, in the great 
gathering, be shown to be a large one. 


Just a few weeks ago, there died in the City of 
Pasadena, John Booth Good, perpetual Canon of the 
Diocese of Vancouver. Canon Good had lived for a 
number of years in this Diocese, but his great work 
had been done in British Columbia, where he had 
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been sent over fifty years ago by the English ‘‘So- 
ciety for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts.’’ His career was remarkable for its energy, 
bravery and efficiency. He was a man of great force 
and power, and we may well believe that he has 
entered into a large reward. 

Of all these Brethren, may we say ‘‘Let Light per- 
petual shine upon them’’ and ‘‘Grant them, Lord, 
Thine Eternal Rest.’’

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE TO 
THE TWENTY-FIRST ANNUAL CONVEN- 
TION OF THE DIOCESE OF LOS 
ANGELES 


The first meeting of the Standing Committee of 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, elected at the twentieth 
annual Convention, consisting of the Rev. Dr. M. C. 
Dotten, the Rev. Dr. C. H. Hibbard, the Rev. C. E. 
Spalding, the Rev. R. B. Gooden, Dr. J. E. Cowles, 
Mr. C. D. Adams, Mr. H. E. Brett, and Mr. W. F. 
Knight, was held on May 20, 1915. The Committee 
organized by the election of the Rev. Dr. M. C. 
Dotten as President, and the Rev. R. B. Gooden as 
Secretary. 

The next meeting was held on June 7, 1915. Mr. 
Calvin Rankin Barnes, candidate for Holy Orders, 
was recommended to the Bishop for ordination to 
the Diaconate, and consent was given to the conse- 
eration of the Rev. Wilson R. Stearly to be Bishop 
Suffragan in the Diocese of Newark. 

The next meeting was held on August 5, 1915. 
Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. 
Charles Fiske, D.D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of Cen- 
tral New York, also to the consecration of the Rev. 
Edward Campion Acheson to be Bishop Suffragan 
in the Diocese of Connecticut. A request from the 
parish at Inglewood for the extension of their parish 
bounds was denied as the request appeared to be 
contrary to the Canon. 

The next meeting was held on Oct. 11, 1915. An 
application was received from St. Peter’s Mission, 
San Pedro, asking the consent of the Committee to 
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the formation of the Mission into a Parish. Action 
was postponed until further information was re- 
ceived. 

The next meeting was held on Nov. 5, 1915. Mr. 
Randolph Leigh, a Candidate for Holy Orders, was 
given permission to shorten the time of his candi- 
dateship, and was recommended to the Bishop for 
ordination to the Diaconate. The matter of the 
formation of the Parish at San Pedro was again 
taken up, but was postponed until further informa- 
tion had been received. 

The next meeting was held on Feb. 17, 1916. Per- 
mission was given to St. Peter’s Mission, San Pedro, 
to organize as a Parish, with boundaries fixed as 
the limits of the former city of San Pedro. The 
Committee suggested that. the spiritual oversight of 
Wilmington and parts adjacent to San Pedro might 
be given to the Rector of San Pedro. The applica- 
tion of Trinity Mission, Los Angeles, for permission 
to organize as a Parish, was taken up, but action 
was postponed until further information had been 
received. Action on qa request from Mr. Ainslie 
Kirchhoffer, a Candidate for Holy Orders, for rec- 
ommendation to the Bishop for ordination to the 
Diaconate, was postponed until his papers were in 
the form as prescribed by the Canon. 

The next meeting was held on March 23, 1916. 
Permission was given to Trinity Mission, Los An- 
geles, to organize as a Parish. At his request, the 
Rev. J. Lamb Doty, Deacon, was granted a dispen- 
sation from the study of the Latin and Greek lan- 
guages, and he was recommended to the Bishop for 
ordination to the Priesthood. Mr. Richard Ainslie 
Kirchhoffer, a Candidate for Holy Orders, was rec- 
ommended to the Bishop for ordination to the Dia- 
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conate. The Committee concurred in the translation 
of the Right Rev. Benjamin Brewster, D.D., Bishop 
of Western Colorado, to be the Bishop of Maine. 

The next meeting was held on May 17, 1916. The 
report of the Secretary to the 21st annual Conven- 
- tion was read and accepted. 

It will be interesting to note the more important 
acts of the Committee during the Convention year. 

The Committee met eight times; consent was given 
to the consecration of three Priests to be Bishops 
in the Church of God, and to the translation of one 
Bishop from a Missionary Jurisdiction to a Diocese ; 
three Candidates for Holy Orders were recommended 
to the Bishop for ordination to the Diaconate; one 
Deacon was recommended to the Bishop for ordi- 
nation to the Priesthood; permission was given to 
two Missions to organize as Parishes.

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APPENDIX 3 
REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS 


Of chief interest to Convention this year will be 
the result of the operation of the revised Mission- 
ary Canon which has been in effect. now for one 
year. 

The membership of the Board under this Canon is 
a possible total of 17; the Bishop ex-officio, four 
Clergymen and four Laymen elected by Convention, 
with the Dean and one Layman from each Convo- 
cation. 

Owing to the fact*that the Lay Representative 
from San Diego Convocation resigned immediately 
after his election, and that the Convocation of Santa 
Barbara did not seat its Lay Representative until 
June and San Bernardino until October, the actual 
membership of the Board was 14 in May, 15 in June, 
July, August and September, and 16 for the re- 
- mainder of the year. 

The record of attendance of the meetings in view 
of the large membership and the distances which 
were traveled by some of the members has been 
remarkable. 

There were present: 


May 26th—13 out of 14. 
June 28th—14 out of 15. 
July 28th—13 out of 15. 
Aug. 25th—11 out of 15. 
Sept. 29th—15 out of 15. 
Oct. 27th—14 out of 16. 
Nov. 24th—10 out of 16. 
Dec. 29th—12 out of 16. 
Jan. 26th—10 out of 16. 
Feb. 23rd—11 out of 16. 
Mar. 29th—12 out of 16. 
Apr. 26th—13 out. of 16. 
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The Convocation of Los Angeles was represented 
by its Dean at eleven meetings, and by the lay mem- 
ber at nine meetings; the Convocation of Santa Bar- 
bara by the Dean at eight meetings and by the lay 
member at four meetings; the Convocation of San 
Bernardino by the Dean at twelve meetings and the 
lay member at five meetings; San Diego Convocation 
by the Dean at seven meetings. 

Unquestionably the new plan has resulted in a 
wider outlook upon the Missionary problem and a 
more balanced consideration of the interests of the 
whole Diocese. 

The. Rural Deans in here several districts have 
kept in close touch with their work with good re- 
sults in efficiency of administration and extension 
of the work. 

The Rural Dean of the Convocation of Los Angeles. 
reports as follows: 

‘In the Convoeation of Los eles three meet- 
ings have been held which have done much to in-. 
crease the interest of people generally in the Mis-. 
sions of the Diocese. 

The meeting at St. John’s, Los Angeles, in June,. 
enlisted the help of the women. The meeting at. 
Long Beach showed accumulated missionary en- 
thusiasm and raised $355 for a church at Watts. 
The last meeting voiced thé wish to raise the meagre. 
salaries of some of our clergymen. 

_ In accordance with a scheme of action of three. 
years ago, a successful attempt has been made by 
many of the clergy to reach the communicants in 
smaller towns near their respective parishes and 
missions. One Rector, for example, reaches with his 
automobile a number of towns near him and has in- 
cluded the residents of these towns in his list of 
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communicants. So with others of the clergy who 
report similar devoted. work. 

In surveying the field in Tos Angeles County the 
places most remote from our Church’s influence ap- 
peared to be the towns in the San Fernando and 
Antelope Valleys, north on the lines of the Pacific 
Electric and Southern Pacific. 


The Dean has made several visitations in these 
districts, beginning with the town of Lancaster in 
the Antelope Valley. There he found fourteen 
church people, some of whom had never had a visit 
from a clergyman. The feeling was that an occa- 
sional or monthiy’ celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion should be inaugurated for our people. 

The other communicants at Del Sur, at places on 
the county roads and on ranches a few miles out 
would make Laneaster their church center. 

This field could be worked by a man from San 
Fernando. 

Coming back toward Los Angeles, at Saugus a 
few of our church people have affiliated with other 
churches. San Fernando seemed to be the strongest 
center for the next advance work in this Convoca- 
tion. ‘Dean Bode has paid visits to about twenty- 
five families in the valley, and is much indebted to 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack Egbert, who took him to dif- 
ferent places in their automobile. Our devoted Gen- 
eral Missionary offered to visit the Mission twice 
a month regularly. 

Too much cannot be said for the splendid work 
of the Rev. Robert Renison. Since he took up this 
work at San Fernando, the attendance has increaesd 

rapidly, enthusiasm has come, money has been raised, 
a lot in the center of town has been given, a con- 
tribution to the Board of Missions has been made 
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and there is every prospect of the establishment of 
an important church center. 

At Van Nuys the Dean gained the attention of 
the community by giving an organ recital in the 
large high school, and he has visited several homes. 
Mr. Renison, who has made a more thorough visita- 
tion, has found so many church people that he is 
arranging for a first service in the near future. 

The two valleys—San Fernando and Antelope— 
would give work for an energetic missionary. 

The progressivé missionary work of this Convo- 
cation is practically all done by Rev. Robert Reni- 
son and may be read in his report in the last South- 
ern California Churchman. He is assisted by a band 
of splendid laymen—Messrs. Midworth, Gilbert, Dris- 
coll, Thompson, Cranbrook, Dr. Langdon and Rev. 
Clarence E. Webb. Regular services are kept up 
and fine progress noted in Huntington Park, Watts, 
Eagle Rock and Little Landers, besides the places 
already mentioned. 


The Seaman’s Institute at San Pedro after many 
months of usefulness on the water front, is now 
rather in a state of eclipse, but is being kept going 
by the individual effort of Miss Moore in a less fa- 
vorable location. 

Six thousand seamen are reported by the United 
States Customs as visiting San Pedro in a month. 
Nine hundred eighty-four attended our Institute in 
one month when on the water front. 

There should be a properly organized branch of 
the Seaman’s Church Institute of America at San 
Pedro as soon as possible, and meanwhile we should 
help Miss Moore. 

In the County of Orange we have only three cler- 
gymen. Although the towns of the north are vis- 
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ited by the Rector of Anaheim, the beach towns by 
the Rectors of Santa Ana and. Long Beach, there 
are not enough men for any advance to new fields. 
One more clergyman would do effective work. 

The Dean feels he should point out the next needs 
of this Convocation : 

1—A Missionary for San Fernando and Antelope 

Valleys; 

2—A Seaman’s Institute at San Pedro; 
3—A Missionary for Orange County ; 
and trusts the collective wisdom of our people to 
find a way. 
A. G. H. BODE, 
Rural Dean.”’ 

The Rural Dean of the Convocation of San Diego 
reports as follows: 

‘“‘The work in the Convocation of San Diego has 
proceeded without retrenchment in any field for 
the past year. Under the careful supervision of the 
Rev. Mr. Leigh, the work in the Imperial Valley is 
rapidly rounding into satisfactory shape. 

The Missions west of the mountains are progress- 
ing favorably and in some cases with most satisfac- 
tory results. At Hast San Diego, the conditions are 
highly gratifying, and we shall soon have a com- 
plete church plant there, splendidly located in the 
midst of a growing population, and loyally sup- 
ported by an earnest and enthusiastic congregation. 

St. James’ Church, San Diego, expects soon to be- 
come a Parish, and thus relieve the Board of Mis- 
sions of a long carried burden. 

It is expected that two new Missions will presently 
be established in districts adjacent to San Diego 
and a Sunday School in a quarter not yet prepared 
to sustain a regular service. 
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Cottage services are now -conducted for a small 
congregation of colored people in the city of San 
Diego which are in the nature of an experiment un- 
til the conditions are most thoroughly understood. 

The Dean of Convocation has made a number 
of visits into the country for private ministrations 
and has placed himself at the disposal of such secat- 
tered communicants as are not directly cared for 
by some established Missionary. 

It is hoped that any arrangement for Behind’ s 
work will include the San Diego part, where so 
many officers, marines and sailors are beyond the 
adequate care of the Church, to which they natur- 
ally turn in case of need.

The Rural Dean of the Convocation of Santa Bar- 
bara reports as follows: 

‘““The Convocation of Santa Barbara can report 
another year of gratifying development in mission- 
ary work. 

The Rev. G. R. Messias, with his indefatigable mis- 
sionary zeal, has opened up and occupied a new 
mission field in the Santa Rosa Valley, in which 
no religious services of any kind had been held 
for over a year. 

The Rev. J. H. Ingham of Dundee, Illinois, has 
come to Hueneme, and now services are held each 
Sunday in the attractive little church where, during 
‘the past two years, the people had been ministered 
to only occasionally. 


The Rev. Douglass H. Atwill is iis personality 
and his gift for leadership among men, is building 
up a strong mission in the district of which Santa 
Paula is the center. Si 
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The Rev. Arthur C. Dodd: at Santa Maria is prov- 
ing that a fine character and a sacrificing devotion 
to the Master’ S service are sure to find recognition, 
as the growing: interest of the Aen in his field 
shows. 

Throughout the Sadat as a whole there is 
an increase over last year in both baptisms and con- 
firmations. Every Mission pee one has paid its full 
apportionment. 

This year the Convocation has tried a-new experi- 
ment. It has bought an automobile for the use of 
the missionary in the Santa Paula-Fillmore field, 
where there are many families living at such a dis- 
tance from the Church that they cannot conven- 
iently attend the services and who, by the more 
frequent visits of the missionary, are kept from 
drifting away from the Church. -The result has 
been so satisfactory that the Convocation purposes 
this coming year to endeavor to seeure an automo- 
bile for each of its missionaries. 

Next year the Convocation expects to be able to 
report that it has been able to supplement the 
grants from the Board of Missions so that each 
Missionary will receive a salary of at.least $120U.vuu. 

t also has set for itself the ideal of having a service 
at least once. a month in every community where 
there are over twelve communicants. 

The Dean makes the following personal report: 

He has raised $894.15 for Convocation work. Of 
this he has expended $634.64, leaving a balance in 
the treasury of $259.51. 

He has traveled 2650 miles on Convocation busi- 
ness, and has written 218 letters. 

In closing the Rural Dean wishes to call attention 
to one thing in which he believes this Convocation 
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is leading the way toward the solution of the finan- 
cial side of the Missionary problem. In addition to 
the money raised by the parishes and missions for 
the work of the Diocesan Board of Missions this 
Convocation has raised nearly $900.00 additional for 
work done under the direction of the Dean. 

This means that each missionary is able to go 
about his work feeling that the Convocation is be- 
hind him and is backing him up. And it gives a 
sense of solidarity not to be otherwise had.

The income of the Board has made possible cer- 
tain advances in Missionary work. Provision for 
“work among the mutes was made by the appropria- 
tion of $30.00 per month towards the services of the 
Rev. Clarence E. Webb, the pledge from the Mis- 
sion being $15.00 per month. In addition to this 
amount Mr. Webb has received from the Churches 
for this work $663.05—$418.00 of which came direct 
to him as salary. Mr. Webb-has unusual qualifica- 
tions for this work, being very tactful in the conduct 
of the Mission itself, and particularly interesting 
and forcible in presenting its needs. By the appro- 
priation of $40.00 per month provision was made 
for Missionary work at the Needles on the lines of 
Santa Fe Railroad, east of San Bernardino. In- 
ereases have been made in appropriations as follows:

It may be of interest to note that the arrangement. 
entered into by the Board of Missions, and St. John’s. 
Parish whereby Grace Chapel and the Good Shep- 
herd Chapel became Parochial Missions has proven 
an ideal arrangement for all concerned. 


St. John’s Parish has not only met its Diocesan 
apportionment, but in addition it has paid $500 a 
year towards the stipend of the Missionary. It has 
also cancelled a mortgage of $850.00 on Grace 
Chapel, making a total of $1350.00 given by the 
Parish in addition to its regular apportionment for 
_ Missions during the past year. It is safe to say that 
had this arrangement not been made the growth and 
progress of these two stations would not have been 
so rapid. Strong and well established Parishes car- 
ing for the small and newly organized Missions 
seems to us an ideal way in which to develop new 
Parishes within the city. 
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We appreciate what St. John’s has done in the 
way of co-operation, and commend this method to 
other parishes for their serious consideration. 

The Board would recommend to Convention the 
adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Missionary Apportionment and 
the Ideal Apportionment be combined, and that the 
apportionment to the Parishes and Missions for the 


ensuing year be such a per cent of the current ex- 
penses as will yield the sum of $15,000.00.

DIGEST OF MINUTES OF BOARD OF MISSIONS 


May 17, 1915. The Treasurer reported having re- 
ceived from the Special Assessment $2875.50, of 
which $2500.00 has been paid on the principal of the 
note at the First National Bank, and $231.68 on in- 
terest, leaving a balance on hand of $143.82. Also, 
having received from the apportionment for Dio- 
cesan Missions $10,788.66 and from the Ideal appor- 
tionment $131.48, making a total of $10,920.14, from 
which a balance is in hand of $2438.46. 


May 26th, 1915. The Treasurer reported that 
$3,000.00 had been paid on the note at the First 
National Bank and provision made for the balance 
in the assessment. 

Balance in the Missionary Fund, $2,438.46. 

The Treasurer was requested to prepare a state- 
ment showing the amounts that it would be necessary 
to appropriate in order to make the minimum stipend 
of the Missionaries $85.00 per month. 

The above statement, after consideration by the 
Board at the June meeting, to be referred to the 
Rural Deans of the several Convocations and be re- 
turned to the Board with recommendations to be 
acted upon in the Autumn. 


The Board appropriated to St. Mary’s Japanese 
Mission, dollar for dollar, for pledge made by them 
up to $8.33 monthly, this sum to be added to the 
’ present appropriation of $25.00 per month. 

The warrants for the month of May to be the same 
as those of April, with the exception of the appro- 
priation to the Japanese Mission. 

The Secretary instructed to write to the Church 
Extension Society, requesting the renewal of the 
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appropriation from the Keating Fund in the same 
amounts as last year. 

June 28th, 1915. Balance on hand in the Mis- 
sionary Fund, $2487.38. 

The Treasurer presented a statement, showing the 
amounts that it would be necessary to appropriate 
in order to make the minimum Missionary stipend 
$85.00 per month. 


The report of the Treasurer on this subject re- 
ferred to a special committee, to be studied and 
classified, the Committee to consult with the Rural 
Deans and to report with recommendations by 
Oct. Ist. 

The appropriations reduced last year, restored as 
follows, beginning with the Convention year, May 
1st, 1915: 

Christ Church, Redondo, $5.00 per month. 
St. James’, San Diego, $5.00 per month. 
St. Peter’s, Santa Maria, $2.50 per month. 
$10.00 per month added to the appropriation to 
the Mission at Oxnard for four months, May, June, 
July and August. 

$35.00 per month appropriated to Trinity Mission, 
Orange, and St. George’s Mission, El Toro, for three 
months, to begin when the Bishop shall make ar- 
rangements for the work at these points. 

The appropriation of the Mission of St. John, the 
Baptist, Corona, increased from $40.00 to $50.00 per 
month, beginning July Ist, 1915. 

$10.00 per month appropriated to the Mission at 
Duarte, beginning June Ist, 1915. 

The appropriation to St. Andrew’s Mission, Los 
Angeles, increased from $40.00 to $50.00 for the 
months of July, August and September. 

The payment of the warrants as amended, ap- 
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proved for the month of June to the amount of 
$996.49. 

July 28th, 1915. Balance on hand in the Mis- 
sionary Fund of $1,982.68. 

The action of the June meeting, Hanae to the 
Mission at Duarte rescinded and the appropriation 
made $5.00 per month to Glendora and $5.00 per 
month to Duarte, the pledges to be $10.00 per month 
from Duarte. 

The warrants approved to the amount of $1,048.08. 

August 25th, 1915. It was duly moved and 
seconded and carried that no changes shall be made 
in the salary of any Missionary without conference 
with the Rural Dean in whose Convocation the Mis- 
sionary works. 

Balance in hand in the Missionary Fund of 
$1,312.35. 

The following resolution adopted : 

‘‘Resolved: That whereas the Board of Missions 
is under obligation to meet the salaries of Mission- 
aries of the Diocese monthly, and whereas the Board 
greatly appreciates the action of several Parishes 
and Missions in sending their proportion of their 
apportionment to the Treasurer monthly, and 
whereas it would be of great assistance to the Board 
to have the funds monthly. 

Be it resolved, that the Treasurers of the Parishes 
and Missions be requested to bring this matter before 
their respective Vestries or Bishop’s Committee at 
their next meeting.’’ 

Five dollars per month appropriated to the Mis- 
sion at Oxnard for September, October, November 
and December, in place of the $10.00 increase ef- 
fective from May to August. 

The warrants approved to the amount of $990.83. 
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September 29th, 1915. Balance on hand in the 
Missionary Fund of $1,318.34. 


The report of the Special Committee on the re- 
vision of the budget presented by the Chairman, Mr. 
W. C. Mushet. Adopted, with the understanding 
that the changes involved be for three months, or 
until reports can be had from the several Convoca- 
tions as to the advisability of such changes. 


The Rev. Robert Renison was admitted and spoke 
on the interests of his work. It was moved, seconded 
and carried that the Board heartily approve the 
methods of the General Missionary and promise him 
its continued support.

October 27th, 1915. Balance on hand in the Mis- 
sionary Fund, $1,672.41.

The following resolution was adopted: 

‘‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this Board that 
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each Missionary be required to make a weekly report 
to the Bishop, through the Dean, in duplicate, as 
per blank furnished by this Board.”’ 


January 26th, 1916. $37.50 per month appropri- 
ated to the Rev. H. E. Clowes from the Keating Fund 
for Mission work at Chula Vista, to replace the ap- 
propriation hitherto designated ‘‘Other points.’’ 

The Treasurer instructed to pay to the Rev. Ran- 
dolph Leigh, Missionary in Imperial Valley, $100.00 
on the first day of each month. 

The payment of bills for the month of January, 
to the amount of $1,130.83 authorized. 

February 23rd, 1916. Balance on hand in the 
Missionary Fund, $448.01. 

The warrants as read approved to the amount of 
$1,051.56. 

March 29th, 1916. Balanee on hand in the Mis- 
sionary Fund of $864.87. 

Warrants approved to the amount of $1,065.49. 

April 26th, 1916. Balance on hand in the Mis- 
sionary Fund of $923.42.

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the Mission at Corona raise $5.00 additional to its 
present pledge.. 


The following resolution was adopted: 

“‘That it is the sense of this Board that it would 
be wise to omit the Missionary dinner this year, and 
devote the evening of Wednesday of, Convention 
week to a consideration of the Clergy Pension 
Fund.”’ 

The Rev. George Davidson reported the wiping 
out of the mortgage on Grace Mission property to 
the amount of $850.00 paid from the Easter offering 
of St. John’s Church. A vote of thanks was ex- 
tended to the Rector and the people of St. John’s 
Church. ae

_ REPORT OF THE J. AND E. MISSION, 1916 





The Rt. Rev. The Bishop, and the Clergy and Laity 
of the Twenty-first Convention of the Diocese — 
of Los Angeles: 


We would express our great gratification of at 
last “‘getting into the Sun’’, in other words at 
having a set time, as this year, to make a report. 
Since my appointment to this work, it) “has 
been difficult to get in very much that had been 
accomplished, and all the more so on the Triennial 
occasions when the deputy races for General Con- 
vention were on foot. But I am assured hence- 
forth of an opportunity to establish a credit for 
honesty in the disposal of monies you so freely 
contribute. Whether I shall remain content, until 
the Missionary Reports ‘‘Begin with Jerusalem’’ 
remains to be seen. 

We beg to report that through the generosity of 
the Rev. J. D. H. Browne, proprietor of the Church- 
man and Church Messenger, we have had the use 
of its columns to present the claims of the Jerusalem 
and East Mission to our own Diocese, in its more im- 
portant aspects. Among the latest provisions for 
reaching the purses of our people has been the sup- | 
ply of Cards ordered by the Diocesan Convention for 
the super-added Three Hour Service of Good Friday. 

These authorized Cards were sent to over sixty of 
our Parish Priests, and, also, to every one of the 
Bishops of the Province. This plan was at once ap- 
proved and recommended by the President of the 
Province. 

It was hoped that as every one going to our own 
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clergy had R-S-V-P. on it, some acknowledgment 
would soon follow. But though only three of our 
own and one of the Province paid us the compli- 
ment, we had not laid it to heart nor spent wakeful 
nights over the matter while encouraging ourself 
that the acknowledgment might come in the form 
of generous checks. And we have not been disap- 
pointed, as the following figures give abundant 
proof. They speak for themselves of the folly of 
too early becoming ‘‘faint-hearted’’ in a worthy 
cause. 

A few minutes study of these figures, with last 

year’s report before you, will show that seventeen 
more Parishes, Missions and Individuals have taken 
a personal interest in this Mission than last year— 
or seventy-seven in all—and have raised the total 
Offerings from $350.63 to $453.43, or a percentage of 
twenty-eight over 1915. 
. If those not yet heard from who participated last 
year, and several who have never done anything, 
will but yet make their interest manifest, it would 
easily raise the total to $475, or possibly $500. We 
are already ahead of any year previous in our Offer- 
ings, those of 1914 being next in order, $405.54. 
We shall hope to hear from the others before too late 
for the new Journal to include them.

The most favorable time for securing these Offer- 
ings for the J. and HE. M. has been a source of con- 
siderable anxiety on the part of the Officials of the 
Mission. Any date has been allowed for quite a 
number of years, only so that the money was forth- 

coming. When we were put in charge of the work 
' by the Diocese, we soon found contributions as early 
as January, and others all along afterwards. How- - 
ever, the general trend of opinion was settled upon 
having an uniform date for the whole Church, and 
that was to be THE GREAT DAY on which our 
LORD OFFERED HIMSELF A SACRIFICE FOR 
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THE SINS OF THE WHOLE WORLD, as most 
fitting to make our own Offerings. 


And hence the Good Friday of each year we have 
been asking you to prepare for and use exclusively 
for this object. No other one would naturally 
appeal so strongly to us as Christians. No other of 
the HOLY WEEK should. That this is true has 
been demonstrated by actual results. We com- 
menced our Annual Offerings some five years since, 
upon Good Friday, and they have been growing 
steadily to the present. While those started and 
confined to Maundy Thursday have steadily de- 
creased, in one instance to only 41 per cent, this 
year, of what it was at first. Why expect any other 
day, even the Maundy Thursday, to bring together 
the numbers of a Good Friday service and conse- 
quently produce the generous Offering of the latter 
day? | 

Why expect the NUMBERS, we say? 


Had not the sixteenth Century Separatistism 
divided the Christian world into so many and varied 
denominations, over 160 of which have afflicted our 
American Christianity, the Church could officially 
call for a general Observance of the Good Friday 
and so fill our places for worship with devout busi- 
ness men and their households. Were the Christian 
UNITY for which we so regularly plead, prevalent 
in our own city, the business houses and the school- 
rooms would be closed, that all, old and young, 
might find their way to properly commemorate the 
Sacred EVENT. While today a general indifference 
is found to their Redemption on CALVARY.. Until 
God shall restore the UNITY for which His Blessed 
Son prayed to the last, we may look for. only a lim- 
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ited observance of Good Friday, and even a more 
limited keeping of a Maundy Thursday. 


A word or two further in this connection. 


The Church has provided for us a Service for 
Good Friday Morning, so full of the Crucifixion 
sentiment and events, from its Opening Sentences, 
through Proper Psalms, Lessons, Litany and Ante- 
Communion (and if not used, we shall not have the 
same lessons repeated nor the Crucifixion so 
definitely brought home to us again during the 
whole year following) that no Priest who prepares 
himself as he should to lead his flock through that 
service will fail to awaken emotions that will show 
themselves in many an eye and make it difficult for 
the Priest to go on from part to part. And if he 
attempt to add words of his own, will find the 
effort a labored one, from his obsessed views of 
CALVARY. 


Add to this the appropriate Hymns the Church 
has provided for the hour and sung with the proper 
understanding, and could you seize a better oppor- 
tunity or a more appropriate hour in which to ask 
for Offerings, such as we are pleading for? 

And would not many an one say in his heart and 
long to break out, 


‘“Were the whole world of nature mine, 
That were a gift too small; 

Love so amazing, so Divine, 
Demands my soul—my Life—my all?’’ 


We have found it difficult to understand the wish 
for more—or the readiness to ignore what the 
Church has so abundantly provided—so full of in- 
spired language, and accept a man-made service de- 
signed only as a supplementary one. Or yet more 
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strikingly, to ignore wholly the first and be content 
with the supplementary one. 

And we say this after ten to twelve trials of the 
Supplementary. There had been so little of the 
divine atmosphere of that of the one and one-half 
hour of the morning, in the three hour service of the 
afternoon. The deep impressions of the former came 
so naturally while the later one so often partook of 
the artificial—depending upon the skill of the 
leader. This unsatisfactory feeling has kept us from 
participating in such services latterly. 

And what are we coming to, with so much of the 
old Prayer Book going—so much already eliminated 
—even the Decalogue, one great Preparatory service 
for a Holy Communion, about to leave, and its 
thundering messages suppressed, while all specific 
sins enumerated are to be left unrebuked. 

How much is to be left at the end of an ordinary 
pilgrimage of what was so valuable in our childhood. 
But allowing for the time being the use of the one 
that has crept in by others, we have endeavored to 
provide for both the Morning and the Afternoon, 
an opportunity to show the true spirit of Sacrifice 
for THE Mission of all others, and, as this year, 
for all the Offerings of the Great DAY of the 
ATONEMENT, to be devoted to IT. 

A. goodly number have manifested their appre- 
ciation of the opportunity and, as exhibited, in 
largely increasing their gifts. 

Pity we could not make it more general. 

‘‘More’s the pity’’ that the Offering of a Good 
Friday should ever be used for any other purpose 
whatever. 

We pass on to say that we have been trying to 
enlist our Lay-Readers in this Mission work. Some 
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of them are hopefully thinking, if not already on the 
road, to the Priesthood, and they should begin to 
show an interest in this glorious enterprise. The 
few (four) enlisted must be several times multiplied 
another year to satisfy the just ambition of your 
Diocesan Representative. 

And we have been fondly hoping, still further, 
the Clergy were ready to ‘‘stir up’’ their Sunday 
School Teachers and their classes, to manifest sym- 
pathy for other children who are debarred the 
blessings of the Christian religion so richly shared 
in by themselves. Such a campaign has already 
been launched and our Clergy must fall into line. 

As we pleaded two years since, the children of 
Jew, Moslem, Africa, Japan, India and of Iggor- 
rotte are all ready to learn the ‘‘Hosannas’’ to the 
Sons of David as soon as they can have the oppor- 
tunity to prepare themselves. Yes, and more still, 
there is a melody for our ears of this character 
awaiting among the little ones of Kurdish house- 
holds to be mingled with that of Armenian children 
made orphans by their. cruel fathers (strangely 
officered by nominal Christian Teutons), if we will 
but help the large-hearted and enthusiastic Bp. Mc- . 
Innes in enlarging his field as soon as the savagery 
now prevalent in those regions has been mercifully 
crushed out. 

Did we but remember that the J. and HE. M. is 
_many a thousand mile nearer us than some Missions 
we are supporting and that we may hear such Ho- 
sonnas from there before some of the others reach - 
our ears, if we but will do our part. 

Let another Annual Report prove our interest in 
this blessed Mission so close to the great heart of 
our dear Lord. And recall that such children as 
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we are speaking of have only to be in training a 
few years in the Schools of Jerusalem, to be sent 
back as the most successful Missionaries among their 
own countrymen—fathers and mothers. 


We have only this to add, that we hope you and I 
will be able to find something about the J. and E. M. 
in the columns of the Spirit of Missions by another 
year, which for some undefined reason so far has 
ignored all reports by anybody. We have to depend 
upon the Missionary Literature of other religious 
bodies for what is going on in Palestine under the 
auspices of the Anglican Church, and, aside from 
our agency, of what we are about. It has been the 
puzzling problem for years. : 


The P. E. C. thirty odd years ago were prosecuting 
a Mission among the Jews at their very doors. It 
suddenly closed. We were told that it stopped for 
want of encouragement, as only one Jew had been 
converted to Christianity, after all their efforts: 
Were they so disgusted as not to accept of an urgent 
invitation to cooperation with their Mother Church 
which has been so successful? We are not discour- 
aged and propose to try another of our Reports 
upon the C. M. House, N. Y., if spared to see it in 
type. ? 

We offer the following: 

We are not unconscious that we are becoming 
tedious in our long reports, but that we may place 
this important Mission permanently before the Dio- 
cese, we beg to have the following accepted by you 
at this time: 

Resolved, That all Offerings and Collections of 


Good Friday Services of each year are to be devoted 
to the J. and E. M. And that Notice of such Resolu- 
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tion be placed among the Stated Offerings on the 
last page of the cover of the Annual Journals, im- 
mediately after the one now for Quinquagesima 
Sunday.

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APPENDIX 7 
REPORT OF THE AUDITING COMMITTEE 


To the Twenty-first Annual Convention, Diocese of 
Los Angeles: 


The Auditing Committee reports: That it has 
carefully examined the books of the Treasurer of the 
Diocese, Mr. W. C. Mushet, for the year ending May 
12th, 1916, and found everything in good order. 
Vouchers are on file for all transactions and the book 
entries were checked from these. 

The Committee compared the financial reports pre- 
pared by the Treasurer with the book entries and 
finds them in agreement. 

The Committee also examined the books of the 
Secretary of the Corporation of the Diocese, Mr. H. 
Ivor Thomas, for the year ending May 12th, 1916, 
and found them correct with vouchers on file. The 
condition of the various funds and investments of 
the Diocese was found to be as stated in the report 
of the Directors of the Corporation. 

The papers relating to the investments of the 
Diocese are under the care of the Secretary and were 
found in complete order. In the case of the ‘‘Rob- 
inson’’ or ‘‘Ingram’’ loan the papers have been 
placed in the hands of the Attorney for the Corpora- 
tion for the purpose of foreclosure and his receipt 
for same was found. ; 

The notes belonging to the mortgage loans of the 
Diocese were inspected at the First National Bank 
where they are placed for collection of interest. The 
interest payments are credited as stated in the Sec- 
retary’s report. 

The investment bonds are kept in the safe deposit 
vaults of the First National Bank in the joint care 
of the Secretary of the Corporation and the Treas- 
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urer of the Diocese. They were found as reported 
with coupons attached. 

The bank balances of both officers agree with their 
reports. 

The Committee acknowledges the courteous assist- 
ance given them by Mr. Mushet and Mr. Thomas, 
and takes pleasure in calling attention to the efficient 
way in which these gentlemen have discharged their 


duties.

Report of Superintendent 


We feel that our first words in this Third Annual 
Report should be a thanksgiving for our Heavenly 
Father’s constant care and protection over the Home 
during the past twelve months. In looking back, it 
seems a very uneventful journey ; at times the climb- 
ing has been difficult, but the many blessings along 
the way have made any hard stretches to be for- 
gotten. 

During the year the Home has cared for twenty- 
one children at different times (our capacity being 
only sixteen). It would be hard to estimate the 
number we have turned away for lack of room. Our 
oldest. boy we have transferred to an Industrial 
School; he having the laudable ambition of wishing 
“to learn to be a farmer.’’? And once a week we 
receive from him glowing accounts of his life there. 

Through the kindness of our Bishop the children 
enjoyed a most wonderful summer outing at La 
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Jolla. At his invitation we oceupied part of the 
Bishop’s School building from July 6th to August 
12th. We cannot express our appreciation of the 
kindness of certain friends at La Jolla who did so 
much to make the children’s stay while there both 
profitable and pleasant. And the congregation of 
Christ Church gave them a never-to-be-forgotten day 
at Coronado. As usual, this vacation at the beach 
justified all our hopes, and the children returned in 
every way well set up for the winter’s work. 


The Los Angeles Convocation adopted the sugges- 
tion of our Board to have its Sunday Schools cele- 
brate the Sunday before Thanksgiving as ‘‘Ingath- 
ering Day for the Church Home for Children’’; and 
these gifts from the children of the Church have 
helped in an inestimable way through the several 
months followmg. We hope that this custom will 
be kept up from year to year, and as our work grows 
will become more and more widely participated in. 

We cannot but feel that. the more we can interest 
the children in this work for those less fortunate 
than themselves, thé stronger are the foundations 
which we are laying for support in the years to come. 
So far, there are four Sunday Schools in the Diocese 
who have joined the ‘‘Twelve Times a Year Cirele,”’ 
that is, give a regular monthly gift to the Home,— 
they are St. Paul’s, Santa Paula; St. James-by-the- 
Sea, La Jolla; Church of the Messiah, Santa Ana, 
and St. James, South Pasadena. The Sunday School 
. of St. John’s, Los Angeles, provides one of the 
monthly payments on the house; the Beginners’ 
Class of St. Paul’s, Pomona, gives its Sunday offer- 
ing, and the children of St. Barnabas Mission give 
“‘continuously.’’? For these, and all other gifts com- 
ing throughout the year, and at the special seasons 
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of Thanksgiving, Christmas and Easter, from Sun- 
day schools, guilds, societies and individuals, we are 
most truly thankful. 


Just one year ago this month, in our monthly letter 
to the Los Angeles Churchman, we penned these 
words: ‘‘Finally, all business arrangements have 
been completed, and the ‘golden dream’ of ‘the 
ranch’ has come almost within our grasp—but not 
quite, for the whole question hinges upon our being 
able to secure a building for it. Beautiful plans and 
a water color sketch have been made and presented 
to us by the great kindness of Mr. Arthur B. Benton. 
All is in readiness to proceed, but the ‘wall of rock’ 
is before us, and we wait for ‘the door’ to open! 
Even since then we have been in ‘the desert of wait- 
ing.’ be) 

There was in South Carolina an earnest clergy- 
man who felt that his work would be greatly ad- 
vaneed if only he had a parish house. Failing to 
arouse the grown people to do anything in the mat- 
ter, he turned to the children, hoping through them 
to reach the parents. Accordingly, one Sunday 
morning, he begged the Sunday School children to 
20 home and say to their fathers and mothers: ‘‘We 
want a parish house; we must have a parish house; 
we are going to have a parish house.’’ The follow- 
ing Sunday he asked how many had remembered, 
and was disappointed to find the number very small, 
whereupon he begged them, with renewed vigor, to 
vo home and repeat his message. A day or two 
after, his own little six-year-old daughter came to 
him and said, ‘‘Father, we need a pest house; we 
must have a pest house—we are going to have a pest 
house !”’ 

And all through this past year, at varying inter- 
vals, we have sounded the cry, ““We want a new 
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building,’’ now we will add ‘‘We must have a new 
building,’? and we hope when next we write to 
change the version into ‘‘We have a new building.’’ 
Perhaps these months of waiting have just been a 
test of our patience and faith. 

When a little weary, worn and discouraged mother 
comes and implores us to take in her two girls, say- 
ing, ‘‘You don’t know how many places I’ve been 
today, and every Home was full’’; when we have to 
refuse nineteen applications in three or four weeks, 
surely the need of larger quarters is apparent. And 
if, with a sincere and unselfish motive, we desire the 
larger quarters, that we may care for a larger num- 
ber of God’s little homeless ones—can we not expect 
an answer to our prayer, and a fulfillment of our 
Lord’s promise, ‘‘ Ask and ye shall receive’’? 

For one year the land has been ready for us to 
take up the lease (and as we have begun to pay the 
taxes, we feel as if we are already on the road to 
occupancy). For twelve months we have waited, 
with the plans and sketch of the new Administration 
Building in hand, for some gift to come forward that 
would make this materialize. Then, the latter part 
of February we were startled by what seemed quite a 
remarkable request. At the ‘‘Nation Wide Baby 
Week’’ exhibit the Board of Health was allotted a 
large space. One of the things which they desired 
to have was a model ‘‘Boarding House for Children,”’ 
on lines along which the City of Los Angeles could 
fashion its future ‘‘Homes.’’ And one of the city 
inspectors came to us with the request that we allow 
‘them to have a model made of the plans of our ‘*pro- 
posed Church Home for Children,’’—not just the 
Administration Building, but the whole scheme as a 
complete plant. They said the reason they wished 
ours was because it followed ‘‘the cottage system,”’ 
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and there was ‘‘nothing like it in Southern Califor- 
nia.’’ This seemed a splendid recognition of our 
plans for handling a large number of children in 
small family groups. 


As a result, a relief may of ‘‘the ranch’’ and all 
necessary buildings, and an enlarged model of a 
‘*eottage home’’ was on exhibition during the week. 

Whereupon, our ‘‘Fairy Godmother’’ waved her 
wand, and presented us with a beautiful little model 
of the cottage for our very own. 


So that now, with this model, a picture of the relief 
map, and the large sketch and plans for the Admin- 
istration Building, it is very easy to catch ‘‘the 
vision’’ of just what the Church Home could become. 

Last summer, at La Jolla, one of the children was 
very much interested in knowing just what kind of 
girls attended the ‘‘Bishop’s School,’’ and one boy 
was heard explaining to another that they weren’t 
‘‘ehildren who were hard up for homes.’’ This term 
exactly deseribes the children whom the Church 
Ilome shelters; they are not necessarily orphans, but 
they would be—were it not for this home which the 
Chureh gives them— without one, on account of 
death, drunkenness, desertion, ete. 


Does it not make our hearts rejoice to realize that 
we are able—even though it be in such small measure 
—to alleviate some of the suffering of ‘‘His little 
 ones’’? 


Great God, who with a Father’s love 
Dost watch o’er all created things, 

And gatherest all, below, above, 
Beneath the shadow of Thy wings; 

Protect, we pray Thee, now, and bless 
Thy children who are fatherless. 
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Thou hearest still the eagle’s cry 
And notest e’en a sparrow’s fall, 
Thy listening ear doth heed on high, 
And hearken to the raven’s call; 
Then, heavenly Father, hear and bless 
Thy children who are fatherless.’”’

Each spring the ‘‘fever of gardening’’ seizes the 
inmates of the Home and the children are encouraged 
to ‘“‘take partners’’ and have their own little plots. 
Though weeds may be the chief return, the value in 
interest gained in growing things, and the pleasure 
of exploring the hidden secrets of Mother Earth, is 
felt to fully repay the money spent on seeds. 

Again, we have cause to express our great thank- 
fulness in the continued good health of the children, 
nothing more alarming having occurred than eight 
slight cases of chicken pox. And, again, we desire to 
express our great appreciation of the services of Dr. 
. Lura B. Nelson, who has now for three years era- 
tuitously served the Home with most unstinted devo- 
tion. 

We have decided to adopt the new ‘‘History 


Cards,’? as recommended by the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections. 
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This report would be incomplete did we not note 
the great loss which came to the Home at the begin- 
ning of this past year, in the death of our Director, 
Mr. Conway Campbell-Johnston, on the Lusitania. 
He was most interested in the prospect of having the 
Home occupy the beautiful tract of land near the 
Church of the Angels, and his ready and enthusiastic 
help had made us feel that he was to be a ‘‘tower of 
strength’’ to this work. May he, in the fuller light 
and freer service of Paradise, remember us!

REPORT OF THE HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD 
SAMARITAN 





‘To the Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
May, 1916 


The Hospital of the Good Samaritan in its capacity 
as agent of the Columbia Hospital Association has 
had a very satisfactory year considering the business 
conditions that have prevailed for most of the year 
in the country at large and locally. All expenses of 
maintenance and upkeep of property have been paid 
and the interest paid on the large mortgages which 
much be earried until the properties belonging to the 
corporation can be sold to advantage. 

The daily average number of patients for the year 
1915 was 98; the number of patients admitted dur- 
ing the year, 3069; the daily average of admission, 
8.4; number of operations, 1873; daily average, 5.1; 
number of births, 372; deaths, 106. 

The training school has maintained its usual stan- 
dard of efficiency. 

The nursing staff consists of an assistant superin- 
tendent, one instructor, one night supervisor, one 
surgical supervisor, one obstetrical supervisor, one 
hydrotherapy supervisor, one dietitian and three 
floor supervisors. The report of the Superintendent, 
January 1st, 1916, showed 11 nurses to have grad- 
uated during the year. Number in the training 
school:

During the year eighty-eight written applications 
to the training school were received. Of these 
twelve were refused on account of their lack of edu- 
cation and seventy-six were accepted. Of the latter 
twenty-eight left before their probation was up, six 
were discharged on account of ill health, six for poor 
work, one for misconduct and thirty-five were en- 
rolled as pupils.

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The amount of free work has been considerably 
reduced this year owing to the fact that the Hospital 
of the Good Samaritan investment in Columbia Hos- 
pital stock is as yet unremunerative and, therefore, 
we must depend entirely upon contributions from in- 
dividuals and churches, and such funds as the Bishop 
can arrange for, to support the free work. 

The daily average number of free patients was 2.3. 
The value of free services was $2,162.23. In addi- 
tion to discounts and rates and the ‘‘ Alumnae Bed,’’ 
the amount of $2,014.97 is regarded as business and 
not included in the free work amount. The receipts 
for free work from churches, $487.89. The receipts 
for free work from individuals, $220.00. 

The religious work among the nurses and the pa- 
tients has been very satisfactory. 

Daily morning prayers are conducted at 7:00 by 
the Superintendent or one of the Staff. 

The Holy Communion is celebrated every Friday 
morning at 10:30 by the chaplain. 

The service in the chapel every Friday evening is 
attended by the whole body of nurses and by many 
of the patients. 

The great need of the hospital for its religious 
work is still that of a chapel. 

The year has been one of steady, quiet, effective 
work under the strong hand of the Superintendent 
of the Hospital, Mrs. R. A. Walker, to whose ability 
and direction the steady advance of the Hospital in 
the last four years has been in a large measure due.

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APPENDIX 11 
REPORT OF HARVARD SCHOOL 





To the Twenty-first Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles: 


The school year now drawing to a close has been 
an unusually satisfactory one. There have been one 
hundred and forty-one registrations, representing 
twenty states, territories and countries, as follows: 
California, Oregon, Arizona, New Mexico, South 
Dakota, Idaho, Montana, Utah, Iowa, Kansas, IIli- 
nois, Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
New York, Honolulu, Alaska, Canada and Mexico. 
Among the number there are twenty-eight boys 
from Church families, or a total of nineteen per cent. 
The Diocese has sent to us twenty boys, or fourteen 
per cent of the total number of registrations. This, 
it must be said, is a pretty small proportion. 

This year’s graduating class numbers 24, and the 
total number of graduates will then be 238. Many 
of these boys have entered colleges as far east as 
Harvard, and as far west as Berkeley. About eigh- 
teen of this year’s graduating class will enter univer- 
sities, some in the east and some in the west. 

The Faculty this year consists of fifteen members 
of whom thirteen give their entire time to the school. 
They are all college trained and experienced teachers. 
One member of the Faculty is the U. 8S. Army officer 
who is detailed by the War Department at the school 
‘as instructor of Military Science and Tactics. There 
are only two other such detailed officers in any insti- 
tution of learning in California. 

The usual high standard of scholarship has been 
maintained during the year, and the present grad- 
uating class will compare favorably in scholarship 
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with those who have left in the past. There are 
many notably good students in the school of whom 
any school might well be groud. According to the 
system of ranking the scholarship of schools in use 
at the University of California, Harvard School stood 
fifth in scholastic standing among the accredited 
schools in the state, in the latest (1915) published 
statement of the University. 

A great deal of interest is taken in athletic sports. 
Practically every boy in school takes part in some 
athletic sport, due to a carefully planned system of 
intra-mural sports. In addition to this, the school 
competes successfully with other schools in all forms 
of sport. In track athletics, Harvard Track Team 
was undefeated this year. 

- Much interest has been shown in the orchestra and 
band. The orchestra has given four concerts dur- 
ing the year, and a most excellent military band 
plays daily. 

The military department of the school has had a 
good year under Captain Easton. The cadets drill 
five times a week for forty-five minutes, each time. 
The work is sanely and thoroughly done, and does a 
great deal of good for the boys. We had a ten-day 
military encampment where the boys were taught 
proper ways of living in the open, and camp sanita- 
tion. 

The religious side is carefully and wisely empha- 
sized. There are the short daily chapel services in 
the beautiful and stately chapel, and the Sunday 
morning services with Bible classes attended by all 
the cadets. The Headmaster preaches in the chapel 
each Sunday. A five-hour course in the English 
Bible is given throughout the year, open to all pupils 
in the upper grades. Credit is given for this course 
by any university. The object of the religious 
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emphasis is to lead boys to a wholesome recognition 
of the power, goodness and love of God in human 
life. The constant and reverent use of holy things 
will sooner or later bear good fruit. 

The Diocese has a splendid school under its aus- 
pices, with a magnificent property, and Church peo- 
ple throughout the Diocese should show a much more 
active interest and broader sympathy in this work 
than figures seem to indicate that they do. The 
Headmaster would welcome invitations to speak 
about the school, and he asks that people make the 
school known. A school of this kind fills a need,. 
and unless we undertake this work, somebody else 
will, and the Church will lose a golden opportunity 
for working at, in place of merely talking about, 
Christian education.

The Bishop’s Guild, in addition to controlling the 
Clothing Bureau, has superintended the collecting of 
elothing, household furniture of all kinds, sold goods 
at a nominal sum to those able to buy, and has given 
to the needy poor. Everything is utilized that is 
sent in to the Bureau. Pieces of goods, odds and 
ends of all kinds sorted over, and the materials made 
into school dresses for the children of the neighbor- 
hood. The supervision of the work is under our 
very efficient chairman, Mrs. John Sampson, Jr. 
One hundred and fifty garments have been made 
during the last two months.

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APPENDIX 13 
REPORT OF THE CITY MISSION SOCIETY 





The City Mission Society has kept steadily before 
it this year one main purpose, the ministering to 
men, women and children in the large and growing 
public institutions of our city and county. At the 
beginning of the year the Society faced a great task 
with practically no resources or secure income, yet 
month after month the work has been carried on. 
and the year closes with a balance to help over the 
lean months of summer. 

Services have been held at the County Farm on 
the second and the fourth Sunday of each month by 
the Rev. Isaac Holgate, only part of whose time is 
provided for by the Society. Mr. Holgate’s report 
shows that he has held twenty-six Sunday morning 
services, five of which were celebrations of the Holy 
Communion; that he spent twenty-three whole days 
in visiting, has baptized one person and has a Con- 
firmation class in preparation. The attendance at 
these services averaged throughout the year 99, of 
whom the greater part is men. A choir has been 
formed and the services are rendered in a more 
churchly manner than was possible in the early 
periods of our work. 

With the ten years of ministering through services 
and visiting and with the influence of such wise and 
devoted workers as the Rev. N. N. Badger and the 
Rev. Isaac Holgate, our Church has won a place of 
respect and usefulness in this institution which must 
be gratifying to those who believe that the Church 
is specially commissioned to preach the gospel to the 
poor. 


Mr. Holgate has been assisted in his work by 
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Deaconess Steiger, who visits especially among the 
women in their department and in the division for 
the insane. In addition to the work at the County 
Farm she visits regularly also in the County Hos- 
pital where she is widely known and highly regarded. 


The men at the County Hospital are visited regu- 
larly every week by Mr. George A. Webb, whose 
many years of personal service in this institution 
have given him an acquaintance and an experience 
which make him, with his sympathy and his tact, 
peculiarly fitted for this special work. Services at 
the County Hospital are provided for once in two 
months by arrangement with various clergymen of 
the city. 

At the East Side Jail, services have been held every 
Sunday throughout the year by Mr. Webb and many 
volunteer helpers. At Christmas a splendid service 
was given by the Rev. Chas. T. Murphy and the 
choir of St. Athanasius Church. In addition to the 
religious work and visiting at the jail there is the 
constant ministering to the released prisoners in find- 
ing work, giving counsel and help. Mr. Webb’s 
desk at St. Paul’s Parish House is a veritable bureau 
of assistance and while visible results of such work 
cannot be tabulated there are many evidences of 
‘good accomplished. 


The staff of the City Mission Society consists of 
the Rev. Isaac Holgate giving part time, Deaconess 
Steiger giving half time and Mr. Webb giving his 
whole time on less than a half salary. When we 
consider the magnitude of these institutions, the 
County Hospital with 1100 patients, the County 
Farm with about 500 inmates, the jails with approxi- 
mately 1000 for the city and the county—the great- 
ness of the opportunities for service and the utter 
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inadequacy of our provision to meet such opportu- 
nities must be apparent to every one. 

It has been the earnest desire of the Executive 
Board of the Society to provide for the services of a 
Priest to fill the place of the beloved City Missionary, 
now entered into rest, the Rev. N. N. Badger, and to 
minister in the public institutions and in such of our 
Church institutions as have no regular chaplain, 
especially the Neighborhood Settlement which has 
always been affiliated with this Society. 

At a meeting of the Executive Board held on Mon- 
day, May 15th, on the nomination of the Bishop, the 
Rev. A. M. Smith, formerly rector of St. Matthias’ 
Church, was appointed to act as chaplain to the pub- 
lic institutions, and field representative of the 
Society. Mr. Smith has been in close contact with 
this work as chairman of the Missionary Committee 
for a number of years. He will bring to the work 
devotion, ability and a rare gift of ministering. The 
Board asks for him the co-operation of all the clergy 
and péople of the Diocese in his effort to secure both 
personal interest and funds for the work. 

We feel that a great forward step has been taken 
in securing the Rev. Mr. Smith, and through his co- 
operation the Society looks ronments to greatly in- 
creased usefulness.

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APPENDIX 14 
REPORT OF NEIGHBORHOOD SETTLEMENT 





In the report of the Neighborhood Settlement this 
year it seems advisable to review quite carefully the 
present situation, not only in regard to its activities 
but also its object and aim, which, briefly stated, is 
to bring into the lives of these children of many 
races and creeds, proper instruction, wholesome 
pleasure and whatever will help to develop in them 
true Christian character and loyal citizenship. 


The religious features of the work continue the 
same as in previous years, with the addition of a 
branch of the Junior Auxiliary represented at the 
rally by fourteen members. The branch of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary sent a package for the Alaska 
box valued at $8 and gave $62 in pledges. The Bible 
stories illustrated with lantern pictures are told 
every Saturday, and the catechism and church 
hymns are taught to about fifty children. 


Since Father Smith’s illness the Saturday morning 
celebration of the Holy Communion was for some 
weeks in charge of-the Rev. Mr. Randall. Later the 
service has been taken by the Rev. Mr. Roudenbush. 
It is attended by the residents and a class of twelve 
of the older children and by frequent visitors. 


The Kindergarten is much appreciated as the near- 
est public school is nine blocks away. There is a 
. daily attendance of forty children, taught by the 
senior students of the Normal School, who through 
their Alumnae give the children a lunch of milk and 
crackers and provide those who are destitute with 
new clothing. 

There are nineteen sewing classes in two schools. 
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A class of older girls, taught by St. Elizabeth’s Guild 
of St. John’s, are making garments, which they re- 
eeive when finished. The Guild supplies the material. 

There are three classes in which housekeeping and 
cooking are taught and two cooking classes for boys. 


The boys’ clubs under the direction of two young 
men from St. Stephen’s League, Hollywood, are re- 
ceiving training in athletics. With very meager 
facilities the baths are used by the boys of the clubs 
and by the little children. 


Music and chorus singing are a part of all class 
work. Many little plays have been given by the 
children, with great pleasure to their audiences of 
parents and classmates. 


The playground is visited daily by 150 children. 


Library. As there is no public library in the 
neighborhood, the Settlement Library with its 3000 
books supplies the need. Over 500 books have been 
added this year; 307 have been given by the public 
libraries of Long Beach and Pasadena through Miss 
Wheelock, Diocesan Secretary of the Church Periodi- 
eal Club. 


It is very interesting to note,that the children 
coming to the library who were formerly entertained 
by only the most boisterous play are now pleased 
with quiet games and are learning to amuse them- 
selves. 


Christmas, 1915. There were the usual. exciting 
preparations for Christmas. Many generous dona- 
tions of money, food, clothing and gifts of books, 
toys, candy and Christmas stockings were sent by 
individuals, Sunday Schools, parishes, guilds and 
clubs. The annual festivities, lasting from Christ- 
mas eve until after the New Year, fill a large place 
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in the lives of the Neighborhood children, and reach 
a larger number each year. 

Besides six parties at the Settlement, groups of 
children of from eight to forty were entertained by 
friends outside. 

Four children were taken by ladies to their own 
homes, to enjoy the Christmas trees with their own 
children, and were brought back the following day 
loaded with gifts. Six boys received entire outfits 
of clothing from two gentlemen in the city. Boys of 
the various classes work for merits the whole year 
in the hope of being selected for this crowning favor. 


Medical Department. In addition to the purely 
educational and social activities, the Settlement has 
a very complete médical department for alleviating 
the ills of the neighborhood. 

Station No. 2 for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis is closely allied with the Settlement. 
Under Dr. Browning and in direct charge of Drs. 
Fahey and Patrick, assisted by Board of Health 
nurses, it is proving of great benefit. 


Open Air Clinic. Owing to the large number of 
children treated every week at the clinic for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, who were crowded into 
the small waiting room with older patients, it was 
necessary to make other arrangements. By joining 
forces with Dr. Powers of the Board of Health the 
Settlement was able to provide an open air clinic, 
by sereening and otherwise improving a playroom 
already on the grounds. Open air clinics in Califor- 
nia for the treatment of disease have been advocated 
for a long time. This is the first one to be estab- 
lished in the State. It is used only for children 
under 16 years of age. Over 60 children are treated 
here every Saturday. 
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The maternity work, superintended by Dr. Mc- 
Neil, inaugurated and reported last year, has more 
than fulfilled its promises of usefulness. Under Dr. 
MeNeil’s careful supervision the work of the student 
doctors has been most successful. 

Since the last report a gynecological clinic has 
been added, in charge of Dr. Olga MeNeil, who at- 
tends to all cases coming under that head every 
Friday morning. 


Welfare Station. Through a friend—than whom 
the Settlement has never had a better or more gen- 
erous one—the necessary funds were supplied which 
made it possible to establish a Child Welfare Station 
at the Settlement. One of the rooms of the cottage 
is devoted to that purpose and is in charge of Miss 
Breed, a city nurse who with Dr. Scott meets the 
mothers with their babies once a week—weighing 
the babies, and giving the mothers instruction in 
their care and any advice their states of health in- 
dicate. 

Dr. Luckie has also met the mothers and given 
them lectures on several occasions. Modified milk 
is distributed daily from this station. 


Baby Week. During the nation-wide baby week 
held recently in the city the Neighborhood Settle- 
ment had a booth. There their work was shown by 
means of photographs and explanatory placards. 
These showed the children on the playground, in the 
library, kindergarten and classes. 

The Settlement was very glad to have its part in 


the wonderful showing of what Los Angeles is doing 
for its children. 


General. There has been but little sickness and 
no serious epidemic in the neighborhood the past 
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year and no losses among the children of the classes. 
There have been the usual number of dark deeds in 
this district during the year. Beginning with the 
shooting of Officer Browning, there have been other 
serious and fatal frays, such as find their way into 
the newspapers, and several suicides—two among 
parents of Settlement children. 

Facts like these opensup the subject of more direct 
work among men which we hope to accomplish 
through young men, students from the University 
of Southern California who will undertake to reacn 
the men and older boys through civic and economic 
measures, by educating them in municipal affairs 
and by working out where possible the problems of 
the unemployed. 


Building improvements are under way that will 
make it possible to add to the staff of residents two 
or three students from the Department of Sociology 
of the U. S. C., thus giving those who realize the 
difference between their lot and that of the people 
of the East Side a chance to share what they have 
received and to learn to make some of their friends 
among the poor. 

Why should the Church be doing this work? Why 
not leave it to the schools and social workers? is an 
oft-repeated question. 

The answer is plainly this: The Church through 
her appointed workers—who are set apart to be in 
a very real sense the messengers of God—is no longer 
dealing with people in the mass but with the indi- 
vidual. The workers know these people by their 
names, know their history, their griefs and joys, 
their possibilities and limitations, and where and 
how to help. The tie between those who are helped 
and they who lend a hand becomes very strong. 
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Taking this into consideration it becomes apparent 
that a very definite reason why the church worker 
should be in the front ranks of the social workers— 
who are rapidly inereasing into a vast profession— 
is that to a large extent all thought of God or idea 
of religion is left out of the social worker’s plan. 
While with the Church workers, all their work, along 
whatever line, is made the basis of developing in the 
child’s mind not only its duty toward its neighbor 
but its duty toward God; believing always, not that 
their work is superseding that of the Church, but on 
the contrary that the greatest and strongest power 
for the betterment of society, and the building of 
good citizenship, comes through the direct ministra- 
tions of the sacraments of the Church. That it is 
the old story of sowing by the wayside, among 
thorns, and upon stony places, no one denies, but 
for the sake of the good ground that appears every- 
where the sower may not withhold his hand. Aside 
from all activities, there is no calculating what is 
accomplished every day just by the simple ‘‘living 
alongside.’’ The influence of the example, with its 
silent teaching, upon the ever-shifting population, is 
marked in the improved conditions in the homes, in 
a happier and more normal childhood, in gentle 
behavior and more of kindliness in old and young. 

This does not mean that the workers are satisfied 
with things as they are. Quite the contrary; they 
are only inspired to reach forward to still better 
things for the future of this community. 


One unfulfilled yet dominant wish is for some re- 
ligious privilege that will minister to the unattached 
of the neighborhood. 

The Church Settlement is moving forward and 
developing its usefulness to the community with the 
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best that the city can give along educational, civic 
and medical lines, and there is no longer a doubt in 


‘the minds of the workers that it is time to make a 
definite move to make this a religious center. 


The possibility presents itself in the shape of a 
chapel built into the new building on East Ninth 
street, with a clergyman appointed for at least a 
week-day evening préaching service, where the boys 
of our clubs who never go to church can hear the 
gospel, and where people near at hand, intelligent 
Americans, who have not been inside a church for 
years, will come because they are our friends. 

It is not the idea to have the experiment of a 
mission tried again, for there is little or no hope of 
a paying communicant list. 

For a long time to come it will be only a chance 
to give teaching and spiritual help to all within 
reach of the chapel. What we want is the chance 
to grasp this larger opportunity. Will the Church 
give us this greatest of all influences for good? And 
will they give it now?

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APPENDIX 15 
REGISTRAR’S REPORT 


The usual files have been kept complete and this 
year the card catalogue of the Diocesan Library has 
been completed. An index to the journals has been 
begun, and the file of Provincial Synod Journals has 
been started. 

The Confirmation reports from 32 classes in par- 
ishes and 17 in missions show: Total number, 663; 
oldest confirmation, 87; largest class, St. John’s, Los 
Angeles, 63; number of girls 241, boys 161, men 89, 
women 172. 

Three hundred ninety-eight prayer books and 364 
hymnals have been distributed. 

The Registrar’s expense account was $31.81. 
Seven dollars was received for prayer books. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Robinson, County 
Librarian, Hoffman’s Treatise on the Law of The 
Protestant Episcopal Church has been secured for 
the County Library. This book has been long out 
of print and is very valuable. There is also in that 
library a very interesting book—Greenleaf’s ‘‘The 
Testimony of the Evangelists’’—which is a valuable 
presentation of the Gospel evidences. There has just 
been added a new publication, ‘‘The Civil Law and 
the Church,’’ by, Lincoln, which brings American 
church law down to date. Added to this list is the 
new edition of Phillimore’s Ecclesiastical Law of 
England which makes the facilities here in this 
Diocese for understanding our Church traditions and 
usages very complete for anyone who will spend a 
little time in the County Law Library. Churchmen 
would be well repaid for time spent among these 


books.

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APPENDIX 17 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON PHILAN- 
THROPY AND SOCIAL SERVICE 


In the field of philanthropy this Commission is 
charged by the canon under which it exists with the 
special duty of studying the work and the needs of 
the various philanthropic institutions of the Diocese 
with a view to making recommendations to the 
Bishop and to Convention with reference to their 
increased efficiency. 


Your Commission has given special attention to 
this part of its work; each of the institutions has 
been visited by a member of the Commission and 
the interests of all have been discussed. Detailed 
reports of their work will be given by the several 
organizations all of which, we believe, are entitled 
to the fullest confidence and the support of the 
people of the Diocese. 

Your Commission is impressed with the lack, on 
the part of the Diocese, of any definite and depend- 
able plan of financial support of these institutions 
which are regarded as Diocesan agencies and are 
most valuable assets in the influence and usefulness 
of the Church. 

There are at present six organizations of a gen- 
eral or Diocesan character: the Bishop’s Guild, the 
Neighborhood Settlement, the Church Home for 
Children, the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, the 
City Mission Society and the Diocesan Home for the 
Aged. 

The Seamen’s Institute as reported last year is no 
longer officially under the direction of the Church 
but is being conducted by Miss Edith L. Moore on 
her personal responsibility with the understanding 
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that the Diocese can at any time take the work back. 
Miss Moore has made application through the Com- 
mission to the Bishop to have the work assumed by 
the Diocese, but in view of the difficulty of obtain- 
ing financial support and the changed conditions 
with regard to shipping incidental to the European 
war, the Commission after careful consideration of 
the matter felt that .the time was not yet ripe for 
such a step on the part of the Diocese, and recom- 
mended to the-Bishop that action be deferred, and 
the Rev. A. G. H. Bode, a member of the Commis- 
sion, was requested to keep in touch with the situ- 
ation at San Pedro and to keep the Commission in- 
formed of the same. Upon receiving from Mr. Bode 
a detailed report (see Appendix 1) as a result of 
personal investigations the Commission at its April 
meeting voted to recommend the preparation of a 
canon to be presented to Convention, with the ap- 
proval of the Bishop, providing for the creation of 
a permanent commission on Seamen’s Work, the 
duty of which shall be to study the needs of the sea- 
men coming to our harbor, and to carry out such 
plans as shall be determined upon by Convention or 
the Bishop with reference to the same. 


Of the six institutions directly connected with 
the Diocese, one, the Bishop’s Guild, makes no re- 
quests for money, its work being to collect clothing 
and other cast-off articles and to distribute them by 
sale in their store at Ninth and Wilson Sts. This 
institution has the unique advantage of being able 
to support itself by the things which people do not 


want and are often as glad to give as others are to 
receive. 


A second institution, the Diocesan Home for the 
Aged, is not yet in active operation but is accumu- 
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lating funds against the time when in the judgment 
of the Bishop and its Board it can begin its work 
with assurance of being able to provide and care for 
those whom it shall receive under its care. 


With regard to the Hospital of the Good Samar- 
itan its work as the agent of the Columbia Hospital 
Associations, managing a large hospital business for 
revenue, must be distinguished. from its work as a 
benevolent association doing charitable work as the 
agent of the Diocese. 


In passing it should be said that the Hospital in 
its business capacity as agent, like other hospitals, 
does a considerable amount of free work for doctors 
who are regular patrons. This is regarded as a mat- 
ter of business and is not reported as benevolent 
work. 


It is in its capacity as.a benevolent organization 
that its needs are considered here. The four insti- 
tutions already mentioned, the Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan, a benevolent association, the Neighbor- 
hood Settlement, the City Mission Society and the 
Church Home for Children live in a sense from hand 
to mouth, being dependent upon the exertions of 
their boards and workers for the funds which they 
must secure through personal gifts, contributions 
of churches and societies here and there as best they 
ean. The Thanksgiving offerings of the churches it 
is true are designated by resolution of Convention 
for the Hospital, but these do not meet more than 
one-fourth of the free work which it is obliged to 
do. The remainder must be raised by the Bishop 
each year in whatever way he can secure it. The 
other institutions have no recognition whatever by 
Convention except in the case of the City Mission 
Society by a permissive canon and the right to re- 
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port and in the case of the Church Home for Chil- 
dren, the privilege of reporting, granted by resolu- 
tion. 


Your Commission believes that Church philan- 
thropy should be recognized officially as an essential 
branch of the work of the Diocese: that every one 
of the institutions now existing and operating under 
the name of the Church should be endorsed by Con- 
vention aud be recommended to the churches for 
support and that every church should he reanested 
to make provision for giving its people information 
and the opportunity to contribute to each recognized | 
institution of the Diocese. We believe also that no 
new organization or institution should be begun in 
the Diocese except by the official action of Conven- 
tion upon recommendation by the Bishop after a full 
canvass of the situation by this Commission to which 
Convention has committed this duty. 


In this connection the Commission would report 
to Convention the interesting fact that nearly two 
years ago at the call of the Bishop a number of 
meetings were held of representatives of the various 
organizations existing at that time and a plan was 
adopted looking to the raising of a central fund for 
philanthropy to be distributed among the several in- 
stitutions upon a basis to be determined upon by a 
Board of Philanthropy in which each institution 
should be duly represented. The plan adopted was 
a modification of the budget system now in use by 
the Federation of Hebrew Charities in this city and 
by federations of charitable institutions elsewhere. 
Representatives were chosen from the several insti- 
tutions for the Board of Philanthropy and much was 
hoped for from the plan. There being, however, no 
way to provide for the initial expenses of salary or 
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a business manager and office, the plan was laid 
away to wait for better times. The proposed plan of 
the Board of Philanthropy is attached to this report 
as an appendix with the hope that it may awaken an 
interest in this subject and may become the basis of 
the formulation of a plan which will provide ade- 
quately for the growing needs of these institutions 
of the Church, 

With regard to the field of social service your 
Commission would report the following matters: 


(1) CHILD LABOR. During the past year your 
commission has aided both by resolution, financial 
subseription and the personal efforts of its members 
in the campaign for the Keating-Owen Child Labor 
Bill, recently passed by the House of Representatives 
by a vote of seven to one in its favor and now before 
the Senate. (Senate Bill 1083.) 

Realizing, after many years of work, that the only 
possible solution of the Child Labor problem is by 
the enactment of a Federal Law, your commission 
urges all members of this diocese to take an active 
personal interest in this Bill and secure resolutions 
of endorsement for it from all organizations re- 
ligious, philanthropic, civic or social of which they 
are members. Such resolutions and personal letters 
appealing for aid for this Bill should be sent, as soon 
as possible, to our California Senators, the Honorable 
John D. Works and the Honorable James D. Phelan, 
the Senate, Washington, D. C: 


(2) VICE. Your Commission, in its report of 
1914, urged upon the Convention the necessity of 
its approval of the Red Light Abatement and Injunc- 
tion Law, which was about to be submitted to the 
voters of the State. 
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The Commission, in following up the results of the 
operation of this measure, which duly became a law, 
finds that it is ‘‘standing the test’? and is proving 
effective in that it metes out more equal justice to 
all offenders and sharers of the profits of commer- 
cialized vice. 

The first case in Los Angeles was filed in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office Feb. 5, 1915, and the follow- 
ing report shows what has been done in this city 
since that time: 


Total number of cases investigated and abated....357 
Of this number the police and the Moral Fffie- 
iency Committee handled without publicity......257 
Abated by District Attorney, on information fur- 
nished. by police, without suit... se 69 
Cases tried and perpetual injunctions granted 
against the landlord, the proprietor and the 
inmates, and furniture sold by sheriff................ 31 


With the lessening of commercialized vice has 
come a corresponding lessening of social diseases. 

The business having become unprofitable to the 
landlord has become unpopular, and the proprietor 
has become more careful to whom he rents. 

All parts of the city have been benefited, and it 
is a fact worthy of greatest emphasis that since this 
law went into effect there is far less invasion of the 
residence districts than formerly. 


*(3) The LIQUOR QUESTION. Once again the 
voters of California are called upon to register their 
judgment as to the advisability of stopping or con- 
tinuing the manufacture and sale of alcoholic liquor 
within the State. Two amendments to the Consti- 
tution must be voted on next November. The first 


*Two members did not concur in this paragraph 
of the report. 
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provides for complete Prohibition after January 1, 
1920, ‘‘except for medicinal, sacramental, scientific 
and mechanical purposes.’’ The second does away 
with the saloon and the sale of liquor in hotels and 
restaurants after January 1, 1918. This Commission 
must take cognizance of this practical social question 
forced upon us at this time. 


Seriptures do not and the Church does not con- 
demn as sinful the temperate use of alcoholic 
liquors. The Church has ever condemned drunken- 
ness and always preached temperance. But the 
Church has never declared total abstinence to be 
the only Christian course of life. However, the 
question now before us is not on personal morals, 
whether it is right or wrong to use alcoholic bever- 
ages. It has to do strictly with public policy—with 
these two questions of social expedience. (a) ‘‘Is it 
better for the community as a whole to do away with 
saloons and other public drinking establishments or 
not?’’? (b) ‘‘Is it better for the community as a 
whole to adopt complete Prohibition?’’ 


Scientific investigation has connected with the use 
of alcohol most of our crime, insanity, mental and 
social deficiency ; many of the chronic ailments and 
almost all commercialized immorailty. The experi- 
ence of the warring Nations has established beyond 
peradventure the added efficiency of society without 
aleoholie stimulants. Statistics show that it costs 
the State seventeen times as much as it takes in from 
licenses to care for the results of these licenses in the 
victims of the intemperate use of liquor. 

From a social and economic point of view the Com- 
mission of Philanthropy and Social Service must 
state strongly that in its judgment the community 
would be greatly benefited by the removal of the 
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sale of alcoholic beverages from public social life, 
and that the weak and the vicious and the victims of 
alcoholism can only be restrained effectually when it 
is made impossible for them to obtain that which 
causes or contributes to their misery and the evil 
they do in the community. 

Therefore, this Commission strongly urges the 
voters of this Diocese to lay aside the prejudices 
aroused by intemperate advocates of questionable 
theories of Prohibition, and study these amendments 
carefully and frankly from a purely social and 
economic point of view. Then from a ripened judg- 
ment let them register their votes. 


(4) MOTION PICTURE CENSORSHIP. Dur- 
ing the recent agitation of this question in our city 
resulting in the abolishing of the Censorship Board 
by action of the City Council, two members of the 
Commission at the request of the Bishop attended 
the hearings before the Council and advocated the 
retention of a board of censors. The argument pre- 
pared by one of them and filed with the City Council 
is herewith presented as an appendix to this report. 


(5) IMPROVEMENT OF JAIL SYSTEM. The 
meeting of the State Legislature this winter will give 
the Commission an opportunity to renew its effort in 
behalf of the placing of misdemeanants on state 
farms. In the meantime it is interesting to be able 
to report progress within the City and the County of 
Los Angeles in the reformative care of their pris- 
_oners. Under the City an inebriate farm has been 

established several years in the San Fernando Valley 
near Elysian Park. The Chief of Police reports that 
out of 179 men who have been permitted to go to 
this farm in nine months only three are known to 
have fallen and these have been brought back and 
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given another chance. The men are of course se- 
lected from the large mass of prisoners. The treat- 
ment consists merely in a healthy life with regular 
hours, light work, nutritious food ‘and sufficient 
reading and recreation. 


It is proposed now to convert this farm into a home 
for women prisoners, the provisions for whom at the 
city jail are most inadequate, and to move the In- 
ebriate Farm to a location farther away from the 
city near Griffith Park. The present method of con- 
fining women indiscriminately in close quarters with- 
out occupation can result only in the further 
degradation of those who are unfortunate enough to 
become the wards of the City. Another important 
step is the proposed establishment of a farm for 
misdemeanants for the joint use of the City and the 
County. Land belonging to the County has been set 
aside for this purpose, buildings are being remodeled 
and the farm will soon be ready for the reception of 
prisoners. 


(6) ORGANIZED CHARITY. Within the year 
the general charitable work within the city has been 
reorganized. The Bureau of United Charities has 
been closed and all outdoor relief work has been 
taken over by the County and is cared for by public 
funds. Mr. J. B. Williams, formerly Secretary for 
the Municipal Charities Comimssion, is now Director 
of Outdoor Relief for the County. In order to pre- 
vent the abuses which have usually inhered in the 
administration of public funds for outdoor relief and 
to insure the application of the spirit of social ser- 
vice to the whole department of public charities, a 
Public Welfare Commission has been formed for the 
County and a Superintendent of Charities, Mr. N. R. 
Martin, has been placed over the whole department 
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including the County Hospital, the County Farm 
and the Outdoor Relief Fund. In connection with 
the Outdoor Relief Fund, a system of district confer- 
ences as outlined in the last report to Convention, is 
being worked out and the co-operation of churches 
and social workers is earnestly sought. The experi- 
ment in co-operation between a public department 
and private individuals. and agencies interested in 
social welfare is a most important one and is being 
watched with great interest by social workers in 
other places. 


(7): THE STATE CONFERENCE OF SOCIAL 
AGENCIES. ‘A most successful meeting of the State 
Conference of Social Agencies has just been held in 
Los Angeles. Sections and discussions covered the 
fields of ‘‘The Care and Training of the Feeble 
Minded,’ ‘‘Child Welfare,’’ ‘‘The Church and Social 


Service,’’ ‘‘Corrections,’’? ‘‘Education for ‘Social 
Work,’”’ ‘“‘Health and Sanitation,’’? ‘Immigration 
and Housing,’’ ‘‘Public and Private Charities,’ ‘‘Re- 
creation’’ and ‘‘Unemployment.’’ The Conference 


is worth the interest and support of every earnest 
social worker. To attend its sessions is in itself a 
liberal edueation in social work and its published 
report will be a valuable handbook for social work- 
ers in California. The Secretary is Mr. Stuart A.

The Commission respectfully requests an appropri-

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APPENDIX 1 


Your Committee after interviews with Miss Moore 
reports: 


1. Six thousand seamen visit San Pedro Harbor 
every month. (U.S. Customs 1912.) 

2. In January, 1915, the last month in which our 
Institute was open on the Water Front, the attend- 
ances numbered 984. 


3. Miss Moore up to that time conducted a useful 
Institute. Under present circumstances there 1s 
little she can do. 

She is a communicant of our Church and a Daugh- 
ter of the King. She feels called to the work, has 
had experience in the same work elsewhere, and is 
anxious to continue at any sacrifice and under a 
Chaplain. | 

4. An Institute is needed, and should naturally 
be a branch of.the American Church Institute for 
Seamen. A beginning having been made, seamen 
already expect to find the Institute flag flying on 
their return voyages. Miss Moore is willing to con- 
tinue doing what she can without entailing obliga- 
tion on the Diocese, till such time as the Diocese feels 
able to take over the work. 

Your Committee recommends: 

(1) That Miss Moore be encouraged for the pres- 
ent in her individual undertaking; and 

(2) That a Canon be offered to next Convention 
creating a Committee on Seamen’s Work to report 
annually to Convention. 
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APPENDIX 2. 





CONSTITUTION OF THE BOARD OF 
PHILANTHROPY 





ARTICLE I 


Name 
The name of this organization shall be the BOARD 
OF PHILANTHROPY OF THE DIOCESE OF LOS 
ANGELES. 


ARTICLE II 
Object 


The object of this organization shall be: 

1. To co-ordinate the efforts of the various phil- 
anthropic institutions of the Diocese with a view 
particularly to improving their condition financially ; 

2. Acting under the direction of the Bishop to 
regulate the establishment in the future of diocesan 
institutions for philanthropic purposes so as to se- 


cure efficiency and unity of plan in this work in the 
Diocese. 


ARTICLE III 
Membership 


The membership shall consist of two represent- 
. atives from each affiliated organization, selected an- 
nually, together with two representatives from the 
diocesan commission on philanthropy and social 
service, the arch-deacon and four other members 
appointed by the Bishop. 

Any institution or organization working under 
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the Bishop or recognized by the Convention as a 
diocesan institution and having for an object phil- 
anthropie or social work may become affliated with 
this Board by the passing of a resolution accepting 
the plan of the organization and the selecting of two 
representatives to serve upon the Board. Affiliation 
shall entitle the institution to participate through its 
representatives in the management of the business 
of this organization and to receive a share of the 
funds in the manner provided for herein. 

The payment of a contribution monthly, quarterly 
or annually to their Board of Philanthropy shall en- 
title any person to become an auxiliary member for 
one year from date of such payment. 


ARTICLE IV 


Officers and Executive Committee 
The Bishop of the Diocese shall be ex-officio the 
President of the Board of Philanthropy. The Board 
shall elect from its own number a Vice-President, a 
Secretary and a Treasurer, who with two other mem- 
bers appointed by the Bishop shall constitute the 
executive committee. 


ARTICLE V 
Affiliated Institutions 


The Board of Philanthropy shall have no voice in 
the management or control of affiliated members. 
All real property, funds, bequests and donations now 
held. or hereafter acquired by affiliated institutions 
shall be and remain the separate property of each. 
The Board, through its officers, or constituted agent, 
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shall have the privilege and right of visiting and 
examining the work and the methods of book-keep- 
ing and finance for the purpose of carrying out the 
objects for which the Board is formed. 


ARTICLE VI 
Co-operating Committees 


The Board shall endeavor to secure the appoint- 
ment in each Parish and Mission in the Diocese a 


co-operating committee consisting of two persons 
who shall act as local representatives of the Board 
in creating interest and carrying out the plans of 
the Board. 


ARTICLE VII 
Collection of Funds 


Hach affiliated organization shall furnish to the 
Board of Philanthropy a complete list of its actual 
subscribers and of its lapsed subscribers. Upon ob- 
taining a new subscription the name of the sub- 
scriber shall be reported to the Board, likewise the 
renewal or the withdrawal of a subscription. 

Card catalog records shall be kept by the Central 
Office. 

The entering of the name of an active subscriber 
from any organization shall protect the subscriber 
from solicitation by the representative of the Board. 

The work of the Central Office shall be: 

1. To carry on a campaign of general education 
and appeal; | : 

2. To secure as many contributing members as 
possible ; 


3. To revive as many contributors as possible, as 
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subseribers either to the institution to which they 
formerly contributed or as general members ; 

4. To collect for any institution which may de- 
sire to have its collections made through the Cen- 
tral Office. 

A subscription may be designated for any one or 
more of the institutions. 

Subscriptions undesignated shall be distributed to 
the institutions on a percentage basis fixed by the 
Board of Philanthropy after consideration of the 
work, budgets, income and needs of the several in- 
stitutions upon data furnished by each. In fixing 
the rates an amount not to exceed ten per cent may 
be allowed for purposes of administration. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Amendments 


This constitution shall be amended at any regular 
meeting of the Board by a two-thirds vote of the 
persons present provided that the proposed amend- 
ment has been submitted in writing at a regular 
meeting at least one month before and notice of the 
same has been given to each affiliated organization. 


APPENDIX 3. 


THE CASE FOR CENSORSHIP OF MOTION 
PICTURES 


By Rev. R. L. Windsor 
WE WANT 


1. A fair and impartial enforcement of law. 
2. No accusation ‘without reasonable foundation. 
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3. The accused and the evidence gotten into court 
as quickly as possible and with the least possible 
public disturbance. 

4. A competent censor board as the best method of 
doing this in relation to the motion picture film. 

CAN LOS ANGELES PRODUCE A COMPETENT 
CENSOR BOARD? WE BELIEVE IT CAN AND 
SHOULD. 

THEN WHY NOT? 


WHAT IS A COMPETENT CENSOR BOARD? 
One whose decisions have a reasonable prospect of 
being sustained in court of law. 

WHY DO WE NEED ONE? 


To detect a violation of law promptly and get the 
evidence into court without unnecessary delay. 


CANNOT THE POLICE DO THIS WITHOUT THE 
AID OF A CENSOR BOARD? 


They could by means of police inspection of a film 
before circulation, but after a film is in circulation 
the information to warrant an arrest is not easily 
obtainable. 


WHY DO WE NOT NEED A CENSOR BOARD 
FOR NEWSPAPERS, MAGAZINES, AND 
OTHER PUBLICATIONS? 


Because a copy can be taken to the proper author- 
ity to sustain a complaint by any citizen while a 
film is not obtainable by any citizen to sustain a 
complaint that a crime is being committed. 


CANNOT ANY CITIZEN SUMMON THE POLICE 


TO INVESTIGATE IF A FILM IS EXHIB- 
ITED IN VIOLATION OF LAW? 
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No police’ force in the world is large enough to 
investigate promptly an irresponsible report of a 
crime of this nature. 


WHA! DOES A COMPETENT CENSOR BOARD 
DO? 


1. It inspects a film after its completion, but be- 
fore circulation. j 

2. It gives an opinion whether or not a film, in 
whole or in part, violates a reasonable con- 
struction of law to such a degree as to be a 
crime sustainable in court. 

3. It issues a license to all films which are free 
from such an accusation, and by this license 
protects the owner and exhibitor against in- 
terference from ‘‘self appointed investi- 
gators.’’ 

4. It notifies the owner of any eliminations neces- 
sary to obtain a license. 

5. It notifies the owner of a rejected film that he 
is subject to arrest if he exhibits it within the 
city. 

6. It reviews its decision with the owner when 
requested. 

7. When a final opinion has been formed it noti- 
fies the proper authorities, and requests arrest 
when necessary. 

8. It follows up suspected films to see that the 
eliminations are carried out. 

9. It not only gives a hearing to the producer 
but also gives him every opportunity to correct 
his possibly careless violation of law, and to . 
anticipate the ‘‘Rejection Points’’ in attempt- 
ing certain scenes. 
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WHAT DOES A COMPETENT CENSOR BOARD 
NOT DO? 


1. It does not decide what the public ought to see, 
but only what film so outrages public opinion 
expressed by laws reasonably applicable to a 
film as to warrant a complaint. 

2. It does not dictate public taste any more than 
a meat inspector dictates what cut of meat the 
public desires to eat. It keeps the tainted 
film out of the market on much the same prin- 
ciple as the meat. inspection stops tainted meat 
—hbecause the public by law has said it does 
not want it and has delegated to inspectors 
the authority to check it. 

3. It does not enforce its own opinion against 
public opinion, but it does msist that public 
opinion shall not be disregarded by a pro- 
ducer who violates law. 

4. It does not harass producers, but greatly aids 
them in keeping the market free from the un- 
scrupulous exploitation. 


WHY SHOULD THE PRIVATE CITIZEN BE 
CALLED ON TO DEFEND HIMSELF against ex- 
hibitions by the vicious element in the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry, any more than he is left to defend 
himself against crime in any other industry? 

WHY SHOULD A FEW VICIOUS PRODUCTIONS 
BE ALLOWED OPPORTUNITY TO FURTHER 
SPREAD their injury upon an unsuspecting public 
when they might be stopped by inspection of a 
film after production but before circulation? 


WHY SHOULD THE REQUIREMENT OF A LI- 


CENSE BE A ‘‘REFLECTION UPON THE 
TRADE” any more than the requirement of a li- 
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cense for use of any other production which con- 
tains elements of menace to the public? 


WHAT ELEMENTS IN A FILM PRODUCTION 
GIVE IT SUCH POSSIBILITIES FOR PUBLIC 
INJURY AS TO REQUIRE AN INSPECTION? 


Some of these elements are: 


Ab 


The Reproduction of Motion. The same inci- 
dent which in print or illustration does not 
violate law, when depicted by motion may be- 
come grossly indecent. 


The Prolongation of a scene made possible in 
a film may earry the action depicted beyond 


_ the line of decency, when the same incident in 


print or illustration is limited by language and 
space; and even on the stage, it is limited by 
time, while the film gives unlimited: possibili- 
ties of re-enforcing an idea. 


The Repetition of an incident in such conjunc- 
tion with other scenes as to accentuate the 
vicious. 


The Wealth of Detail which the film gathers 
into one exhibition gives such cumulative force 
to the vivid action, and such opportunity for 
overdoing the ‘‘atmosphere’’ that gross viola- 
tions of law slip in to be shown over and over 
again in one day before hundreds of spec- 
tators. 


The Enlargements by which at any moment 
an action or delineation can be thrust out in 
extreme detail, and emphasis, gives oppor- 
tunity for such an outrage of public sentiment 
as would be condemned in any court of law in 
the land. 
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6. The Vision or Dream Projection which delin- 
eates in motion what is going on in the mind 
of a character at the same time that he is en- 
gaged in another action, enables such an un- 
limited combination of scenes as may totally 
change the book, drama or illustration which 
by itself would pass muster and make it ‘‘a 
good and sufficient ground of complaint.’’ 

When to these elements of opportunity for crime 

peculiar to the motion picture is added the great 
opportunity for a wide display before uncounted 
numbers of adults, young persons, and children, to- 
gether with the prospects of large profits, as an in- 
centive to the vicious producer it is surely not too 
much to say that an uninspected film is a public 
menace. 

THEY SAY—Such a small number of films out of 
the great number produced do violate the law that 
the ‘‘menace to the public”’ is not sufficiently im- 
portant to warrant the precautions of a Censor 
Board. ; 

BUT—The menace is not measured by the propor- 
tion of violations of law to good productions, but 
by the great opportunity one film has for being 
displayed before such a large proportion of the 
public, scattered through 133 theatres in all parts 
of the city and exhibiting day and night. 

THEY SAY—The producer has no appeal against 
the arbitrary ruling of a Censor Board. 

BUT—The producer, under the law, can appeal 
against ‘‘arbitrary ruling’’ with the same chance 
of being sustained in court as the Censor Board 
has of being sustained after an arrest. 


THEY SAY—One film commissioner can do the in- 
spection. 
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BUT, how is it possible for one man to review 200 
films a week and detect single handed the evasions 
of the exhibitors? When one man issues his per- 
mit he has done just what a competent censor 
board does—given an opinion as to whether or not 
there is in a film a violation of law sufficient to 
warrant complaint. This is one man censorship 
which cannot have anything like the competence, 
or have anything like the probability of being 
sustained in court that a majority opinion of a 
competent board would have, and at the same time 
greatly increases the opportunity for corruption. 


THEY SAY—One film commissioner may accept the 
inspection of any censor board which he approves, 
and need not review films so inspected. 


BUT—This is an unprecedented conveyance of power 
to one man, giving him opportunity to accept 
even the producer’s own opinion without review. 
This virtually relegates any competent censorship 
to the scrap heap. 


THEY SAY—This is what the motion picture indus- 
try wants—nothing but the opportunity to display 
their productions to the public and chance com- 
plaint from the public. 


BUT—Complaint from the public can, in this nature 
of crime, be more effectively lodged by the author- 
ized representatives of the public—a competent 
censor board. 


Why should the public be deprived of freedom to 
use the best method of making its complaint, and the 
film producers be given every chance to get away 
with a crime?

Three of the clergy of the Diocese have passed 
from the service of the Church Militant to that of 
the Church Expectant. 


In each case the well-worn armor had been, in 
large measure, laid aside, through physical infirm- 
ity or prolonged early ministry. “The spirit indeed 
was willing but the flesh was weak,’ and they seemed 
to be awaiting the call of the Captain of their salva- 
tion to enter into His nearer Presence. 

The two first were the oldest of the clergy in point 
of canonical residence, 

William Henry Dyer, ordered priest in 1863, came 
to California from the Diocese of Ohio in 1867. He 
was appointed missionary and, later, rector of St. 
Paul’s, San Rafael, when a Church was built. Re- 
moving in 1871 to Sonora, he rendered most effective 
service at St. James’ Church until 1879. He minis- 
tered in Merced and Modesto and, in the south, at 
Santa Paula, Glendale and other points. 


In 1895 he became assistant minister of St. Paul’s 
Church, Los Angeles, where, for many years, his 
name was “a household word” for patient, faithful, 
unremitting labors both in the services of the Church 
and in caring for the poor, the sick and needy. Held 
in high regard by his brethren of the clergy and by 
all who knew him, for his many saintly qualities, 
he passed to the rest which cometh to faithful war- 
riors in the “sweet calm of Paradise the blest.” 


+ 
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Henry Jay Camp, also a veteran in the missionary 
work of the Diocese, was a graduate of Kenyon Col- 
lege and was ordained priest by Bishop Bedell of 
Ohio. 


Coming to California in 1876 from Circleville, Ohio, 
he ministered successively in Holy Trinity Mission, 
San Diego, in the missions at Murrieta, Fallbrook and 
Bostonia, and in each gave himself to the full ex- 
tent of his physical ability to the work of the Church. 

A thoughtful preacher and a sympathetic pastor, 
he contributed much, in those early yays, to the spir- 
itual up-building of the Kingdom of God. 


He, and such as he, are strong spiritual forces— 
often made perfect through sufferings—which it is 
the glory of the Church to possess, who by the per- 
suasive power of a Christian life become examples 
to the flock and purchase to themselves a good 
degree as faithful ministers of God.

Searle Mallett Wren came as a visitor to Southern 
California as early as 1882, when for a time he re- 
sided in Anaheim. Restored to comparative health, 
he returned Hast and engaged in parochial work in 
Denver, Colorado, and later in the dioceses of Penn- 
sylvania and New York. 


Returning to California in 1895 he became rector 
of St. Paul’s Parish, Pomona, where he faithfully 
served the Church for a number of years, greatly 
respected by the community and beloved by his 
parishioners. Impaired health necessitated his re- 
tirement from active labors for a time, but, later, 
he resumed work in All Saints’ Parish, Pasadena, 
where he laid the foundation of what has since be- 
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come the independent parish of St. Mark. Increas- 
ing disability again made necessary his withdrawal 
from active service and, after long years of illness, 
patiently borne, he himself became the exemplication, 
on July 5, 1915, of words which he loved to quote, 
“Human character is never found ‘to enter into its 
glory’ except through the ordeal of affliction.” 


To know such a man of God was indeed a privilege. 
Of profound and varied knowledge, of similar refine- 
ment of thought and felicity of expression, he was 
one of those rare spirits upon whom the hand of God 
had evidently passed, making his life a benediction 
and an inspiration to all who knew him. 

“If so be that we suffer with Him, that we may be 
also glorified together.”

Canon. Good, though not a priest of this Diocese, 
had lived for more than twelve years in Southern 
California and, for a short time, had been missionary 
at St. John’s Mission, Bostonia. 

A priest of the Diocese of Columbia, his great life- 
werk had been rendered there, in British Columbia, 
where he was one of a noble band of early mission- + 
aries sent out from England by the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel, more than fifty-five years 
ago, to plant the Church upon the almost unknown 
shores of the Pacific. 

His chief work was among the Indians, evangeliz- 
ing them and making translations of the Scriptures 
and the Prayer Book into their dialects. His labors 
were truly apostolic. He ministered also to the white 
settlers, organizing and establishing the Church 
among them, and serving in the important parish of 
Nanaimo for a number of years. 

For his long and faithful ministry of over half a 
century, for his sound learning and untiring zeal in 
preaching the Gospel, he has been held in high honor 
by the Church—the Diocese which he served so well 
appointing him honorary Canon.

The Rector. 


§ 100. Whenever the Rectorship of a Parish shall 
become vacant by resignation or otherwise, the Ves- 
try shall, within five days, make written communica- 
tion of the fact to the Ecclesiastical Authority, which 
may appoint a Clergyman to such vacancy, pending 
the election of a Rector. Before proceeding to an 
election, however, the Senior Warden shall, within 
not less than ten nor more than thirty days after 
such communication to the Ecclesiastical Authority, 
call a meeting of the Vestry, giving ten days’ writ- 
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ten notice thereof, and stating the purpose of the 
meeting to be the selection of a Rector. He shall at 
the same time notify the Bishop, if there be one, of 
the time and place of such meeting, and invite him 
to be present thereat. And twenty days after such 
meeting, the Senior Warden shall call a meeting of 
the Vestry, giving five days’ written notice thereof, 
and stating the purpose of the meeting to be the 
election of a Rector; but such meeting may be ad- 
journed from time to time; provided, that the election 
be made within ninety days from the date of the 
creation of such vacancy. In electing a Rector an 
affirmative vote of a majority of the full number of 
Vestrymen shall be required. If the person selected 
should not be elected, or being elected should de- 
cline, the same procedure shall be followed, until an 
election and acceptance shall be secured; provided, 
that the Bishop may, in his discretion, and on request 
of the Vestry, suspend the above procedure and 
permit the immediate election of a Rector, or the 
postponement of the same to a specified time. 


§ 101. Upon the election of a Rector the Church 
Wardens of the Parish shall give immediate notice 
of such election to the Bishop of this Diocese, or, if 
there be no Bishop, to the Standing Committee, 
whereupon the person elected may enter upon the 
duties of his calling. 


§ 103. The Rector, subject to the Bishop of this 
Diocese, shall have exclusive charge of all things 
pertaining to or affecting the spiritual interests of 
the Parish. It shall be his duty and right to give 
order concerning public worship, together with all 
that appertains thereto. He shall at all times have 
access to the Church building or buildings, and shall 
have the custody of the keys of the same. He shall 
have the spiritual direction and control of all asso- 
ciations of the Parish and shall preside, with right 
to vote, at all Parish and Vestry Meetings, and, also, 
at all meetings of the Board of Trustees of the incor- 
porated Parish, when a regularly elected member 
thereof. ch Tie! 


§ 104. The Rector shall keep a Parish Register to 
be furnished by, and which shall be the property of, 
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the Parish, in which he shall keep the following 
records: tise} 


(1) Records of all baptisms, marriages, and 
burials at which any Clergyman of the Church has. 
officiated within the limits of the Parish; (2) a list 
of the persons confirmed therein; (38) a lst of all 
communicants within his cure. He shall from time 
to time enter on the list of communicants, (a) the 
names of all persons confirmed in his Parish who 
have received the Holy Communion; (b) the names 
of all who have been received by letters of transfer 
from other Parishes; (c) the names of those who, 
being regular communicants in his Parish, he finds, 
after diligent inquiry, are not registered elsewhere. 
He shall from time to time, and at least annually, 
within one month before the meeting of the Diocesan 
Convention, revise such list and place an asterisk, or 
other appropriate symbol, opposite the names of all 
persons who have died, or received Holy Orders, or 
taken letters of transfer to other Parishes, or been 
excommunicated or suspended, or who have formally 
renounced the communion of the Church, or who, 
having removed from his Parish without notice, can- 
not be traced after reasonable time and due effort. 
At the time of making such revision of the list of 
registered communicants, the Rector shall enter upon 
the register opposite the names which he has noted, 
as above provided, the cause and date of his action, 
and such persons shall thenceforth cease to be rec- 
koned as registered communicants of the Parish; it 
being, however, distinctly understood that such 
action shall in no wise effect the relations of any 
eommunicant of the Church at large, or his rights 
as a non-registered communicant. 

The Parish Register shall at all convenient times 
be open to the inspection of the Bishop or other Ke- 
clesiastical Authority of the Diocese, of the Wardens 
and Vestrymen, and of the qualified voters of the 
Parish. 

When a communicant in good standing, remov- 
ing from any Parish or Mission, fails to apply for a 
letter of transfer, the Rector or Priest-in-charge shall 
send such letter to the Rector or Priest-in-charge 
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of the cure where the said communicant becomes resi- 
dent (or, should there be no cure, to the Rural Dean 
of the Convocation in which said communicant be- 
comes a resident), who shall, on receipt of the letter, 
" register the communicant and notify the registration 
to the Clergyman sending the letter. 


CANON XIII. 
Financial and Parochial Reports 


§ 108. On or before the seventh day of May of 
each year, each Parish and Mission shall file, in 
duplicate, with the Secretary of the Convention a 
statistical and financial report. The Secretary shall 
deliver one copy thereof to the Committee on Fi- 
nance for the next Annual Convention, to be used 
in preparing a schedule of assessment for Diocesan 
and Convention purposes. Any Parish or Mission 
failing to furnish an annual report, as provided here- 
in, shall be liable to an arbitrary assessment by the 
Finance Committee. 

§ 109. Every financial report of a Parish or a 
Mission, before being filed with the Secretary of the 
Convention, shall be audited and approved in writ- 
ing by an Auditing Committee appointed by the Ves- 
try of the Parish or by the officers of the Mission, as — 
the case may be; said approval to be attached to or 
endorsed upon the report. 

§ 110. The form of the annual report of each 
Parish shall be substantially as follows:

CANON XIV. 
Obligation in Default of Representation. 


§ 112. If, for whatever cause, a Parish or Mission 
of this Diocese is not represented in any Convention 
of the same, or in any of the sessions thereof, such 
Parish or Mission shall nevertheless be bound by all 
acts of such Convention. 


CANON XV. 
Mission and Parish Guilds. 


§ 113. If any persons, members of a Mission or 
Parish, desire, having the approval of the Mission- 
ary or Rector, to organize a Guild or other similar 
Society for Church work within such Mission or Par- 
ish, provision shall be made that the regular mem- 
bers of such Societies, with right to vote and hold 
the offices of President, Vice-President, Treasurer or 
Secretary, shall possess the qualifications laid down 
for membership in Missions and Parishes, respective- 
ly, in Sections 61 and 95 of these Canons. Other 
persons may be admitted as honorary members, pro- 
vided, that the provisions of this section (113) shall 
not apply to Guilds or Societies known as ‘‘Junior 
Societies,’ being those whose membership is chief- 
ly composed of persons under age. 


§ 114. In the case of any Mission or Parish 
Guild, or similar association of members of a Mission 
or Parish, acquiring by purchase, donation or other- 
wise, real property for the benefit and uses of such 
Mission or Parish, the title thereto shall be vested, 
in the case of a Mission, in the Diocesan Corporation, 
upon the trusts and with the powers provided in 
Section 65 of these Canons; and in the ease of a Par- 
ish, in the Parochial Corporation. 
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INSTITUTIONS OF THE DIOCESE. 





CANON XVI. 


The Board of Missions. 


§ 115. At each Annual Convention of the Diocese 
there shall be elected by the concurrent votes of both 
Orders, Clerical and Lay, four Clergymen and four 
Laymen, who, with the Bishop, the Rural Deans, and 
one Layman chosen from each Convocation, shall con- 
stitute the Board of Missions, of which the Bishop 
shall be ex-officio chairman. In the absence of the 
Bishop from any of its meetings, the senior Rural 
Dean present shall preside. A quorum of the Board 
of Missions shall consist of three Clergymen and 
three Laymen. The Board shall have power to fill 
vacancies occurring in its own body at any regular 
meeting of the Board, provided, written notice of 
such contemplated action has been mailed to each 
member of the Board at least ten days previous to 
such meeting. 


§ 116. The Board of Missions shall meet as soon 
after the adjournment of each annual Convention as 
is practicable, and elect a Secretary. The Board may 
meet at such other times, on the call of the Bishop 
or any three members, as may be desired; provided, 
that there shall be at least one meeting every quar- 
ter. 


§ 117. It is hereby declared to be the duty of the 
Board of Missions to devise means to awaken interest 
in the Missionary work of the Diocese, and to secure 
liberal offerings for the same; to make appropria- 
tions for the support of the Missionaries appointed by 
the Bishop, according to the recommendation of the 
Convocations, so far as the income of the Board per- 
mits. Every Mission shall be required to make four 

. offerings a year for the Mission Board, and in other 
ways to contribute to the best of its ability towards 
the Missionary funds of this Diocese. 


The Board shall make no permanent alterations in 
the appropriation to any mission station until the 
proposed change has been submitted in writing by

the Secretary of the Board to the Dean of the Con- 
vocation in which the work or mission station is 
located, and a report received from the Convocation 
or its Executive Committee; which report shall re- 
ceive due consideration by the Board in determining 
its action. 


§ 118. No organized Parish shall receive finan- 
cial aid from the Board of Missions, except on writ- 
ten application of the Wardens and Vestry thereof, 
approved by the Bishop, and on condition that the 
Rector of said Parish shall perform such Missionary 
work outside of his Parish, as may be ordered by the 
Bishop. 


§ 119. The Board of Missions shall make a full 
report of its doings to each Annual Convention of 
this Diocese. 


CANON XVII. 


Convocations, 


§ 124. To facilitate the Missionary work of the 
Church, this Diocese shall be divided into districts 
to be known as Convocations. For the present, all 
territory within the Counties of San Diego and Im- 
perial shall be known as the Convocation of San 
Diego; all territory within the Counties of Riverside 
and San Bernardino as the Convocation of San Ber- 
nardino; all territory within the Counties of Orange 
and Los Angeles as the Convocation of Los Angeles; 
and all territory within the Counties of Santa Bar- 
bara and San ARENAS as the Convocation of 
Santa Barbara. 


§ 125. At all meetings of the Convocation, of 
which there shall be at least two annually, every 
clergyman canonically resident within its district 
shall be entitled to a seat and a vote, as shall also 
three male and two female delegates from each 
Parish and Mission qualified to vote at the annual 
Parish meeting. The lay delegates shall be elected 
at the annual meeting of the Parish or Mission, or 
in the inability of these persons to attend, alternates 
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shall be named by the Rector or Minister in charge. 
In all matters which shall come before the Convo- 
cation the clergy and laity shall deliberate in one 
body, but in any case when it shall be demanded by 
five votes, clerical or lay, or both, the two orders 
shall vote separately, and their concurrence shall 
be necessary to constitute a decision. 


The annual meeting shall be held in April of each 
year, at which time the Officers and the Lay member 
of the Board of Missions shall be elected, and the 
budget of Missionary stipends shall be adopted, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Bishop, and be forwarded 
to the Board of Missions immediately thereafter for 
revision and approval. 

In furtherance of the Missionary work of the 
Diocese every Clergyman having charge of a Mission 
within a Convocation shall, at each meeting thereof, 
give a written statement of the condition of his 
work, and shall suggest where, in his opinion, new 
work may be profitably undertaken. It shall also be 
the purpose of the Convocation meetings to bring the 
Clergy and Laity together in fraternal intercourse, 
and to promote their spiritual and intellectual life. 


Each Convocation shall make its own rules, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Bishop. 


§ 126. The officers of the Convocation shall be: 


1. The Bishop of the Diocese, who, when present, 
may preside at all meetings. 


2. A Rural Dean of each Convocation, who shall 
be appointed by the Bishop upon the nomination of 
the Convocation at.a regular meeting thereof, and 
whose term of office shall be two years. The Rural 
Dean shall preside at the meetings of the Convoca- 
tion, in the absence of the Bishop, and shall perform 
such other duties as may be assigned him by the 
Bishop, or shall be prescribed by Canon; which duties 
‘shall include the visitation of the weaker Missions, 
and of places where the Church has not yet secured 
a permanent organization. 


The expenses incurred by the Rural Deans in dis- 
charging the duties of their office under direction of 
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the Bishop shall be repaid by the Treasurer of the 
Diocese upon warrant of the Board of Missions. 

3. <A Secretary, who shall be elected at each 
annual meeting of the Convocation from the members 
thereof. The Secretary shall keep all minutes of all 
meetings of the Convocation and of the Executive 
Committee; shall keep all records of the Convoea- 
tion; and shall perform such other duties as may 
properly devolve upon such an officer. 

4, <A Treasurer, who shall be elected at each 
annual meeting of the Convocation. The Treasurer 
shall receive and account for all moneys raised by 
the Convocation, in addition to Diocesan apportion- 
ments or assessments, for work within its jurisdic- 
tion, paying out such sums as he shall be authorized 
to pay by a regular meeting, or by the Executive 
Committee. He shall also notify, periodically, the 
proper officers of each Parish or Mission of any de- 
ficit in their various assessments or apportionments. 

5. An Executive Committee, of which the Rural 
Dean shall be chairman, composed of the aforesaid 
officers of the Convocation and four other members. 
who. shall be elected at the annual meeting of the 
Convocation from. its own membership; and the 
Executive Committee shall have power to fill any. 
vacancy or vacancies occurring in its own body. It 
shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to pre- 
pare plans for the regular meeting of the Convoca- 
tion; and, with the approval of the Rural Dean, to 
act: upon all questions pertaining to the Convocation 
as cannot be deferred until a meeting of the Convo- 
cation. 

It shall prepare and present to the annual meet- 
ing of the Convocation, a list of the amounts to be 
paid to the respective Missionaries within its limits. 
It shall meet upon the call of the Rural Dean. 


CANON XVIII. 


The Standing Committee. 


§ 130. The Standing Committee shall have power 
to fill any vacancy or vacancies which may occur in 
its own body. 
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§ 131. The officers of the Standing Committee 
shall be a President and a Secretary, to be elected 
from and by the members thereof at the first meet- 
ing following the Annual Convention of this Diocese ; 
provided, that the President shall be chosen from the 
clerical members. 


§ 132. The President of the Standing Committee 
may call a meeting’ thereof at any time, and shall 
call a meeting when requested to do so by any three 
members of the Committee ; provided, such request be 
made in writing. 


§ 133. The Standing Committee, through its Sec- 
retary, shall make a full report of its doings to each 
Annual Convention of this Diocese, and the said re- 
port shall be published in the Journal of the Conven- 
tion. 


CANON XIX. 
The Registrar of the Diocese. 


§ 185. It shall be the duty of the Registrar to pro- 
cure all journals, papers, reports, pamphlets, and 
other documents, manuscript or printed, relating to 
the history of the Church in this Diocese; as also 
such other journals, histories, and records of the 
Church in the United States as belong; or shall here- 
after belong, to the Convention of this Diocese, to 
put them in order and preserve them in some safe 
place. 


§ 136. It shall also be the duty of the Registrar 
to solicit, in the name of the Convention, donations 
of the journals and other Church documents of the 
several Dioceses in the United States, and by the 
exchange of duplicates, or otherwise, to provide for 
the increase of the collection. 


§ 137. The Registrar shall also present to each 
Annual Convention of this Diocese a full and accur- 
ate report of all collections of journals, ete., made, 
and all official acts done by him during the year, and 
the said report shall be published in the Journal of 
the Convention. 
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CANON XxX. 
The Historiographer of the Diocese. 


§ 140. A Clergyman of the Diocese shall be elect- 
ed Historiographer of the Diocese for the term of 
three years and until the election of his successor. It 
shall be his duty to obtain, prepare, and preserve all 
special, historical, and biographical matter pertain- 
ing to the Diocese, its Parishes, Missions, institu- 
tions, and undertakings; and report each year to the 
Convention an index or list of the topics covered 
during the previous twelve months. 


§ 141. He ghall, also, from time to time as 
may be directed by the Bishop or by the Convention, 
furnish material or data to be used for purposes that 
will further the interests of the Church and will as- 
sist in the preparation of papers, ete. 

§ 142. He shall, with the approval of the Bishop, 
have power to appoint an Assistant, who shall be a 
communicant of the Church, and may be a layman 
or laywoman. When a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of Historiographer during the recess of the 
Convention, it may be filled by the Bishop for the 
unexpired term. 


CANON XXI. 


The Diocesan Board of Christian Education. 


§ 145. There shall be a Diocesan Board of Chris- 
tian Education composed of the Bishop, who shall 
be ex-oficio President; four Clergymen and four 
Laymen elected by the Convention, and seven other 
persons appointed by the Bishop; and the Board 
shall elect its officers from its own members. ° 


§ 146. Dutres. It shall be the duty of the Board 
to study the problem of religious instruction and 
Church training in connection with the Sunday 
School, to investigate the needs of the Sunday 
Schools of the Diocese, to adopt such measures as the 
Board may deem advisable for promoting their 
ereater efficiency, especially the formation of a 
Sunday School Association; provided, further, that 
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nothing in this Canon shall be so construed as to 
diminish the authority of each Clergyman within his 
eure, nor his responsibility for the religious instruc- 
tion of the Parish. The Board shall submit a 
report of its work to the Convention each year. 

§ 147. The expenses necessary to carry on the 
work of the Board shall be met by contributions 
from the Sunday Schools of the Diocese and by an 
appropriation made in advance by the Convention. 


§ 148. Vacancies in the Board occurring be-. 
tween the sessions of Convention may be filled by 
appointment by the Bishop. 


CANON XXII. 


Diocesan Trustees. 


§ 150. At each Annual Convention of this Dio- 
cese there shall be elected seven persons, who shall 
serve as the Board of Directors of that Corporation 
known in law as the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, as required by the Arti- 
cles of Incorporation and By-Laws of the said Cor- 
poration, and by the provisions of Section 604 of 
the Civil Code of the State of California. 


CANON XXIII. 


City Mission Societies. 


§ 151. In the discretion and under the direction 
of the Bishop of the Diocese, City Mission Societies 
may be organized for the purpose of ministering to 
suche classes and conditions as are not reached by 
ordinary parochial agencies. All by-laws or rules 
drawn up for their government shall be subject to 

_ the approval of the Bishop, and to the authority of 
the Canons of the Diocese. The Clergyman who 
shall be appointed by the Bishop to the charge 
of any such Society shall present to the Bishop at 
each Annual Convention of the Diocese a detailed 
report of its work, and its receipts and expenditures. 
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XXLV: 
Commission on Church Architecture. 


§ 153. There shall be a Commission of the Diocese 
to be known as the Commission on Church Architec- 
ture, which shall consist of the Bishop, together with 
two Clergymen, and two Laymen, to be appointed 
annually by him. 

§ 154. It shall be the duty of the officers of every 
Mission of the Diocese to lay before this Commission 
the plans of any new Church, or Chapel, or of pro- 
posed changes in the construction of any existent 
Church or Chapel; and no such work of erection or 
material change shall be undertaken until the said 
plans have received the approval of the Commission. 

§ 155. It is earnestly recommended that every 
Parish, by its Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen, 
shall confer with this Commission for its counsel and 
advice before the plans of any new Church or 
Chapel, or the plans of any proposed material 
changes in any existent Church or Chapel, are adopt- 
ed; and it is further recommended that no contract 
for such work of erection or change shall be signed 
before such conference. 


CANON XXV. 
Commission on Philanthropy and Social Service. 


§ 156. There shall be a Commission of the Dio- 
cese to be known as the Commission on Philanthropy 
and Social Service which shall be appointed annually 
by the Bishop and shall consist of not less than five 
and not more than fifteen members, at least one- 
third of whom shall be Clergymen canonically resi- 
dent in the Diocese and the others active communi- 
cants of the Church in the Diocese. The Commission 
shall have power to elect its own officers. 

§ 157. The duties of this Commission with ref- 
erence to Church philanthropy shall be: 

To visit the various philanthropic institutions of 
the Diocese in order to study their work and their 
needs; 
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To study conditions of destitution and need call- 
ing for philanthropic effort and to consider the 
Church’s duty with reference to the same; 


To make recommendations to the Bishop and to 
the Convention with regard to— 


(1) The formation of new organizations or insti- 
tutions for charitable or social work; 


(2) The expansion and increased efficiency of the 
organizations and institutions of the Church already 
existing ; 


(3) The coordination of these institutions and 
organizations with one another and with other in- 
stitutions and organizations for the furtherance of 
unity of plan in the Diocese and in the community. 


§ 158. The duties of this Commission with regard 
to Social Service shall be: 


(1) To study all social and civil movements 
which have a bearing upon public morality and so- 
cial conditions and to report at each Annual Con- 
vention on such of them as the Commission shall 
deem pertinent ; 


(2) To carry out the instructions of the Conven- 
tion with regard to any specific measures or plans 
fer the improvement of social conditions or the en- 
actment of social legislation ; 


(3) To take action on such subjects as may be 
referred to it by or with the approval of the Bishop. 


§ 159. The Commission shall have authority to 
promote the formation of Parish Committees or gen- 
eral organizations of persons interested in philan- 
thropy and social service, for the purpose of discus- 
sion, the diffusion of interest and knowledge, and the 


securing of cooperation in carrying out the plans of 
the Commission. 


§ 160. An annual appropriation shall be made by 
Convention to facilitate the work of the Commission. 


§ 161. The Commission shall make an annual re- 
port to the Convention. 
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THE FUNDS OF THE DIOCESE. 


CANON XXVI. 
The Episcopate Endowment Fund. 


§ 164. There shall be an Episcopate Endowment 
Fund, the interest of which shall be appropriated to 
the support of the Bishop of this Diocese, and of the 
Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, The principal of 
this fund shall be invested in the name of, and re- 
main under the control of, the Corporation of the 
Diocese. 

§ 165. The Episcopate Endowment Fund shall 
consist of such donations and contributions as shall 
be made thereto from private and public sources, to- 
gether with the proceeds of a collection to be made 
annually in each Parish and Mission of this Diocese, 
and it is recommended by the Convention of this Dio- 
cese that the said annual collection be made on the 
morning of Whitsunday, or as soon thereafter as 
possible. 


CANON XXVII. 
The Diocesan Assessment Fund. 


§ 167. There shall be a Diocesan Assessment 
Fund, the proceeds of which shall be applied to the 
payment of the salary of the Bishop of this Diocese, 
of the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, of the ex- 
penses of the Convention, and contingent expenses 
of this Diocese. 


§ 168. The Diocesan Assessment Fund shall be 
derived from interest received from the Episco- 
pate Endowment Fund, from such contributions and 
donations as may be made thereto, the collection at 
the opening service of each Annual Convention, and 
from an annual assessment upon each Parish and 
Mission of this Diocese, the amount of which assess- 
ment shall, in each case, be fixed by the Committee 
on Finanee, and reported to each Annual Convention 
of the Diocese. 
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§ 169. Each Parish and Mission of this. Diocese 
shall pay to the Treasurer of the Diocese one-fourth 
of its assessment for the Diocesan Assessment Fund 
on or before the first day of July, October, January, 
and April of each year; and an extra assessment of 
ten per cent. shall be levied upon each Parish and 
Mission which fails to send, within thirty days from 
the fixed date, its assessment for the Diocesan Fund. 

§ 170. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall each 
month pay to the Bishop and Bishop Coadjutor, if 
there be one, all moneys pro vata of their salaries, in 
his hands belonging to the Diocesan Assessment 
Fund. 

§ 171. All contracts for printing or other sup- 
plies in excess of $10, and which have not been 
specifically provided for by the Convention as to 
amount, shall be under the supervision of the Audit- 
ing Committee. 

§ 172. No appropriation of money for Conven- 
tion or contingent expenses shall be made unless it 
has first been referred to and reported on by the 
Committee on Finance. 


CANON XXVIII. 
The Missionary Fund. 


§ 177. There shall be a Missionary Fund to sus- 
tain the operations of the Board of Missions of this 
Diocese. 

§ 178. The Missionary Fund shall be derived 
from the following sources: (a) From the monthly 
contribution of each organized Mission of this Dio- 
cese, as provided in Section 63 of these Canons; 
(b) from a collection to be made quarterly in each 
Parish and Mission of this Diocese, the full amount 
of which collection shall be paid over to the Treas- 
‘urer; (c) from any appropriation to this Dio- 
cese by the General Board of Domestic Missions; (d) 
from donations; (e) from the collections made at any 
general or special Missionary service held in this 
Diocese; (f) from any collection or collections made 
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at the sessions of the Convocations of this Diocese; 
and (g) from the contributions of branch Missionary 
societies. 

§ 179. The Missionary Fund, and all moneys due 
or aceruing thereto, shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of the Diocese, who shall pay no money from the said 
fund, except upon a warrant authorized by the sald 
Board. 

§ 180. The Treasurer of each organized Parish and 
Mission within this Diocese shall forward to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese on the Monday following 
the last Sunday of each month, one-twelfth of the 
amount apportioned or assessed to it for Diocesan 
Missions, or so much thereof as may have been col- 
lected. 


CANON XXIXx. 
The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund. 


§ 182. There shall be a fund for the relief of dis- 

abled Clergy of this Diocese, to be known as the 
“Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund.”’ 

§ 183. The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund 
shall be derived from donations and contributions, 
and from an annual collection to be made in each 
Parish and Mission of this Diocese; and it is recom- 
mended by the Convention of this Diocese that the 
said annual collection be made on the morning of 
Christmas Day, or as soon thereafter as possible. 

§ 184. The principal of this fund shall be invest- 
en in the name of, and remain under the control of, 
the Corporation of the Diocese, and only the revenue 
from the invested fund and contributions specially 
designated for current use shall be used for the re- 
lief of beneficiaries or for expenses. The Treasurer 
shall have charge of the revenue of this fund, and 
shall disburse the same only upon warrants of the 
Board of Missions, which is charged with the distri- 
bution and application of said revenue. 

§ 185. The income of the Disabled Clergy Fund 
shall only be used for the relief of those Clergy, in 
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good standing, who are canonically connected with 
this Diocese, and have been actively engaged in 
ministerial labors in this Diocese for five consecutive 
years. 


CANON XXX. 
The Widows’ and Orphans ’ Endowment Fund. 


§ 189. There shall be a fund for the relief of the 
widows and orphans of Clergymen, to be known as 
‘The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund.’’ 


§ 190. The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment 
Fund shall be derived from donations and contribu- 
tions, and an annual collection to be made in each 
Parish and Mission of this Diocese; and it is recom- 
mended by the Convention of this Diocese that the 
said annual collection be made on the morning of 
Ash-Wednesday, or as soon thereafter as possible. 


§ 191. The principal of this fund shall be invest- 
ed in the name of, and remain under the control of, 
the Corporation of the Diocese, and only the revenue 
from the invested fund and contributions specially 
designated for current use shall be used for the re- 
lef of beneficiaries or for expenses. The Treasurer 
shall have charge of the revenue of this fund, and 
shall disburse the same only upon warrants of the 
Board of Missions, which is charged with the distri- 
bution and application of said revenue. 


§ 192. The income of the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund shall be used only for the relief of the widows 
and orphans of those Clergymen, in good standing, 
who were canonically connected with this Diocese 
and resident in the same at the time of their death, 
and had been actively engaged in ministerial labors 

.therein for at least five years; provided, however, 
that if at any time the whole of such income be not 
required by such beneficiaries, relief may be granted 
therefrom from month to month to the widows and 
orphans of Clergymen who may have served for a 
lesser period than five years, 
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CANON XXXI. 
The Bishop’s Fund. 





§ 195, At every service in each Parish and Mis- 
sion of this Diocese at which the rite of Confirmation 
shall be administered, an offering shall be made, the 
proceeds of which shall be promptly remitted to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, who shall pay the same 
over to the Bishop, to be used by him at his disere- 
tion for emergency work within the Diocese, and to 
be known as the Bishop’s Fund. 


CANON XXXII... 
The Church Pension Fund. 


§ 196. In conformity with the legislation adopted 
by the General Convention of 1913, setting forth the 
principles upon which a Pension System for the 
Clergy of the Church and their dependents should 
be constructed, pursuant to which the corporation, 
the Church Pension Fund, has been created to carry 
these principles into effect, the Diocese of Los An- 
geles adopts the system of the Church Pension Fund. 

§ 197. The Heclesiastical Authority of the Dio- 
eese shall appoint, annually, a committee, to be 
entitled the Committee on the Church Pension Fund, 
and to consist of ‘two clergymen and two laymen. 
The duties of this committee shall be as follows: 


(A) To furnish annually to the Church Pension 
Fund a list of the clergy canonically connected with 
this Diocese, together with a statement of the sti- 
pends received by each from any Parish or Mission 
or other organization connected with this Diocese. 

(B) To receive from the Church Pension Fund 
annually a statement of the premiums necessary to 
be paid by each Parish, Mission, or other organiza- 
tion connected with this Diocese in order that the 
clergymen in receipt of such stipends from such 
Parishes, Missions, or other organizations connected 
with this Diocese may be entitled respectively to 
pensions. 
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(C) To inform the authorities of each Parish, 
Mission, or other organization connected with this 
Diocese of the premiums payable by it, and of the 
time and manner of payment thereof. 


(D) To elect a Treasurer, who may or may not 
be a member of the said committee, who shall be 
required to give a bond satisfactory to the com- 
mittee, and whose duty it shall be to receive from 
all of the Parishes, Missions, or other organizations 
connected with this Diocese, the aforesaid premiums 
and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of the 
Church Pension Fund; and it shall also be his duty 
to receive from the Corporation of the Diocese the 
annual interest: accruing on the investments held 
by said Corporation belonging to the Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Fund, and to the Disabled Clergy Fund, 
and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of the 
Church Pension Fund, to be applied for the benefit 
of clergymen canonically connected with this Dio- 
cese entitled to the benefit of the Church Pension 
Fund and their widows and orphans; such applica- 
tion to be subject to and in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 201 herein. 


(E) To inform the Chureh Pension Fund from 
time to time of the clergy, and the widows and m*nor 
orphans of clergy who may be entitled, in respect to 
this Diocese, to receive pensions or annuities from 
the Church Pension Fund. 


(F) In general to inform the clergy and laity of 
the Diocese regarding the Church Pension System 
created by the General Convention and committed 
by it to the operation of the Church Pension Fund, 
whereby the clergy of the Church are assured of 
pensions, as of right to themselves in the event of 
old age or disability, and in the event of death, to 
their widows and minor orphans, and to do all 

_ things that may be necessary or advisable in the 
premises, to the end that the moneys necessary to 
be paid by the Parishes, Missions, and other organ- 
izations connected with this Diocese may be fully 
and systematically paid. 


§ 198. It shall be the duty of the Finance Com- 
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mittee of the Diocese to provide for, and of the 
Treasurer of the Diocese to make, the annual pay- 
ment to the Treasurer of the Committee on the 
Church Pension Fund of the premiums payable on 
behalf of the Bishop of the Diocese (and Bishop 
Coadjutor, if there be one). 


§ 199. It shall be the duty of the Board of 
Missions of the Diocese to pay to the Treasurer of 
the Committee on the Church Pension Fund the 
premiums payable by it on the apportionment to all 
clergymen receiving stipends from said Board. 


§ 200. It shall be the duty of the Finance 
Committee of the Diocese to authorize the Treas-. 
urer of the Diocese to pay to the Treasurer of the 
said Committee on the Church Pension Fund the 
premiums payable on account of all stipends paid 
by the Diocese to clergymen as officers of the Con- 

_ vention, and to make all necessary arrangements to 
provide for such premiums. 


§ 201. It shall be the duty of the Corporation 
of the Diocese to pay annually to the Treasurer of 
the said Committee on the Church Pension Fund the 
income derived from investments held by it belonging 
to the Disabled Clergy Fund and the Widow’ and 
Orphans’ Fund, upon receiving satisfactory assur- 
ance that the Church Pension Fund will assume and 
continue to pay all the annuities paid by the said 
Corporation when this Canon goes into effect. 


§ 202. It shall be the duty of every Clergy- 
man as aforesaid, receiving a stipend or stipends, 
and the duty of every Parish, Mission, or other 
organization connected with the Diocese as afore- 
said, paying such stipend or stipends, to furnish a 
statement of such stipend or stipends to the Com- 
mittee on the Church Pension Fund whenever the 
said committee shall, in writing, ask for such state- 
ment. 

§ 203. It shall be the duty of the Finance 
Committee of the Diocese to incorporate into the 
annual budget of Convention an appropriation to 
cover the necessary expenses of the Committee on 
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the Church Pension Fund of this Diocese in carrying 
out its duties. 


§ 204. This Canon shall take effect when the 
Secretary of the Convention of this Diocese shall 
receive notification from the Chureh Pension Fund 
that a Reserve Fund of $5,000,000 for the purposes 
of the Church Pension Fund has been established to 
enable the system to go into operation. 


§ 205. When this Canon shall become oper- 
ative the offerings now designated by Canon for the 
Disabled Clergy Fund and the Widows’ and Orphans’ 

' Fund shall be applied to the payment of the premium 
of the clergy of the Parish or Mission in which such 
offerings are made. 


§ 206. The Committee on Canons is instructed to 
bring all existing Canons into conformity with the 
provisions of this Canon. 


DISCIPLINE. 


CANON XXXIII. 
Trial of a Clergyman not a Bishop. 


§ 207. Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, 
not being a Bishop thereof, shall become ‘‘liable to 
presentment and trial,’’ under the provisions of any 
Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, the 
mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as fol- 
lows: 

« The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, 
addressed to the Bishop of this Diocese, specifying 
the offense or offenses of which the accused is alleged 
to be guilty, with reasonable certainty of their time, 
place and circumstances. Such presentment may be 
made by the majority of the members of the Vestry 
‘of any Church of which the accused is a Minister, or 
by any five members of a Mission of which he may 
have charge, or by any three Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as herein- 
after mentioned. Whenever from public rumor or 
otherwise the Bishop shall have reason to believe 
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that any Clergyman is under the imputation of hav- 
ing been guilty of any offense or misconduct, for 
which he.is liable to be tried, and that the interest of 
the Church requires an investigation, it shall be his 
duty to appoint a Court of Inquiry of five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to ex- 
amine the case, a majority of whom may make such 
examination; and if there is, in their judgment, suf- 
ficient ground for presentment, they shall present 
the Clergyman accordingly. 


§ 208. A presentment being made in any one of 
the modes above described, the Bishop, if the facts 
charged shall not appear to him to be such as consti- 
tute an offense, may dismiss it; or, if it allege facts, 
some of which do, and some of which do not, consti- 
tute an offense, he may allow it in part, and dismiss 
the residue, or he may permit it to be amended. 
When it shall be allowed in whole or in part, the 
Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on the 
accused; and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters 
of this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, 
and not being parties to the presentment, and cause 
a list of their names to be served on the accused, who 
shall, within thirty days after such service, select 
seven of them, and notify their names in writing to 
the Bishop; and if he shall not give such notification 
to the Bishop within the said thirty days, the Bishop 
shall select seven, and the Presbyters so, selected 
shall form an Ecclesiastical Court for the trial of the 
accused, of which the Bishop shall appoint the Presi- 
dent and Recorder, and it shall meet at such time 
and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have 
power to adjourn from time to time and from place 
to place (but always within this Diocese). 


§ 209. A written notice of the time and place of 
their first meeting shall be served, at least thirty 
days before such meeting, on the accused, and also 
on one of the persons making the presentment. 


§ 210. If, at the time appointed for the first meet- 
ing of the said Court, the whole number of seven 
members shall not attend, then those who do attend 
may adjourn from time to time; and if, after one 
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adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improb- 
able that the whole number will attend within a rea- 
sonable time, then those who do attend, not being 
less than five, shall constitute the Court, and proceed 
to the trial, and a majority of the members shall 
decide all questions. 


§ 211. If a Clergyman presented shall confess 
the truth of the facts alleged in the presentment, it 
shall be the duty of the Bishop to proceed to pass 
sentence; and if he shall not confess before the ap- 
pointment of a Court for his trial, as before men- 
tioned, he shall be considered as denying the allega- 
tions in the presentment. 


§ 212. If a Clergyman presented, after having 
had due notice, shall not appear before the Court 
appointed for his trial, the Court may, nevertheless, 
proceed as if he were present, unless for good cause 
the Court shall see fit to adjourn till another day. 


§ 213. When the Court proceeds to trial, it shall 
hear such evidence as shall be produced, which evi- 
dence shall be reduced to writing and signed by the 
witnesses respectively. If, on or during the trial, the 
accused shall confess the truth of the charges, as 
stated in the presentment, the Court may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at 
once to state their judgment to the Bishop as to the 
sentence that ought to be pronounced. 


fl 

§ 214. Upon the application of either party to 
the Bishop, and it being made satisfaetorily to ap- 
pear to him that any material witnesses cannot be 
procured upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint a 
Commissary to take the testimony of any such wit- 
ness. Such Commissary may be a Clergyman or a 
Layman, and the party so applying shall give to the 
other at least six days’ notice of the time and place 
of taking the testimony. And if the person on whom 
the notice shall be served shall reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an addi« 
tional day’s notice shall be given for every addi- 
tional twenty miles of the said distance. And both 
parties may attend and examine the witness, and 
the questions and answers shall be reduced to writ- 
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ing and signed by the witness, and shall be certified 
by the Commissary, and enclosed under his seal, and 
transmitted to the Court, and shall be received by it 
as evidence, 


§ 215. The Court, having deliberately considered 
the evidence, shall declare in writing, signed by a 
majority of the members, its decision on the charges 
contained in the presentment, distinctly stating 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such 
charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which, in its judgment, should be pronounced; and a 
copy of such decision shall be, without delay com- 
municated to the accused, and the original decision, 
together with the evidence, shall be delivered to the 
Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sentence 
as shall appear to him to be proper; provided, the 
same shall not exceed in severity the sentence re- 
commended by the Court; and such sentence, shall be 
final. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop 
shall summon the accused, and any three or more of 
the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may, in his 
judgment, be most convenient, in some church to be 
designated by him, which shall, for that purpose, be 
open at the time to all persons who may choose to 
attend, and the sentence shall then and there be 
publicly announced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a 
new trial to the accused, in which case a new 
Ecclesiastical Court shall be appointed, the proceed- 
ings before which shall be conducted as heretofore 
directed. 


§ 216. All notices and papers contemplated in 
this Canon may be served by a summoner or sum- 
moners, to be appointed for the purpose by the 
Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other 
person, the fact should be proved by the affidavit of 
such person. A written notice or paper delivered to 
a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall be 
deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 
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§ 217. The defendant and the presenters may 
have the privilege of appearing by counsel. 

§ 218. When there is no Bishop of this Diocese, 
or in his absence, if authorized to act as the Eecles- 
iastical Authority of this Diocese, the Standing Com- 
mittee shall act in the place of the Bishop, for all 
purposes declared in this Canon. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
' CANON XXXIV. 


The Bishop to Become Corporation Sole. 


§ 222. The Bishop of this Diocese shall become a 
Corporation Sole under the laws of this State, by the 
title of ‘‘The Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles,’’ for the ad- 
ministration of such temporalities and the manage- 
ment of such estate and property as may be granted 
or in any manner committed to him for the uses, pur- 
poses, or behoof of this Church, that is to say, the 
Church known as ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America,’’ or any Diocese, 
Dioceses, or other subdivisions or institutions of the 
said Church; or any religious, benevolent, or educa- 
tional objects connected therewith. 


CANON XXXV. 
The Bishop and the Pro-Cathedral. 


§ 224. The Bishop may, from time to time, and 
until a Diocesan Cathedral shall be established upon 
a proper and permanent foundation, and with the 
consent of the Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen, and. 
the Board of Trustees, select a Parish Church in the 
city of Los Angeles as the Bishop’s Church, which 
may also be known as the Pro-Cathedral and Parish 
Church of (here insert the name of the Parish). 


The Bishop may enter into such stipulations in 
writing with the Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen 
and Board of Trustees of such Church, touching his 
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rights in the use of the Church buildings and in paro- 
chial affairs, as may be agreed upon, and it is ex- 
pressly provided that the following provisions, here- 
inafter set forth and designated as Articles first, 
second, third, and fourth, vesting certain rights and 
powers in the Bishop and the Rector, and limiting in 
certain respects the canonical and corporate rights 
and powers of the Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen 
and members of the Parish in their canonical capa- 
city, and the Board of Trustees and members of the 
Religious Corporation, shall, when so expressed in 
said agreement and in the By-Laws of said Relig- 
ious Corporation, be valid, lawful, and binding, and 
shall override and supersede the general provisions 
in those respects made and provided by the Canons 
of the Diocese, so far as they are in conflict with the 
same. 

First. The Clergy of the Pro-Cathedral and Par- 
ish Church shall be the Bishop, the Rector of the 
Parish, who shall also be ex-oficio Dean of the Pro- 
Cathedral, and the Assistants, who may also be de- 
signated Canons of the Pro-Cathedral. 

Second. (1) The Bishop shall have the right of 
nominating to the Vestry the Rector and the Assis- 
tants or Canons serving outside the Parish limits. 
He shall also have the right, in conjunction with the 
Rector, of nominating the Assistant Ministers engag- 
ed in the work over which the Rector has jurisdic- 
tion, and for which he is personally responsible. 
(2) He shall have the right to the use of the Church 
at his discretion for all Episcopal acts or for Dio- 
cesan meetings; and upon written notice of three 
days to the Rector of his intentions so to do, he shall 
have the right to use the Pro-Cathedral for celebrat- 
ing or preaching; and shall have the general direc- 
tion of the services in the Pro-Cathedral at all times 
through the constituted officers thereof. 

Third. The Dean, under the direction of the Bis- 
hop, shall designate to the Clergy affiliated with the 
Pro-Cathedral and Parish Church such work as they 
are to perform within the Parish. 

Fourth. The Bishop and the Rector shall always 
be ex-officio members of the Vestry and of the Board 
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of Trustees and of the Religious Corporation. The 
Bishop shall be ex-oficio Chairman of the Vestry and 
President of the Board of Trustees, and of the Relig- 
ious Corporation. In the absence of the Bishop, the 
Rector shall be ex-oficio Chairman of the Vestry, and 
shall also be ex-officio Vice-President of the Board of 
Trustees, and of the Religious Corporation. 


CANON XXXVI. 


Deputies to the General Convention. 


§ 230. It shall be the duty of the Deputies-elect 
to the General Convention from the Diocese of Los 
Angeles to signify to the Bishop of this Diocese, in 
writing, at least thirty days before the meeting of 
the General Convention, their acceptance of the ap- 
pointment and intention to perform its duties, in de- 
fault of which the Bishop shall designate, by certi- 
ficate, in writing, so many from those of the Alter- 
nate Deputies as may be necessary to represent this 
Diocese. 


CANON XXXVII. 
Amendment and Enactment of Canons. 


§ 235. (a) These Canons may be altered or amended 
by an affirmative vote of the majority of those 
voting. 


(b) No proposed amendment, or addition to the 
Canons, shall be considered or affirmatively acted 
upon by any Convention (otherwise than by refer- 
ring the same to a Committee to report thereon to 
the succeeding Annual Convention) unless dupli- 
cated copies of such proposed amendment, or addi- 
tion, shall have been filed with the Secretary at 


: least twenty days before the meeting of the Conven- 
tion. 


(ec) The Secretary shall deliver copies of all pro- - 
posed amendments or additions to the Canons, so 
filed with him, to the Chairman of the Committee on 
Canons, appointed under Section 49 of these Canons, 
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and such Committee shall report thereon on the first 
day of the Convention, under Order of Business Sec- 
tion (11). 

(d) Amendments or additions to the Canons may 
be considered on the report of the aforesaid Commit- 
tee, or of any Special Committee to which such 
amendments or additions, or the subject matter 
thereof, may have been referred at a previous Con- 
vention. 

(e) The Committee to which any amendment or 
addition may have been referred, as in this Section 
provided, may in its judgment report a substitute 
for, or change, any proposed amendment or addition, 
and shall report such other amendments to other 
Sections of the Canons as may be required in order 
to make the Canons homogeneous, if the proposed 
amendment or addition should be adopted. 

(f) If any cause should arise, which in the judg- 
ment of the Convention shall require the adoption, 
by the current Convention, of amendments or addi- 
tions which have not been filed as provided in Sec- 
tion (b), then the Convention may, by unanimous 
consent, receive such amendments or additions, and 
refer them to the Committee on Canons, or to a spec- 
ial Committee, with instruction to report before final 
adjournment; and, when reported, the said amend- 
ments or additions may be considered and acted up- 
on at once, in the same manner as if they had been 
filed as provided in the aforesaid Section (b). 

(g) The Secretary shall have copies of all pro- 
posed amendments or additions printed for the in- 
formation and use of the Convention; and at the 
elose of the Convention shall have all amendments, 
ete., which have been adopted, printed on slips and 
a copy sent to every Clergyman and six copies to 
the clerk of every Parish and Mission; together with 
a like number of any proposed amendments to the 
Constitutions and Canons as may have been com- 
mitted to any Special Committees or referred to the 
Committee on Canons by the preceding Convention.

ORDER OF BUSINESS 


OF THE

By 
consent of three-fourths of the members the Conven- 
tion may grant leave to a member to speak a second 
time on the same question, but not longer than ten 
minutes. A Chairman of a Committee, or the mover 
of a resolution, presenting a report, shall be permit- 
ted an opening and a closing speech on every ques- 
tion submitted for action, but not to exceed ten min- 
utes for each speech, unless special leave be given by 
the Convention to extend the time.

In taking the vote by orders it shall be the right 
of any member of any delegation, who may dissent 
from the vote of the majority of the delegation, to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded in the minutes.

In all questions decided numerically, a motion to 
reconsider must be made by one member, and second- 
ed by another, who voted in the majority. In all 
questions decided by a vote by orders, a motion to 
reconsider, if made by a Clergyman voting in the 
majority, must be seconded by a Lay-Delegate vot- 
ing in the majority; and if made by a Lay-Delegate, 
it must be seconded by a Clergyman voting in the 
majority. A motion to reconsider must be made 
within twenty-four hours after the vote was taken. 
When a motion to reconsider a vote prevails, the 
question is again before the Convention as if no vote 
had been taken upon it. No question shall be recon- 
sidered more than once.

All Special Committees shall be appointed by the 
President, unless otherwise ordered. 


RULE 12. 


The reports of all Committees shall be in writing. 
If a report is received by the Convention when pre- 
sented, it may at once be acted on, or laid on the 
table for future consideration.

OF THE 


Protestant Episcopal Church

Know All Men by These Presents, That the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, is hereby incorporated under the provisions 
of Section six hundred and four (604), Title twelve 
(12) of Part four (4) of ‘‘The Civil Code’’ of the 
State of California. 


And we hereby certify: 


First. That the name of the said Corporation 
shall be ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles.’’ 


Second. That the purposes for which it is formed 
are: To take, receive, acquire, hold, manage, and 
administer property, funds, and money of and for 
the use of said Church, and of and for the use of its 
constituent Parishes, Missions, and Congregations, 
whether such property, money, or funds be acquired 
or held for the use of Churches, parsonages, hospi- 
tals, schools, colleges, orphan asylums, homes, ceme- 

. teries, or for other religious, benevolent, or educa- 
tional purposes. 


Third. That the place where its principal busi- 
ness 1s to be transacted is the City and County of 
Los Angeles in the State of California. 


Fourth. That the term for which it is to exist is 
fifty years from and after the date of its incor- 
poration. 

Fifth. That the number of its Directors is seven 
and the names and residences of its Directors who 
have been elected for the first year are as follows, 
to wit:

That the said Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles is now, and 
was, on the 25th day of May, 1898, a Church and 
religious association in this State, composed of more 
than two constituent Parishes and Missions, having 
a common representative legislative body, to wit: an 
Annual Convention. That on the said last-named 
day, the said Annual Convention of said Church was 
regularly convened and organized at St. John’s 
Church, in the City and County of Los Angeles, 
State of California, with the undersigned Joseph 
Horsfall Johnson as its Presiding Officer and the 
undersigned Milton C. Dotten as its Secretary. 


That the said Convention, being so organized, did 
then and there elect, and by resolution duly deter- 
mine, to incorporate the said Church under the pro- 
visions of Section 604, Title XII, Part IV, of ‘‘The 
Civil Code,’’ and that the name of the proposed 
corporation should be ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles,’’ and that the 
purposes for which it was to be formed were to take, 
receive, acquire, hold, manage, and administer prop- 
erty, funds, and money of and for the use of said 
Church, and of and for the use of its constituent 
Parishes, Missions, and Congregations, whether such 
property, money, or funds be acquired or held for 
the use of Churches, parsonages, hospitals, schools, 
colleges, orphan asylums, homes, cemeteries, or for 
other religious, benevolent, or educational purposes, 
and that the place where its principal business was 
to be transacted was the City and County of Los

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BY-LAWS 
OF THE 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
IN THE 
DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES, 
A CORPORATION. 





ARTICLE I. 
Corporate Powers. 


The corporate powers, business, and property of 
this Corporation shall be exercised, conducted, and 
controlled by a Board of Seven Directors, each of 
which shall be at the time of his election a communi- 
cant of the Church in the Diocese. Four directors 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. 





ARTICLE II. 
Election of Directors. 


The Directors shall be elected by ballot during the 
session of the Annual Diocesan Convention, to serve 
for one year and until their successors are elected. 
(And qualified.) 

The Secretary of the Convention shall notify the 
Directors personally, or by mail, of their election, 
and shall at the same time notify them that a meet- 
ing will be held at a time and place named in the 
notice to effect an organization of the Board. 


ARTICLE III. 
Organization of Directors. 


At the time and place mentioned by the Secretary 
of the Convention in his notice to them of their elec- 
tion, or at a time and place agreed upon by the 
Directors, they shall meet and organize by the elec- 
tion of a President, Vice President, and Secretary 
(who must be Directors) and a Treasurer, who need 
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not be one of their number. At the same meeting, 
they shall by resolution fix the place in the City of 
Los Angeles which shall be the principal place of 
business of the Corporation and where the meeting 
of the Directors shall be held. ‘They shall likewise 
determine the number and times of their regular 
meetings, one of which shall be on the Saturday next 
before the day appointed for the meeting of the 
Annual Convention. Any vacancy occurring in the 
Board of Directors shall be filled by the Board at a 
regular meeting thereof, or at a special meeting 
ealled for the purpose. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Duties of Directors. 


The Directors shall enter upon, take possession of, 
receive, hold, and administer for the use of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, and subject to its Constitutions, Canons, 
Rules, and Regulations, all property which the said 
Church now owns or may acquire or become entitled 
to, excepting such property, money, or funds as are 
now, or may hereafter be otherwise provided for or 
disposed of under the Constitutions, Canons, Rules, 
and Regulations of said Church, or held by others 
upon trusts created by the donors thereof, or by 
operation of law. For purposes of investment, all 
the Permanent Funds of the Diocese may be consoli- 
dated into one in order to give to each of the Perma- 
nent Funds more diversified investments than would 
be possible if the same were invested separately, 
the interest earnings thereon to be paid, pro rata, to 
the several funds; and any profits or accumulations 
arising from such investment of said consolidated 
fund shall be credited on the books of the Corpora- 
tion to the several funds, pro rata, and any loss or 
shrinkage of such investments shall be charged on 
the books of the Corporation, likewise pro rata, to 
the several funds. And they shall likewise enter 
upon, take possession of, receive, hold and admin- 
ister for the use of Parishes, Missions, and Congrega- 
tions of said Church, and subject to the Constitu- 
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tions, Canons, Rules, and Regulations of said Church, 
all property granted or entrusted to the Corpora- 
tion for the use of such Parishes, Missions or Con- 
gregations, whether such property, money or funds 
be acquired or held for the use of Churches, Parishes, 
hospitals, schools, colleges, orphan asylums, homes, 
cemeteries, or other religious, benevolent, or educa- 
tional purposes; provided that before accepting 
deed of property in trust for any Mission, or Con- 
gregation, the Directors be furnished with a satis- 

_ factory certificate or abstract of title, showing good 
title in the grantor; and provided, that said Corpor- 
ation shall not mortgage or alienate any real estate 
held for any of the purposes aforesaid without the 
consent of the Bishop and Standing Committee, and 
provided, further, that all Churches held by the said 
Corporation shall be used exclusively for the wor- 
ship and religious services of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, and according to the Constitutions, 
Canons, Rules, and Regulations thereof. They shall 
cause to be kept a complete record of all their acts 
and proceedings, and shall present to the Annual 
Convention a report and full statement of their acts 
and proceedings, and of the property acquired, re- 
ceived, disposed of, and held by them. 





ARTICLE V. 


The Secretary of the Board shall notify the Bishop 
of the Diocese of every special meeting of the Board, 
in the same manner as he does the Directors, and the 
Bishop shall be entitled to attend all meetings and 
shall have a voice in the consideration of all matters 
coming before the Board. 


ARTICLE VI. 
The President. 


The President or, in his absence, the Vice-Presi- 
dent shall: 
1. Preside over all meetings of the Board. 


2. Call special meetings of the Directors when- 
ever he may deem it necessary, or whenever he shall

be requested to do so by two members of the Board. 

3. He shall, with the Secretary, sign and acknow- 
ledge all instruments affecting real property made 
by order of the Board. 

4. He shall sign all checks for money drawn upon 
the Treasurer by order of the Board. 

5. He shall discharge such other duties for and 
on behalf of the Board as they may authorize. 


ARTICLE VIL. 
The Secretary. 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary: 

1. To sign and serve or cause to be served all 
notices of meetings of the Directors, provided for in 
the By-Laws or called by the President, personally 
or by mail, at least ten days before the time of meet- 
ing. 

2. To keep minutes of the meetings of the Board 
and a record of all its acts and proceedings and a 
record of all property received by the Board, and, if 
disposed of, the disposition thereof: also an accurate 
account of all moneys ordered to be paid by the 
Board. 

3. ‘To countersign all checks drawn by the Presi- 
dent upon the Treasurer in pursuance of orders of 
the Board. ' 

4. To sign and acknowledge all instruments af- 
fecting real estate made by order of the Board and 
attach thereto the corporate seal, of which he shall 
have the custody. 

5. ‘To discharge all other duties pertaining to his 
office and such as may be prescribed by the Board. 

In case of his absence or inability to act, the Presi- 
dent shall appoint some other member of the Board 
to act as temporary Secretary. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
The Treasurer. 


The Treasurer shall receive and keep all funds and 
money of the Corporation delivered to him by or 
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under the direction of the Board of Directors and 
pay them out only on checks of the President, 
countersigned by the Secretary. He shall give bonds 
in such sum and manner as the Board of Directors 
shall prescribe. He shall keep accurate accounts and 
report quarterly to the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Corporate Seal. 


The Directors shall procure a Seal for the Corpor- 
ation and adopt the same by resolution. It shall bear 
upon it the words: ‘‘Diocese of Los Angeles. Incor- 
porated. 1898.’’, and such device as the Board of 
Directors may adopt. 


ARTICLE X. 
By-Laws, Etc. 


The Secretary of the Convention shall furnish to 
the Secretary of the Board of Directors a certificate 
of the election of Directors by the Convention, a copy 
of these By-Laws, certified by him to be correct, and 
also a certified copy of the resolutions of the Conven- 
tion providing for the incorporation of the Church ; 
and whenever amendments, alterations or additions 
shall be made to these By-Laws the Secretary of the 
Convention, in which such amendments, alterations, 
or additions are made, shall furnish certified copies 
thereof to the Secretary of the Board. The Secretary 
of the Board shall preserve the same and enter in 
a book kept by him for that purpose, the said resolu- 
tions of the Convention providing for such inecor- 
poration, these By-Laws and all amendments, alter- 
ations, and additions thereto, and the Articles of In- 
corporation and Certificate of Incorporation filed in 
the office of the County Clerk and issued by the Sec- 
retary of State, respectively, and a certificate to be 
furnished annually by the Secretary of the Con- 
vention of the election of Directors for the ensuing 
year.

Canonical consent must first be obtained from the 
Bishop in the manner provided by Sections 70, 71, 
and 72 of the Canons—which see. 


It is then necessary in all cases to employ an ex- 
perienced Notary to attend the meeting called for 
the purpose of incorporating the Parish; and it is 
advisable, if possible, to have also the assistance of 
a competent attorney. 


The Civil Code, Section 290, prescribes a general 
form of Articles of Incorporation for all corpora- 
tions. 


The Civil Code, Section 594, requires some addi- 
tional facts to be set out when incorporating relig- 
ious corporations. 


The Civil Code, Section 599, permits religious cor- 
porations to make important special provisions 
“either in their By-Laws, Ordinances, Constitutions, 
or Articles of Incorporation.’’ 


And the Canons of the Diocese, Sections 73 to 114, 
prescribe that, in certain matters, the internal man- 
agement of all Parish corporations shall be uniform. 


The following form has been carefully designed 
to satisfy the requirements of both the Statutory 
and Canon Law, and to obtain all the special privi- 
leges conferred by Statute on Religious Corporations. 
Accordingly, no departure should be made from this 
form without in the first instance communicating 
the reasons for the proposed change to the Bishop 
in order that he may obtain the advice of his counsel. 


Directions for executing and filing the Articles of 
Incorporation are given at the foot of the form.

Ist. The Articles of Incorporation must be sign- 
ed by three or more persons, a majority of whom 
must be residents of this State (but not necessarily 
of the county in which the Parish Church is situate.) 

2nd. Hach of the persons who sign the Articles 
must acknowledge his or her signature before a 
Notary Public. (See Civil Code, Section 292.) 

3rd. The Notary Public must attach a certificate 
that the Articles were acknowledged by all the sub- 
seribers, and the certificate must bear his seal. 

4th. The Tellers of election must also sign the 
oath attached to the Articles of Incorporation, and 
this oath must also be signed by the Notary. (See 
Civil Code, Section 594.) It is no objection if the 
Tellers of election also act and sign as Incorporators, 
but they should not be elected Directors. 

5th. When the Articles are signed by the Incor- 
porators and by the officers of election and certified 
to by the Notary with his seal, two exact copies 
should be made omitting nothing contained in the 
original.

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9th. When the certified copy of the Articles of 
Incorporation obtained from the Secretary of State 
is filed in the office of the County Clerk, then a deed 
or deeds should be executed conveying to the cor- 
poration by its correct corporate name any real pro- 
perty that may be intended for the Parish. Those 
deeds should be prepared by a competent attorney 
and recorded in the Recorder’s office of every county 
in which any part of the land conveyed is situate. 


10th. Within one month after filing the Articles 
of Incorporation the corporation must adopt By- 
Laws. Those By-Laws must be kept in the office of 
the corporation (the Vestry-room) in a Book of By- 
Laws, and be always ‘‘open to the inspection of the 
public.’’ (See the Civil Code, Sections 301 and 304.) 


Directions for adopting By-Laws and a form of 
By-Laws are given below: 


Directions for Adopting By-Laws. 


The Statute Law of the State provides for this by 
the Civil Code, Sections 599, 301, and 304. 

There are two ways of adopting By-Laws ~(see 
Civil Code, Section 301), viz: 

Ist. A majority of the members may adopt them 
at a meeting called for the purpose; and in the event 
of such meeting being called, two weeks’ notice of 
the same, by advertisement in some newspaper pub- 
lished in the county in which the Parish Church is 
situate, or if none is published therein then in a 
paper published in an adjoining county, must be 
given by order of the acting President. 

In cases of Parishes with large membership this is 
apparently the most convenient method of adopting 
By-Laws. 

2nd. The written consent of two-thirds of the 
members is effectual to adopt By-Laws without a 
meeting for that purpose. 

This can be obtained by getting the requisite num- 
ber of signatures to the engrossed copy. 
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Pursuant to the authority conferred by Section 
599 of the Civil Code of the State of California the 
following are hereby adopted as the By-Laws of the 
COPD OPAL IONe INOW TAS copes St stceie eusne Gog micas oo eles saa 
and all other By-Laws of this corporation, if any, 
are hereby repealed. 


ARTICLE I.

By-Laws For A Mission. 


(Note.— The organization of a Mission being a 
very simple one, without incorporation, few By-Laws 
will be necessary. The following are set forth as a 
guide, and will ordinarily be found suficient.) 

I. The Missionary in charge of this Mission or, if 
there be no Missionary in charge, then the Warden 
of the Mission, shall appoint the hour and place of 
the annual meeting required by Section 61 of the 
Canons of the Diocese, by public notice at the next 
preceding Sunday services. And if for any cause 
such meeting or the elections thereat be not held, a 
meeting shall be called for the purpose as soon there- 
-after as practicable by the Missionary, or by the 
Warden if there be no Missionary in charge. 
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Il. The Board of Officers shall hold regular meet- 
ings (specify how often, and the time and place/, 
and special meetings may be called at any time by 
the Missionary in charge or, when there is no Mis- 
sionary, by the Warden. Three members of the 
Board shall constitute a quorum. 

Ill. The Board of Officers shall provide for the 
maintenance of the Mission by collecting a sufficient 
revenue therefor; shall see that the amount to be 
paid monthly to the Board of Missions is regularly 
and promptly sent to the Treasurer of the Diocese; 
shall regulate the current and other expenses of the 
Mission, and shall see that other obligations under 
the Canons of the Diocese are observed. 

IV. All offerings at the public services of the 
Mission and all pledges and contributions not desig- 
nated by the donors for a specific purpose shall be 
deemed the revenue or funds of the Mission, except- 
ing ‘‘the Alms and Contributions, not otherwise spe- 
cifically designated, at the Administration of the 
Holy Communion on one Sunday in each calendar 
month, and other offerings for the poor, which shall 
be deposited with the Minister’’ of the Mission, and 
provided that canonical contributions shall be regu- 
larly made and applied to the purposes for which 
they are made. 

V. The Treasurer shall pay out no money from 
the funds of the Mission, except by stated or special 
authority from the Board of Officers.

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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION 
S. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, May 23, 1917. 

The Twenty-second Annual Convention of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with 
the celebration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s 
Pro-Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a. m. on this day. 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D.D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by the Rev. Canon Hibbard, D.D., as Epis- 
toler, and the Rev. Dr. Dotten as Gospeller, and in 
the administration of the Sacred Elements by the 
Rev. Dr. Dotten, the Rev. Edmond Walters, the Rev. 
C. S. Mook, and the Rev. C. L. Barnes. 

At the close of the service the Convention w. 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary announced that more than one-third 
of the Clergy had’ deposited attendance slips and 
more than one-third of the Parishes and Missions 
had signified that they were represented by the at- 
tendance slips of their Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready 
for business. 

On motion, the reading of the Order of Business 
was dispensed with. 

On motion of Rev. R. L. Windsor, Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher was nominated as Secretary. 

There being no further nominations, Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher was declared elected. 
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The Secretary appointed Rev. R. L. Windsor as 
Assistant Secretary. 

Rey. J. Arthur Evans moved that the chair be re- 
quested to appoint a Committee on the Dispatch of 
Business. Adopted. 

The chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. R. 
L. Windsor, Rev. Dr. Learned and Rev. J. A. Evans. 

Dr. Learned read the report of this Committee and 
offered the following resolution: 


Dispatch of Business 


Resolved, That the Order of Business be so far 
suspended as to permit the following insertions: 

1. That all resolutions carrying appropriations 
shall be presented during the First Half Hour of 
the afternoon session on the First Day. 

2. That the Report of the Finance Committee 
be called for at 3 o’clock on the afternoon of the 
Second Day. 

3. That all printed reports be delivered to the 
Secretary for distribution at the opening of the 
afternoon session on the First Day, and that five 
minutes only be allotted for hearing a summary 
of each printed report when called up; this pro- 
vision is not to apply to the Report of Committee 
on Canons, or the Report of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

4. That the Report of the Pension Committee 
be called for immediately after that of the Board 
of Missions. 

5. That contemplated resolutions likely to in- 
volve debate are to be filed with the Committee 
for the Dispatch of Business before the opening 
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of any session so that provision may be made in 

the Calendar for their consideration. 

Adopted, with the proviso, as expressed by the 
mover and understood by the Convention, that these 
measures will not become permanently a part of the 
Rules of Order and Order of Business until the Con- 
vention of next year—in case their advantage has 
been proved. | 

Dr. Learned also moved, as follows: 

Resolved, That at the end of the First Half 
Hour of this afternoon’s session, the Order of 
Business be suspended to permit the considera- 
tion of a matter of great importance which the 
Bishop desires to introduce, and that this matter 
remain the Order of the Day until disposed of. 
Adopted. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix 1.) 

Dr. Learned moved that a Service of Christian 
Patriotism be held tomorrow in the Pro-Cathedral 
at 11 o’elock. On the motion of Rev. C. T. Murphy 
this was referred to the Committee on Dispatch of 
Business to report. 

Dean MacCormack moved that the portion of the 
Bishop’s address relating to the Church Pension 
Fund be referred to a Special Committee to report 
to this Convention. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee, the Very 
Rev. Dr. MacCormack, Rev. G. F. Weld and Mr. C. 
R. Smith. 

The Chair announced the appointment of the regu- 
lar Committees. (Page 4.) 

On motion, the Convention adjourned to meet at 
2 p.m.

The amount proposed for Increased Episcopal Su- 
pervision was embodied in the following resolution, 
offered by Dr. Hibbard on behalf of a sub-committee 
of the Standing Committee : 


Resolved, That, in view of the manifest need of 
increased Episcopal supervision of the Diocese, 
as set forth by the Bishop in his address at the 
last Convention, the Bishop be empowered to se- 
cure such temporary Episcopal assistance as in 
his Judgment is necessary, and that the sum of 
$500 be set apart by the Convention to meet the 
expense of the same. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Learned, these proposed 
appropriations were referred to the Finance Com- 
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mittee to present a preliminary report thereon after 
the nominations, today. 

The Secretary took occasion to say that, in the 
event of his application for a pension to the Church 
Pension Board being approved, he would be glad to 
serve the Church, in that capacity—without salary— 
at the pleasure of the Convention; provided such a 
course were permissible. 

At the request of the Chair, the Chancellor made 
a statement regarding a liability of approximately 
$3,000 sustained by the Diocese, which liability had 
been incurred in a former year by the Vice-President 
of the Board of ,Christian Education. In a friendly 
suit, the Court decided that the Church was liable 
for the indebtedness so incurred. The Chancellor 
further stated that in view of statements in the news- 
papers it should be understood that there was no 
connection between this matter and certain abilities 
incurred by the Melrose Mesa Association, which was 
an incorporated company, entirely independent of 
and distinct from any board or organization appoint- 
ed or elected by the Convention. He advised the 
adoption of a Canon expressly limiting the authority 
of all regular or special committees, commissions, 
boards, officers, or agents, elected, appointed or con- 
stituted by or under authority of the Annual Con- 
vention of this Diocese, to incur any ‘financial ob- 
‘ligation in excess of the appropriation voted by the 
Convention. 

The report of the Committee on the Incorporation 
and Admission of Parishes and Missions into Union 
with the Convention was presented by Rev. Dr. 
Dotten: 

Your Committee begs to report that it has re- 
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ceived applications from St. Paul’s Mission, El Cen- 
tro; Trinity Church, Los Angeles; Mission of the 
Church of the Ascension, Los Angeles, for Admission 
into Union with the Convention. 

Finding that all canonical requirements have been 
complied with in each case the Committee recom- 
mends that the Parish and Missions named be ad- 
mitted into Union with the Convention, and offers 
a resolution to that effect.

The Committee on Credentials reported that forty- 
one Parishes and sixteen Missions had sent certified 
lists of Lay-Delegates and that all such were entitled 
to representation if the Diocesan assessments were 
paid.

The following paid their assessments subsequently 
to May 10,, when the Treasurer’s books were closed 
and, on motion of Rev. C. T. Murphy, were admitted 
to seats: 

Holy Trinity Church, Alhambra; Grace Mission, 
Glendora, (not yet admitted;) Church of the Ascen- 
sion Mission, Los Angeles; Christ Church, Los An-.

The following were delinquent: The Missions at 
' Bostonia, Brawley, Carlsbad, Duarte, Holtville, Im- 
perial, Lompoc, Needles, Oceanside, St. James, San

Church, Glendale. 
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Seventy-seven of the Clergy registered as present, 
and of the one hundred and forty Lay-Delegates, 
present (about), representing thirty-one Parishes and 
ten Missions, one hundred and eighteen registered 
their names. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS 

To the Twenty-second Annual Convention of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles: 
Gentlemen : 

1.The following amendment to the Constitutions 
was approved by the Convention of 1916 and, under 
Article XXIII, comes before the Convention for final 
adoption. 
Proposed Amendment to Constitutions, Article X XI, 


Section 55 


Amend by adding the following words after the 
first sentence: ‘‘Provided, a special vote shall be a 
two-thirds vote of each order, Clerical and Lay.’’ 
The section so amended will then read: 

‘“The Convention shall have the power to raise 
money by tax or assessment on the Parishes and 
Missions of this Diocese, by Canon or by Special 
Vote, for the regular expenses of this Diocese, and for 
such other purposes. as the Convention may from 
time to time approve and direct, provided a Special 
Vote shall be a two-thirds vote of each order, Clerical 
and Lay, etc.’’ 

The Committee recommends that this amendment be 
finally adopted. 

At meetings held at St. Paul’s Parish House, May 
11th, 19th, and 23rd, the Committee on Canons took 
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action on the matters referred to it by the Conven- 
tion of 1916 as follows: 

2. The Convention adopted a resolution that ‘‘It 
is the sense of this Convention that the delinquency 
of parishes and missions in relation to a Convention 
(in their annual assessments) is not effective after 
that Convention is adjourned sine dte.’’ 

The Committee recommends that Section 15 of 
Canon IV be amended by adding at the end thereof 
the following, to wit: 

‘“Any such penalty of forfeiture of seat or seats in 
the Convention shall terminate with the Convention 
at which the delinquency was reported.’’ 

3. The Committee was instructed to bring all exist- 
ing Canons into conformity with the provisions of 
the Church Pension Fund Canon. 

The Committee reports that it still has the matter 
under advisement without definite recommendation 
at this time. 

4. The Following resolution, offered by the Rev. 
H. V. Harris was referred to the Committee: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Canons be 
instructed to submit an amendment of the Can- 
ons to the Convention of 1917, whereby any mis- 

Sion in arrears in the salary of the missionary 

upon the occurrence of a vacancy shall be ineligi- 

ble to receive an appropriation from the Board 
of Missions until said arrears are paid. 

The Committee recommends that no such amend- 

ment be adopted. 

5. Pursuant to the provisions of Canon 50 of the 
Canons of the General Convention, Section III, the 
Committee recommends that Section 47 of Canon 
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VII be amended by inserting at the end thereof the 
following, to wit: 

‘Tt shall be the duty of this Committee: 

1. To maintain general supervision of the fi- 
nancial affairs of the Diocese; to secure simplici- 
ty and accuracy in collection and disbursements 
of all funds, and co-operation between the var- 
ious officers, trusts, and boards of the Conven- 
tion; for which purpose it shall establish its own 
rules and keep a record of its meetings, all of 
which shall be submitted annually to the Con- 
vention. 

2. To act as advisor of the Bishop in financial 
matters; and, upon request, as advisor to indi- 
vidual parishes within the Diocese or District. 
3. To perform such other duties relating to the 
business affairs of the Diocese or District as may 
be referred to it.’’ 

6. Pursuant to the provisions of Canon 49 of the 
Canons of the General Convention, Section I. 

(a) The Committee recommends that Section 
12 of Article V of the Constitutions be amended 
by inserting the word January in leu of the 
word May. 

(b) The Committee recommends that Section 
90 of Canon XI be amended by inserting the 
word December in lieu of the word April. 

(c) The Committee recommends that Section 
92 of the same Canon be amended by inserting 
the word December in lieu of the word April. 

(d) The Committee recommends that Sections 
108 and 110 of Canon XIII be amended by in- 
serting the word January in lieu of the word 
May. 
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(e) The Committee recommends that Section 
125 of Canon XVII be amended by inserting 
the word December in lieu of the word April. 
7. The Committee recommends that the title of 
Canon VII be changed to read: THE REGULAR 
COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION AND 
LIMITATION OF AUTHORITY OF ALL COM- 
MITTEES, COMMISSIONS, BOARDS, OFFI- 
CERS AND AGENTS: 

And that a new section, to be numbered Section 48, 
be added to said Canon to read as follows: 

(1) No regular or special committee, com- 
mission, board, officer, or agent, elected, appoint- 
ed, or constituted by the Annual Convention of 
this Diocese, shall have authority to incur any 
financial obligation binding upon the Convention 
or the Diocese, in excess of the appropriation 
voted by the Convention to such regular or spec- 
ial committee, commission, board, officer, or 
agent, unless such authority be expressly given 
by the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, 
in writing, and approved, in writing, by the Fi- 
nance Committee, specifying the amount and 
cause for which such financial obligation may be 
incurred, and the incurring of such financial 
obligation be thereafter authorized at a regular- 
ly held meeting of the members of the particu- 
lar committee, commission, or board for whose 
benefit such authority is being sought. 

(2) Every regular or special committee, com- 
mission, or board, elected, appointed, or consti- 
tuted by the Annual Convention of this Diocese, 
shall, at its organization meeting, cause to be 
entered upon its Minutes a resolution hmiting 
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the authority of its members and officers in ac- 

cordance with the provisions of paragraph (1) 

of Section 48 of this Canon. 

8. The Committee recommends that Section 47 of 
Canon Vil be amended by adding thereto a new 
sub-section to be known as Sub-section (d), as fol- 
lows: 

The Diocesan Missionary apportionment upon 
each Parish and Mission shall be determined by 
the method appointed in Section (c) of this 
Canon for the assessment.

Upon motion of the Chairman of the Committee, 
Item 1, Amendment to Section 55, Article XXI of the 
Constitutions, was finally adopted by a unanimous 
vote, after amendment, upon motion of the Rev.

Upon motion of the Chairman of the Committee, 
Item 8 was adopted, after amendment, upon motion 
of the Rev. L. E. Learned, D. D., by substituting for 
the words ‘‘apportionment’’ and ‘‘determined”’ the 
words ‘‘assessment’’ and ‘‘assessed,’’ by a vote by 
orders, called for by the Rev. Chas.

Upon motion of the Chairman of the Committee 
the Report of the Committee on Canons as amended 
was then adopted as a whole. 

Upon motion of the Rev. P. H. Hickman the fol- 
lowing resolution, supplementary to the report of the 
Committee on Canons, was adopted: 

Whereas, the Convention of 1916 instructed the 
Seeretary to prepare a new edition of the Con- 
stitutions and Canons, and the Secretary request- 
ed the Chairman of the Committee on Canons to 
read the proof; 

Therefore, Resolved, That the action of the 
Chairman while so doing, in conforming ‘‘The 
Rules of Order of Business of the Convention’’ to 
the changes in the Canons adopted by the Con- 


ventions of 1915 and 1916, is hereby approved.

M. Gair, Wm. J. Currer, C. E. C. Hodgson. 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the preliminary re- 
port of the Finance Committee: that, while the Com- 
mittee desired to recognize all of the appropriations 
asked for, the considerable sum in the aggregate 
made that impossible. It advised, therefore, a re- 
duction in several of the appropriations referred to 
it and the entire cancelation of others. Received. 

The appropriations, ultimately adopted, appear in 
the final report of the Finance Committee in Ap- 
pendix 21. 

The Bishop spoke of his request for Episcopal as- 
sistance at the last Convention, and stated that, in 
conjunction with the Standing Committee to which 
the matter was referred, he had concluded that the 
present year was not suitable for such action as had 
been contemplated, owing to the unsettled condition 
of the country and the attendant difficulties in re- 
lation to finance. 

Mr. A. W. Morgan moved as follows: 

That the sum of $3000 be added to the assessment 
_ in order to provide funds to pay the debts for which 
the Board of Christian Education has been held re- 
sponsible. : 

Rev. Dr. Learned moved, in amendment, that the 
payment of $3000 be referred to a Special Committee 
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to report on the assembling of Convention tomorrow 
morning. 

The amendment was lost on division by a vote of 
18 to 36. 

Mr. Morgan’s motion was then voted on and 
adopted. 

Rev. Wm. Bedford-Jones moved that the follow- 
ing resolution be sent by telegraph to the President 
of the United States: 

“<The Diocese of Los Angeles of the Episcopal 
Church, in Convention assembled, strongly 
urges that you recommend to Congress the pas- 
sage of a national war measure prohibiting the 
manufacture of whiskey and alcohol from grain 
and reducing the revenue tax on converting fruit 
into brandy. Such a measure will help to pre- 
vent food shortage, will promote national efficien- 
ey in the army, shops, and farms; facilitate the 
maintenance of law and order; protect our youth 
in military service from the menace of intem- 
perance and those diseases of which a high per- 
centage is traced to drink.’’ 

The resolution was adopted and the telegram was 
sent as directed. 

Rev. Dr. Learned reported for the Committee on 
Dispatch of Business and offered a resolution that 
the Patriotic Service, with appropriate prayers and 
an address arranged for by the Bishop, be held in 
the Parish Hall at 12 o’clock, noon, tomorrow. 
Adopted. 

On motion Convention adjourned to assemble for 
Morning Prayer on Thursday at 9 o’clock. 

On Wednesday, at 6:30 p.m., the Thirty-fifth 
Monthly Men’s Dinner was held at the Hotel Clark. 
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This originated with the Brotherhood. of St. Andrew 
and, reaching unexpected dimensions, became the oc- 
casion of the formation of the Church Club. 

Being the first open meeting of the Club when la- 
dies are invited, it was made the occasion of a re- 
ception to Bishop and Mrs. Johnson. It was an over- 
flow meeting, more seats being taken than the spac- 
ious dining-hall could accommodate ; upwards of 300 
persons being present. 

Dr, A. 8. Lobingier, president of the club, presided 
and introduced Bishop Johnson, who spoke in more 
than usual happy, reminiscent vein of his twenty-one 
years’ association with the Diocese, of its remarkable 
development during that period, of the many bless- 
ings which God had vouchsafed to him and to all, 
and of the measures which are being taken for the 
future development of the Church’s work in the ser- 
vice of God. 

Mrs. Hubert, the president of the Woman’s Auxil- 
lary, gave an illuminating address on the Religion of 
National Responsibility—more especially in relation 
to woman’s work. The Rev. W. R. H. Hodgkin spoke 
with convincing clearness of the Challenge of De- 
mocracy and the relation to it of Christian Socialism ; 
and Mr. Wm. H. Anderson concluded the series with a 
forceful address on The Realization of Democracy. 

The subjects, aptly chosen, in their treatment out- 
lined the necessary trend of social development and 
the obligation resting upon each and all in this period 
of national stress and war. 

Thursday, May 24, 1917. 

Morning Prayer having been said at 9 a.m., the. 


Bishop took the chair at 9:30 and called the Gon 
vention to order. 
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On motion, the reading of the minutes of yester- 
day’s proceedings was dispensed with—to be certi- 
fied by the Chair. 

Elections : 

The Chair appointed Mr. H. Ivor Thomas to be 
judge of elections; Rev. R. S. Chase and Mr. C. H. 
Tucker as tellers for the-clerical vote, and Rev. A. 
M. Smith and Mr. J. M. Rhodes as tellers for the lay 
vote. 

There being but one nomination for each of the 
following offices, Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the 
Secretary be instructed to east the ballot of the Con- 
vention for Rev. R. L. Windsor as Registrar and for 
Rev. P. H. Hickman as Historiographer. 

The ballot was severally cast, and the gentlemen 
named were elected. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved that the Secretary cast 
the ballot of the Convention for the four lay mem- 
bers of the Standing Committee ; for the four clerical 
members and for the four lay members of the Board 
of Christian Education; there being but four per- 
sons nominated in each ease. 

The ballot was so cast, and the following gentlemen 
were duly elected to their respective offices:

Adams.

Rev. H. V. Harris moved that the Secretary cast 
the ballot of the Convention for the four Lay-Dele- 
gates to the Synod of the Province of the Pacific, 
there being but four nominated. 

The ballot was so cast and Mr. G. B. Lyon, W. C. 
Mushet, A. R. Evans and Dr. J. E. Cowles were 
elected. 

The first ballot of- the Convention was taken for 
the several members of the Committees that were 
not yet elected. 

Mr. H. E. Brett offered a resolution of reference 
to the Finance Committee that it borrow the sum of 
$3000 to pay the debt incurred. 

Adopted and so referred. 

Rev. R. L. Windsor moved a resolution of refer- 
ence to the Finance Committee that—to correspond 
with the new fiscal year beginning January 1—it 
should present an eight-months’ budget. 

Adopted and so referred. 

Rev. R. B. Gooden presented the report of the 
Standing Committee. Received. (Appendix 4.) 

To this report was appended a report of a sub- 
committee together with a resolution—which had been 
previously presented and acted upon. 

Rev. Henderson Judd presented a most satisfactory 
report for the Jerusalem and East Mission Fund. 


Received. (Appendix 5.) 


On motion of the Rev. Alfred Fletcher, Rev. Hen- 
derson Judd was re-elected Representative of the J. 
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and KE. M., with the thanks of the Convention, by a 
standing vote. 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Board of Missions, together with the Digest of the 
Minutes of the Board. Received. (Appendices 6 and7.) 

Subjoined to the report was the following resolu- 
tion which the Archdeacon. offered for adoption: 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Board 
of Missions that the sum of $13,000.00, needed for 
the work of the Board of Missions, shall be an 
assessment upon the Missions and Parishes, levied 
upon the sliding scale now used for the Diocesan 
assessment. 

Adopted. 

The report of the Committee on the Church Pen- 
sion Fund, relative to the very successful campaign 
lately concluded throughout. the Diocese, was pre- 
sented by the Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack. Received. 
(Appendix 8.) 

Dr. MacCormack also presented the report of the 
Special Committee to which was referred that por- 
tion of the Bishop’s address relating to the Church 
Pension Fund, as follows: 

Your Committee to whom was referred that 
portion of the Bishop’s address relating to the 
Diocesan Committee of the Church Pension Fund 
begs leave to present the following report: 

Whereas, attention was called by the Bishop of 
Les Angeles, in his Convention Address to the 
splendid success of the Central Committee of the 
Church Pension Fund, in the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, which was organized with Mr. John 8S. 
Cravens as Chairman and Mr. James R. Page as 
Seeretary ; and whereas, under the direction of 
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this Committee with its able leadership, a sum 
exceeding $123,000 was raised as our contribu- 
tion to the Reserve Fund necessary for the es- 
tablishment of the Church Pension System ; 
Therefore be it Resolved, That by a standing vote 
the thanks of this Convention be extended to the 
aforesaid Committee and that the Secretary of 
this Convention be requested to forward a copy 
of this resolution to Mr. Cravens and Mr. Page 
as an expression of our appreciation ; 

And, further, be it resolved, that the congratu- 
lations of the Church in this Diocese be extended 
to the Rt. Rev. J. H. Johnson, D.D., on the mag- 
nificent results achieved which, we believe, were 
made possible by the very many and very faith- 
ful labors of his distinguished Episcopate in 
our midst. 

The resolutions were duly put and were adopted 
by the Convention by a standing vote. 

Rev. R. L. Windsor presented the report of the 
Registrar. Received. (Appendix 9.) 

Rev. P. H. Hickman presented the report of the 
Historiographer. Received. (Appendix 10.) 

Rey. R. B. Gooden spoke in relation to the Bishop’s 
School for Girls at La Jolla, which is under the di- 
rection of Miss Margaret Gilman, principal. 

He stated that for beauty of surroundings, com- 
pleteness of equipment and technical recognition as 
to scholarship, the Bishop’s School is unequaled 
throughout the country; that in these respects as in 
religious training and, indeed, in athletics, the school 
stands preeminent. 

He, further, presented his personal report for Har- 
vard Military School for Boys; mentioning the fact 
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that, in the militant condition of the country, the 
Government has made this school a unit of the Of- 
ficers’ Reserve Corps, Junior Division. The school 
has a pupil body of 172 boys—97 boarders and 75 
day scholars, 30 more than last year—and the re- 
ligious influence is very apparent in the large volun- 
tary attendance of the boys at religious services. 

Received; and ordered printed in the Journal 
(Appendix 11.) 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Bishop’s Guild, on behalf of Mrs. Snyder, treasurer. 
Received; and ordered printed in the Journal. (Ap- 
pendix 12.) 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Commission on Philanthropy and Social Service. 
He called attention to the resolution on Food Con- 
servation, which had already been adopted and acted 

upon. Received. (Appendix 13.) 

' Rev. A. M. Smith presented the report of the City 
Mission Society. Received. (Appendix 14.) 

Rev. Dr. Learned, on behalf of Deaconess Mary, 
presented the report of the Neighborhood Settle- 
ment. Received; and ordered printed in the Jour- 
nal. (Appendix 15.) 

Rey. George Davidson moved as follows: 

Resolved, That the Order of Business for the 

First Day of Convention, Section 22, be amend- 

ed by adding the words (e) ‘‘The Seamen’s Ins- 

titute.’’ Adovted. 

Rev. CG. T. Murphy presented the report of the 
Board of Christian Education. Received. (Appen- 
dix 16.) 

The Bishop spoke in terms of the highest commen- 
dation regarding the work which the Board had un- 
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dertaken during the year, and of the successful re- 
sults which had attended that work. 

Rev. Alfred Fletcher offered the following resolu- 
tion, seconded by Mr. W. C. Mushet: 

Resolved, That, inasmuch as the amount set 
apart by the Finance Committee for the print- 
ing of the Journal and such other printing as 
may be required, will, probably, be in excess of 
what is needed, the Finance Committee is in- 
structed to assign to the Board of Christian Ed- 
ucation the amount of that excess, if- possible, 
up to the sum of $150; which, together with the 
$150 already appropriated for the Board, will, 
it is expected, reach the sum of $300. Adopted. 
Rev. A. G. H. Bode presented the report of the 

Seamen’s Institute. Received. (Appendix 17.) 

On motion of Rey. Dr. Learned the Convention took 
a five-minutes’ recess to prepare for the Patriotic 
Service. 

The Patriotic Service was held in the Parish Hall 
at 12 o’clock, the hall being filled with earnest and 
patriotic participants. At the invitation of the 
Bishop, Dr. A. S. Lobingier gave an address, the sub- 
ject being ‘‘The Efficiency of the Service of Medical 
Surgeons at the Front.’’ 

Dean MacCormack made a stirring appeal for each 
one to rise to the height of personal sacrifice in re- 
sponding to the call of his country—in this period of 
her great trial and need. His watchwords were, 
‘“Wake up’’—in realizing the terribleness of the task 
before us; ‘‘Speed up’’—in making every sacrifice 
for ‘‘food conservation’’; ‘‘Look up’’ to the God of 
heaven and earth, yes, to the God of war—‘‘Jeho- 
vah’’ who ‘‘is a man of war.”’ 
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‘““The war will not have achieved its divine pur- 
pose, until it shall have brought us, not merely vic- 
tory but,—far more than that—the consciousness and 
realization of God in our personal and national life.’’ 

On resuming business, the results of the first ballot 
was announced by the Judge of Election.

Mr. Mushet moved that the entire matter of the 
$3000 debts of the Board of Christian Education be 
referred to a Special Committee, appointed by the 
Chair to seek such financial arrangement as may be 
possible. Adopted.

Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the reading of the 
minutes of this day’s proceedings be dispensed with, 
and that they be certified by the Chair. 

On motion the Convention adjourned sie die, the 
Bishop pronouncing the blessing.

BISHOP’S ADDRESS 
1947 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

Perhaps as never before in the world’s history 
have men been forced to realize that death, the last 
enemy, is not by any means the fiercest enemy that 
they must face. 

As I recall, as is my custom, the list of those who 
have been called to their reward, there is far less of 
sadness in my heart than there has been in other 
years. I wonder if this is not due to the fact that in 
these days we are learning to set a value upon life— 
in so far as it has the quality that attests itself by its 
willingness to yield itself up in the interest of princi- 
ple, and, if that be so, does not that fact show that we 
are learning that life is worth while; not because it 
has been and is being extended over a long period of 
years, but because it has been invested by men in the 
very experience of living with a character that, even 
if it must be surrendered, keeps it loyal to right 
ideals. This, unquestionably, has had a great in- 
fluence upon my mind, and when the call has come 
to men like Bishops Peterkin, Brewer, Ferguson, Nel- 
son, Edsall, Millspaugh_and Walker, and to Priests 
like our own Erastus De Wolf, with all the loving 
associations that surround the memories of their 
earthly lives, rather than moodily mourning their 
loss, I have found myself instinctively led to think of 
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them as good and faithful men; men who in their 
day had made a splendid contribution to the causes 
for which they stocd, and I rejoice that they have 
lived and that they have been my friends. I am 
reconciled to the death of one and all alike; not so 
much because they had seen long days and in the na- 
ture of things the time had come for most of them 
to pass beyond the scenes of the present life, but 
rather because they had ‘‘seen good days’’—days 
full of splendid work. They had done the things 
they had been called to do. They had, in each ease, 
built up splendid character and there was nothing 
finer than that that they could do. 

In the pain and conflict beyond the seas we have 
learned that it is such a fact alone that reconciles 
us to the loss of those fine, vigorous, brave men, both 
young and old, in the valiant host which has died 
upon the field of honor. It is a habit of mind that 
war has created so to estimate death, and so, as we 
recall these splendid men who have been fighting in 
the Lord’s Army, we do not think of years, but of 
service, and with a feeling akin to joy we commend 
them to the Great Captain of our Salvation whom 
they have served so faithfully and so well. May 
Eternal Light shine upon them. 


The year behind us has been a remarkable one. 
Our institutions have been successful, measured by 
the standards which are usually applied. I do not 
think that we can be too thankful for this, but we 
must remember that all of our institutions in this 
Diocese are in the making. They have, as it were, 
been placed in our hands by God, and not to have 
accepted the responsibility for them would have left 
us open to the serious charge of indifference to evi- 
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dent obligations. But I have sometimes felt that 
the people of this Diocese, as a body, do not share 
with me the feeling which I have in this matter. In 
not a single case of which I am aware has there been 
a lack of the feeling that hospitals and schools and 
refuges for the young and the old should be establish- 
ed by the Church, and I venture to say that, were 
any one of these institutions to be abandoned, a loud 
and long protest would rise in the breast of every 
Churchman of this Diocese. But while it is true that 
some of the Church people have given us, who are 
keeping these institutions alive, much support—and 
I know and they know who they are—as I am now 
speaking to a representative body of men and women 
belonging to this Church, may I ask you as man to 
man—and as man to woman—what have you done 
to help,—-let us say the Neighborhood Settlement in 
Los Angeles, or the Church Home for Children in this 
City? I know what reply is made to this question 
by those who live at a distance from the institutions 
themselves. They tell us that these institutions are 
local; but are they? At this present moment there is 
but one child in our Church Home for Children who 
belongs by -right to the City of Los Angeles. The 
other children come from Santa Barbara, San Diego 
and San Bernardino Convoeations, rather than from 
this community which so largely supports the Home. 

The Neighborhood Settlement cares for the hordes 
drawn to California by various agencies which are 
sure to become a menace to this entire section unless 
something is done in the way of uplift that will train 
them to become useful citizens rather than leeches 
and vampires. They may be here today, but where 
they will be tomorrow no one knows; but surely it is 
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to the interests of every man in Southern California 
that, while they are here in this City, they should be 
so trained today for tomorrow’s journey to other 
parts of this State,—to Redlands, to the Imperial 
Valley, to San Diego and to Santa Barbara, that they 
will carry with them, to their new abodes, clean, 
strong bodies and brains and souls. 

I take these two institutions merely as illustrations, 
and I want you to recognize that they are not local, 
but, like the Hospital and the Schools, diocesan. As 
the Bishop of this Diocese, I have accepted the re- 
sponsibility for them; not because I wanted to do so, 
but because I have had no other alternative than to 
do so, and I feel that I have a right to ask for your 
moral and financial support in maintaining them. 

I know just where the trouble les. As a Diocese, 
we are young, and we are building in various centers, 
Chureh rectories and parish halls, as our cities are 
building schools and roads and administrative offices, 
from the foundation. I do not believe that there is a 
municipal government in Southern California that is 
not criticized for incompetency because the sewer 
systems and the water systems and the police force 
of the municipality are not up to the mark and, if it 
escapes criticism at this point, it meets it where the 
question of traffic and roads and light are concerned. 
But do such critics ever seriously consider the fact 
that nowhere in all this country has population in- 
creased within the last twenty years so rapidly as 
within the favored counties of this end of the State 
of California? And inadequacy of equipment is 
largely due to this influx rather than to any other 
cause that could be given. The work that has had 
to be done and which has over-burdened the Execu- 
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tive, not only of every State, but of every corpora- 
tion of the State, has been appalling. Look at the 
banks; the department stores. Everyone of these 
has outgrown their facilities several times during the 
last twenty years, and to this cause must be assigned 
our taxes and the deficits of which our citizens com- 
plain. 

Now, the Church cannot escape the legitimate con- 
sequence of growth. She, too, in every City and 
town and hamlet, has had to provide for this expan- 
sion, and she has been doing so. I know what this 
means as well as, if not better than, any man in this 
assembly and, when at a recent meeting of one of the 
Convocations, a well-known man asserted upon its 
floor that the Church was asked to spend a tremen- 
dous amount for Church development, I said, ‘‘Yes, 
far more than the congregations of most any other 
Diocese in the country but if we fail to meet the de- 
mands of the Finance Committee made known in the 
budget, we have but one alternative, and that is either 
_to stop work in some of the fields already occupied, 
or to reduce stipends of our Missionaries, which have 
never at any time been so large as the Board of Mis- 
sions would have liked them to be.’’ Now, everyone who 
thinks much must appreciate this, and he usually does 
and, therefore, when he is asked to assist an extra- 
parochial work, an institutional work at a distant 
point, he protests instinctively against the appeal. 
That work, he affirms, has no claim upon me or my 
parish when, possibly, because of the existence of that 
very institution, the legitimate burden of that man’s 
parish has been lifted from its shoulders and gracious- 
ly accepted by the Deaconess at the Children’s Home 
in the See City of the Diocese. 
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But there is another class which I have in mind in 
this connection. There are Church people, within a 
stone’s throw of our institutions here and elsewhere, 
who are as unfamiliar with them and their needs as 
those who live two hundred miles away from them. 
As an illustration, I recall an exceptionally intelli- 
gent lady, born and reared in this city, who was 
greatly surprised when, not long ago in a casual con- 
versation, I told her that the Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan was the Church Hospital and largely sup- 
ported by it. One is amazed by such a statement and, 
yet, I wonder how many of you who are here today 
have ever taken the trouble to visit our Settlement 
at the Corner of East Ninth and Wilson Streets here 
in Los Angeles. That Settlement touches the lives of 
a thousand people every week. It has its library, its 
kindergarten, its sloyd school, its tubercular and ma- 
ternity clinics; it has its playground and its neigh- 
borhood meeting, its club rooms and gymnasium, 
than which there are no better in this city. The Set- 
tlement is Hterally without a peer on this Coast, and 
it is yours. Now, I ask you, men and women, have you 
seen this wonderful place? It is a place for you to 
be proud of. No Church in this city has anything 
of the kind to compare with it. It is a veritable hot- 
bed for practical, efficient social and charitable work. 
It has a wonderful plant and it is marvelously well 
equipped, but,—and here is the sad fact—that Set- 
tlement must close its doors before very long unless 
the Church comes quickly and generously to its sup- 
port. 

You may be right when you say that you cannot 
preach; that you must leave sermon delivery to the 
clergy. Perhaps you are right when you say that 
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you cannot speak to men about their souls. I have 
my doubts, however, about that; but I am not ask- 
ing you to do that. I am asking you to do something 
you can do. When I speak to you about the sub- 
merged classes,—the poor, the aged, the sick and the 
unsheltered young—you (and for that matter most 
men) profess a keen interest in the amelioration of 
the conditions from which these unfortunate people 
are suffering, and here is your opportunity to help. 
How much are you willing to give and, better still, 
to do to keep the Settlement doors open? There is 
not, and I dare here ‘‘affirm a universal negative,”’ 
there is not a man or woman upon this Convention 
floor today who might not easily, if he would, make 
himself responsible for some sum each month, be it 
large or small, for the support of this splendid cause. 

My friends, this is a time for heart searching. The 
Church people of this community should count it a 
privilege to be represented by an institution like this 
one for which I plead. For this you might, without 
any hesitation, ask the assistance of the men who 
worship God on the golf course on Sunday. Such 
men are always telling the Church what it is not do- 
ing and what it ought to do and, to judge by what 
they say, they believe that at least the Church should 
be philanthropic, and that is true. Ask such men to 
lend a hand. For this cause you need not be afraid 
to ask assistance of the men and women who tell us 
that they do not believe in Churches but in the kind 
of religion that helps to uplift the down-trodden and 
the oppressed. That is what the Settlement is do- 
ing. This is their opportunity for them to practise 
what they-preach,—the thing they are always urging 
the Church to do. Now, let us turn the tables upon 
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our critics and in all affection tell them that they may 
give expression to their splendid principles by con- 
tributions that will help this work along. If you 
were familiar with the Sisters and the poor children 
and the sick mothers, and the splendid boys and 
girls and the self-respecting women and men whom 
we are helping; if you only knew about it by per- 
sonal contact, you could not rest a single day until 
you had done as much as lies in your power to lift a 
burden from the shoulders of as fine a body of wo- 
men as ever undertook to carry a burden for human- 
ity and for God. Shall the doors of the Settlement 
be closed? You must give the answer to that ques- 
tion. 

There is one subject which must not pass unnoticed 
today. This Diocese has risen to its duty in the mat- 
ter of contributions to the Clergy Pension Fund. 
Without unnecessary appeals we have pledged a lit- 
tle more than one hundred and twenty-three thou- 
sand dollars to this cause. I rejoice more than I can 
say over the matter. My allusion to this subject is 
made not only to express my personal gratification 
but also that I may record my appreciation of the 
masterly work of the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, Mr. John 8. Cravens and of Mr. James 
R. Page, the Secretary of this same Committee. Mr. 
Cravens accepted the position after careful delibera- 
tion, and I venture to say that no financial institution 
of this city was more carefully watched by its presi- 
dent through the two months of the campaign than 
was the developing fund by the Chairman of this 
Committee. Mr. Cravens had grasped with marvel- 
ous keenness the details of Bishop Lawrence’s plan 
before our second meeting of conference and, in a

telegram to me, Mr. Sayre advised me that the work 
done by our Chairman had been an inspiration that 
had far-reaching results in the East. I feel that I 
owe to Mr. Cravens, and that the Diocese owes to him, 
an obligation which should have this acknowledg- 
ment which I make today. I rejoice also in the co- 
operation given to the Chairman by the Committee’s 
Secretary, Mr. Page. There are strong ties that bind 
me to many men in this Diocese, but I have seen Mr. 
Page grow up into manhood from the stature of a 
boy, and my appreciation of his splendid work is in- 
vested with something akin to the pride that a father 
has in his son. His alertness and his directness, his 
infectious cheer commended itself to all who worked 
with him, and all alike grew to feel, as apparently 
he felt, that the task was great, but that, because it 
was for God and His Church,it would be accomplish- 
ed. 

I am sure that throughout the ranks of the Com- 
mittees and the Parishes and the Missions, there was 
a desire to do God’s will. Such suecess as attended 
our effort I believe to have been due to a common 
desire to do the thing that was right in the eyes of 
God, and for this more than for anything else I say, 
—May His Holy Name be Praised. — 

We are gathered in this, the Twenty-second Annual 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, under con- 
ditions of the very gravest nature. The temper of the 
American people is amicable, and hitherto the au- 
thorities of our nation have felt that our mission was 
to be best demonstrated after the devastating hostili- 
ties on the other continent had ceased. If it be true 
that boundless wealth be ours, then many, if not most, 
of us have felt that the time must come when this 
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wealth should be so placed at the disposal of belliger- 
ent nations—that the horrors that follow war might 
be mitigated. In such a circumstance it was thought 
that it would be our privilege so to dominate the 
counsels of the world’s powers that there could never 
again occur such a war as is embittering and devas- 
tating the whole of Europe today. That we have 
been patiently waiting for this opportunity to ar- 
rive no one will deny but, literally, ‘‘patience had 
ceased to be a virtue,’’ and we have been forced, in 
the interests of great principles that have been at 
stake, to give practical sympathy in physical and fi- 
nancial ways to those great allied nations which are 
making a determined stand for democracy, the very 
corner-stone of our national life. 

Intricate international complications have arisen’ 
constantly since this war began in 1914, and many 
of them have seemed to some of our people to have 
been evoking for a long time from us, as a nation, 
action similar to that lately taken by our Chief Ex- 
ecutive and our Representatives at Washington. In 
their wisdom, however, these men have thought other- 
wise; but the die was cast and the issue was forced 
upon us when two months ago one of the belligerents, 
in the interests of its cause, and throwing to the 
winds its national obligation to respect the rights of 
mankind, adopted and inaugurated a method of war- 
fare which was nothing less than barbarous and in- 
human. The laws governing blockade were under- 
stood and had been internationally accepted, and 
disaster attending it was recognized as the legitimate 
outcome of what is termed fair warfare, but the an- 
nouncement by one nation engaged in this conflict, 
that it proposed to destroy without warning the ship- 
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ping of friend and foe alike, which entered within 
a certain zone of the wide ocean, actually forced the 
whole world to protest and to follow up its protest 
with war. 

An autocratic government may make metes and 
bounds for the physical, intellectual and ethical life 
of its own people if they permit it to do so, but when 
autocracy steps beyond its own borders and under- 
takes to rule the commerce of its sister nations and 
to dominate by force that is cruel and vicious, then 
the other nations have no other recourse than the 
one which we, as a people, have adopted, and so to- 
day we are at war. 

But let it be understood we are not at war today 
merely to protest against an atrocious kind of war- 
fare. Rather are we at war because the rights of 
free men, the world over, are being menaced; the 
rights earned by sacrifice and suffering of both the 
men who within the empires ruled by absolute sover- 
eigns are seeking opportunity for self-expression and 
for self-government, and the rights of men who in 
the democracries of America, North and South, and 
the democracies of Europe are alike in peril, and the 
call to us has come to uphold once more the standard 
of Liberty, Fraternity and Equality for our Brother- 
Man, the world over, as we have done for ourselves in 
this land, and in our action we have been doing that, 
and for that, if it need be, we must fight. 

My friends, may not the sanctity of our cause be 
inferred from what we already see abroad! Is not 
the existing condition in Russia another illustration 
of the old aphorism that ‘‘whom the Gods would de- 
stroy they first make mad!’’ Barring some pretty 
small affairs by courtesy called unlimited monarch- 
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ies, Russia and Germany were the only unlimited 
monarchies left in the Occident, and all along we 
have been thinking of Russia as in an almost hopeless 
condition, as so saturated with the old ideas as to be 
unsusceptible to any great change for many a cen- 
tury to come, and I believe it to be true that the 
dynasty of that great empire might easily have re- 
tained its privileges, or at least many of them, had it 
at the proper time made what you and I would have 
ealled slight concessions to the people it was govern- 
ing. But it was unwise; yes, mad, and it had become 
so evident to the Russian people that the dynasty was 
reluctant to yield any of its assumed prerogatives that 
to secure relief they had to take the power into their 
own hands, and they have done so, and the dynasty 
has been dethroned. 

The Romanoffs have for a century been playing 
fast and loose with the Russian people. They have 
been short-sighted in pressing for the maintenance 
of things as they had been and were, but the people 
by such a policy were forced to think and struggle, 
and the thinking, struggling man grows strong, and 
thinking and struggling does for the race what it 
does for the individual, and a strong race will not be 
ruled by a weak man and a bureaucracy intent upon 
its own aggrandizement. In order to free the Russian 
people, it would seem, therefore, as though the Gods 
had suffered their rulers to become insane and their 
destruction followed, and the Romanoffs have learn- 
ed their lesson well. So truly so that one of them 
admits that the divinity of his right to rule would 
be and only could be attested to him by a popular vote 
of the Russian people. Surely the hand of God has 
been in that. If I am not mistaken the other auto- 
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erat, a cousin once or twice removed, has also ac- 
quired a knowledge of some important facts through 
the same experiences which have wrought great 
changes within the dominion of the Czar. Now, we 
are hearing rumors of what would formerly have 
been called monstrous demands from a proletariat 
that once was afraid to claim even a few of its civil 
rights, and at the same time we hear of pledges of con- 
cessions to the proletariat from a ruler who, at a day 
not long passed, claimed an absolute right to a per- 
sonal sway over the destinies of his people. 

Yes, my friends, we are at war, but it is war that 
is to insure the rights to the common, plain, average 
man the world over. A war that will force our enemy 
to respect his own promises and so be humane and 
honorable even in his conflicts. Thank God in this 

.war the American people seek no territory. They 
want absolutely nothing in the way of material re- 
ward for all that, by it, they are to lose. There is 
only one thing that we want for any sacrifice that we 
may make and that is the consciousness in our victory 
that we have helped to make men free, and that we 
have contributed to the contest—that which will make 
such contest again impossible in the future.

The Hospital has had another very satisfactory 
year. 

During the year 1916, the daily average number of 
patients was 106.8; total number of patients admitted, 
3,694; daily average of patients admitted, 10.1; num- 
ber of operations, 2,340; daily average of operations, 
6.4; number of births, 361; number of deaths, 120. 

The report of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan 
in its capacity as agent for the Columbia Hospital 
Association shows:

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‘‘During the year 209 applications to the training 
school were received. Of these, 142 were refused gen- 
erally on account of their lack of education; 67 were 
accepted. Of the latter, 24 left before their probation 
was up, 3 were discharged on account of ill health, 
8 for poor work, 8 for misconduct, and 29 were enroll- 
ed as pupils.”’ 

The staff of the Hospital consists of the following 
besides the Superintendent, Mrs. Horatio Walker, Jr.: 
an Assistant Superintendent, Instructor, Night Super- 
visor, Surgical Supervisor, Obstetrical Supervisor, Hy- 
drotherapy Supervisor, Dietitian, 3 floor Supervisors 
—eleven in all, making the total number for staff 
and training school, 68. 

Religious services have been held in the Hospital 
regularly as follows: ' 

Celebration of the Holy Communion—Friday morn- 
ings at 10:30. 

Evening Prayer and Address—Friday evenings at 
(haley 

In addition prayers are conducted in the chapel 
daily at 7:00 a.m., by the Superintendent or the as- 
sistant Superintendent,—oceasionally by the Chap- 
lain. The services in the early morning and on Fri- 
day evenings are attended by the whole training 
school. 


The total number of communions in rooms has been 
318, an average of nearly 7 for each day on which the 
Holy Communion was celebrated—a figure which is 
given simply to indicate how much the privilege is 
appreciated by those who are sick. 

One item in the Chaplain’s report will be missed 
this year—the annual complaint of the lack of chapel 
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accommodations, and the plea for a chapel suitable 
for this most important work. 

By the generosity of the Rev. Henderson Judd, 
$9500.00 has been provided for the erection of a 
chapel as a memorial to Mr. and Mrs. Judd. The 
satisfaction that we would ordinarily feel at having 
the Hospital receive such a gift is greatly heightened 
by the fact that the chapel, when built, will be a 
memorial to the one who was the first chaplain of the 
institution, who has always felt so deeply interested 
in the religious work of the Hospital and whose mem- 
ory will always be gratefully revered by thcse who 
know him. 

The value of the free work of the Hospital for the 
year was $2,195.09. For this work the Hospital of the 
Good Samaritan as a benevolent institution of the 
church, pays at regular prices to the agency account. 
Towards this expense, the Hospital received the fol- 
lowing sums:

In addition to the free work of the Hospital of the 
Good Samaritan, services of the value of $548.55 were 
given to the Alumnae of the Hospital Training School ; 
of the value of $1,289.01 to other graduate nurses, 
clergymen and doctors; to the value of $964.30 to me- 
ployees of the Hospital, making the grand total value 
of free work done by the institution, $4,996.95. 

The demands upon the services of the Hospital are 
very great, and naturally increase with the erowth of 
the city and of the Diocese. It is impossible that the 
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Hospital. should perform more than a _ specialized 
function. Its free work is necessarily limited to the 
care of acute, and especially surgical cases in which 
two weeks or so of Hospital treatment may save a life 
or put a person in the way of complete recovery. 
Provision for convalescents, patients with chronic 
diseases, aged and incurable persons, lies beyond the 
scope of this institution. To provide for such, the 
hospital would have to be greatly enlarged and heavi- 
ly endowed. 

Immediately on the decision of our country to en- 
ter the war, the hospital was offered and has been ac- 
cepted by the Government as the Mother Base Mili- 
tary Hospital for Southern California, and around it 
there is now being organized a staff of Physicians, 
surgeons, and Red Cross nurses ready for service in 
any part of the world at the call of the Government. 
The selection of the hospital for this purpose marks 
the high standing of the hospital as a modern and ef- 
ficient institution, and should, also, give the people 
of the Church a double incentive to co-operate in the 
important work of the American Red Cross.

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APPENDIX 3 


REPORT OF CHURCH HOME FOR 
CHILDREN 


Again we look back over the events of a year—rath- 
er a quiet, uneventful year on the whole. 

For nine weeks last summer we lived as gypsies,— 
sleeping in tents and eating out of doors. The camp 
was located in the hills above the Santa Monica Can- 
yon, just across from the Palisades,—a most lovely 
spot, where ‘‘ocean and mountains meet.’’ We were 
near the water, and yet protected from the cold winds 
by a high wooded hill; from one point of which we 
could behold a most extensive and beautiful curve of 
land,—from Pt. Firmin nearly to Santa Barbara. It 
was a most ideal spot as it was secluded, and yet quite 
easily reached from Santa Monica. The free, out-of- 
doors life did the children a world of good, and we 
are eagerly looking forward to a repetition of the ex- 
perience this summer. 

“‘Ingathering Day,’’ celebrated the Sunday before 
Thanksgiving, was a great success, and the generous 
offerings then given have been a help ever since. We 
want particularly to mention one parish, where, at his 
own expense, the Rector had 700 cards printed and 
distributed among the ‘‘grown-ups’’ as well as the 
‘‘little ones’’ of his parish; with the result that even 
strangers desired to have a share in the offering,— 
for when one lady went into her kitchen to do up her 
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“‘basket,’’ her cook wished to know the destination 
of the articles, and so great was her interest that she 
produced a $1 bill and insisted on giving it,— though 
she is a woman who has many demands made upon 
her slender purse. We feel, also, that a great share 
of this large and generous offering was due to the fact 
that ‘‘prayer’’ went with ‘‘good works’’ and that be- 
fore God’s holy altar, in the presence of His people, 
the needs of the Home were most touchingly remem- 
bered. Another out-of-town parish reported that on 
the day before Thanksgiving they had celebrated a 
regular old-fashioned ‘‘harvest home’’ festival which 
helped the people to realize that Thanksgiving Day 
was not set apart for the sole purpose of eating tur- 
key. We do hope that this coming year this idea will 
be taken up all over the Diocese, and that the people 
of the parish will be interested as well as the Sunday 
School Children. 

Each year, as an institution, we are required to 
render a comprehensive report to the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections. Certain of those statistics 
for the year July 1, 1915-July 1, 1916, might be of 
interest to you.

It is estimated that food donations, of all kinds, for 
the year amounted to $750.00. Total number of child- 
ren cared for during the year, 21. Total number of 
institutional days for the year, 5686. (No valuation 
was placed on the clothing received during the year. ) 

With your permission, Mr. Chairman, I will read 
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a letter which has been received. (And here was 
read a communication from the Rev. Marion Law, of 
Pawtucket, R. I., in which he tendered to the Home, 
the gift of the first cottage, to be known as the ‘‘ Jack 
and Winifred Cottage’’—thus appropriately making 
it a gift for children, in the name of children. After 
the singing of the Doxology from very full hearts, the 
reading of the report was resumed.) 

In view of this gift, we would respectfully recom- 
mend that a ‘‘Building Committee’’ be at once ap- 
pointed with full power to proceed with the erection 
of the ‘‘cottage’’ so soon as the gift shall become 
available and, in preparation for this, to have a road- 
way graded on the property. And it would certainly 
seem advisable, so soon as funds on hand permitted, 
to erect a second building,—perhaps the small Man- 
ual Training building, which could then be used, one- 
half for the Chapel, and the other half for a Kinder- 
‘garten and different kinds of manual work. It would 
be most useful, and most helpful, as the Cottage Home 
would leave us without any facilities for these things. 
(After the report was read, the Board decided that 
this second building should be a second ‘‘ecottage 
home’’ in order that we might enlarge our numbers, 
and admit a few of the children who are applying to 
us for aid.) 

A ‘‘farmer’’ must be engaged, that we can begin 
at once to realize something off the land,—and the 
keeping of ducks, rabbits, goats, pigs, chickens, and 
bees, and a truck garden, would materially improve 
our living and make returns toward the salary of a 
farmer. 

It is hard to realize just how much this gift of ‘‘a 
cottage’’ really means. It will mean the permanent 
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anchoring of the Home, and the setting of ‘‘the wheels 
in motion’’ for better and larger things. As this 
comes as a direct answer to prayer, may our faith be 
strengthened accordingly, and may God’s holy name 
be praised ! 

How true the words,—‘‘Trust in the Lord, wait 
patiently for Him, and He shall give thee thy heart’s 
desire.”’

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
TO THE TWENTY-SECOND ANNUAL 
CONVENTION OF THE DIOCESE OF 
LOS ANGELES. 


The Standing Committee, elected at the twenty-first 
Annual Diocesan Convention, met for organization 
on May 18, 1916. The Rev. Dr. M. C. Dotten was 
elected President, and the Rev. Robert B. Gooden was 
elected Secretary. The next meeting was on June 
2, 1916. A temporary dispensation from the study 
of the Latin and Greek languages was granted to Mr. 
Vermilye, a Postulant for Holy Orders. Consent 
was given to the Mission of St. James, La Jolla, to or- 
ganize as a Parish, under the name of St. James by 
the-Sea. The Committee then sat as a Council of ad- 
vice to the Bishop. At the meeting, the Bishop ap- 
pointed the Standing Committee as the Special Com- 
mittee to consider the matter of Episcopal assistance 
to the Bishop, to report at the twenty-second Annual 
Convention. 

The next meeting was held on July 10, 1916. The 
Rev. C. Rankin Barnes, Deacon, was recommended 
to the Bishop for ordination to the Priesthood. The 
Committee sat as a Council of Advice to the Bishop. 

The next meeting was held on Aug. 25, 1916. Mr. 
Mortimer Chester, a Postulant for Holy Orders, was 
yeecramended to the Bishop to be admitted as a Can- 
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didate for Holy Orders. The Rev. Thomas Percy 
Swift, Deacon, was recommended to the Bishop for 
ordination to the Priesthood. The Committee then 
sat as a Council of Advice to the Bishop. 

The next meeting was held on Oct. 24, 1916. Con- 
sent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Irving 
P. Johnson, D.D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of the Dio- 
eese of Colorado. Mr. Martin Dwelle Kneeland, a 
Postulant for Holy Orders, was recommended to the 
Bishop to be admitted as a Candidate for Holy 
Orders. Consent was given to St. Paul’s Church, 
El Centro, to place a mortgage upon their Church 
property. The Council then discussed the matter of 
help for the Bishop. 

The next meeting was held on Dee. 18, 1916. Con- 
sent was given allowing the Bishop to receive the Rev. 
John B. Farr into the Diocese as a Priest of the 
Church. An application from Mr. Arthur C. Dodge, 
asking to be recommended to the Bishop to be admit- 
ted as a Candidate for Holy Orders, was referred 
back to him until he had fulfilled all canonical re- 
quirements. 

The next meeting was on Jan. 31, 1917. The trans- 
lation of Bishop Griswold from the Missionary Dis- 
trict of Salina to the Diocese of Chicago, as a Suffra- 
gan Bishop, was approved. Consent was given to the 
consecration of the Rey. George H. Sherwood to be 
Bishop of Springfield. Permission was given to the 
Diocese of Iowa to elect a Bishop Coadjutor. The 
Committee again took up the matter of the increase 
of Episcopal supervision, the Bishop being present. 
~ The next meeting was held on April 10th. Permis- 
sion was given to the Diocese of Newark to elect a 
Bishop Coadjutor. Mr. Frank W. Moore, a Postulant 
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for Holy Orders, was recommended to the Bishop to 
be admitted a Candidate for Holy Orders. Mr. Perry 
G. M. Austin, a Candidate for Holy Orders, was 
recommended to the Bishop for ordination to the 
Diaconate. Permission was given to the Mission at 
Brawley to make a new loan in order to reduce the 
mortgage. The Secretary was instructed to write to 
two: of the Parishes in the Diocese, calling their at- 
tention to Canon 47 of the General Canons. A com- 
munication from St. Athanasius’ Church, ,about en- 
larging their Parish boundaries, was referred back to 
the Parish for further information. The Committee 
then discussed the matter of increased Episcopal su- 
pervision, and appointed a sub-committee consisting 
of the Rev. Dr. Hibbard, Dr. Cowles and Mr. Adams 
to draw up their report. 

The Committee met again on May 16, 1917. The 
Secretary was instructed to write again to a Parish 
about Canon 47. The Committee respectfully calls the 
attention of the Convention to the provisions of this 
Canon, which forbids the mortgaging or sale of Church 
property and the destruction of buildings which have 
been used for worship, without the advice and con- 
sent of the Bishop and Standing Committee. The 
Committee finds that Church property has been mort- 
gaged and sold without their knowledge and consent. 
The mortgages thus become of uncertain value, and 
the titles become clouded. The Parishes and Mis- 
sions should inform themselves about the procedure 
in such matters, and such practices would then cease 
for the good of all concerned. The report of the Sub- 
Committee was read and adopted. Dr. Hibbard was 
appointed to confer with the Committee on Canons 
about framing a new Canon to provide for extraor- 
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dinary expenses between meetings of Convention. 
The Secretary was instructed to prepare a report of 
the Committee transactions during the year past. 

The last meeting was held on May 28, 1917. The 
Repe-t, of the Secretary was read and adopted.

Report of the Sub-Committee on Increased Episcopal 

Supervision : 

The Standing Committee has had under considera- 
tion the question of increased Episcopal Supervision 
which was committed to it by the Bishop of the 
Diocese in accordance with a resolution of the last 
Diocesan Convention. 

The Committee had already entered upon the dis- 
cussion of the various possible courses of action be- 
fore it, namely, the division of the Diocese, the setting 
apart of a portion of the Diocese as a Missionary 
Jurisdiction, the election of a Suffragan or a Coadju- 
tor Bishop, with the necessary financial arrangements 
involved in any affirmative action, when the sudden 
entrance of the nation into the European war, with 
its consequent general unsettlement, made it inad- 
visable to go on with the further consideration of the 
subject at this time. 

The only action taken was that in the unanimous 
judgment of the Committee it was deemed inexpedi- 
ent to divide the Diocese, or to ask to have a portion 
of it set apart as a Missionary Jurisdiction. 

But while it seemed imperative that the effort to 
formulate a plan for the election of an additional 
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Bishop should be postponed until a more propitious 
season, it was felt that the increase in the extent of 
Diocesan work should be met by making it possible 
for the Bishop to secure Episcopal help from outside, 
and to meet this emergency the Standing Committee 
recommends that the following resolution be present- 
ed to the Diocesan Convention : 

Resolved, That in view of the manifest need 
of increased Episcopal Supervision of the Dio- 
cese, as set forth by the Bishop in his address 
at the last Convention, the Bishop be empower- 
ed to secure such temporary Episcopal assis- 
tance as in his judgment is necessary, and that 
the sum of———————be set apart by the Conven- 
tion to meet the expense of the same.

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APPENDIX 5 


REPORT OF THE JERUSALEM AND EAST 
MISSION 


The Rt. Rev., The Bishop, and the Clergy and 
Laity of the Twenty-Second Convention of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles: 

After presenting our Report of one year ago, 
we overheard a rather humorous criticism, that 
we were “getting too much money out of the 
Diocese,” which led us to respond if possible in. 
the same vein, that “If anyone realized that he 
or she had in any manner suffered for the per- 
sonal beneficence, we would gladly refund the 
amount of excessive generosity.” 

We are not quite sure that we would make 
the same offer today. After we had considered 
the immediate wants of the J. & E. M., the Rev. 
Dr. McKenzie, chief Representative of the Mis- 
sion in the United States, and myself, became 
intent upon securing a large per cent. over last 
year’s Offerings, and we have been earnestly 
working for this purpose. But we are disap- 
pointed. Not satisfied is the better word. How- 
ever, not satisfied is not necessarily dissatisfied. 
Far from that. 

We have found that we had not sufficiently 
considered the possible contingencies which 
have actually arisen. 
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The Pension Fund was brewing but not suf- 
ficiently matured to disturb many. The Annual 
assessment of all Parishes and Missions to make 
good the future pensions came as a surprise 
to some. The rise of living expenses, without 
the corresponding increase in rewards of labor, 
and the untold sufferings of Armenians, Syrians, 
Servians and Belgians, as well as of those in the 
jurisdiction of Bishop McInnes, in Palestine, 
each and all presented claims upon the tender 
mercies and sympathies of us all. 

And now after all these touching appeals 
have been met, what but a possible shortage 
ought to have been looked for in what has seem- 
ed uppermost in our minds. And the shortage 
has in some degree come. 

We may, and we ought to be dissatisfied 
with the agencies which have brought on cal- 
amities of a war which from its incipiency has 
been savage, cruel, barbarous, cold-blooded and 
(though once cautioned by a wise censor against 
“old boys inclination to multiply adjectives,” 
we beg to consult Roget for another appropriate 
one to complete the description) infernel, and, 
by comparison, would put to shame the old Sy- 
rians in their desolating methods of retreat be- 
fore their conquerors. And yet all such pro- 
found dissatisfaction could not relieve from con- 
ditions for which we have not been responsible. 
Unexpectedly, we have had to plan to feed a 
Continent of war-sufferers, as well as not go 
hungry ourselves. 

And now, taking all in all, we are to accept 
the situation and believe that, on the whole, we 
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have been doing fairly well as to the special 
claims under consideration. 

Let the financial part of our Report speak for 
itself, and it shows an increase over last year of 
18 per cent. 

When we look back seven years, we find 
the offerings for this Mission, by the Diocese, 
had for the previous eight years averaged less 
than ten dollars. But, by the hearty co-opera- 
tion of our people since, they have steadily in- 
creased, until last year, they had reached over 
one-ninth of the amount contributed by the 
whole American Church consisting of ninety- 
two jurisdictions. This was measurably satis- 
fying and gratifying. And, when the Annual 
Report for 1917 comes out, it is not impossible 
that we shall find comparisons still brighter for 
the current year. 

However, when all has been said and self- 
congratulations are over, we may discover that 
our obligations have manifoldly increased, be- 
cause the Holy Land has again fallen into hands 
which will call for help by an United Christen- 
dom to restore what naturally belongs to ancient 
Palestine, and by “‘works and deeds meet for 
repentance” for ever having allowed the dis- 
grace of permitting the Moslems taking the 
Holy Land, and still more, for holding it for 
centuries. That period of repossession, hope- 
fully not far off, will demand that every Christ- 
ian believer and household, father, mother and 
child shall have a share in the great missionary 
enterprise of restoration. If not after the old 
regime when fathers to their children before 
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starting for church, asked, “How much must 
we give today?” Yet the spirit must have taken 
possession of old and young, and of young and 
old, and made every Sunday School teacher and 
scholar consider that at least every Good Fri- 
day should be crowned with special offerings, 
generous and sacrificial, for the spiritual wel- 
fare of Jerusalem and the whole Land of which 
it has once more become the Divine Center of 
Christendom. 

For which, please God, the way may be open- 
ed during the prophetical years of your humble 
servant, by his faithful Physician for a quarter 
of a century.

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APPENDIX 6 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. — 


MAY, 1916, TO MAY, 1917. 


Kleven regular meetings and one _ special 
meeting have been held during the year. The 
attendance at the regular meetings has aver- 
aged 10.7, out of a working membership of from 
14 to 16. The Convocation of Los Angeles was 
represented by its Rural Dean at 8 meetings. 
The death of Mr. George L. Bugbee, left the 
Convocation without a representative for the 
greater part of the year as the successor elected 
by Convocation did not serve. Mr. Bugbee at- 
tended two meetings previous to his illness. The 
Convocation of Santa Barbara was represented 
by its Rural Dean at 10 meetings and by its lay 
representative at 5. The Convocation of San 
Bernardino was represented by its Rural Dean 
at 4 meetings, serious illness having prevented 
his attendance during the remainder of the 
year. It was represented by its lay delegate at 
8 meetings. The Convocation of San Diego was 
represented by its Rural Dean at 4 meetings but 
was without a lay representative during the en- 
tire year. 

The new Missionary policy inaugurated two 
years ago, by the reorganization of the Convo- 
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cations and of the Board of Missions, would 
seem to have passed the experimental stage. 
Its good effects are evident in the increased at- 
tendance and interest in Convocational meet- 
ings, the steady attendance upon the meetings 
of the Board of Missions on the part of those 
living at a distance as well as of those living 
close to Los Angeles, and in the vitalizing of the 
work in all parts of the Diocese. 

The Rural Deans of the several Convocations 
report as follows: 


Convocation of Los Angeles. 


New Missionary work since last Convention 
is as follows: 

Three new Missions (Van Nuys, Burbank and 
Culver City), three new Sunday Schools, two 
lots given for Church site, $3000.00 raised in 
new Missions not yet in union with Convention, 
for Church buildings and lots, many new Guilds 
started, and $32.50 in new monthly pledges to 
the Board of Missions. Under this very dry 
analysis lies buried a romance of pioneer work 
and struggle by brave and earnest little com- 
munities. 

Little Lands pledges $2.50 monthly to the 
Board, and has nearly completed a Chapel, to 
which the Convocation gives $165.00, with more 
expected to follow. 

San Fernando has a $1200.00 building fund 
and pledges $5.00 monthly to the Board. Bur- 
bank has two lots and a building fund. Hunt- 
ington Park paid off $1600.00, and pledges 
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$20.00 monthly. Van Nuys has $100.00 to- 
wards alot. Eagle Rock pledges $5.00 monthly. 

Orange County has still only three Clergy, 
and many little towns untouched by our Church. 
Mr. Renison is about to visit in the County with 
a view to opening new work. 

The work among the deaf, the colored peo- 
ple and the Japanese and that of the other or- 
ganized Missions in union with Convention 
have shown gratifying progress. It should be 
noted that the stipends of some of the Mission- 
aries are inadequate in these times and much 
self sacrifice is shown by our Clergy, with 
monthly stipends of $75.00 and no house, $66.66 
and house, and even $75.00 and house.

Convocation of San Diego. 


In the San Diego Convocation, the past year 
has been one of strengthing of stakes rather 
than of lengthening of cords; there has been no 
case of retrenchment in any direction, and much 
consolidation of gains. Every Mission Church 
in the Convocation, has, during the year, added 
something valuable to its material equipment, 
thus preparing itself for more efficient work in 
dealing with the problems peculiar to its en- 
vironment. Grace Church, Oceanside, has been 
consecrated; St. Marks’ East San Diego, is about 
to complete the interior of its new Church now

regularly filled with a devout congregation each 
Lord’s day. A thriving Sunday School is doing 
excellent work. At San Louis Rey, a new Sun- 
day School has been established. 

Across the mountain range, which partitions 
San Diego from Imperial county, our work at 
the heart of the Valley, El Centro, has felt a 
decided impetus in the erection of a new house 
of worship, which proves a great help to the 
work at this geographical center. Here, every 
part of the outlook is characterized by unusual 
promise. Brawley retains its superior location 
of Church property, which might have been lost 
through a heavy street-paving assessment, but 
for the timely assistance of the Church Exten- 
sion Society. The crying and insistent need in 
the Imperial Valley is another priest, so that 
Sunday Services in each of our four stations may 
be more frequent. 

On the whole, general Church conditions 
throughout the Convocation give reason for 
hope and encouragement, due to the faithful 
and self-denying labors of the Missionaries in 
charge.

Convocation of San Bernardino. 


In brief, the work may be summed up as fol- 
lows: 

In Murrieta the faithful workers have pur- 
chased a downtown lot, moved the present 
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building on it for a Guild hall, and plan build- 
ing a Church on old site. Services were held 
by the Dean in June and July. 

St. Stephen’s, Beaumont, has secured an old 
store building, fitted it up as a very complete 
chapel, guild, and Sunday School room. All 
pledges and apportionments have been made 
promptly, the latter without having had any 
made to them by the Diocesan or General Board. 
A Sunday School has been organized. Future 
progress can best be made with a man in charge 
of this and Banning. 

The work at St. Luke’s, Banning, has been 
largely a ministration to the sick. For this rea- 
son the Church must be represented here. It 
also has paid apportionments to Diocesan and 
General Board during its first year of existence. 

Corona has paid its regular pledge and its 
apportionments during the long illness and ab- 
sence of its Missionary. The Guild has pur- 
chased a new carpet for church and chancel. 

The work at Needles, Hemet, and San Jacin- 
to has gone on about as usual. Rev. Chas. E. 
Maimann in charge of Beaumont, Banning, San 
Jacinto, and Hemet, has held 183 services and 
traveled nearly 20,000 miles in the Convoca- 
tion Ford. His missionary vision and untiring 
zeal have been a great help in the work. 

Interest and attendance at Convocation meet- 
ings are all on the increase. A request has been 
made to the Board for $50.00 a month to pro- 
vide an additional man in the Field providing 
increased services at two places and new work 
at four more. It is hoped this may be granted. 
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Rev. L. S. Shermer is to be in charge of Coro- 
na and adjacent points. 

The general oversight of the work has 
suffered by reason of the serious illness of 
the Dean for a period of seven months which 
has prevented attendance at the Board meet- 
ings and visits to the various Missions. The 
Dean has resigned Corona and after a rest this 
summer and the recovery of his strength ex- 
pects to assume charge of Beaumont and Ban- 
ning with the Deanery work. 

The weekly reports of the Missionaries to the 
Dean and Bishop have proven very satisfactory. 

The ideal is still to minister to the greatest 
degree to every church family scattered 
throughout the Convocation.

Convocation of Santa Barbara. 


The Convocation of Santa Barbara comprises 
the Counties of Santa Barbara and Ventura. 

In Santa Barbara County there are two mis- 
sion fields: Santa Maria, under the charge of 
Rev. A. C. Dodd, and Carpinteria, temporarily 
in charge of Rev. Carroll Perry. 

Mr. Dodd at Santa Maria is to see his years 
of devoted work take tangible form in an at- 
tractive building which is to serve his congre- 
gation as a place of worship on Sundays and 
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Holy Days and as a center for the social life of 
the Mission on week days. This building is to 
cost $1400.00. 

The Carpinteria field is, and for years to 
come must be, a field where numbers do not 
measure the opportunity of the Church. Be- 
sides ministering to about a dozen families this 
attractive little church serves as the chapel of 
a growing boarding school for boys. The Mis- 
sion is growing but very slowly. 

In Ventura County there are three centers of 
missionary work. At Santa. Paula, under the 
able direction of the Rev. Douglas Atwill the 
past year is marked by a decided increase in 
the numbers attending the services, by the more 
generous giving of its members, and by the 
growing recognition of the value of the contri- 
bution the Church is making to the community. 

At Hueneme, the Rev. J. C. Ingham has la- 
bored faithfully at the very difficult and but in- 
teresting problem of making the Church minis- 
ter to the spiritual needs of a small village. 

The newest feature of the missionary work 
of the Church in this Convocation is the separa- 
tion of Oxnard from Ventura and the establish- 
ment there of a separate field under the direc- 
tion of Rev. Thomas Swift. The value of a resi- 
dent missionary is attested by the fact that the 
attendance at the services and also the offer- 
ings from the people connected with the Mis- 
sion are three times larger than they were a 
year ago. Building on the excellent foundation 
laid by the Rev. G. R. Messias, who could give 
Oxnard only a small portion of his time, Mr. 
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Swift is demonstrating that Oxnard can become 
one of the strong Missions of the Diocese. 

To sum up: Throughout the Convocation the 
attendance at the Holy Communion and the oth- 
er services and the contributions of the people, 
continue to increase. The Missionaries are 
holding regular services in eleven places. This 
is four more than last year. There are five Mis- 
sionaries where there were four a year ago. A 
new Mission field has been established. A new 
house of worship to cost $1400.00 is about to 
be erected. 

The rural Dean has raised $760.00 for work 
within the Convocation. He has traveled 3225 
miles on Convocation business, written 146 let- 
ters, sent 37 telegrams, and had 32 long dis- 
tance telephone calls.

The number of Missionaries on the staff of 
the Board throughout most of the year has been 
24. 

Reports collected from 52 Missions and Mis- 
sion Stations furnish the following statistics: 
Total number of Communicants in the Missions, 
1,786. Number of Confirmations during the 
year, 120. Number of Baptism, infant 142, 
adult 40, total, 182. Number of Sunday School 
pupils, 1131. Teachers and officers, 142. Mem- 
bers of Bible classes, 134. Total number for the 
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Sunday Schools, 1342. Out of the 52 places,, 23 
make no report of Sunday School work. An- 
swers to the question, ‘What is your greatest 
need?” are interesting and varied. Eight of the 
Missions need Church buildings, one an addi- 
tional building for Sunday School and social 
uses; four Missionaries ask for additional Mis- 
sionary services to meet the needs of large fields. 
Other needs expressed are for ‘‘more people,” 
“more young people,” “‘more support from the 
Board of Missions,” ‘‘men and money,” “heart- 
jer co-operation from members,” “Sunday 
School teachers,” “English teachers for Japan- 
ese classes,’ “‘a lot for a vicarage,” everything, 
in short, from ‘‘a Ford,’ which forms the re- 
peated request of one Missionary, to ‘‘more 
spirituality’ (whether for himself or his people, 
is not stated) which measures the modest de- 
sire of another. 

In general, the Missionary work of the Dio- 
cese is in a healthy condition. The plan of 
grouping Missions under vigorous men suffi- . 
ciently supported and equipped, when possible, 
with automobiles, is proving to be both economi- 
cal and effective. Out of the 51 places served, 
only ten have the entire time of a Missionary, 
and of these three, St. Philip’s, St. Mary’s to 
the Japanese, and Ephphatha Missions, are Mis- 
sions of a special character, and three occupy 
important districts in Los Angeles, one in San 
Diego. A possible disadvantage of grouping 
is suggested by the fact that of the 23 places 
not reporting Sunday Schools, 16 are parts of 
groups of three or more. 
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The Board wishes to make a statement to 
Convention with regard to the administration 
of the Disabled Clergy Fund of the Diocese. 

It is the understanding of the Board that no 
names are to be added to the list of benefici- 
aries of the Disabled Clergy or of the Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Fund, and that when the appro- 
priations shall be needed no longer by those 
who are being assisted at the present time, the 
income of these funds will become available for 
the reduction of the amount assessed to this Dio- 
cese for the payment of the premiums of the 
Church Pension Fund. In the meantime, in 
view of the fact that those who are the benefi- 
ciaries of these funds, are not eligible to help 
from the Church Pension Fund, it has seemed to 
the Board that it would be wise and just to ap- 
propriate the income of these funds when need- 
ed for the better support of present benefici- 
aries. 

At the final meeting of the Board held on the 
18th of May, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved: That it is the opinion of this 
Board of Missions that the sum of $13,000.- 
00 needed for the work of the Board of Missions 
shall be an assessment upon the Missions and 
Parishes, levied upon the sliding scale now used 
for the Diocesan assessment.

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Sept. 27th, 1916. Balance of $2140.01 in the 
Missionary Fund. 

Voted that $12.00 per month for the remain- 
der of the year be added to the $20.00 now ap- 
propriated to the Mission at Oxnard, in order 
to provide for a Missionary to have charge of 
the work there and in the entire Valley. 

Warrants for September approved to the 
amount of $990.36. 

November 29th, 1916. Balance in Missionary 
Fund of $1887.50. 

A resolution was adopted, expressing the 
Board’s appreciation of the character and ser- 
vices to the Diocese of the late George L. Bug- 
bee, his unflagging interest, courage and zeal 
in behalf of the Missionary work. 

Appropriation to the Mission at Glendora in- 
creased from $5.00 to $10.00 per month for 
October, November and December. 

Warrants for the month of November ap- 
proved to the amount of $1065.66. 

December 27th, 1916. Balance of $2663.75 
in Missionary Fund, of which $900.00 had been 
received from the Church Extension Society. 

Voted that the Weekly Report Blanks for 
Missionaries be continued. e 

Payment of the warrants for the month of 
December authorized to the amount of $1065.16. 

January 31, 1917. Balance in Missionary 
Fund of $2277.30. - 

Following resolution adopted: ‘Resolved: 
That the Board of Missions will assume the pay- 
ment of the premiums assessed to it for the par- 
ticipation of its Missionaries in the benefits of 
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the Church Pension Fund, when the system is 
put into operation, and hereby authorizes the 
Treasurer of the Board to pay quarterly the 
necessary premiums, provided that the Diocesan 
Board of Missions is responsible for the pay- 
ment of the premium only on the appropriation 
voted to the Missionary.” 

Payment of warrants for the month of Jan- 
uary authorized to the amount of $1247.91. 

Following resolution adopted: “Resolved: 
That the Board of Missions ask the Missionaries 
of the Board to inaugurate a campaign for the 
strengthening of Sunday School work, placing 
it on a basis of equal importance with the ser- 
vices of the Church,—by increasing the num- 
ber of children in attendance, raising the stand- 
ard of teaching if possible, and emphasizing to 
their people the Religious education of the 
young, and to report on the matter to the Board 
at the end of the Diocesan year, May 1st.” 

Voted that the Board include in the budget 
to be presented to Convention a sum for the ex- 
tension of Sunday School work. 

February 28th, 1917. Balance in Missionary 
Fund of $1613.73. 

The application to the Board of Domestic and 
Foreign Missions for appropriations for the 
year 1917-1918 was approved as follows: 

Japanese work, Rev. J. M. Yamazaki, $300.- 
00; White work, Deaconess Miller, $500.00; 
(from United Offering Fund). 

Warrants for the month of February were 
approved to the amount of $1060.96.

March 28th, 1917. Balance in Missionary 
Fund of $1644.84. 

Warrants for the month of March were ap- 
proved to the amount of $1096.16.

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APPENDIX 8 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH 
PENSION FUND 


The Committee on the Church Pension System met 
very early after last Convention and organized by 
the appointment of Very Rev. William MacCormack, 
Chairman; Rev. Robert Windsor, Secretary; Mr. 
George Wigmore, Treasurer. Consequently when the 
Church Pension System went into operation we were 
ready on March 1st, 1917, to take up the duties as- 
signed us, by the National Commission. It must be 
a matter of congratulation to the Church people to 
know that the Diocese of Los Angeles was one of the 
few Dioceses ready to proceed to business when the 
system of Church pensions started in the month of 
March of this year. 

The response that we met with so far as the Par- 
ishes and Missions of the Diocese of Los Angeles are 
concerned is gratifying in every particular. 

Every Parish except two and every Mission except 
one has paid the 714 % assessment on the salary of 
the Rector or Missionary in charge, up to May 1, 1917. 
A detailed report of the Treasurer is appended to this 
report and if necessary will be printed in the Journal. 
The Diocesan Committee of the Church Pension Sys- 
tem regards itself as the official shock-absorber of 
the Church. in the name of the National Commission 
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we ask the brethren both of the clergy and laity to be 
patient. 

First. Don’t make any suggestions as to how the 
Church Pension System ought to be managed or modi- 
fied. Because it is quite impossible for the Commis- 
sion in New York to consider, at least for a twelve- 
month, any change however desirable it may be. 

The National office is literally snowed under by 
the splendid outpouring of genercsity on the part of 
the Church and it will be a full year before they will 
begin to emerge. 

Second. Don’t add, if you can help it, to the expense 
of conducting the local office by requesting receipts 
for the monthly payment of the assessments. Your 
check at the present will be sufficient evidence that 
the premium has been paid. Within six months we 
are assured that some official statement will come 
from Wall Street, New York, certifying to each Par- 
ish or Mission that the assessment paid by it. has been 
received and entered on the ledger to the credit of the 
clergyman entitled to receive the benefit. 

We thank you for your uniform courtesy and ask 
on behalf of the Diocesan Committee of the Church 
Pension System for the coming year a continuance 
of your confidence and forbearance.

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APPENDIX 11 


REPORT OF HARVARD SCHOOL 


Harvard School, the Bishop’s School for Boys, is 
just completing its seventeenth year. The year has 
been very successful and quite satisfactory in most 
ways. The total number of registrations has been 
ninety-seven in the boarding department and seventy- 
five in the day department, a total of one hundred 
seventy-two. These students come from eighteen dif- 
ferent states and countries, as follows: California, Ari- 
zona, Nevada, New Mexico, Colorado, Montana, Idaho, 
Iowa, Nebraska, Illinois, Michigan, New Jersey, New 
York, Massachusetts, Alaska, Honolulu, Canada, Mexi- 
eo. Church families furnish about twenty per cent of 
this number, or, in other words, about eighty per cent 
of the pupils in a Church School come from families 
outside the Church. The Dioceses of Alaska, Michigan, 
Nebraska, Idaho, Los Angeles and Arizona, also Win- 
nipeg, have sent in boys. We have boys from St. 
John’s, St. James’, All Saints,’ in Los Angeles, and 
from St. Paul’s, San Diego, and Christ Church, Cor- 
onado. 

Twelve teachers this year have given all of their 
time, and two others have given part of their time. 
In addition, there have been with us, officially detail- 
ed, an officer of the U. S. Army, and a non-com- 
missioned offcer of the U.S. Army. The teachers are 
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university graduates from the east mostly, in two in- 
stances from the west. 

The school has maintained a good standard of schol- 
arship all the year. We graduate a small class this 
year of twelve boys, possibly thirteen. Of these 
boys, at least three will rank with the best anywhere 
in future work. The others should maintain a good 
average. 

In athletics we have had good, wholesome sports 
all the year, and have been fairly successful general- 
ly, and very successful in tennis and track. We 
have a system of sports which includes all, and not 
merely those who are naturally good. 

The Military Department has maintained its usual 
record of excellence. We had a military camp for ten 
days and the training has been of high order. The 
Government has made this school a unit of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, Junior Division, and has given 
us another man to assist the Captain; First Sergeant 
MeWilliams. 

A good deal of interest has been shown in the mu- 
sic this year; the military band is excellent, and the 
orchestra is even better. 

I feel that the moral and religious tone of the 
school has been good. There is a certain atmosphere 
which one can soon feel at the school, that is of the 
right sort. The School Chapel exerts a fine influence, 
and is in itself a nursing mother and teaching friend 
to all. Herein lies our chief reason for being, and it 
is developing what I believe will be wholesome, re- 
* ligious habits for boys in years to come. 
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APPENDIX 12 


THE BISHOP’S GUILD 


On Thanksgiving Day we fed forty-three people 
directly from the Bureau. Our Christmas supplies 
were partly bought by a contribution of money from 
the United Missions of the Diocese and partly from 
the treasury of the Guild. St. James’ Church sent 
us a Thanksgiving offering of fruit and vegetables; 
and where we knew there was need, we added to the 
baskets of food, warm and proper clothing, especially 
for the old and sick. 

At Christmas time we were responsible for fifty- 
seven families, averaging seven children to the family. 
In several of the families were old and sick people, in 
one family there were fifteen children. 

Many of the suburban missions and the city church- 
es, as well as private individuals, provided for sev- 
eral families. Again St. James’ Church came to the 
front by donating to us their entire ‘‘Manger’’ of- 
fering, consisting of food, toys and clothing. With 
these, supplemented with money from our treasury, 
meat and necessary groceries were sent direct from 
the Bureau and gave Christmas cheer to twenty-three 
families. 

During Christmas week we found seven ‘‘forgot- 
ten’’ families, to whom we gave abundantly. We 
furnished and paid for a truck to take seven poor 
children to a Christmas party, and later gave a party, 
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with refreshments, at the Settlement, to which about 
sixty poor mothers were invited. For the success of 
the two last efforts we were greatly indebted to the 
courtesy of the Settlement and Sister Mary. 

Since Christmas Mrs. Hubert gave us the timbers 
remaining from her house, which had been burned; 
with this timber we provided ten families with wood. 
Another contribution of wood, given us through the 
good offices of Mrs. Wilson, of Hollywood, provided 
us with the means of warming the room at the Set- 
tlement, in which the poor mothers sew carpet rags, 
we paying them for their work with an order on the 
Clothing Bureau. 

We never refuse to give help freely to any worthy 
family or person. 

Up to the present time 269 dresses have been made 
for the children of the Settlement, and forty dresses 
are now in course of construction. These dresses have 
all been made from discarded garments and pieces 
and scraps given to us. 

Our appeal to you is not for money, but for what 
you diseard ; we can utilize every piece or scrap that 
you can find no use.for and would otherwise throw 
into the waste basket.

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APPENDIX 13 


REPORT OF COMMISSION ON PHILAN- 
THROPY AND SOCIAL SERVICE, 
MAY, 1917. 


The work of the Social Service Commission, 
this year, has been three-fold: 

(1) the effort to increase interest in social 
questions on the part of the clergy and the peo- 
ple of the Diocese; 

(2) as representing the Church in the Dio- 
cese, the effort to secure the enactment of cer- 
tain legislative measures in the interests of so- 
cial advance; 

(3) continued survey and study of the field 
of social service. 

(1) Throughout the year a social service de- 
partment has been conducted in the Southern 
California Churchman, by the Chairman of the 
Commission. The material presented in this 
department is not officially passed upon by the 
Commission, but the department is conducted 
under the general authorization of the Com- 
mission as a part of its educational program. 

In December a letter was sent to all the 
clergy of the Diocese in charge of churches, 
calling attention to a pamphlet issued by the 
State Board of Charities and Corrections, en- 
titled: ‘‘A Study of County Jails, in California’’, 
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offering to furnish copies of this pamphlet and 
asking the clergy to preach to their people on 
the subject of jail conditions and the reform of 
the present method of dealing with misdemean- 
ants. The response to this letter was most grati- 
fying. Twenty-seven requests were received 
for the pamphlet and twenty-one of the clergy 
agreed to preach on the subject or to bring it 
before their people in some way. It was the in- 
tention of the Commission to focus the interest 
thus awakened upon an effort to secure definite 
legislation this year in line with bills approved 
by the Diocesan Convention and fostered by this 
Commission in the two preceding legislative 
sessions. For reasons which will be referred to 
later, the proposed bill was withheld. The 
creation of an intelligent sentiment among the 
people of our churches on the subject of so- 
ciety’s duty to criminals, however, will help 
greatly in the ultimate accomplishment of the. 
reforms so much needed. 

A subject that has engaged the attention of 
the Commission this year is the importance of 
what might be called “community conservation” 
in the smaller cities, towns and country districts 
in the Diocese, looking to lessening, if possible, 
the lure of the city for the young people of these 
tributary communities or at least sending them 
out better equipped in character, mind and 
body for the strain of life in the city. The op- 
portunity of the Church for leadership is no- 
where greater than in these communities, where 
it will be found usually that there are incipient 
social forces waiting to be organized and di- 
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rected, and an open field of usefulness so far 
as any competing interest of other churches, in 
the subject, is concerned. In order to bring this 
subject before the-clergy of the Diocese, the 
Commission sent to every clergyman in charge 
of a parish or a mission (excepting the cities in 
which there is more than one parish), a copy 
of a pamphlet entitled: ‘‘What Social Workers 
Should Know About their Own Communities’, 
containing a simple and comprehensive guide 
to community study. A letter, accompanying, 
suggested that a practical way to begin paro- 
chial social service work would be by setting a 
group of people in the church to studying their 
own community with this pamphlet as guide. 
It is impossible to believe that the solitary let- 
ter received in response to this effort is the 
measure of the interest of the clergy in the sub- 
ject of town and rural social service, which is 
becoming recognized as a key problem of so- 
cial progress. 

(2) The efforts of the Commission in the 
field of social legislation were confined to three 
selected bills, those having to do with child-la- 
bor, Sunday rest, and the improvement of jail 
conditions. Personal letters were written to all 
of the members of the Senate and of the As- 
sembly with reference to each of these bills, in- 
volving the sending of three hundred and sixty 
letters in all. Many replies were received ex- 
pressing interest. 

The Sunday Rest bill, known as the Morris 
Bill, was a broad provision to protect workers 
from unnecessary labor on Sunday and was 
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taken up by the Commission at the earnest so- 
licitation of an officer of the Barbers’ Union. 
Notwithstanding its liberal provisions in the 
way of exemptions providing for the gratifica- 
tion on Sundays of every legitimate want that 
a human being could experience, the bill was 
defeated because of its having been amended 
to include the closing of saloons on Sunday. 

The jail reform bill as finally presented by 
the State Board of Charities and Corrections 
was of the mildest type, that Board knowing 
the whole program of social legislation under 
consideration and the impossibility of making 
any progress with a bill that called for the ap- 
propriation of a large sum of money. The bill, 
which was passed, merely provided that cities 
and counties may combine with other cities and 
counties to employ convicted misdemeanants. 
It was felt that even this small advance would 
be a gain and the beginning of progress which 
will sometime result in the provision of scienti- 
fically organized state farms and institutions 
for the curative treatment of misdemeanants. 

Your Committee took an active part in the 
campaign to secure the much needed Federal 
Child Labor Bill which was passed by Congress 
last summer and signed by the President on 
September Ist. 

It also aided in the endeavor to have the Cal-, 
ifornia Legislature enact a Street Trades Bill, 
taking the very young children off the streets 
of the larger cities of the state and properly 
protecting the older ones engaged in street 
trading. 
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Similar laws are in force in many states. 
Every survey of this form of Child Labor has 
proved conclusively that the streets of large 
cities are no places for unprotected young child- 
ren, and are breeding places for vice and crime. 

The following brief extracts prove this ac- 
cepted fact. 

U. S. Government Report on Street Trades, 
Senate Document No. 645, based on cases of 
delinquent children brought before the juvenile 
courts of New York, Boston, Indianapolis, Phil- 
adelphia, Newark, Baltimore and Pittsburg 
says: 

“Tt is also a striking fact that while the delin- 
quent boys working at the time of the latest of- 
fense were scattered through more than fifty 
occupations, over six-sevenths of the connection 
cases are found among those working in street 
occupations and more than three-fifths come 
from two groups of workers, the errand and de- 
livery boys and newsboys and bootblacks.” 

Speaking of repeaters, this report says: 

“Selling newspapers and blacking shoes, act- 
ing as errand or delivery boy, peddling and 
working about the amusement resorts account 
for over two-thirds of these boys.”’ 

The report from the reformatories in New 
York City gives the following percentages of 
inmates as coming from the street trades:. 

Parental School, 60% ; Catholic Protectorate, 
80%; N. Y. Juvenile Asylum, 60%; House of 
‘Refuge, Randall’s Island, 70% ; Truant School, 
Brooklyn, 87%. 

In the Whittier State School of the 60% of 
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the inmates who were engaged in gainful oc- 
cupations at the time of their committment 
ONE-THIRD came from the streets of Califor- 
nia cities. 

The State Trades Bill, Senate Bill No. 101, - 
met with more determined opposition than any 
measure before the Legislature, except the Ro- 
minger Anti-Saloon Bill, and was finally defeat- 
ed. 

Until proper street regulations are secured 
the recruits to the criminal population will con- 
tinue to be made on the streets of California 
cities and many young lives will be needlessly 
ruined. 

The constituents of the several communities 
who wish to ascertain the standing of their rep- 
resentatives in the legislature upon these and 
other social measures can obtain full informa- 
tion by subscribing to the “History of the Legis- 
lature of 1917’ which can be ordered from 
Franklin Hichborn, Santa Clara, for $1.50. 

(3) Out of a large number of important sub- 
jects in the field of philanthropy and social ser- 
vice your Commission presents the following 
matters as of special importance at the present 
time. 


The American Red Cross. 


In view of the national emergency and the 
particular appropriateness of the churches’ co- 
operating in a ministry of service such as that 
for which the Red Cross exists, the Commission 
would earnestly recommend that the clergy of 
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the Diocese, in so far as they have not already 
done so, instruct their people by sermons or in 
other ways as to the purposes, methods and 
work of the American Red Cross Society and 
place their parish organizations at the dispo- 
sal of the local Red Cross in their several com- 
munities. 


Seaman’s Institute, at San Pedro. 


An excellent house has been purchased for 
this work and efforts are being made to secure 
a site near the water front. The present world 
situation directs attention to the sailor and gives 
him “his place in the sun’. On him depends 
the feeding of armies and nations; without him 
no relief measures can be carried out, and the 
winning of the war depends to a large extent 
on him. The Commission commends our work 
for seamen to the active support of our people. 


Eugenic Marriages. 


Your Commission notes with much satisfac- 
tion the passage of legislation looking to the 
regulation of marriage in this state, based upon 
a standard of physical fitness. 

Aside from the strictly scientific aspect of 
such a measure, we feel that its enforcement 
will prove to be a deterrent to the precipitate 

marriages, all too common and, above all, that 
‘it may be productive of a consciousness in the 
mind of the public at large— 

(a) of the inevitable deterioration conse- 
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quent upon a widespread disregard for the Di- 
vinely constituted principles fundamentally af- 
fecting the Human Race; 

(b) of the lamentable, and, in many cases, 
tragic consequences of such hastily assumed, 
and indiscriminate, ailiances; not only to the 
participants themselves, but also to those affil- 
ated with them through ties of kinship and af- 
fection; 

(c) of a well nigh criminal negligence due 
to a disregard for the rights of the generation 
still unborn. 


Food Conservation. 


Your Commission surveying the world-wide 
war and economic conditions attending the same 
and likely to follow, in the shape of famine and 
its cogener pestilence, and also in the interest 
of temperance, suggests that this Convention 
memorialize the President of the United: States 
to recommend to Congress the enactment of a 
national war measure prohibiting the making 
of grain into whiskey and alcohol and, in order 
to meet the requirements of the arts and medi- 
cine, reducing the revenue tax on converting 
fruits into brandy. By such a measure there 
will be saved for the nourishment of mankind 
some $15,000,000.00 worth of grain and on the 
other hand there will be conserved millions of 
pounds of fruit that is now being wasted and 
with a result of stimulating a great industry, 
the raising of fruit. 

We would recommend that a telegram or let- 
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ter be sent to the President of the United States 
in the following words: 

“The Diocese of Los Angeles of the Bpivcdpal 
Church strongly urges that you recommend to 
Congress the passage of a national war measure 
prohibiting the manufacture of whiskey and al- 
cohol from grain and reducing the revenue tax 
on converting fruit into brandy. Such a meas- 
ure will help to prevent food shortage, will pro- 
mote national efficiency in the army, shops, and 
farms; facilitate the maintenance of law and 
order; protect our youth in military service 
from the menace of intemperance and those dis- 
eases of which a high percentage is traced to 
drink.”’ 


Social Service in the Sunday School. 


The Church in the diocese and at large is 
seeking a proper curriculum for the Sunday 
School.. Your Commission believesthatthe curricu- 
lum should include the preparation of the com- 
ing generation of Churchmen for the perfor- 
mance of their full duty as Christians in the is- 
sues society has to face. A sense of social re- 
sponsibility is so fundamental to the Christian 
life and character that it must be prepared for 
in the early stages of religious education. In 
putting into their mouths the prayer, “Thy 
kingdom come on earth as it is in heaven,” our 
Lord places the whole subject of social recon- 
‘struction before His followers as a _ constant 
problem and as their continuous task. The ed- 
ucation of Christians should definitely aim to 
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make them understand this to be their duty, 
and to equip them to perform it. 

The Sunday School must teach Social Christ- 
ianity. It is not enough to have it teach per- 
sonal salvation alone; still less is its task ac- 
complished when it provides only a touch of 
things spiritual to the intellectual culture of the 
young. Religious education should include 
within its scope the definite aim at producing 
such results as these: : 

The awakening of a Social Consciousness 
through the socializing of the grace of Christ- 
ian sympathy so that it reach beyond one’s own 
group or “set”, to include every man on the ba- 
sis of his manhood: 

The cultivation of the Spirit of Service by 
extending the grace of personal unselfishness 
until it become social unselfishness, and ready to 
fulfill the basic constitutional clause of the 
Kingdom—tThou shalt love thy neighbor as if he 
were thyself: 

A constructive attitude towards the questions 
of reform based upon a vital faith in the right 
of Jesus Christ to rule in human affairs: 

An active interest in, and a militant influence 
on the right side of public moral issues, in obe- 
dience to such teaching as St. Luke 9:23, which 
shows us that the moral pacifist in the Church 
militant is as dangerous and as much to be con- 
demned as the political pacifist in a nation at 
war for its existence. 

Methods cannot be discussed in this report. 
Your Commission respectfully submits its find- 
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ings as to the results sought for to those in 
charge of the educational work in the church. 


Social Justice. 


Your Commission would recommend, to the 

careful study of every clergyman and layman 
of the Diocese, the resolution passed by the Gen- 
eral Convention at its regular meeting in 1916. 
It is as follows: 
Be It Resolved, That the service of the commu- 
nity and the welfare of the workers, not pri- 
marily private profits, should be the aim of 
every industry and its justification; and that 
the Church should seek to keep this aim con- 
stantly before the mind of the public; and that 
Christians as individuals are under the obliga- 
tion on the one hand conscientiously to scrutinize 
the sources of their income, and on the other 
hand to give moral support and prayer to every 
just effort to secure fair conditions and regular 
employment for wage-earners and the exten- 
sion of true democracy to industrial matters. 

The Commission respectfully requests for the 
continuance of its work the appropriation of 
not less than $150.00 for the current year.

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APPENDIX 14 


REPORT OF THE CITY MISSION SOCIETY. 


Any work of the Church which fails to take 
into account those elements in society which are 
the results of poverty, distress, crime, or of the 
unfortunate, no matter what has been the cause 
for the same, is failing to do the bidding of our 
Lord and Master when He said that we were 
“to feed the hungry, clothe the naked, house 
the stranger, visit the sick and imprisoned, for, 
‘inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto 
Mer” 

The City Mission Society is trying in a poor 
and very inadequate way to care for this work 
of our Lord,—inadequate, because of the lack 
of support on the part of the Church. A few 
things we have been able to do, but there are 
many things which we should do that we have 
not been able even to touch as yet. 

What we have been able to do in the past 
year is as follows: 

We have been caring for our communicants 
at the County Hospital as well as visiting and 
. ministering to many others who had no church 
affiliations. We have held services and minis- 
tered to the inmates at the County Farm. We 
have also held services at the East Side Jail and 
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looked after various individual cases in all the 
jails, giving what help we were able to give, and 
lastly held religious services at the Settlement. 


The County Hospital. 


First then, as to the County Hospital. This 
institution has a regular average attendance of 
from eleven to twelve hundred patients, offer- 
ing a field in which one man could give his en- 
tire time, for the needs of the Church’s ministra- 
tions are constant. In the past year between 
two hundred and fifty and three hundred pa- 
tients who are members of the Church have en- 
tered the hospital, and a large percentage of 
these people for various reasons are not attach- 
ed to any parish or mission of the Diocese, yet 
in spite of this one finds that most of these peo- 
ple respond when you approach them on spirit- 
ual matters, and are ready and willing to re- 
ceive the comfort and help which the Church, 
through her Sacraments, can give them. We 
have a celebration of the Holy Communion 
every Sunday morning at 7:45, in the County 
Chapel. Our congregation, made up of nurses 
and patients, numbers from four to twenty. In 
addition to this, there are a number of bedside 
communions every Sunday, so that the effort is 
made to administer the Sacrament to every com- 
municant who desires to receive it. We have 
also had three confirmations and ten baptisms, 
one a Japanese boy. About thirty-five of our 
communicants have died within the past year, 
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a large percentage of the deaths occurring in 
the tubercular ward. 

Once every two months we hold an afternoon 
service at which the music is furnished by the 
choirs of the various parishes of the city and 
vicinity. At this service we usually have a con- 
gregation of from thirty to fifty. 

One is impressed in this Hospital work with 
the fact that sin and sickness are in many cases 
very closely related, for many of those whose 
cases are hopelessly incurable have became so 
as the result of lives of indulgence and sin. Yet 
God touches the hearts of many of these people, 
and while the effects of the sin remain, yet it is 
a blessed privilege to bring them to repentance 
and to assure them of God’s pardon. One could 
write page after page of instances where souls 
have been brought back to God as the result of 
illness, all of which makes it very evident that 
the time of illness affords a special opportunity 
for the spiritual appeal. 

In addition to the services at the jail it has 
been possible to reach several of our own 
Church boys and to help them to get on their 
feet and make a new start in life. 


THE COUNTY FARM. 


At the County Farm, which numbers about 
600 inmates, 24 Sunday morning services were 
held in the Chapel, 6 of them being celebrations 
of the Holy Communion ;36 received communion. 
at Easter. Five were confirmed by the Bishop, 
June 25th. The poor people of the farm con- 
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tributed $1.90 to the Church Armenian and Sy- 
rian Relief Fund. In addition to this, several 
have been helped to find homes and employ- 
ment, and have been helped and encouraged 
after finding such. 

Many things have been done at the Farm for 
the needy, by helpers other than those on the 
staff, such as providing reading matter and giv- 
ing presents and cards at Christmas and Easter. 
At Christmas, one hundred gifts were distri- 
buted, and this in addition to two hundred at 
the County Hospital. 

The Church’s interest and ministrations have 
been greatly appreciated by these poor people. 
It is the thought that others are thinking of 
them, trying to put some brightness into their 
lives, that gives them the greater pleasure. This 
is also true of the Hospital, and it is gratifying 
to see an increase in the number of our church 
people who are visiting the poor and sick in 
these institutions and taking them flowers and 
delicacies. This Christian work brings greater 
blessings than the visitors realize. One of our 
greatest needs at present in Farm, Hospital and 
Jail is a large relief fund, for so often we find 
worthy cases that should be helped, but we are 
unable to do so for the lack of a few dollars. 


THE JAILS. 


The work at the East Side Jail has gone on as 
usual during the year. We have been supply- 
ing about fifteen two-cent stamps each week, 
but for some time we have been unable to get 
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hold of any cheap reading glasses. It seems 
they are ““Made in Germany” and are not com- 
ing here any more. In many cases they are bad- 
ly needed and should be provided even at con- 
siderably increased expense. We have had a 
number of liberal gifts of clothing, etc., of late, 
and have been able to respond to pretty nearly 
every request in this line. Mens’ clothing of all 
kinds, especially underclothing and shoes, are 
needed at all times and if consigned to the City 
Mission trunk, St. Paul’s Parish Huuse, will be 
put to good use in short order. 

We have been lately struck by the fact that 
the influence we have exercised on mens’ lives, 
in past years in our jail work, has been of a last- 
ing nature. This-is illustrated by a number of 
letters received about the same time, a month 
or two ago, from two men now living in two 
northern cities, both reformed drunkards and 
attributing their conversion to us, and both are 
now trying to help others and are fired with the 
ambition to devote the remainder of their lives 
to rescue work. 

In the County Jail we have been able to reach 
a number of individuals and help them in vari- 
ous ways. 


THE SETTLEMENT WORK. 


The Settlement work, which is being carried 
on by Deaconesses Mary and Anna and their 
co-workers at 9th and Wilson streets, does not 
come under the City Mission Society, but since 
the erection of the new building in which there 
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is a beautiful little chapel, the City Mission 
Chaplain has also been acting as chaplain to 
this work and has a childrens’ Eucharist and 
catechism every Saturday at 9 a.m.; the attend- 
ance varying from thirty to forty-five. A mid- 
week evening service has recently been started, 
there being an average attendance of about 
fifteen, most of whom are being instructed for 
confirmation. Since the first of November four- 
teen children have been baptized. 

With the exception of St. Philip’s Church for 
the colored people, this is the only church work 
that we are doing between Main Street and the 
River, and between Elysian Park and Vernon 
Avenue, a territory of at least eight square 
miles, which makes it very evident that we are 
not doing our work among the poor people. We 
should have a mission thoroughly equipped to 
meet all the need, spiritual and social, some- 
where in this district, and we can never remove 
that unpleasant stigma which clings to the 
Church,—that she is only for the middle and 
upper classes—until we go down among the 
poor and show them, in a real way, that the 
Church is interested in them and wants them. 
It is our Scriptural duty to see that the “poor 
have the gospel preached to them’ but in this 
city we are not doing our duty, save in two or 
three instances. 


FINAL WORD. 


Not only are we failing to touch the poor to 
any great degree but,—the young men and wo- 
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men who have taken a wrong step, what are we 
doing as a Church to help these young people 
to get on their feet and make a new start? All 
that many of these cases need, is to have some 
one take a real interest in them, not as a pro- 
fessional charity worker, but as a loving sister 
or brother, and the Church can do this work 
most effectually, if she will. A few church peo- 
ple, but only a few, are already doing this and 
splendid results are following. We should also 
be doing our share of rescue work, and we 
should have a place, a part of the City Mission 
center, if you will, with dormitories, dining 
room, and labor bureau, where the man who is 
up against it can come and be given a chance 
to make good, whether he comes off the streets 
or out of the jail. 

This is, in brief, a part of the vision we should 
have for the City Mission work, and it can all 
be realized and, more too, if the Church were 
only awake to her opportunities and responsi- 
bilities. There is no limit to the work that can 
be done except the limit that is imposed by the 
failure of the Church to provide for that work. 

The Annual meeting of the City Mission So- 
ciety will be held on Tuesday, June 5th, at 3 
o’clock p.m., at St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral Parish 
House.

REPORT OF THE NEIGHBORHOOD SETTLE- 
MENT, 1917 


The great event in Settlement history during the 
past year was the new building. This was fore-shad- 
owed by the appeal of the Bishop in his last Conven- 
tion address, for funds for a proper means of hous- 
ing the Settlement, which resulted in the raising of 
the necessary money for that purpose. 

The happy suggestion of celebrating the Bishop’s 
birthday was entered into most heartily by all, and 
a great deal of interest was created at that time. The 
sum realized at the fete, which was given by the la- 
dies of the board, made it possible to begin the build- 
ing, which was opened early in December. 

The building is proving most satisfactory and ade- 
quate, and in it you have given to the children and 
people of the neighborhood something they are very 
proud of, and a place that is a joy to the workers. 

The Kindergarten room has been spoken of as one 
of the finest in Los Angeles. Donations of furniture 
and equipment have come from many sources. 

The following report was made for the National 
Federation of Settlements by a representative sent 
to Los Angeles for the Questionnaire on the Pre-adol- 
escent Girl. It has the double advantage of letting 
us see ourselves as others see us, and of giving you the 
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benefit of an outsider’s opinion on your investment 
of last year. 

‘<Mhis is a residential settlement, of six workers, two 
resident maternity doctors, 20-25 volunteer workers, 
and nurses and doctors attending the clinics, which 
are an important part of the activities. It more 
closely resembles the type of settlement in the Hast 
than most of those on the Coast, where the resident 
worker has not found foot-hold. It is the opinion of 
experienced observers that it will be essential to de- 
velop the resident idea, to cope with the problems of 
congestion and increasing foreign population. 

The reports already sent to Chicago in answer to 
the Questionnaire were made over a space of several 
weeks by workers in conferences that were held at 
the Neighborhood House. Representatives from the 
Los Angeles (former Coleman) House, the Brown- 
son House (Roman Catholic,) the International Ins- 
titute (Y.W.C.A.) and the Federation of Hebrew Char- 
ities, attended. Two students of Sociology at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California worked on the in- 
quiry, for credit, and a former worker in the Charities 
did the tables based on the information, of which the 
individual studies, of 65 families, sent in by the 
Neighborhood House, are a fair example. This il- 
lustrates the definite co-operation used in the report, 
which I have not found anywhere else in the state, 
and which greatly increases the value of the results. 

The neighborhood of this settlement is well known 
to the workers, who employ friendly visiting to a 
large extent. It has been a settlement of the Episco- 
pal church for 138 years, preceded by the work of an 
independent preacher of some years’ standing. It 
is now conducted by the Deaconesses of the Episco- 
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pal church. The community is largely Negro (of the 
good type of the train porter’s family, settled at this 
point at the end of his run,) North Italians, Sicilians, 
Syrians, Chinese, Japanese and large numbers of 
Mexicans. The work includes a Kindergarten, clas- 
ses for little girls, boys’ clubs, sewing school, gar- 
ment classes, gymnasium, library and baths. Musical 
organizations meet here and it has the open air clinic 
for children carried on by the city, and corrective 
exercises in the open air by a volunteer physical 
trainer. A nose and throat clinie in connection with 
the above is also operated. The maternity and tuber- 
culosis clinics and the milk station were held here 
till lack of space required their removal to the im- 
mediate vicinity. 

The neighborhood includes five. public schools, 
none nearer than nine blocks’ distance, all on the far 
side of the multiplied level tracks of the Salt Lake, 
Santa Fe, Southern Pacific and Pacific Electric Rail- 
ways, and their spurs to the packing houses, which 
encircle this district. There are no city recreation 
grounds in the neighborhood. The industries open to 
girls are the packing house, chili, pickle, mattress fac- 
tories and the laundries. 

Among the aims of the settlement are the further 
development of work among adults and instruction 


for the mothers of girls, who show the characterics 
of their respective races. 


The polls are held on the premises and it is the ef- 
fort of the house to arouse a deeper interest in the 
use of the vote. Civie activities are centered about 
it and it supplies the only convenient place for politi- 
. cal meetings in the neighborhood. The registration 
for the draft on June 5 will be here. The Red Cross 
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Auxiliary uses a workroom and the W.C.T.U., holds 
meetings here.- The hall is used for general enter- 
tainments, dramatic performances, etc., attended by — 
the people near by. The social and clinic quarters 
were rebuilt last year. No dance hall and and only 
two small movies are within walking distance. The 
streets and the settlement play-ground are the child- 
ren’s play space. The houses are occupied by separ- 
ate families. Bad housing conditions exist, modified 
by the favorable climate and absence of congestion. 
The general tone of the neighborhood is improved 
of recent years. Its nickname, ‘‘The Dynamite Belt,’’ 
was due to frequent fires, explosions and shootings, 
that were of common occurrence. Cases of distress 
are often found, and reported and under the plan 
followed in Los Angeles, are dealt with by the Coun- 
ty Charities and the municipal district nurses, with 
the co-operation of the workers at the settlement. 
The house has definite religious ideals and a chapel 
is included in the building, where Saturday services 
are held, to admit of attendance at the individual 
place of worship on Sunday. The city missionary 
of the Episcopal church has classes and is in touch 
with the people. Educational activity along religious 
lines is held to be an integral part of the uplifting 
work of the settlement. The common experience of 
opposition by the local Roman priest is found here 
as elsewhere, but has been modified of late years. 
Other religious bodies are poorly represented in the 
district.

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Already it is evident that the Church is widening 
her influence through the chapel. Since the House 
Blessing on the Fifth of December there have been 
several special services. One day in Lent the Bishop 
held a quiet-day for the members of the Deaconess 
Chapter, as is his custom every year. 

Monday in Holy Week, a one day’s retreat was con- 
ducted by the Chaplain, Rev. A. M. Smith, for about 
thirty women. Not only the chapel, but the whole 
place proved so well adapted to the purpose that it is 
hoped to have occasional retreats here that will reach 
an ever increasing number of Church women. 

On the Saturday before Easter occurred the mest 
beautiful service of all when Bishop Johnson ‘‘set 
apart,’’ as Deaconesses, two settlement workers. 

The clergy present were Rev. T. C. Marshall, Rev. 
A. M. Smith and Rev. J. D. H. Browne. 

The regular services, held by the chaplain, are the 
Saturday morning Celebration and Catechism class 
of about thirty children, and a service on Thursday 
evening. 

Fourteen children have been baptized and a num- 
ber are being prepared for Confirmation. 

Along all lines the past year has been the most 
notable one in the history of the Settlement. 

For all His Blessings we most humbly and devout- 
ly thank Ged and take courage.

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APPENDIX 16 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION. 


On June 13, under the presidency of the 
Bishop, the new Board met and organized by 
the election of the Rev. Charles T. Murphy as 
Vice-President, and of C. J. Walker, Esq., as 
Secretary and Treasurer. An Executive Com- 
mittee consisting of the vice-president, the Rev. 
A. G. H. Bode, and Mr. H. J. Haysom, was ap- 
pointed and instructed to arrange for the hold- 
ing of a summer conference of Sunday School 
Workers. 

Accepting the kind invitation of its Rector, 
the Board was able to conduct this Conference 
successfully at St. Augustine’s, Santa Monica, 
July 11, 12 and 18, 1916. The attendance was 
excellent and the interest keen. One hundred 
and twelve delegates from approximately thir- 
ty-five Schools signed the register. Eighteen 
sessions for worship, instruction or social inter- 
course crowded the three days. Thirty-five 
names, including the Bishop of the Diocese, ap- 
peared in the list of speakers. The theory, or- 
ganization and practical workings of Sunday 
Schools were reviewed. , 

In obedience to a resolution passed at the 
Santa Monica Conference, the Board provided 
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a Fall Conference on the subject of Enrollment, 
Statistics and Methods of Expansion. Through 
the gracious hospitality of the Rev. J. Arthur 
Evans, this was held in St. Stephen’s Church 
and Parish House, Hollywood, November 13 
However, the task is so great, and the crisis 
in religious education is so imminent that the 
Board believes that new and better methods 
should be adopted, in dealing with our prob- 
lems. If the Sunday School is to be no longer a 
small side issue, but to take the place it should 
in the life of the Church, we must improve our 
machinery. But modern machinery is expen- 
sive. The diocese should have a competent man 
to give his entire time and strength as Field 
Secretary to leadership in our educational 
work. One or more men could profitably be 
engaged as Sunday School Missionaries in es- 
tablishing and developing Church instruction 
points where organized parishes or missions 
cannot be maintained. Further, the demand 
for a Diocesan School of Instruction for Teach- 
ers is very insistent, but can only be properly 
met by providing money to meet its expense. 
All of this brings us face to face with a ques- 
tion of fundamental importance: What is to be 
the policy of the Diocese with regard to the 
work with the young? Is it to continue to let 
the children pay the expenses as well as they 
can, and leave the work of teaching and ex- 
tension in the hands of amateurs and volunteers, 
as at present? Or shall ways and means be 
found to finance a sensible and modern pro- 
gram? This subject should be faced in a defi- 
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nite and whole-visioned way, and discussed 
from its various angles, so that a properly bal- 
anced program, having due regard to the other 
Diocesan and Missionary requirements can be 
set forth and striven for. 

A closing word. The crisis in our national 
affairs occasioned by the war, and the tremen- 
dous calls of patriotism in connection with pre- 
paredness in other departments of life, must 
not be allowed to divert our attention from the 
spiritual needs of the children. But a little re- 
flection will convince us that the care of the 
souls of our young people is a part, and a vi- 
tally important part of the work we have to 
do, not only for the Church but for our Coun- 
try. It is, in fact the Church’s chief business 
to mobilize the moral forces and prepare the 
spiritual fabric of the young for the high ser- 
vice on behalf of liberty and justice which they 
will be called upon to give. Woe to our cause 
and the future of our ideals if faith in God and 
knowledge of His laws be permitted to fade out 
of the minds of the rising generation in the 
stress of physical conflict. But this will cer- 
tainly happen if a patriotism is taught which is 
entirely expressed in military drills, food pro- 
duction and munition manufacturing. Fur- 
thermore, it is the sad truth that youth must 
pay with its sweat and blood the awful physi- 
cal charges of modern warfare. And do we 
realize that the possible prolongation—yes, 
the probable prolongation—of this world con- 
flict will mean that upon even the little ones 
now under our hands will fall the heaviest bur- 
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dens of human strife. Here then is the great 
opportunity and supreme duty of those charged 
with the religious education of the young: to 
spiritualize the awful sorrows and sacrifices of 
war, and to impart that supreme blessing ,—a 
knowledge of our God through Jesus Christ, 
Who is the Ruler of the destines of men not on- 
ly in this life but in the life to come.

REPORT OF BISHOP’S SCHOOL FOR YOUNG 
CHILDREN. 


To the Twenty-Second Convention, Diocese of Los 
Angeles: 

The Glendora Foot-hills School makes the follow- 
ing report of its activities during its first year as 
‘‘The Bishop’s School for Young Children.”’ 

The School has advertised in seven leading periodi- 
cals and newspapers. Has written 738 personal let- 
ters to parents with children. Has mailed 2000 cata- 
logues, cards and marked newspaper articles relating 
to the school. Its Principals have come into personal 
contact, through letters, calls, and by entertainment 
at the school, with over 100 physicians, clergymen, 
and educators, living in practically all the large cities 
and Universities of the U. S. The school has enter- 
tained, in three large, formal affairs and many small, 
informal ways, over three hundred people, parents, 
teachers and others. Has had 152 inquiries relating 
to the placing of children. 

During the year the school has served 31 children, 
from 17 families, in its regular and special classes. 
It has employed three teachers. All salaries have 
been paid in full, in advance, at the half-yearly 
periods. There are no debts, the total liabilities to 
date being represented by no less than $100 in ecur- 
rent bills, which amount includes balance due on new 
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issue of catalogues for the coming year. The policy 
of the Principals has been to permit no indebtedness 
against this new institution bearing the Bishop’s 
name, and to keep its financial credit ‘‘A-1,’’ though 
it has asked and received no financial help from the 
Diocese or any outside source. 

The school has felt that the only possible compen- 
sation it can make to Bishop Johnson for his gener- 
osity in permitting the use of his name and giving 
so freely invaluable advice and guidance, is to ex- 
tend, in his name, help to some little child who needs 
it. This has been done this year by giving a full 
scholarship, to a child who was in peculiar need of 
such help. Through the kindly co-operation of our 
consulting physician, a free operation was obtained 
for this child at the Children’s Hospital, certain phy- 
sical defects corrected, and, through the larger share 
of individual attention possible in the small groups 
of such a school as this, the child has come to his own 
physically, mentally, and spiritually to an extent that 
it is a joy to all concerned. The school hopes to be 
able to continue at least one such scholarship and 
hopes that eventually endowments will be placed in 
the Bishop’s hands for other full or partial scholar- 
ships, as the dire need of same has been one of the 
sad developments of even this first year of our work. 

The Bishop’s School for Young Children has of- 
fered its services to the Nation for the care of child- 
ren of mothers who may wish to volunteer for active 
Red Cross service at the front. It stands ready to do 
so through any plan of co-operation with Red Cross. 
or Civie organizations which the Bishop may ap- 
prove: for it is felt that through the work, for which 
we are trained and equipped, we can render most 
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effective service, in this’ time of need; and the care 
of little children has been, and is, one of the greatest 
problems of all the nations at war.

REPORT FOR 1916-1917. 


Owing to the present position of the Institute 
on Nob Hill, this has been mainly a year of 
‘holding on.” A great advance, however, from 
the time of the last Convention has been made. 

The large house is now the property of the 
Institute, chiefly owing to the generosity of 
Mrs. Thomas R. Bard, of Hueneme, who gave 
the $1000 needed to complete the purchase, 
with the proviso that it should be considered a 
loan without interest, until such time as we had 
a lot on which to move it. Mr. J. Crampton An- 
derson, has kindly loaned a splendid lot, a few 
feet from the location of the first Institute, 
where we had such good success. 

The house has been quite comfortably fur- 
nished by a number of the friends of seamen, 
a list of donors and subscribers too long to quote 
here. 

St. John’s Parish, Los Angeles, gave $101 for 
necessary repairs, Mrs. Rea Smith gave furnish- 
ings for a bedroom; the officers of the S.S. Bar- 
rister, Harrison Line, gave in June a large flag, 
and other friends have kept up the supply of 
magazines for the ships. 
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Baggage and letters have been cared for as 
usual. 

From now on through the coming years we 
feel and trust that an ever-increasing work of 
love for these men to whom the world owes so 
much, will flow in, through and out from the 
Seamen’s Church Institute of San Pedro, Cali- 
fornia.

REPORT OF THE AUDITING COMMITTEE 


To the Twenty-second Annual Convention, Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles. 

The Auditing Committee reports: 

That it has carefully examined the books of the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. W. C. Mushet, for the 
year ending May 16th, 1917, and found everything 
in good order. Vouchers are on file for all transac- 
tions and the book entries were checked from these. 

The Committee compared the financial reports pre- 
pared by the Treasurer with the book entries and 
finds them in agreement. 

The Committee also examined the books of the Sec- 
retary of the Corporation of the Diocese, Mr. H. Ivor 
Thomas, for the year ending May 12, and found them 
correct, with vouchers on file. The condition of the 
various funds and investments of the Diocese was 
found to be as stated in the Report of the Directors 
of the Corporation. 

The papers relating to the investments of the Dio- 
cese, under the care of the Secretary, were found in 
complete order. The Ingram loan is in process of 
foreclosure, the papers being in the hands of the At- 
torney for the Corporation, and his receipt for same 
was found. The Kupfer loan is being paid off, and 
the papers had been withdrawn for that purpose. 

The notes belonging to the mortgage loans of the 
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Diocese were inspected at the First National Bank 
where they are placed for collection of interest. The 
interest payments are credited as stated in the Sec- 
retary’s report. 

The investment bonds are kept in the safe deposit 
valuts of the First National Bank, in the joint care of 
the Secretary of the Corporation and the Treasurer 
of the Diocese. They were found as reported, with 
coupons attached. 

At the request of the Committee on the Church 
Pension Fund, this Committee has audited the ac- 
counts of the Treasurer, Mr. George Wigmore, to the 
30th of April, checking all entries on the books, and 
found everything in due order. 

The bank balances of all these officers agree with 
their reports. 

The Committee acknowledges the courteous assis- 
tance given them by Mr. Mushet, Mr. Thomas and 
Mr. Wigmore, and takes pleasure in calling attention 
to the efficient way in which these gentlemen have dis- 
charged their duties. 

The Auditing Committee is in doubt whether or 
not the monies paid to the Treasurer of the Commit- 
tee on Church Pension Fund, for the account of the 
Church Pension Fund Commission, are to be proper- 
ly considered ‘‘funds belonging to the Diocese,’’ and 
therefore coming within the scope of its duties, as de- 
fined by Section 48 of the Canons. The Committee 
desires to be instructed on this point by the Conven- 
tion, for its future guidance. 

In this connection the Auditing Committee desires 
to call attention to the fact that with the growth of 
the Diocese, and the corresponding increase in the 
volume of its business, the work of Auditing its ac- 
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counts has become correspondingly burdensome. 
Your Committee therefore asks authority to employ 
such clerical help as will enable it to make as com- 
plete an audit in the future as it has endeavored to 
do in the past, and has made application to the Fi- 
nance Committee for an appropriation for this pur- 
pose.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE 
CHURCH 


Your Committee on the State of the Church is pre- 
vented from giving you a statistical report because 
figures for the current year are at this time inac- 
cessible. 

We are convinced however, that in nearly every 
department of Diocesan activity comparative figures 
will show not only the sure and steady growth 
through the 21 years of the existence of our Diocese, 
but notably so as to the year past. 

Relatively, to the rapid growth in population, both 
permanent and transient, the actual figures may not 
in all cases mark the same rapid strides in growth, 
but none the less that steady trend toward permanent 
and broad efficiency is evidenced on every hand. 

The widening sphere of our institutional work, the 
increase both in numbers and efficiency of organi- 
zations, our hospital, schools, homes, city mission 
work and social service, present an inspiring and 
optimistic future that the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
under its splendid and gracious leadership, has come 
and is still rapidly coming into its own. We have 
surely been blessed with equipment which for many 
_ years ought to enable us to accomplish much of the 
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real design and work of the Church’ of Christ. in 
philanthropic lines. 

The various reports from our Diocesan institutions 
and Commissions, will themselves furnish you with 
the encouraging details. 

The sum of statistics from the present 41 Parishes 
and 56 Missions or Mission stations will show that the 
many workers of our field—both clergy and laity— 
are far from merely marking time. We learn that 
there have been this year 680 Confirmations. We have 
35 lay readers and 4 candidates for Orders. 

The effort for a renascence of our work in Sunday 
School and general religious education ought to bring 
a prospect of strengthening one of the weaker spots in 
the outlook; for one chief index of the genuine spirit- 
uality of our people will be that our young men 
are being led in greater numbers toward the holy 
ministry as leaders in Christ’s work, and that our 
young people in general are being inspired, as a re- 
sult of family religious training and church training 
combined, to seek for avenues of useful consecrated 
service for Christ. Of the many aspects which we 
would like to mention as to the present state of the 
Church may we choose just a few to suggest for 
your serious thought—for you are no doubt convinc- 
ed with us—that, whether our Diocesan equipment 
and endowments, all activities are vain unless at- 
tended with the motive of establishing upon earth 
the Kingdom of our Blessed Lord, and of sustaining 
amongst ourselves the true, and tried fundamentals 
of the Christian Faith. In other words, we shall do 
well to keep ever before us the vision of the prophet 
Ezekiel, who saw a great machine, as it were, many 
wheels within wheels, yet gave the assurance that 
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they all were ‘vorthless and useless, unless filled with 
the Spirit of God. 

However equipped with the machinery for work, 
our efforts are worse than vain, save we have the 
power within us that indicates the presence of the 
Spirit of God. 

Every effort, therefore, is worth while which stands 
for the maintenance of the old fashioned standards of 
the faith once for all delivered. 

To this end—nothing confronts the present state 
of the Church that is more important than the duty 
of grappling with the problem of Religious Edutation 
in its many aspects—but specifically the study classes, 
for ‘teachers, Sunday Schools, and Missions—and 
again in the effort to get Church literature into our 
homes, and Parishes. 

Magazines of all sorts we may find in our homes— 
but, as for a general Church paper, or even the de- 
sire for one, it is by comparison a negligible quantity. 

Then we wonder why our sectarian brethren, and 
the many modern cults, thrive in enthusiasm and are 
so well posted in their respective tenets. 

We can well imagine a wonderful transformation 
if even a majority of our Church families would 
habitually furnish themselves with Church periodicals 
and Church literature which is more available now 
than ever before. 

Every family may at least have now that new and 
worthy church newspaper ‘‘The Witness’’ at one 
dollar a year, a new venture—for the laity of the 
.Church and their instruction—to say nothing of that 
most excellent Church paper published in our own 
Diocese. 


The splendid results already attained in our Dio- 
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cese—notably by the Woman’s Auxiliary and the 
successful effort in raising $123,000 toward the Pen- 
sion Fund, are sufficient proof—that many equally 
successful efforts but await the united zeal and con- 
secration of our men as well as our women—toward 
great attainments. 

Exceptionally intelligent people we have to deal 
with. 

Only intensive knowledge of needs and conditions 
and opportunities is required to give assurance that 
the Church is resolved to grasp the present unpar- 
alleled opportunity of service; to use the power that 
may be hers; to have the Spirit of God, within the 
wheels of her machinery, and with humility, faith, 
and courage to adopt as her motto—‘Go forward.’’

The Diocesan Corporation, known in law as ‘‘The 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles,’’ is the Trustee under the Canons of all the 
permanent invested funds of the Diocese, that is: 

The Episcopate Endowment Fund; 

The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund; 

The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund; 

The Diocesan Missionary Endowment Fund. 

The Diocesan Corporation is also the Trustee to 
which sheuld be conveyed all property for the bene- 
fit and use of the organized Missions of the Diocese 
under the trusts provided in the Canons. 

The Bishop of the Diocese is incorporated as a 
corporation sole under the name of ‘‘The Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in Los Angeles, 
present incumbent, Joseph Horsfall Johnson,’’ and 
is authorized to receive and administer all trust 
funds and property for the use and benefit of the 
Church in the Diocese which may be intrusted to 
him, including all religious, benevolent or educa- 
tional objects connected therewith. All gifts, be- 
quests or devises for the establishment of the Cathe- 
dral, or of schools under the auspiccs of the Church, 
will be received and held by the Bishop, as corpora- 
tion sole, until the incorporation of the several and 
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appropriate corporations authorized to receive and 
administer the respective funds and property. 

‘““The Hospital of the Good Samaritan’’ is the cor- 
porate title of the hospital organization, which is 
organized and conducted under the auspices of 
Church people, and is officially connected with the 
Diocese. 

Free beds in perpetuity may be endowed in the 
hospital upon payment of $10,000., or gifts, bequests 
or devises for the benefit of the hospital may be made 
to the Corporation.

The Reverend Erastus De Wolf, the senior Priest 
by ordination in the Diocese, entered into rest on 
February 6th., after a short illness, at the advanced 
age of eighty-two years. For nearly fifty-sim years 
he had served most faithfully in the sacred ministry 
of the Church. 

Mr. De Wolf was born in Bristol, Rhode Island, in 
1884, Ordered Priest in 1868, he accomplished a most 
successful work in Illinois, Wisconsin and Colorado.

tremes of the period of life—the aged saint and the 
little children: ‘‘Let them praise the name of the 
Lord; for His Name alone is excellent: His Glory 1s 
above the earth and Heaven.’’ ;

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Canons Revised and Amended 


Convention 1917 


I. Constitutions, Article XXI, Section 55, was 
amended to read: 

The Convention shall have the power to raise 
money by tax or assessment on the Parishes and Mis- 
sions of this Diocese, by Canon or by Special Vote, 
(for an assessment not provided for by Canon) for 
the regular expenses of this Diocese, and for such 
other purposes as the Convention may from time to 


time approve and direct; provided, a Special Vote 
shall be a two-thirds vote of each order, Clerical and 


Lay, ete. 


II. Canon IV, Section 15, was amended by adding 
at the end thereof the following: 


Any such penalty of forfeiture of seat or seats in 
the Convention shall terminate with the Convention 
at which the delinquency was reported. 


‘ITI. Canon VII, Section 47, was amended by adding 
at the end thereof the following: 


It shall be the duty of this Committee : 

1. To maintain general supervision of the financial 
affairs of the Diocese; to secure simplicity and ac- 
curacy in collection and disbursements of all funds, 
and co-operation between the various officers, trusts, 
_ and boards of the Convention; for which purpose it 
shall establish its own rules and keep a record of its 


meetings, all of which shall be submitted annually to 
the Convention. 
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.2. To act as advisor of the Bishop in financial mat- 
ters; and, upon request, as advisor to individual par- 
ishes within the Diocese or District. 

3. To perform such other duties relating to the 
business affairs of the Diocese or District as may be 
referred to it. 

IV. Relative to the new Fiscal Year, the following 
changes were made: 

Section 12 of Article V of the Constitutions was 
amended by inserting the word January in lieu of the 
word May. 

Section 90 of Canon XI was amended by inserting 
the word December in lieu of the word April. 

Section 92 of the same Canon was amended by in- 
serting the word December in lieu of the word April. 

Sections 108 and 110 of Canon XIII were amended 
by inserting the word January in lieu of the word 
May. 

Section 125 of Canon XVII was amended by in- 
serting the word December in lieu of the word April. 

V.The title of Canon VII was changed to read: THE 
REGULAR COMMITTEES OF THE CONVEN- 
TION AND LIMITATION OF AUTHORITY OF 
ALL COMMITTEES, COMMISSIONS, BOARDS, 
OFFICERS AND AGENTS: 

And a new section to be numbered Section 438, was 
added to said Canon, which reads as follows: 

(1) No regular or special committee, commission, 
board, officer, or agent, elected, appointed, or con- 
stituted by the Annual Convention of this Diocese, 
shall have authority to incur any financial obligation 
binding upon the Convention or the Diocese, in excess 
of the appropriation voted by the Convention to such 
regular or special committee, commission, board, offi- 
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cer, or agent, unless such authority be expressly given 
by the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, in writ- 
ing, and approved, in writing, by the Finance Com- 
mittee, specifying the amount and cause for which 
such financial obligation may be incurred, and the 
incurring of such financial obligation be thereafter 
authorized at a regularly held meeting of the mem- 
bers of the particular committee, commission, or 
board for whose benefit such authority is being sought. 

(2) Every regular or special committee, commis- 
sion, or board, elected, appointed, or constituted by 
the Annual Convention of this Diocese, shall, at its 
organization meeting, cause to be entered upon its 
Minutes a resolution limiting the authority of its 
members and officers in accordance with the provisions 
of paragraph (1) of Section 43 of this Canon. 

VI. Canon VII, Section 47, was amended by adding 
thereto a new sub-section to be known as Sub-section 
(d), as follows: 

The Diocesan Missionary assessment upon each 
Parish and Mission shall be assessed by the method 
appointed in Section (¢c) of this Canon for the as- 
sessment.

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-JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, January 16, 1918. 

The Twenty-third Annual Convention of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with 
the celebration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s 
Pro-Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a.m. on this day. 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D.D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by the Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack, as Epis- 
toler, and the Rev. Dr. Dotten as Gospeller, and in 
the administration of the Sacred Elements by the 
Rev. J. Arthur Evans, the Rev. C. S. Mook and the 
Rev. Dr. Davidson. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary announced that more than one-third 
of the Clergy had deposited attendance slips and 
more than one-third of the Parishes and Missions 
had signified that they were represented by the at- 
tendance slips of their Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready 
for business. 

On motion, the reading of the Order of Business 
was dispensed with. 

On motion of Rev. R. L. Windsor, Rey.. Alfred 
Fletcher was nominated as Secretary. 
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There being no further nominations, Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher was declared elected. 

The Secretary appointed Rev. R. L. Windsor as 
Assistant Secretary. 

Rev. Dr. Learned moved that the amendments to the 
Order of Business and Rules of Order which were 
adopted in the last Convention be made permanent 
and embodied in the Rules. Adopted. 

The Chair re-appointed Rev. R. L. Windsor, Rev. 
Dr. Learned, and Rev. J. Arthur Evans as Committee 
on Dispatch of Business. 

Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack offered the following 
resolution : 

Resolved: That a Committee of five be appoint- 
ed to suggest ways and means by which the pres- 
ent burden of Diocesan taxation may be lightened 
and to report this afternoon at such time as will 
best suit the convenience of the Convention. 
Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee: Very 
Rev. Dr. MacCormack, Rev. Dr. Learned, Rev. C. L. 
Barnes, Rev. Dr. Deuel, Mr. W. C. Mushet. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address, (Ap- 
pendix 1.) 

The question being raised by Dr. Learned, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Canons, at the Chair’s re- 
quest the Chancellor gave hig opinion as to the le- 
gality, under the Canons, of this Convention as the 
Twenty-third annual Convention of the Diocese. 

He stated that,. under the canonical action of the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, i.e., the 
Bishop—who for Satisfactory reasons changed the 
date from May to January 16—this Convention was 
definitely made legal; and that, as such, it was en- 
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tirely competent to take action regarding the ratifica- 
tion of the amendment to the Constitutions, Article 
V, §12, which was adopted by the last Convention. 

Dr. Davidson moved that, on reassembling after 
recess—the first Order of the Day be the considera- 
tion of such ratification after the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials. Adopted. 

On motion, Convention adjourned until 2:00 p.m.

Dr. MacCormack presented the report of the Spec- 
ial Committee on Diocesan Economy : 

The Committee on Diocesan Economies appointed 
at this morning’s session has considered the question 
referred to it and begs leave to move the following 
suggestions: 
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First—As a war measure that the expenses of the 
delegates to the General Convention be discontinued’ 
during the continuation of the war. ; 

Second—That the amount of the money already set 
aside for this purpose be turned back again into 

the General Fund for Diocesan expenses. 

Third—That $500.00 only be paid on the note of 

$3000.00 at the First National Bank of Los Angeles. 

Fourth—That the Finance Committee bring the as- 

sessment for the expenses of the Diocese as near to 

414 % as is possible. Adopted. 

The Committee on Credentials reported that thirty- 
nine Parishes and Sixteen Missions had sent certified 
lists of Lay-Delegates and that all such were entitled 
to representation if the Diocesan assessments were 
paid. 

Seventy-four of the Clergy registered as present 
and upwards of one hundred Lay-Delegates registered 
as representing the thirty-two Parishes and twelve 
Missions that, having paid their assessments, were 
entitled to representation. 

The Treasurer presented the report of delinquent

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‘The Order of the Day being taken up, Dr. Learned, 
Chairman of the Committee on Canons, read the first 
section of its report: 

Report OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS 

To the Twenty-third Annual Convention of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles: 

I. The following amendment to the Constitutions 
was approved by the Convention of 1917, and, under 
Article XXIII, comes before this Convention for fi- 
nal adoption: ‘‘That Section 12 of Article V of the 
Constitutions be amended by inserting the word ‘Jan- 
uary’ in lieu of the word ‘May.’ ”’ 

Your Committee recommends the final adoption of 
the above amendment. 

Dr. Learned moved such adoption. Rev. C. T. 
Murphy moved, in amendment, that the date of the 
Annual Convention be the Wednesday next following 
upon January 25th. 

The amendment was adopted unanimously. The 
original motion to ratify the amendment to the Con- 
stitutions,—as further amended, was then adopted by 
the unanimous vote of both Orders, voting separately. 

Dr. Learned moved an amendment to the Canons 
that—to conform to the changed date of Convention 
—the Parochial Reports be sent to the Secretary 
and Treasurer on or before January 17. Adopted. 

The Report of the Committee on Canons continu- 
ing, the following resolutions and recommendations 
were severally adopted: 

II. The following resolution, offered by Mr. Brett, 
was referred to this Committee: 

‘Resolved, That the Committee on Canons be 


requested to report at the next Convention a 
Canon providing for the method of electing the

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Directors of the Corporation.’’ 

Your Committee recommends that this matter be 
referred to a Special Committee to report before the 
close of today’s session. Adopted. 

III. This Committee was instructed to prepare a 
revision of Canon XXXIII. 

Your Committee recommends the adoption of the 
following : 

1—Resolved, That Section 213 of Canon 

XXXIII be amended by the addition thereto of 

a sub-section (a)—‘‘The Court shall select and 

appoint a Lay Communicant of this Church, 

learned in the law and, if possible, having had 
judicial experience, as its Assessor, who shall act 
as its legal advisor ; and the Court shall be bound 
to consult their Assessor on all points of pro- 
cedure before deciding the same.’’ Adopted. 
2—Resolved, That Section 218 of Canon 

XXXIIT be further amended by the addition 

thereto of a sub-section (b)—‘‘ Before proceeding 

to trial the Court may adopt and declare Rules 
of Procedure which shall govern the conduct of 
the trial.’’ Adopted. 

3—Resolved, That Section 215 of Canon 

XXXII be amended by the insertion, on the 7th 
line, after the words ‘‘should be pronounced”’ of 
the following words in parenthesis: ‘‘ (provided, 
that any member of the Court, not concurring 
in the decision of the Court, may write and ap- 
pend to such decision a dissenting opinion.)’’ 

Adopted. 

4— Resolved, That Canon XX XIII be amended 
by the addition thereto of a new section, num- 
bered 219, to read as follows: 


epee IM 
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““The expenses of every trial contemplated by 
this Canon (which shall include the expenses of 
the accused clergyman, in ease of his acquittal) ; 
shall be paid out of the Convention Funds, by the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, when the same has been 
authorized or approved by the Court and the 
Standing Committee.’’ Adopted. 

IV. There was submitted to this Committee, by 
Mr. A. W. Morgan, a proposed substitute for Section 
201 of Canon XXXII. 

Your Committee recommends for adoption the fol- 
lowing : 

Resolved, That Section 201 of Canon XXXII 
be amended by striking out the words of the 
present Section 201, and substituting therefor 
the following ‘‘It shall be the duty of the Cor- 
poration of the Diocese to transfer and deliver 
to a Trust Company, to be named by the Church 
Pension Fund Committee, all of the securities and 
invested principal funds, held by the Diocese, be- 
longing to the Disabled Clergy Fund,, and the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, provided that the 
Church Pension Fund shall first enter into a con- 
tract to assume, and continue to pay, the grants 
for pensions or annuities to the beneficiaries at 
present receiving the same from such Funds, un- 
til all such obligations are fulfilled, and the same 
terminated by the death of the several benefic- 
iaries or by the action of the Trustees; and fur- 
ther, 

To eredit, pro rata, annually the amount of 
the annual net income derived from such Funds 
upon the annual assessments of the Parishes and 
Missions of the Diocese of Los Angeles for the 
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purposes of the Church Pension Fund.’’ Adopted. 

V. There was referred to this Committee the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

‘‘Resolved, That the Convention ratify Ap- 
pendix 26 of the Journal of the General Con- 
vention 1916.’’ 

Your Committee recommends the adoption of the 
above resolution. Adopted. 

VI. This Committee was instructed to bring all 
existing Canons into conformity with the provisions 
of Canon XXXII. 

Your Committee reports that it has this matter un- 
der advisement.

The report of the Committee on Canons was then 
adopted as a whole. 
Dean Weld offered the following resolution: 
Resolved: That the Master of Ceremonies be 
requested to make such arrangements as will in- 
sure the presence in vestments at the opening 
service of the Convention of all such Clergy as 
can be present; to arrange for the Lay-Delegates 
to the Convention to have their places in the pro- 
cession ; and to secure the services of an adequate 
choir. Adopted. 

The following was also proposed by Dean Weld: 
Upon motion, duly seconded, it was unanimously 
fesolved: That the Bishop be, and he hereby is, 
requested to appoint a Committee, including the 
Chancellor of the Diocese; which Committee 
shall report to the next annual Convention upon 
the question of a uniform plan or system for the 
holding to titles to parish and mission real prop-

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erty in the Diocese, either by the vesting of such 

titles in a Diocesan Holding Corporation or other- 

wise, to the end that transactions involving such 
real property and titles may be simplified as far 
as is consistent with safety. Adopted.

Mr. George W. Parsons offered the following: 

That this Convention recognizes the fact that 
our whole duty to our country is demanded, 
backed by an unswerving loyalty, that we com- 
mit ourselves unequivocally to a support of our 
government, and of the flag that means death to 
tyranny and life to the oppressed, and that we 
stand ready to do our individual part whenever 
called upon in private or public capacity. Adopted. 

The Secretary presented the following matters: 

(1) A petition of the Missionary District of Wy- 
oming to the General Convention—requesting the 
ereation of a Ninth Province and the incorporation 
of the District of Wyoming into such Province, when 
ereated—and asking that this Convention take similar 
action. 

A resolution of Rev. Dr. Learned that such action 
be taken was laid on the table until such time as the 
Bishop of Nevada would be present in the Convention. 

(2) A request from the Synod of the Province 
of the Pacific to appoint a Committee to co-operate 
with a Committee appointed by the Synod in matters 
relating to the Church and the war.

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Commission on Seamens’ Work. Received. (Ap- 
pendix 5.) 

On motion, the matter of the Seamen’s Institute

Convention adjourned to meet on Thursday at 9 
a.m., for Morning Prayer and business session. 


On Wednesday, at 6:30 p.m., the 48rd Men’s 
Monthly Dinner—now the Church Club of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles—was given in the dining hall of 
the Broadway Department Store. 

This, being the annual open meeting of the club, 
was a reception to Bishop and Mrs. Johnson and was 
an overflow meeting—two hundred and fifty of the 
clergy, the laymen and laywomen of the Diocese be- 
ing present. ; 

Dr. Lobingier, president of the club, presided and 
introduced, as the first speaker, Rev. Dr. Davidson. 

Naturally the war, and provision for the war on 
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the part of the Church, formed the subject of the 
several speeches. Dr. Davidson, in a patriotic ad- 
dress, told of the eleven camps and training stations 
within the confines of this Diocese; and bespoke on 
the part of the various parishes and missions a cordial 
response to the drive of $15,000, which has been 
named by this Diocese as its quota of the $500,000 
which has been set as the financial objective of this 
Church. ; 

He stated that Rev. Frank Roudenbush, of St. 
John’s Parish, had accepted the appointment of res- 
ident chaplain at Camp Kearny. 

Major E. G. M. Cape, of the Canadian Artillery 
Corps, gave a very vivid and thrilling account of his 
experiences at the tront; also an account of the un- 
preparedness of Canada at the beginning of the war 
and further, by inference, of her exceptional effective- 
ness as the war proceeded and at the present time. 
He drew many lessons, applicable to the United States, 
whereby this country—now engaged in the war— 
might avoid the mistakes and profit by the experi- 
ences of our sister nation. 

The. Bishop, in summing up, gave expression to an 
optimistic view. This was naturally occasioned by 
the thought of the marvelous development, under God, 
of this Diocese during the twenty-one years of his 
episcopate; and he stated his earnest conviction that 
this war was a God-given opportunity to this nation 
to enter into the struggle for democracy and right- 
eousness on behalf of the world, and his further con- 
viction that this Diocese would rise to its privilege 
and contribute more than the amount of the War 
I'und that has been assigned to it. 

A spirit of enthusiasm pervaded the meeting,

which showed a hearty response, on the part of those 
present, to the several patriotic addresses. 


Thursday, January 17, 1918. 

After Morning Prayer, at 9 a.m., the Bishop took 
the chair at 9:30 and called the Convention to order. 
The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read 
and approved. 

The Committee on Canons gave a supplementary 
report. The Committee on Canons begs leave to re- 
port, upon the resolution offered by Mr. H. E. Brett 
at the last Convention asking the Committee to pro- 
vide for the method of electing the Directors of the 
Corporation—that Canon XXII, Section 150, be 
amended by adding the following words: 

‘The election of the Directors of the Corpora- 
tion shall be taken by individual vote and the 
seven persons receiving the highest number of 
votes shall be declared elected.’’ Adopted. 

The Bishop invited the Right Rev. G. C. Hunting, 
D.D., Missionary Bishop of Nevada, to a seat beside 
the Chair. ; 

Elections: ; 

The Chair appointed Mr. G. B. Lyon to be judge 
of elections; Rev. H. G. Gray and Mr. H. Bedford- 
Jones as'tellers for the clerical vote, and Rev. R. S. 
Chase and Mr. John P. Mee as tellers for the lay vote. 

Rev. Wm. Bedford-Jones, Dr. George Davidson, 
and Mr. E. D. Williams withdrew their names from 
nomination to the Standing Committee. 

The Bishop suggested the appointment of a Nomi- 
nating Committee—to which should be submitted all 
names proposed for all Committees. 

Referred, on motion, to the Committee on Canons. 
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Directors of the Corporation of the Diocese, elected 
by individual vote: Right Rev. J. H. Johnson, TD, ;

Ballots were cast, by orders, for members of the 
Standing Committee, Board of Missions and the Sy- 
nod of the Province of the Pacific. 

The- report of the Standing Committee was pre- 
sented by Rev. R. B. Gooden. Received. (Appendix 6.) 

The report of the Board of Missions was presented 
by Archdeacon Marshall. Received. (Appendix 7.) 

A resolution was adopted accepting the amount of 
$13,000 as the missionary budget for the year. 

The report of the City Mission was presented by 
Rev. A. M. Smith. This report manifested ministra- 
tions to the sick and unfortunate, on the part of the 
City Missionary, of such a character—so great and 
so inspiring as—in the evident estimation of the Con- 
vention—should enlist the interest and financial sup- 
port of the whole Diocese. Received. (Appendix 8.) 

The Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack presented the re- 
port of the Church Pension Fund. Received. (Ap- 
pendix 9.) 

An excerpt from this report reads: ‘‘The mem- 
bers of the Church Pension Fund Committee of this 
Diocese very earnestly ask those who have subscribed 
to the Reserve Fund of $8,500,000, pledged by the 
Church last March, to send their contributions to Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan, 14 Wall Street, New York, and 
not to the Committee of this Diocese. It will save 
.a very considerable amount of unnecessary bookkeep- 
_ ing if this suggestion is observed, and your Commit- 
tee will greatly appreciate the favor.’ 

Dr. MacCormack moved the following resolutions.

Rey. Dr. Davidson moved that the matter of pe- 
titioning the General Convention for the creation of 
a Ninth Province—referred to this Convention and 
laid on the table yesterday—be now taken up for con- 
sideration. Adopted; subsequent to a change in the 
order of the day by resolution. 

Bishop Hunting, by invitation of the Chair, dis- 
cussed the matter; and no action was taken. 

The report of the Bishop’s School for Girls was 
read by Rev. Wm. Bedford-Jones, Chaplain of the 
school, on behalf of Miss Margaret Gilman, Principal. 

Notwithstanding the financial stringency owing to 
the war—likely to be manifested more especially in 
a restriction placed upon educational advantages— 
the school is steadily increasing in public estimation, 
and has now an enrollment of one hundred scholars. 
The presence of a permanent chaplain has intensified 
the churchly atmosphere of the school; this being 
made all the more possible by the erection of the new 
and beautiful chapel, the gift of Mrs. Joseph H. 
Johnson. The girls and Faculty find time also to en- 
gage in militant activities, both by work and gifts of — 
money—more than $450.00 being contributed to the 
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various War Funds and representing many acts of 
self-denial on the part of the scholars. 

By resolution of the Convention, marking its recog- 
nition and appreciation, the report was received and 
ordered printed in the Journal. (Appendix 10.) 

Rev. R. B. Gooden, Headmaster, presented the re- 
port of the Bishop’s School for Boys—Harvard Mili- 
tary School. 

The school has entered, this year, on one of the 
most prosperous years of its history, with an en- 
rollment of 210 pupils, from about 22 states—repre- 
senting almost completely the territorial limits of the 
United States—and a Faculty of 17 members—grad- 
uates of the leading educational institutions of the 
country and all experts in their particular depart- 
ments—the scholastic standing of the school being 
more and more recognized. The military department 
is in charge of a competent commissioned officer of 
the United States army ; the school being one of twen- 
ty schools in the country which maintains a Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps. Over 100 graduates and 
former students are now in the service. Received. 
(Appendix 11.) — 

The report of the Directors of the Corporation of 
the Diocese was presented by Mr. H. Ivor Thomas. 
Received. (Appendix 12.) 

The Treasurer’s report was presented by Mr. W. 
C. Mushet. Received. (Appendix 13.) 

Dr. MacCormack offered the following resolution : 


Resolved: That that portion of the Bishop’s 
address relating to the Unity of the Church be 
referred to a Committee with instructions to 
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print the same without any expense to the Dio- 

cese ; and to take such other steps, in consultation 

with the Bishop, as may seem necessary to give 
the message the widest possible circulation. 

Adopted.

The report indicated the work that was being done 
in the distribution of good literature, more especially 
at this time in the Training Camps and Military 
Stations; and also the urgent need there is to send 
the best of such literature, well-preserved, up-to-date, 
books and magazines and Church papers to interest 
and safeguard the young men who are now in the 
service of their country. Received. 

Rev. R. L. Windsor presented the report of the 
Registrar. Received (Appendix 14.) 

The Historiographer’s report was presented and re- 
ceived. (Appendix 15.) 

The following was presented by Rev. Dr. Dotten: 

Report of the Committee on Admission of Parishes 
and Missions into union with Convention: 

The Committee begs to report that it has received 
applications from St. Clement’s Mission, Huntington 
Park, and from the Church of St. James-by-the-Sea, 
La Jolla, for admission into union with the Conven- 
tion. Finding all canonical requirements complied 
with in each ease, it recommends that the said Mis- 
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sion and the said Parish be admitted into union with 
the Convention and hereby offers a resolution to that 
effect.

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APPENDIX 1 


THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS 


1918 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

As has become my custom at the Annual Conven- 
tion of the Diocese, let me remind you of the loss that 
the Church has sustained through death. The Diocese 
has been spared the sorrow of such a loss from the 
ranks of its own Clergy. There have been very few 
years when this has been true, but we can only re- 
joice that we, in our several orders, are for a time 
longer left to minister to our people in things that 
pertain to God. 

The call to the life beyond has come, but once since 
May of last year, to my brethren of the Episcopate. 
James Heartt Van Buren, the retired Bishop of Porto 
Rico, entered into rest July 9th, nineteen hundred 
and seventeen. Bishop Van Buren was a strong man 
of fine character ;an idealist of the highest type ;a man 
who worked in great Conventions, as he had worked 
in his parishes and in his Missionary Jurisdiction, 
that he might see his principles embodied in a fitting 
and a permanent form. He was intolerant of un- 
reality and the note of genuineness gave tone to his 
entire life. May Light perpetual shine upon him. 

Although we have passed through one of the most 
portentous years that this nation has ever known, 
still at its close we may look back through twelve 


¢ 
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months,, in each one of which there has been wrought 
out in the life of the State, of the Church and of 
society, an experience freighted with knowledge im- 
mensely valuable to us as we are looking forward to 
the future. 

Before the -year began, one could see that tre- 
mendous things were just before us, but there were 
no precedents to which we could turn in forming our 
judgment as to future action. Now, to a certain ex- 
tent, that is all changed. Now, we know what war 
means to the home and the family, to the nation and 
the Church and, in forming our plans, we have the 
experience, short to be sure, but very rich in sug- 
gestion as to duty. 

Believing as I do in the right of the individual to 
self-expression, and in the right of the people to gov- 
ern themselves, I feel most strongly that we have 
owed it to God and to ourselves to meet not the flaunt- 
ing, taunting denial of a sister nation of our personal 
bravery; but, because of her deliberate and openly- 
expressed determination to dominate the world and 
deprive the weaker nations of their right of self- 
government, I feel most strongly that we have been 
called to offer ourselves and our resources to the 
allied nations who, with their lives’ blood, have been 
making their protest against this monstrous purpose 
of one nation of the world. We would have lost our 
national soul had we, at such a critical period in the 
world’s history, failed to join our forces with those 
who, during these past three years, have been fighting 
for the inalienable rights of man; and I invoke the 
blessing of God upon our men wherever they may be 
in the service. Time does not permit me to speak at 
length upon this subject, but I must say as much as 
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this before I pass on to a topic concerning which I 
feel strong words should be uttered. 

We are here today to confer concerning the work 
of the Church; and, in considering the questions with 
which we are confronted, we ought to realize as never 
before that if this nation is being forced, by circum- 
stances of the last three years, to realize that she be- 
longs to a family of nations, so, by the imperiousness 
of other circumstances, have every Christian man and 
every body of Christian men been forced to recognize 
that they are bound to a concerted action in the propa- 
gation of Christ’s work which, in the Day of Judg- 
ment, will meet with the commendation of their Lord. 
Life is lifting us out of ourselves as individuals and 
forcing upon us a consciousness of the solidarity of 
Christian people—simply as disciples of a common 
Master—which, if we are alive to it, may enable the 
Christian World to bring about the dominance of 
Christ in the present generation. 

During the last few years we:have heard a great 
deal about Christian Unity, and I believe that much 
that has been done in the interests of that cause has 
brought its blessings to organized Christianity. In 
making this statement, however, I think we must 
recognize that the influence has been shown in its in- 
direct, rather than its direct, results. Let me explain. 
Long ago it did seem to me that we were learning, in 
the efforts we as a Church were making to foster this 
cause, where not to put the emphasis. For instance, 
I could see but little reason to hope for the unity of 
Christendom if we were to wait for that event until 
Christians first should have come to an agreement 
upon questions of philosophy, theology and eccle- 
siology. Such an agreement therefore, so far as I 
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could see, was not to be regarded as a primary, but 
rather as an intermediary or final means to the end. 
Indeed, I believe that many Christians who desire the 
unity of Christendom have been learning not to place 
very great emphasis, at the outset, upon plans for 
unity based upon definitions of the faith or methods 
of organization or administration. That ultimately 
there must be an agreement between Christian 
Churches upon principles which are really fundamen- 
tal is to be assumed. Such an agreement must pre- 
cede any practical reunion of Christendom. That, 
therefore, is an essential thing for us to plan for, but 
such an agreement as that, I believe, will never be 
reached except as it is approached through devotional 
channels, and that is my thesis today. It is my con- 
viction that, if Christendom is ever to be reunited, the 
great stress must be laid upon the fact that the union 
of its parts will be dependent primarily and ultimate- 
ly upon their Spiritual rather than their intellectual 
attitude toward God and toward each other. 

It is my opinion that the Christion World is grad- 
ually realizing this and is lifting the emphasis from 
technical controversy as being for the present a closed 
book that, in the interests of peace, should not be 
opened until men have been prepared spiritually to 
do so. We seem to have learned that one literally gets 
- nowhere by the methods of controversy, and I am 
satisfied that we are beginning to realize that alone 
through the identification and the harmonizing of our 
spiritual aims and methods will the unity of the 
Christian Churches ever be brought about; and the 
point which I make today is that such identity and 
harmony must begin with the admission that, how- 
ever much the method of expression of a Religious ex- 
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perience of one Christian man may differ from the 
method which is congenial to another, still, undoubted- 
ly and without any question whatever, there lies be- 
hind and through all such expressions an experience 
which is actually and genuinely vital and of serious 
value to all who have had them. And I am satisfied 
that the obstacle to Unity between the Christian 
Churches, which for centuries have been alienated 
from each other, is past at this point; it is tot so much 
a matter of intellectual dissent as an insidious, ill- 
concealed skepticism on the part of Christian men, 
everywhere, as to the value of the spiritual methods 
of other Religious Bodies than their own. 

Much of this skepticism is due to the fact that men, 
all too frequently, assume a knowledge that they do not 
possess. As an illustration, there may be a danger 
imminent in the worship of our own Church, owing 
to the fact that its well-ordered method makes it easy 
for one to use it in a purely formal way. I believe it 
could be easily shown that this is true, and that of this 
menace to the Spiritual Life of the Christian man 
who has been trained to use liturgical and ritual for- 
mularies our people must always be warned. I do 
not believe that anyone in this congregation will call 
that statement in question. It must not, however, be 
assumed that the members of this Church, trained in 
its conventional methods are necessarily formalin their 
Religious Life. There may be a danger to formalism 
with us, but of this fact Christians of other Religious 
Bodies have been too conscious, and I am sure that 
they have over-estimated the seriousness of the sit- 
uation. It has been hard for those separated from 
us, trained as they have been to free, unrestrained 
and, not infrequently, a familiar use of sacred names, 
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places and themes, to enter sympathetically into that 
spirit which in public worship we seek to cultivate 
as we turn our minds and our hearts with awe to- 
ward God. They seem unable to understand that 
this Church of ours has always felt that—to secure the 
results which, she believes, the worship of the .con- 
geregation is intended to bring about, it should 
be characterized by such features as would ap- 
peal to a° sense of solemn propriety, to a sense 
of reverent beauty that would be likely to evoke 
by its fitting and varied symbolism respect for 
the worship itself and, as well, arouse and stimulate 
in all alike a sense of the majesty of God and of the 
seriousness of human life. Of all this it is likely that 
our Christian brothers of other names are in an in- 
definite way aware and yet, trained as they have been 
through several centuries to another method of re- 
ligious expression, they do find it hard not to believe 
that in some way or other, because of our methods of 
spiritual training, unfamiliar to them—of which our 
worship is an illustration—we must be falling short 
of the attainment in spiritual things, which they 
have come to regard as only possible under their own 
system. 

This Church stands unequivocally for liturgical 
and Sacramental Worship. This idea has been in- 
dicated, first, by our use of a Book of pre-composed 
Prayers and, second, by the provision in it of a 
Eucharistic Service for every day in the year. But, 
at and after the reformation period, the reaction had 
been so intense among Protestant people from exist- 
ing sacramental worship—due to sacramental theories 
into which they have believed had been infused a 
mechanical spirit—that some of the Christian Bodies 
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have ceased to have any regard for Sacraments what- 
ever. You will see, therefore, that from their point 
of view, such bodies are likely to be skeptical of us 
and of all others who value Sacraments as means of 
Grace, and use rites and ceremonies as signs of their 
significance and power. It is that suspicion which 
bids them to be wary of us in our proposals | 
of reunion hitherto made. They are disposed to 
regard us as modern Greeks coming to them 
bearing questionable gifts in our well-known 
proposition of ‘‘the quadrilateral.’’ In their heart 
of hearts, apparently, they have the feeling that the 
quadrilateral can be of very little spiritual value to 
anyone, and that no concessions on their part should 
be made to secure the gifts which it seems to offer. 
It is really that sort of skepticism that has blocked 
the progress of any effort that our Church has made 
in the direction of this splendid cause. 

Now, when we turn this thing about and look at it 
from the other direction, do we not occasionally find 
ourselves skeptical of the intellectual and spiritual 
seriousness of those who differ with us? As we look 
at this matter, nothing is easier than to settle any 
and all disputed points by an appeal to the voice of 
the Church expressed in her Creeds and in her his- 
toric record. That is due to our centuries of tra- 
dition and habit. To us, who have always accepted 
the Church as the teacher and the Bible as the con- 
firming record of the Church’s teaching, the fact that 
the Church and the Bible unite in a message is a tre- 
mendously significant one; but is it not a fact that 
there are millions who require something more than 
the affirmation of an Institution—whose authority 
they have never learned to value—to give conviction 
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about the most serious things that affect the soul? 
The Institution may have been commissioned to bear 
witness to these truths to the world, and it may have 
been true to its commission with wonderful fidelity, 
let this be admitted ; but, still, these millions, through 
no fault of their own, are unable to get our point of 
view. And is it not unreasonable for us to expect 
them to do so until the need for such an authority 
becomes apparent to them? This inherited disability 
to judge our system fairly ought to be plain to the 
man who reflects; but is it not true rather that we 
occasionally ‘grow impatient with those who fail to 
recognize the value of the Church as a Divinely- 
established organism and at times have not some 
of our representatives piled up the epithets which 
are the synonyms for self-will in much of their con- 
troversial literature; and- frequently without a due 
regard to the facts, to which I have referred, have 
they not implied spiritual dereliction where apparent- 
ly, but only apparently, there has been indifference 
to what we believe to be the commands of our Lord? 
There, as I see it, has been the genesis of our suspicion 
as Anglicans of those not affiliated with us. The 
Anglican Communion has given as learned and con- 
servative a body of theologians to the Christian 
Church as has ever been reared in any part of the 
Christian world, and I do not think that such wise 
and careful theologians have ever been guilty of the 
above offence; but flippant and superficial platform 
lecturers have not hesitated in times past to throw 
out insinuations which were ill-considered, if not un- 
just and unfair, and without doubt there has occas- 
ionally been shown within the historic Church an 
invidious sense of superiority which has been as 
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questionable in taste as is personal pride in the ac- 
cident of wealth. There are things in this Church of 
ours. which we inherit from God through our fore- 
fathers, in the possession of which I rejoice, but I 
feel that in valuing them we should cultivate a sense 
of modesty. Spiritual and ecclesiastical ostentation 
are far more serious as defects of character than the 
erude ostentation of a man of wealth which may be 
simply vulgar. Now, this is the thought that I have in 
mind to enforce as I rejoice over the good gifts that 
God has transmitted to us in this Church of ours. In 
our rejoicing we should show a modest wisdom. I look 
upon the Church as the steward of her mysteries, and 
this stewardship I believe has been granted to her 
for the world. Thé Sacraments, for instance, were 
instituted as a means through which our Lord could 
reach out to every living man and, bring him into 
closer touch with Himself. There is something wrong, 
therefore, in any theory about the Church or the 
Sacraments that in its operation cuts us off from and 
does not bring us nearer to every child of God, who- 
ever and wherever he may be. And if our theory 
concerning these things does not do this we, as 
Christian men, by an act of our wills, need to get 
ourselves into a position where we can see and with- 
out any reserve may fairly recognize—whatever it 
may be our own distinction to be and whatever it may | 
be our peculiar privilege to do for Christ—that other 
Religious Bodies beside our own are doing a splendid 
work for God; and, more, we should see to it that an 
honest admission of a distinction to which they may 
be entitled should always be divested of any un- 
gracious suggestion of patronage that will destroy the 
good feeling, which our admission may have aroused 
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at the moment of its birth. What we need to do is 
to study the spiritual experiences of those who may 
seem to be alien to us, or to whom we ourselves may 
appear to be alien, that we may discover the real pur- 
pose that gives such experiences the form unfamiliar 
to us. In the light of such knowledge a form, not only ° 
unfamiliar, but possibly repellant, may often be trans- 
formed, yes, may even be justified. If we ever are 
to get into sympathy with the things that other men 
think and do, first, we must begin to get into sym- 
pathy with the things, really worth while, that they 
feel. 

I think that I may say that 1 have had an 
unusually large experience with religious men wor- 
shiping in other ways than those to which I am ac- 
customed ; and, invariably, I have found it possible, 
in every case, to discover in their lives some things 
and, in many cases, many things which are tremend- 
ously essential to the validity of the Spiritual Life. 

There came into my office not many weeks ago a 
splendid old man who had been preaching the Gospel 
in his own vigorous fashion for fifty years. He was 
unpleasantly vehement in his manner, not at all con- 
siderate in his speech and, from my view-point, very 
narrow in his theology and, yet, I could see within 
a few short minutes of our interview that he was a 
strong, honest, devoted lover of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, with a determination to know nothing else but 
Him and Him crucified. Many such men have come 
into my room in yonder building and, after a 
similar interview with them, we have knelt down in 
the name of a common Master and have asked of our 
Heavenly Father that a blessing might come to us 
and ours. I have, on such occasions, made no con- 
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cessions that were inconsistent with my traditions or 
my pledges, nor have those who have prayed with me 
made any concessions of principles to which by 
promises they have been committed. We had simply 
knelt side by side and, after looking quietly into the 
face of God, we had then turned and looked into 
each other’s eyes, and admitted in ways, that need 
expression neither in touch or speech, that there was 
kinship between our souls. 

On the other hand, whenever the opportunities 
have been offered to me, I have knelt before the 
Altars of the Roman and the Greek Communions with 
a sympathetic feeling of appreciation of many of the 
things for which such Altars stood; and I have 
thanked God from the bottom of my heart over the 
uplifting influences, emanating from that source, 
which have made the men who have worshiped be- 
fore them better men in the eyes of God and of the 
world. I could divest my mind of controverted sacra- 
mental theories so far that, at the sacred instant when 
all heads were bowed and all tongues were stilled and 
in the Sanctus every soul was erying ‘‘Holy, Holy, 
Holy, Lord Gocd of Hosts’’, I could thank God that 
later on in those solemn mysteries, before those 
Altars, in sacramental form, the merits of the 
all-atoning Sacrifice would be pleaded and_ that, 
in recognition of His Divine Presence, in such 
Sacred Office, the congregation would be spirit- 
ually uplifted and, in truth, led to worship God: and 
to praise His Incarnate Son. 

It is such a policy as this that has created for my- 
self personally an exceptionally agreeable relation 
with the men affiliated with other Churches and Re- 
ligious Bodies than my own. In fact, as the result 
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of my policy, I have found almost everywhere a dis- 
position, on the part of Christians of every name, to 
find points of agreement rather than disagreement 
with myself. After I have made a spiritual contact 
with a man, it has seemed to me that—immediately 
each one of us has become disposed to lift the em- 
phasis from the remote corollaries of the faith—that 
we might find further points of contact and agreement 
that would deepen the harmony between us. Now, 
this is the attitude favorable to the cause of the re- 
union of Christendom. It is an attitude that must 
precede reunion if. it is ever to be brought about. 
It is not merely tolerant, for tolerance seems always 
to be making concessions to the other man’s limita- 
tions. My policy I believe to be better than that. It is 
justice in action. It is a frank admission, whatever 
may be the obstacles to united action by separated 
Christian Communions, that there are truths in which 
Christian men are in hearty agreement ; and that they 
are primary and essential factors of the Spiritual Life 
and that no religious body has a monopoly of them. At 
that point we stand as equals and it has been my 
experience, when that standing-ground has been 
reached, that we invariably yearn to get a little 
closer to each other. The attitude is so pleasant 
and agreeable that, inasmuch as each has got a new 
and a truer conception of the other’s mental and 
spiritual life, we both wonder why we had not 
found it out before. Do you not see how favorable 
this is to the great cause of Christian Union? If our 
own Church wants to make a contribution to this 
cause, let us begin at this point. Let us encourage 
leagues of Prayer and let the leagues be so inclusive 
that any one who believes in God and the Gospel of 
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His Son need not be excluded from the fellowship. 
Let us not merely patronizingly admit spiritual ex- 
cellence in others, as though any sanctity they had 
attained were an accident in the realm of Grace, 
but let us rejoice in it as an evidence of God’s actual 
and usual Presence and Power. As Christian men, 
if we adopt that attitude, the barriers will fall and 
the joy of a glorious era of peace and effective co- 
operation will be ushered in, 

The war, strangely enough, which has embittered 
the life of the world has also brought nations out from 
their fancied seclusion to a realization of their re- 
sponsibilities for larger things than are represented 
by a single community. Nationalism has had to give 
way to Internationalism in recognition of a common 
origin which created relationship that must be ad- 
mitted. No nation today feels that it may live to itself, 
but that it is tied to other nations by a common in- 
terest in principles for which they both alike must 
give their lives, and for which alike they both must, 
if need be, die. i 

Far back in the inchoate times, known as the primi- 
tive days, the individual, with a clear grasp of vital 
truths and a strong will to impose them, left his 
impress, by the force of his character, upon the 
family; and the strong family later on left its im- 
press upon the tribe; and the strong tribe in its turn 
left its impress upon the State; and then the strong 
State left its impress upon the Nation. Now, we have 
reached the point where the strong Nations are mar- 
shalled into groups and are set against each other 
in the interests of ideals inspired, as they believe, by © 
God, and for the integrity of which they must stand, 
and the impending conflict, that will establish or im- 
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peril Democracy, has forced almost every nation to 
declare its principles and to place itself unequivocally 
upon the side that it believes to be right. 

What the war is doing for the nations of the world, 
indirectly by ‘other forces, is being done for 
Christendom which, like the State, is being brought 
to a recognition of its destiny. Let me show you, 
there can be no queston but that a divided Christ- 
ian world is a sorry sight in our smaller rural 
communities throughout the country. In many 
a country town, a half dozen, and frequently 
more, men are often seeking to give a quality and 
character of strength and dignity to the glorious Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ under impossible conditions where 
its representatives are not unusually the sport of 
small, contentious parties in the congregation and of 
incapable critics in the community; what is to be 
hoped for under such conditions but disaster? 

And the same causes are at work in our cities as in 
the smaller communities. The Church of God ought 
to be able to witness to the dignity of its great minis- 
tering Office by structures which should be far more 
than peers of the office buildings which surround it, 
and of the palaces of the men and women who oceas- - 
ionally kneel before its Altars, and yet, within the 
City of Los Angeles, there is hardly a single Church 
building which measures up, in spirit, to the marvel- 
ous creations of the ages when Churches were built 
for the Glory of God and not for the comfort and 
convenience of men. A divided Christendom has 
sapped the forces of the Church so that it lacks the 
vigor that can conceive of and bring into existence 
structures worthy as symbols of its faith and great 
enough to be compared with those built in the earlier 
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days which we call the dark ones of our era. In’ 
these times we build that we may appeal to the sym- 
pathetic and select few who may happen to care to 
worship with us under peculiar conditions that may 
be agreeable and congenial to them and to us. The 
liberty to divide has become a license which has broken 
up our Christian forces into infinitesimal parts, each 
one of which in its own small way is seeking to give 
expression to its peculiarities in buildings oftentimes 
insignificant and discrediting to the cause for which 
it stands. One cannot but feel that this is most un- 
fortunate and reflects seriously upon the wisdom of 
these who are dominating forces in the Christian 
ranks of today. This, however, is only a symbol of 
more serious disasters superinduced by a divided 
Christendom in our cities at this time. We have be- 
come content with small things material and, some- 
times I fear, with small things spiritual as well. 


And, then, when we pass out from established cen- 
ters to the newly-born communities of the domestie 
field and to the Countries beyond the Sea, divided 
Christianity is struggling hard to make its mark, but 
again, because of divided counsels and duplicated 
machinery, the work is retarded and delayed, and re- 
sults that should attend the stupendous efforts that 
are being made are thrust far, too far, into the dim 
future. 


And, now, when we come to the great issues at 
stake in this war, what might not be the influence of 
Christians today were they in some strong, powerful 
and united way able to say to the nations, individually 
and as a whole,—you bear a fraternal relation to 
every other Nation and all Nations alike and must. 
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‘ answer to Almighty God for your actions in this day, 
and in the days that are to come. ‘‘Sirs, ye are 
brethren’’? 


Now, this is my contention. The call to the men 
of God, the world over, is coming from irreligious ru- 
ral communities, from unharvested Mission fields and 
from the wounded and the dying on the field of bat- 
tle, that they must cease thinking of their inveterate 
animosities and prejudices and give themselves, in a 
large, generous and splendid way, to the work God 
is calling them to do; and I believe that men of God 
are beginning to realize the significance of this fact. 
Let me make my statement good by illustration. My 
illustrations are drawn from the battlefield. A re- 
cent writer has given an incident which is worth repe- 
tition. A Priest, ministering at the side of a man dy- 
ing in the field, just as he was placing the crucifix to 
the lips of the poor soldier, was stricken with a shell. 
Then a Jewish Rabbi, himself in attendance upon the 
sick, grasped the crucifix from the hand of the strick- 
en Priest and placed it upon the lips of the dying 
boy, giving him the consolation of an act of devotion 
as he closed his eyes in death. Was there not a mar- 
velous discrimination in that incident between little 
and great things? Who could or would deny that! 
There was a soul-purifying philosophy and religion 
back of that incident that testified to a veritable fra- 
ternity as nothing else could have done. 


It has been said that the son of one of our own 
priests recently ministered before the Altar as server 
to an old French curé who then gave him the same 
blessed food that he was offering to others who knelt 
for its benedictions. 
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I cannot vouch for these stories. I tell them as 
they were told to me, but I am glad to believe them 
to be true; and there are hundreds of others of a 
similar character told to us which imply that in all 
of this fierce conflict little things are being forgotten 
and great things are being emphasized; and though 
they may be fables they are most surely symbolic of 
an ideal that Christian men everywhere desire to see 
realized. In other words, as we get into our minds 
large issues and large distinctions and large purposes, 
such as are involved in the Missionary work, whether 
it be at home or abroad, or whether they are attested 
by the appealing situations of the battlefield, the wis- 
dom and the value of the harmonious interaction of the 
forees of the spiritual world become apparent, and I 
believe that God has brought us face to face with these 
things—discouraging and saddening as they often are 
—that we may be forced to realize the actual commu- 
nity of interest and obligation between Christian peo- 
ple of every name; that in practical ways we are be- 
ing forced to see that, if Christendom is to fulfil its 
destiny, it must cease to think of little things and 
reconsecrate itself to a united propagation of the 
great Gospel of its Lord and Master. As by the war 
our International obligations have been made ap- 
parent and have been given the significance that in 
the future they must bear, so do existing discrepan- 
cies and unnecessary antagonisms in the world, where 
Christians are at work, now a veritable scandal, call 
the Church to a renewed and reunited effort for the 
Evangelization of the Race. 

The by-product of the war will mean far more to 
the world than the adjustment of territorial rights 
or the recognition of commercial privileges. I believe

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that already we can see many things wrought into 
our lives that the discipline of war has taught us as 
a people, as it has been teaching our sister nations of 
the world elsewhere, and one of the by-products of the 
struggle, if upon the battle-fields men have been 
obliged to forgive and forget an unsavory, critical 
and controversial past, should be a deepening appre- 
ciation on the part of Christian men and women of 
the necessity for a new and a real consecration to 
the service of God which will enable them, in the 
spirit of humility and justice and equity, to adjust 
their differences so that God’s will may be done and 
Jesus Christ may be made known and loved and 
obeyed as the Master Spirit of the World. 

Let us begin here today in this Convention by a 
resolution; not a resolution to be alluded to in our 
published records, but a resolution recorded as in 
God’s sight, in our own hearts, that, from this time 
on, we will cease to criticise and impugn the motives 
of other Christian men, whether they be members of 
our own Church or members of any other Church; 
that we will begin to assume the best of our fellow 
Christians, or of men who profess any Religion what- 
ever. We cannot deny that God has promised to work 
and is working in every living soul. Let us accept 
that as a fact. It may puzzle us at times, for we are 
all of us peculiar in our own way. I think, if we are 
honest, that we might all well wonder why God or how 
God can deal with any one of us, unwilling, as we 
frequently seem to be, to follow His leading consis- 
tently; but, if St. John spoke the truth, God is the 
Word lightening every man, and let us resolve to get 
the message He is delivering to us directly, and the 
message He is gwing to us indirectly through every 
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other living soul. Let us form the habit of regarding 
men as message-bearers of the Divine Word. This is 
to be the starting point, and from this point on let 
us assume that every religious man is intent upon 
some thought or purpose that he believes to be part 
of the Divine Plan, and.let us go so far as to thank 
God, whether his conviction appeals to us or not, that 
he is so loyal to God that he will, at the risk even of 
our good opinion, stand for it. Let us make him see that 
we are so fair and just that we appreciate his strug- 
gle and his consistency. Let us help him, by giving 
him every encouragement we can offer to him, to be 
true to himself even though his loyalty to principle 
‘ seems to separate him from us. In all this we shall 
be creating an atmosphere and, when that shall have 
been done, then we may stand upon the solid ground 
of the principles where we are in agreement and fra- 
ternize and, in fraternizing, cultivate the habit that 


+ will at the proper time be willing to surrender 


cherished preferences that serve as barriers between 
ourselves and others. Let us call upon our fellow 
Christians to unite with us for a generation of prayer- 
ful study of each other’s spiritual aims and devotional 
methods. Let us search sympathetically for the fac- 
tors in each that give, alike to the Class-meeting and 
the Mass, an influence peculiar to itself. After we 
shall have had a generation of that sort, we may be 
able to take up the philosophical questions that sep- 
arate us now with some hope of clearing them of their 
difficulties and bringing about the consummation of a 
reunited Christendom, for which we have been work- 
ing and praying for so many years. The world may 
say that all this is a chimera. Well, my friends, 
there is comfort in the fact that it is God’s chimera. 
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In closing, I would say but a word about the 
Diocese and my work since last we met in May. 
So far as I am aware, all the duties of oversight, de- 
volving upon me, as Bishop, have been performed 
and the record in the way of statistics is singularly 
gratifying. The Institutions of the Diocese are in a 
prosperous condition and have met: their financial ob- 
ligations. The records will show that our Communi- 
eant list is larger than ever before. The Confirma- 
tions have been more in numbers than last year, and 
contributions in 1917 have been fully twelve thousand 
dollars in excess of the contributions in the year 1916. 
For all of which we must return thanks to Almighty 
God. 

May His Blessing rest upon us during the year 
that lies before us. Let us work through the coming 
months with the assurance that if we are faithful, as 
in the past, He will give the increase.

The report of the Superintendent for the year 1917 
contains the following interesting statements : 

““The appended report of the Fiscal Agent will 
Show that the business of the Hospital has been ex- 
ceedingly good this year in spite of the increase in the 
cost of everything we use. In this connection, I wish 
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to draw your attention to the fact that we have not 
raised our room prices at all. 

Supplies of all kinds have increased enormously. 
Our contracts on fuel oil, cotton, gauze, etc., at the 
old prices have all run out during the year. Fuel oil 
now costs us more than double what it did this time 
last year, and will cost us still more during the com- 
ing year. New prices on gauze, cotton and bandages 
are approximately 100% higher than on our expired 
contracts. Practically all supplies used are higher 
in price and many of them poorer in quality. 

‘‘During the year there has been a noticeable in- 
crease in the applications for training, as well as a 
new interest and enthusiasm in the applicants. There 
is still much to be wished for in the education of 
many young women who seem otherwise well-equip- 
ped for the work. 

‘‘T wish to express our gratitude to the doctors who 
have given so generously of their time in lecturing to 
the nurses; and to especially thank Miss Ethel Jones 
and Mr. J. Cavanagh of the Los Angeles High 
School for the extra courses in Physics and Chemistry. 

‘‘A pbalopticon has been added to our class room 
equipment, enablinglecturers to throw illustrations on 
a screen and thus display to the pupils conditions they 
are describing. 

‘The personnel of the School is now eleven grad- 
uate nurses, sixty-five pupil nurses and a dietitian. 
Three hundred applied for training, sixty-seven were 
admitted on probation and thirty-five accepted.”’ 

The value of the free work for the year 1917 was 
$2,058.67. Towards meeting this, the hospital re- 
ceived the following offerings and contributions: 
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Contributions of churches in the Diocese. $475.20

In addition to the above, services to the value of 
$369.02 were given to the Alumnae of the Hospital 
Training School; $1,157.74 in discounts to nurses, 
clergymen and doctors; $980.16 to employees of the 
Institution ; $236.15 in rates at request of physicians, 
making the total of free work in the institution $4,- 
801.74. 

Services to the amount of $100.00 per month are 
allowed, also, as a war time contribution, for Red 
Cross, military and civilian relief. 

The religious work hag been continued without in- 
terruption, with weekly celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion; weekly evening services, with provision for 
administration to patients in their rooms, and 
daily morning prayers attended by the whole body of 
nurses. 

The opportunities of usefulness in this direction 
are very great; the atmosphere that pervades the 
whole institution favors respect for the religious min- 
istrations, and makes the work of the Chaplain one 
of great satisfaction.

REPORT OF THE CHURCH HOME 
FOR CHILDREN 


(From April Ist., 1917 to Jan. 1st., 1918.) 


The year 1917 was one of thanksgiving to Almighty 
God for His gracious goodness to the C. H. C. Larger 
opportunities are now set before the Board and the 
Diocese than ever before. We are on the eve of hav- 
ing a home, worthy to be dedicated to God for the 
use of His children. 

In June at a special meeting of the Board a tract 

of 12 aéres was purchased through Bishop Johnson. 
The land adjoins the Church of the Angels. 

Here was the land available and the puzzling ques- 
tion was who would build the cottages? The first 
decided encouragement came from the Rev. Marion 
Law of Pawtucket, R. I. He began to inquire what 
the Church in this Diocese was doing for her children. 

He found under Deaconess Wile’s supervision a 
small beginning of constructive work, the ideals of 
which he heartily approved, and without delay gave 
the ‘‘Jack and the Winifred’’ cottage furnished and 
ready for use. 

This the Board construed as a direct answer to the 
Prayer cards which were in daily use in about 50 
homes; and there was great rejoicing that a turning 
point had come in the affairs of this Diocesan Home 
for Children. This generous offer of Mr. Law’s was 
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soon followed by a large gift from Mrs. C. W. Dobbins 
of South Pasadena. 

This second cottage was given in memory of a 
dearly loved grand-child to be known as the ‘‘ William 
Emmett Lowe’’ cottage. With two cottages, which 
will care for 14 children in each, the Board feels the 
work is indeed blessed. 

How can we express our appreciation of these 
large gifts? 

The gift of a thousand dollar bond from the Rev. 
Henderson Judd, will come to use later and will pro- 
vide the Recreation Hall of the Administration Build- 
ing in memory of his wife—to be called the Sarah 
Gilbert Judd Recreation Room. 

In the meanwhile the Board had not been idle. They 
made, under the leadership of our president, an extra 
effort and raised about $3,000.00 for further building. 


In-gathering Day was larger than ever before. If: 
every Church and Sunday School would do its bit, 
there would be no anxiety about finances. All the 
Churches and Sunday Schools are not yet alive to 
this work. 


It is not the Board’s work alone, nor Deaconess 
Wile’s, but it is the opportunity of every Churchman 
to share in the privilege of this work of helping to 
make good citizens of our boys and girls. 

In the midst of all the world-wide suffering and 
giving, we are thankful that our own children have 
_ not been forgotten. 

Deaconess Wile has done the work of several wo- 
men. If one could see the Christian nurture the 
Deaconess is giving these children daily, ‘‘line upon 
line, precept upon precept, here a little and there a 
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little,’’ and this is followed up each Thursday at 
Even Song by our devoted and painstaking Chaplain, 
the Rev. John R. Atwill, the Diocese could then realize 
what such training means in the lives of these child- 
ren.

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APPENDIX 4 


REPORT OF THE 
NEIGHBORHOOD SETTLEMENT 


The work of the Neighborhood Settlement in its 
capacity as Church, Sunday School, Library, Kinder- 
garten, Industrial School, Clinic, Club House, and 
Playground for 1500 children in what but for its la- 
bors would be the most neglected district of the city, 
is too well known by those present to need reviewing. 
It may not be so generally known, however, that less 
than two years ago when the campaign for the new 
building was under way, the Board of Managers were 
incorporated under the name of the ‘““NEIGHBOR.- 
HOOD SETTLEMENT ASSOCIATION”’ and the 
property, now estimated at a value of $20,000.00, was 
transferred to them by the Bishop. The heavy mort- 
gage of $8,000.00 assumed at that time, together with 
the very large outlay of money for the new building 
at a time when public and war time demands are un- 
precedented, accounts for the financial crisis of which 
you were made aware in the Bishop’s appeal last year. 

By a supreme effort coupled with the response of 
some of the parishes the situation was tided over and 
is less stringent at the present time. 

To meet the demands of the ever-increasing work 
will be a source of anxiety and much effort on the 
part of the Association for some time to come and for 
it they bespeak your continued interest and hope for 
the support of a larger number of parishes in the Dio- 
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cese. The wisdom of the Association in building has 
been amply proved by an increased interest in the 
work shown by its benefactors and the public gen- 
erally. The very great convenience to:the workers in 
the pleasant quarters is manifest; and it is also prov- 
ing a great attraction to the people of the Neighbor- 
hood which they show by an increased attendance. 


Work for the RED CROSS was begun early in the 
year, the materials and all expenses generously sup- 
plied by Mrs. Doheny. A goodly number of the women 
of the neighborhood have been brought together in this 
community interest. The older girls of the sewing 
classes have also diverted their work to the purpose 
and a very creditable number of garments (over one 
hundred) are turned in at headquarters each month. 


Particular mention should be made of the summer 
work. Through the kindness of various friends who 
were interested in the undertaking (with two excep- 
tions not regular contributors) over 120 children were 
given an outing of from 10 days to two weeks at Her- 
mosa Beach. The McKinley Home generously gave 
the use of their summer camp. The Settlement sup- 
plied two workers, and the friends furnished the nec- 
essary bedding, provisions and extra helpers. Here 
again the religious side of the work was emphasized 
by endeavoring to surround the children with the in- 
fluence obtaining in a normal Christian family. So 
marked was the result that when the fall work began, 
the Chaplain was often heard to remark in the Sat- 
urday School, ‘‘I ean tell which were the Camp child- 
ren.” 

Inspired by the thought that so much was’ being 
given to the soldiers that there would be a falling off 
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in gifts to our own poor, an extra effort was made, 
resulting in the best Christmas the Settlement has 
ever known. There were fewer gifts of money but a 
most generous spirit was shown by our Church peo- 
ple and others in inviting the children in groups of 
from two to fifty to their homes where entertainment 
and substantial presents, usually of clothing, were 
given them. About three hundred were entertained 
in this way. Several of the parishes sent clothing, 
toys and fruit, and nearly 200 Christmas dinners were 
distributed through the generosity of the Examiner, 
a Fraternity in the Times’ office, and several private 
individuals. All this meant help and rejoicing for 
the poor families for which we cannot be sufficiently 
thankful. 


What is the name of the Chapel at the Settlement? 
has been so frequently asked by visitors and friends 
that the matter was taken under consideration and 
the “‘CHAPEL OF THE HOLY CHILD”’ decided 
upon with the approval of the Bishop as an appro- 
priate name considering the work is mostly among 
children. Here much earnest work has been done 
under the leadership of the chaplain, Father Smith, 
to further the religious education of the children. 
A children’s Eucharist is held every Saturday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock with an attendance of from 35 to 45 
children. The Catechism and simple prayers and 
hymns are taught and a class will soon be presented 
for Confirmation. A number of beautiful gifts in- 
cluding a Communion Service from the Altar Guild, 
two sets of Vestments and additional seats have been 
received from friends during the year. 


All things considered, with the blessing of GOD, the 
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past year has been a good one—we believe we may 
say the best the Settlement has ever known.

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APPENDIX 5 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON SEA- 
MEN’S WORK, JAN.,; 1918 


The Commission begs to report that the Institute 
has been kept going during the past 8 months, and 
that it has been of considerable use to our soldiers as 
well as sailors. Just at present, while the club rooms 
are open as usual, the other rooms and porches of the 
building are rented to some of our ship builders, who 
are thus producing about $60 a month rent for the 
funds of the Institute. 

It has been in the mind of the Commission that the 
present war crisis might give the Institute a new 
lease of usefulness. A Committee of the Institute 
made a careful survey of the Naval Training Station 
and of the army camps at San Pedro with a view to 
being of service to the men. We took the matter up 
with the clergy at a meeting of the clericus. 

A session of the Clericus was held in the Seamen’s 
Institute and another survey was made of the camps 
and the possibilities of being useful to our soldiers and 
sailors was considered. Mr. Curran was appointed 
to look up other property more suitably located for 
the purpose but found the price prohibitive, the 
most suitable building being $75,000. Our great need 
is a central location. 

While we have a good house with well equipped 
club rooms, it is not suitably located, and must some 
day be moved, perhaps soon, on account of grading. 
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We have a lot loaned for an emergency but have not 
been obliged to move as yet. 

The Commission feels that now is the time to make 
the Institute useful and place it on a permanent basis. 

It has been temporarily changed to a Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Institute. 

Pleasant gatherings and parties have been held for 
our boys which have been much appreciated. We 
feel that in a more central location our Institute 
could be made most helpful in the present crisis. We 


would ask this Convention to refer the matter of the _ 


Seamen’s Institute to our Diocesan War Commission 
for serious consideration, with the request that the 
said War Commission make, if possible, an appro- 
priation, out of the funds now being raised by them, 
of a sufficient sum of money for the first payment on 
a lot suitably located for the work of the Seamen’s 
Institute.

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APPENDIX 6 


REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
TO THE TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL 
CONVENTION 


The Standing Committee elected at the Twenty- 
second Annual Convention met on May 24th, 1917, 
and organized, with the Rev. Dr. M. C. Dotten as 
President and the Rev. Robert B. Gooden as Secre- 
tary. 

The second meeting was on June 20th, 1917. Con- 
sent was given to the election of the Rt. Rev. William 
Reiff Stearly, D.D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of the 
Diocese of Newark, and to the election of the Rev. 
Edwin Warren Saphore to be Bishop Suffragan in the 
Diocese of Arkansas, and to the election of the Rt. 
Rev. Frank Arthur McElwain, D.D., to be Bishop of 
the Diocese of Minnesota, and to the election of the 
Rev. Arthur Conover Thompson to be a Suffragan 
Bishop in the Diocese of Southern Virginia. Con- 
sent to the election of the Rt. Rev. Harry Longley, 
D.D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Iowa 
was withheld for further information. Consent was 
given to the Rector, Wardens and Vestry of St. Paul’s 
Pro-Cathedral Parish, allowing them to sell a designa- 
ted portion of their property for a stated price. 

The third meeting was held on July 18th, 1917. 
The consent of the Standing Committee to the elec- 
tion of the Rt. Rev. Harry Longley, D.D., to be 
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Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Iowa, was with- 
held as they did not feel satisfied that the proceed- 
ings which led to the election were in all respects 
regular and canonical. Consent was given to the Dio- 
cese of Tennessee to elect a Bishop Coadjutor on aec- 
count of extent of the territory of the Diocese. Con- 
sent was given to the election of the Rev. Harry 
Tunis Moore to be Bishop Coadjutor of Dallas. 


The fourth meeting was on August 29, 1917. Con- 
sent was given to the Rector, Wardens, and Vestry 
of St. Luke’s Parish, Long Beach, to the sale of their 
property for a stated consideration. The Committee 
then sat as a Council of Advice to the Bishop. <A 
resolution was passed that the course of action of the 
Bishop leading to the trial of the Rev. R. A. Bolt, 
and the conduct of the trial itself, had the unanimous 
approval of the Committee, and that the expenses 
incurred were altogether necessary, and that the Fi- 
nance Committee should be empowered to make ar- 
rangement for the payment of the same. 


The fifth meeting was on December 10th, 1917. 
Consent was given to the election of the Rev. Robert 
Le Roy Harris to be Bishop of the Diocese of Mar- 
quette, also to the election, by the House of Bishops, 
of the Rey. William Proctor Remington to be a Suf- 
fragan Bishop in the District of South Dakota, and 
of the Rev. John Charles Sage to be Missionary 
Bishop of Salinas. Consent was given to the election 
_ and translation of the Rt. Rev. Charles Henry Brent, 
D.D., Missionary Bishop of the Philippines, to be 
Bishop of the Diocese of Western New York. 


It was decided to send a copy of the resolution in 
the matter of the trial of the Rev. R. A. Bolt, passed

at the last meeting, to the Finance Committee. The 
Secretary was instructed to prepare a report of the 
proceedings of the Standing Committee to the Twenty- 
third Annual Convention.

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APPENDIX 7 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


The Board has held 9 meetings since the last Con- 
vention. The average attendance at these meetings 
has been 1114. The Convocation of Santa Barbara 
was represented by its Rural Dean at 8 meetings and 
by its lay representative at 2 meetings; the Convo- 
eation of San Bernardino by its Rural Dean at 6 and 
by its lay representative at 4 meetings; the Convoca- 
tion of Los Angeles by its Rural Dean at 7 meetings 
and by its lay representative at 3; the Convocation of 
San Diego by its Rural Dean at 7 meetings. 

Changes have taken place in the staff of mission- 
aries as follows: The Rev. F. A. Juny of Escondido 
and the Rev. H. E. Clowes of National City have re- 
tired from active service; the Rev. E. L. Howe of 
St. Andrew’s, Los Angeles, has removed to Nevada 
and the Rev. Douglass Atwill, of Santa Paula, has re- 
signed to take up work in St. Louis; the Rev. George 
W. Dunlap has been appointed to the work at Es- 
condido, the Rey. A. R. Taylor to Bostonia and East 
San Diego, the Rev. C. E. Webb to St. Andrew’s, Los 
Angeles, and the Rey. William Cochran as assistant 
to the General Missionary for Los Angeles Convoca- 
tion. 

Details of the work are contained in the following 
reports from the Deans of the several Convocations. 
The Convocation of Santa Barbara 

The Convocation of Santa Barbara for the eight 
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months which comprise the present Convention year 
can report the most successful period in its short his- 
tory of four and one-half years. In spite of the fact 
that regular services at Lompoe and Hueneme have 
been discontinued since September, the places under 
the care of resident missionaries have gained in 
strength enough to more than offset any temporary 
loss. 


In Santa Maria an attractive building costing over 
$1600.00 has been completed. This is used for the 
worship and the work of the people who have gone 
steadily forward under the Rey. Arthur C. Dodd’s 
fine spiritual leadership. This district is rapidly 
growing in population and wealth, and the great ad- 
vantage of such an outward and visible sign of the 
Church’s presence in a community receiving many 
new-comers is evident. 


St. Andrew’s Mission, Carpinteria, continues for- 
tunate in having the weekly ministrations of the Rev. 
Carroll Perry, a former rector of one of the influen- 
tial Boston Churches. 

All Saints’, Oxnard, has an eight months’ record 
that it is impossible to adequately chronicle in a few 
words permitted to such a report.as this. An addition 
has been built on to the dwelling owned by the mis- 
sion, and occupied by the missionary, the Rev. Thos. 
P. Swift. This addition costing $1,200.00 is admir- 
ably adapted for the uses of a parish house, and Mr. 
Swift keeps it continually in use. A large part of 
the money for this addition was given by persons in 
Oxnard having no connection with the Church. Nu- 
merically, financially and spiritually the work in Ox- 
nard has grown amazingly. 
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The Rey. J. C. Ingham resigned his charge at Hu- 
eneme in September to take up work in the southern 
part of the Diocese. His departure has been cause 
for deep regret to the Convocation as a whole, and 
especially to those to whom his earnest, sympathetic 
personality had endeared him. 

Another great disappointment has come to the Con- 
vocation and to the Diocese. It is to lose one of the 
priests this Diocese can ill afford to lose. The Rev. 
Douglass H. Atwill is about to go to St. Louis to take 
up important city work. Under his wise, quiet, con- 
structive guidance the Santa Paula field has shown 
the most satisfactory sort of development. Taking 
it after a long period of only occasional services when 
the Church had almost no contact with the city out- 
side of the small faithful group which had kept the 
Church open at great sacrifice, Mr. Atwill built it up 
until it now is a well recognized influence for good, 
and it reaches out into the surrounding district. 

This Convocation has at last attained its goal in 
missionaries’ salaries; every resident missionary re- 
ceiving at least $1,200.00 a year. To accomplish this 
it has, in addition to its Diocesan assessments, raised 
and expended $4382.00 for salaries, besides $500.00 
contributed by the Convocation to the Santa Maria 
and Oxnard buildings. The fear that the demands 
being made upon our people by the war would oblige 
the Church to curtail her work has been groundless, 
so far as the Convocation of Santa Barbara is con- 
cerned.

There still stands out clearly before ‘us our unful- 
filled ideal, namely, to see that every city, town and 
hamlet in our territory is very definitely under the 
charge of some clergyman, that every individual com- 
municant may be searched out and ministered to, if 
he desires it, to say nothing of bringing the Church 
and her sacraments to hundreds who know nothing 
of her and them. 

' However we are steadily going forward. The field 
formerly consisting of Hemet, San Jacinto, Beaumont 
and Banning has been divided and the two latter 
missions placed in charge of the Dean with his res- 
idence at Beaumont, and the two former at present 
being supplied with a view to placing a man at Hemet 
as soon as the Bishop ean find the right man. 

Victorville is having regular monthly services 
through the efforts of the Rev. D. T. Gillmor of St. 
John’s Church, San Bernardino. 

Material improvements are under way to building 
and grounds at Colton. 

Corona after a number of months of vacancy now 
has the services of the Rev. C. E. Maimann. 

At Needles the regular services are being main. 
tained; while at Murrieta, our other mission, the 
work ‘has had to be suspended ‘since the beginning of 
the fall, until the Hemet field is occupied. 

The annual meeting in December at San Bernar- 
dino in connection with the Woman’s Auxiliary was 
a very successful one. The reports from the field 
were encouraging. Action was taken requesting the 
Dean to present the question of completing the pay- 
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ment for the Convocation Ford, to the various par- 
ishes and missions in the Convocation. The former 
officers and Executive Committee were all re-elected 
for the coming year. 

From all quarters comes the information that our 
clergy and their congregations are doing their part 
in this nation’s great need. They are furnishing the 
leaders and the workers in the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., 
Armenian Relief movements, as well as sending their 
sons to fight. 

May the Church in this Convocation and Diocese 
rise to her great opportunity and see to it that all 
her posts at home are fully manned and men’s in- 
quiries answered; and she will as her people are in- 
formed concretely at Convention and elsewhere of the 
needs and opportunities. .

The Convocation of Los Angeles 


Each year adds to our list another little church 
built and paid for. This year it is the church at Lit- 
tle Lands, Tejunga, the first church building in that 
district. Next year the church at San Fernando will 
be added for it is now nearing completion. The nine 
missions under the care of Rev. Robert Renison and 
his helpers are growing steadily. They are Hunt- 
ington Park, Watts, Eagle Rock, San Fernando, Van 
Nuys, Burbank, Culver City, West Hollywood, and 
Little Lands. In these missions we minister to 350 
of our people and own about $10,000.00 worth of

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property. Burbank progresses under the care of the 
Rev. William Cochran, West Hollywood under the 
care of the Rey. A. F. Randall. Glendora in charge 
of the Rev. G. E. Swan has done well and freed the 
church from debt. 

Trinity Church, Orange, has been freed of debt and 
consecrated and the Rev: H. V. Harris and his people 
are to be congratulated. . 

The survey of the smaller communities in Orange 
County, promised last year, has been carried out by 
Mr. Renison who has made a house to house visitation 
in places where there is no Episcopal Church, paying 
1369 visits and finding 119 communicants whom we 
must find means of caring for. 

This work is naturally mentioned first. The work 
in the older missions in Los Angeles and vicinity and 
of Mr. Cleghorn among the Colored People, Mr. Webb 
among the deaf and Mr. Yamazaki among the J apan- 
ese, goes on with gratifying success and with devo- 
tion and self-sacrifice on the part of the clergy.

The Convocation of San Diego 


With the advent of new men at some of the Mis- 
sionary stations within this Convocation, the work 
seems to have been increased and benefited and the 
people have taken fresh courage. Notably is this the 
case at St. Mark’s, East San Diego, and St. John’s, 
Bostonia, where the Rev. Alfred R. Taylor has made a 
distinct impression upon the people of the Church 
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and also upon the community, generally, and the 
Bostonia field, always a difficult one, gives promise 
of growth and strength to a degree never before 
known to the writer who has watched its changes and 
vicissitudes for many years. The Rey. George W. 
Dunlap at Escondido seems to have brought new hopes 
to the people of this interesting Mission and to have 
infused new life into the workers who have made a 
faithful record in the past. 


In Imperial Valley a new station has been opened 
at Calexico, making a group of five stations, served 
by one man; widely separated as these places are, 
the interested observer of Church work sees very 
plainly the need of at least one more priest to care 
for this section. It is also worthy of notice that 
where the priest resides has much to do with the ad- 
vance of Sunday School and institutional work ; where 
the man is ‘‘in the midst’’ the people take courage. 


A great task confronts the Churchmen of the Con- 
vocation, that of providing for the spiritual needs of 
the enlisted men of both Army and Navy who are at 
the several camps in and about San Diego and who 
number at times 50,000 men and who are ready to 
seriously consider the claims of the Christ and His 
Gospel. The problem becomes the more acute when 
one remembers that these men are constantly coming 
and going, thus leaving but a short time in which they 
ean be influenced in right directions. The clergy of 
San Diego will be most grateful to the Rectors of 
churches from which these young men come, if let- 
ters of introduction are furnished them to hand to 
the priest of the Parish in which they may find them- 
selves temporarily residing. This is very important 
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if they are to be helped, at a time when they need that 
help most urgently.

APPENDIX 8 


REPORT OF COUNTY AND CITY MISSION 


In the County and City Mission Society we minis- 
ter to our own Church people and to many who are 
not Church people in the County Hospital, County 
Farm and East Side and County Jails. 

The County Hospital,—In this institution there are 
about eleven hundred patients on the average and 
some three hundred employees, and of this number 
we will average from thirty to forty communicants. 
In the course of a year there will be upwards of 250 
Church people enter and leave the hospital. Of this 
‘number about one-tenth die. We endeavor through 
the personal histories to get in touch with every com- 
municant and give them the opportunity of receiving 
the Chureh’s ministrations while in the hospital. We 
have a celebration of the Holy Communion every 
Sunday at 7:45 a.m., with a congregation of from 
six to twenty, and then there are always some bedside 
communions made after the service, and frequently 
during the week. The second Sunday of every other 
month we have an afternoon service with a congrega- 
tion of about forty; the music being rendered by 
the choirs of the different parishes and missions of 
the City and County. 


In visiting constantly about the hospital one be- 
comes acquainted with many who have no definite 
religious affiliation, with the result that I have been 
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able in the past eight months to bring eight adults to 
baptism, four of whom has since passed away. 

At the County Farm there are at present about 
seven hundred and fifty inmates. There we have a 
service the 2nd and 4th Sundays of every month at 
10 a.m., at which the congregation never numbers less 
than a hundred,—80% of them men. On the Sun- 
day before Christmas there were nearly two hundred. 
The chapel in fact was crowded. This was chiefly 
due to holding our Christmas celebration on that day. 
Here we have about thirty communicants. Mr. Hol- 
gate, who has been in charge of our work at the Coun- 
ty Farm ever since Mr. Badger’s death and done it 
so well, was forced to give up last month because 
of ill health and his work has now devolved upon me. 
Whilemy term of service so far has been rather limited 
at the Farm yet it has been long enough to realize how 
Mr. Holgate and Deaconess Steiger have endeared 
the Church to the hearts of those people. 

On Fridays I spend the day at the Farm, visiting 
about in the dormitories in the mornings and holding 
a Bible-class in the afternoon,—the attendance at 
Bible-class so far has been between twenty and thirty. 
I am in hopes that this will soon lead to a confirma- 
tion class. At the Farm, in addition to myself, Dea- 
coness Steiger, who is on our staff, is a regular visitor 
and most efficient helper, and, at the Hospital, our 
efforts are made still more effective by the regular 
and telling visits of Mr. George Webb, our lay repre- 
sentative. 

At the East Side Jail Mr. Webb holds service every 
Sunday at noon besides doing a hundred and one 
little personal turns for those different fellows as the 
needs arise. 
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On Christmas Day the Bishop was with us at the 
jail, and after holding a short service we distributed 
candy and tobacco to all the prisoners. 

‘In the County jail our work has been entirely of a 
personal character, looking after and trying to help 
various individuals. 


Within a short time the erection of a new Tubercu- 
lar Hospital will have begun about three miles from 
San Fernando and this is to house the tubercular 
patients from Santa Barbara, Ventura and Los An- 
geles Counties and, judging from the number of tu- 
bercular patients at the County Hospital at present, 
I dare say there will be anywhere from three to five 
hundred patients at the new hospital. Many of these 
people will have to be cared for by the avers and 
City Mission Society. 


Within the next two weeks a new hospital is to be 
opened near the city for the reclamation and cure of 
young girls who have been leading lives of prostitu- 
tion. This hospital will accommodate about fifty 
patients, and from all indications it will not be long 
before it is filled. On Monday last I was called on the 
phone and asked to meet with a committee in refer- 
ence to the religious work to be done for these un- 
fortunates. So here too we are to be called upon to 
work. 


Now in addition to our ministering to the inmates 
of these various institutions, we are constantly called 
upon for relief work, i.e., for money, for clothes, and 
for help in securing work. We do what we can but 
it isn’t much, with our limited resources; and it 
would have been far less had it not been for the 
Bishop’s Guild and for a few individuals who believe 
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that we must not neglect the need of those who are 
at our very door. 

Our county and city mission work is supported en- 
tirely by voluntary contributions,—we do not receive 
one cent from the Diocese or from Convention. So 
that if this work interests you we hope that you will 
make some definite pledge,—large or small, for its 
continuance. 

Deaconess Steiger says of our Christmas at the Pub- 
lie Institutions—‘‘ Friends were so generous with gifts 
and checks this year that we were able to make many 
of the less fortunate at the County Farm and Hospi- 
tal happy this Christmas season. At the Farm, the 
Sunday preceding Christmas, we had a beautiful ser- 
vice in’ the chapel,—about two hundred men and wo- 
men were present,—quite a number made their com- 
munion. After the service gifts, candies and cards 
were distributed. 

Many of the people were unable to come to the 
chapel; so during the afternoon I went to them and 
more than a hundred more were cheered with gifts. 
I was much touched and pleased when I went to the 
women’s dining room to give out those gifts that were 
not given in the chapel. After they had been received 
one of the women arose and,in the most parliamentary 
‘manner, expressed thanks to those who had thought 
of the lonely ones at this season of joy for all the 
beautiful remembrances. Indeed very many of the 
women and men too asked me to thank you all. At 
the Hospital, through the subscriptions and other gifts 
and offerings made to the Society from individuals 
and parishes, we were able to care entirely for our 
patients in C I ward,—and give them a Christmas 
tree. 
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After Christmas I spent several afternoons dis- 
tributing gifts among the patients, and we were able 
to remember several hundred. These too expressed 
their thanks,—the fact of so many thinking of them 
seemed to give the greatest pleasure.’’

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APPENDIX 9 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH 
PENSION FUND 


The Committee on the Church Pension Fund met 
and organized by the election of Dean MacCormack 
as chairman, Rev. Robert L. Windsor as secretary 
and Mr. George Wigmore as treasurer. Owing to cir- 
cumstances quite beyond his control Mr. Wigmore, 
much to the regret of the Committee, felt compelled 
to resign. Mr. Colin M. Gair was elected to the va- 
cancy and has served to the end of the year. There 
has passed through his hands as treasurer of the 
Church Pension Fund the sum of $5,773.71. 

On the whole there has been a most gratifying eo- 
operation on the part of the entire church. 

All the Parishes and Missions of the Diocese have 
paid in full with the exception of the following: 
Christ Church, Los Angeles; and All Saints’ Church, 
San Diego, have made no response whatever and the 
following Parishes and Missions are partially de- 
linquent : 

St. Athanasius’ L. A., seven months; Church of the 
Ascension, Sierra Madre, 2 months; St. Philip’s, L. A., 
Seven months; St. Mary’s, L. A., two months; St. 
John’s, Needles, all the year,—with the exception of 
the premium paid by the Board of Missions on its ap- 
portionment to the salary of the missionary, 

Since the Church Pension Fund has been in opera- 
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tion the following clergymen of the Diocese have been 
pensioned : 

The Rev. Alfred Fletcher, Rev. Frederick A. Juny, 
Rev. George H. Cornell, D.D.; Rev. Hector E. Clowes, 
Rev. George E. Swan, Rev. Henderson Judd, Rev. 
Isaae Holgate. 

The Rev. Charles Stanley Mook for a time was 
pensioned temporarily, but his health has been so re- 
stored that he is able again to resume his ministerial 
duties. 

Your Committee asks the attention of the clergy 
and the laity to the importance of paying the pre- 
mium on the salary of the Rectors and Missionaries 
promptly on the first of the month when they are 
due, certainly not later than the 10th of the month. 
This past year the Church Pension Commission in 
New York has been lenient with delinquents and they 
assured us that, if the premium was paid in full by 
the end of the fiscal year, they would not charge the 
5% monthly interest upon unpaid amounts. It is 
not likely that they will continue this consideration 
during the coming year. We expect that they will 
levy the 5% monthly interest upon all unpaid pre- 
miums, and it is to save the Parishes and Missions 
this additional charge that we call your attention to 
this very important matter. 

It does not seem to be clearly understood that when 
a Parish becomes vacant only half the monthly pre- 
mium is to be paid to the Church Pension Fund dur- 
ing the time that it remains vacant and that when 
a Mission becomes vacant no premium at all is to be 
paid during the time it remains vacant. 

Some slight confusion exists in the minds of many 
as to the party responsible for the payment of the 
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premium in the case where a Mission is so fortunate 
as to have a rectory. The Board of Mission looks 
to the Mission to meet this payment on the ruling of 
the Church Pension Fund Commission that pre- 
miums must be paid on all salaries at their source. 

The members of the Church Pension Fund Com- 
mittee of this Diocese very earnestly ask those who 
have subscribed to the Reserve Fund of $8,500,000, 
pledged by the Church last March, to send their con- 
tributions direct to Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, 14 Wall 
street, New York, and not to the Committee of this 
Diocese. It will save a very considerable amount of 
unnecessary bookkeeping if this suggestion is ob- 
served and your Committee will greatly appreciate 
this favor. 

Again, we ask a continuance of the patience ex- 
tended to us on the part of the clergy and laity. 
Many very important questions still remain unsettled. 

We have been trying to get a ruling from the Com- 
mission in New York as to the status of the non-par- 
ochial clergy. Mr. Monell Sayre, who has been court- 
esy itself, has assured us that the actuaries are busy 
working this problem out and that, just as soon as 
they arrive at a decision, he will advise us what de- 
termination the Commission has made in the matter. 
In the meantime, he recommends the non-parochial 
clergy to pay their premiums because, in the event 
that the Commission can not include them in the 
Church Pension scheme, they will get their money 
back; so they will not lose anything except the use 
of a small sum of money for a comparatively short 
space of time. 

We hope that the Parishes and Missions will avail 
themselves of the convenient opportunity presented 
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by Christmas and Ash Wednesday to raise the pre- 
miums upon the salaries of the clergy. It is our 
opinion that when this matter is properly presented 
the people will gladly respond. 

The Diocesan Treasurer of your Committee sug- 
gests that thank-offerings on Christmas and Ash 
Wednesday be turned into the Current Fund of the 
Parish or Mission and that a check be drawn upon 
them by the local treasurer each month for the amount 
of the premium levied upon the Parish. This, he be- 
lieves, is a better method than sending to him, as some 
have done, the entire offering and allowing him to 
make the necessary division. 

We believe the Bishop of the Diocese is to be con- 
eratulated upon this splendid showing. It is some- 
thing that every Churchman may well be proud of. 
But we must not forget that it has been made pos- 
sible by the long and faithful and persistent efforts 
of our beloved Bishop who is now enjoying in some 
small measure the satisfaction of his labors that he 
so richly deserves.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S SCHOOL FOR 
GIRLS, LA JOLLA, CALIF. 


The Bishop’s School for Girls has been in existence 
for seven years and in that time it has been steadily 
gaining ground, not only in the number of pupils, in 
the increasing range of subjects and courses of studies 
available, as well as its educational efficiency but— 
what is equally, if not more important, from the 
standpoint of the Churechmanship of the Diocese—in 
sending forth year by year groups of girls—the wives 
and mothers of the coming generation, whose ideals 
and influence cannot fail to make themselves felt in 
ever increasing and widening circles throughout our 
great Commonwealth. 

It was natural to expect that financial restrictions, 
arising out of the unprecedented demands emanating 
from the exigencies due to the destructive and con- 
structive contingencies which have go seriously ef- 
fected our social and national existence, would not 
fail to curtail the financial support accorded to in- 
stitutions of the character of our Bishop’s School, 
perhaps more quickly and vitally than others of a 
similar nature ; but, on the contrary, the School open- 
ed well, on September 26th, with an attendance of 
fifty Boarding Pupils, and some thirty Day Pupils, 
which showed no falling off in numbers over previous 
enrollments, but rather the reverse. 

Since Christmas, five new Boarding Pupils have 
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entered, and the Day department has risen to about 
fifty, making a total enrollment of one hundred schol- 
ars. 7 

On the whole, therefore, the war has not effected 
our numbers though in one or two instances it was im- 
possible for pupils to return owing to financial em- 
barassments, or unsettled’ conditions in the family. 

Several new courses have been introduced which 
seemed practical and timely in the present situation: 
1. A course for Seniors and Specials in Surgical 

Dressings, taken by fourteen pupils. 
2. A course in Agriculture and practical farming 
in which five of the girls are interested. 
3. A course in Historical Geography, for older girls, 
pursued by twelve. 
4. Three classes for little girls in sewing, at which 
twenty-five pairs of little fingers are busily 
occupied. 
course of Lectures on Sex Education, limited 
to students of High School age, given by Mrs. 
Mary Ritter, M. D., wife of the Director of the 
Biological Institute, La Jolla, which will prove 
of inestimable value as these young women go 
forth into the larger life of which they are 
now upon the threshold. 

The Art Department of the School has six enthu- 
siastic students. They work two afternoons a week, 
under direction, and do from ten to twelve hours of 
practice work, weekly, by themselves. At present this 
is in the nature of ‘‘ Poster work,’’ charcoal drawings 
from casts, outdoor sketching and Still life in oils. 

The presence of a permanent Chaplain has intro- 
duced into the life of the institution a new and inten- 
sified spirit of an ecclesiastical character and, since

the Christmas vacation, Chaplain Bedford-Jones has 
assumed more fully the development of a churchly 
atmosphere in connection with the school life than 
has been possible hitherto without priestly ministra- _ 
tions day by day. 

This has been made possible now by the erection of 
the new and splendid Chapel through the munificence 
of Mrs. Joseph H. Johnson, the wife of our beloved 
Bishop. In this Chapel services are being conducted 
on Sunday evenings, in addition to Celebrations of 
the Holy Communion at frequent intervals, together 
with instruction in the ways and teachings of the 
Church, in addition to the usual courses of study in 
the Bible and Church History. 

Every Sunday morning the entire School attends 
the Parish Church of St. James-by-the-Sea, of which 
the Chaplain is also the Rector. 

Any report in these days of militant activity would 
be incomplete without some passing reference to par- 
ticipation in some department of national military 
efficiency, even in connection with a ‘Bishop ’s School 
for Girls.’’ We therefore beg to report that our Red 
Cross work during the fall months has been directed 
towards knitting — naturally — sweaters, mufflers, 
wristers and helmets, and in furnishing ‘‘kit bags’’ 
for the soldiers. But this is not all—The Girls and 
Faculty between them have raised considerable money 
viz: 

$63.00 towards a library at Camp Kearny. 

$14.00 for Kit bags. 

$80.00 for the Y. M. C. A. drive, 

$300.00 for the Y. W. C. A. drive—making a total 
of over $450.00 in money alone ; and, so far as the 
pupils’ share in this is concerned, it represents, in 
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almost every case, money which the girls have given 
in a spirit of self denial out of their own spending 
allowances. 

During Lent the School forms itself into a Junior 
Auxiliary to the Board of Missions, and works for a 
splendid box to send to Alaska and always raises some 
$50.00 towards the support of an Indian girl’s edu- 
cation, and from January to March the girls are to 
make infants’ outfits-to go to France. 

In conclusion, it may assist the members of this 
Convention in arriving at an adequate estimate of 
the wide, and ever-widening, influence of this institu- 
tion if we mention where some of our girls come from 
and in what directions they go when they leave. 

Last June out of twelve graduates—One entered 
Vassar College, one Barnard, two the University of 
California, one Occidental, one Mills’ College, four 
are living at their homes busy in Red Cross work, and 
one is doing office work in order that her brother may 
be free to serve his country. 

Of those now in the boarding department—8 come 
from Colorado, 5 from Illinois, 2 from Idaho, 1 from 
Montana, 3 from Washington, 1 from New York, 2 
from Ohio, 2 from Winnipeg, Can.; 2 from Michigan, 
in addition to those from California. 

In the day department a large number come from 
other States, with their parentsfor the winter months; 
but how many of them come to the School because 
they happen to be wintering in La Jolla, or are win- 
tering in La Jolla because they find there the unsur- 
passed advantages afforded by the Bishop’s School, 
it would be impossible to state. 

Among the gifts to the School this year are a Vic- 
trola, which is an aid to the course in appreciation

of music, and a handsome silk flag, the gift of last 
year’s graduating class. 

The writer of this report would earnestly call to 
the attention of the members of the Convention, and 
more particularly the Clergy of the Diocese, and Prov- 
ince of the Pacific, the fact that this institution feels 
most deeply appreciative of the fostering interest and 
furthering advancement of the Church, and her most 
dearly-cherished ambition is: that the Church, and 
especially the Church in this Diocese, may some day 
come to feel, to no indefinite extent, the spiritual, as 
well as the educational value of the School.

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APPENDIX 11 


REPORT OF HARVARD SCHOOL 


The Harvard School is in the midst of one of the 
most prosperous years in its history. The total en- 
rollment at the present time is 210; 122 boarding pu- 
pils and 88 day pupils, from about 22 states, includ- 
ing Alaska on the north, Mexico on the south, Mas- 
sachusetts in the east and Honolulu in the west. The 
character and personnel of the pupils is probably the 
best that we have ever had. 

The percentage of boys from Church homes has 
steadily increased from a very small one to between 
forty and fifty per cent. 

The Faculty includes 17 members, nearly all of 
whom give their entire time to the school. They are 
graduates of the leading institutions of the country 
in the east and west, and are all re in their par- 
ticular department. 

The scholarship of the school every year has been 
good, but this year the records show that the boys’ 
work is quite well above the average, all of which 
will very largely help the scholastic standing of the 
school, which is now excellent. 

The athletic department has thus far been very 
satisfactory. The football season has been a good one 
and the other sports promise well. The great thing 
is that, by our system of athletics, we reach every boy 
in the school, and not only the few who are natural 
horn athletes. 
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The military department is in charge of a compe- 
tent commissioned officer of the United States Army, 
with a non-commissioned officer to assist him. The 
school is one of 20 schools in the United States which 
maintain a Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, the 
only school in the West with this distinction. Cadets 
of the school have attended all the Officers’ Training 
Camps, and for the third Training Camp the school 
had five appointments. A very large number of our 
graduates and former students are in the service. I 
cannot at this time give the exact peu but it is well 
over one hundred. 

The financial condition of the school this year is 
very gratifying and the outlook for the future is 
bright indeed.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


To the Diocesan Convention, January 16, 1918. 
Your Board has labored diligently and harmoni- 

ously during the past eight months to strengthen and 
extend the work of the Sunday Schools in the Dio- 
cese. There have been seven monthly meetings of the 
entire Board, with an average attendance of about 
two-thirds of the membership. In addition the Board 
divided itself into four sub-committees, as follows: 
Executive, Enrollment, Humanitarian, and Teacher 
Training. These undertook severally certain phases 
of the work, and held numerous meetings. 

The prompt and accurate work of the Treasurer 
and Recording Secretary should be noted. The new 
position of Corresponding Secretary has justified its 
creation. Upwards of twelve hundred letters, notices, 
ete., have been sent through the Diocese. A roster 
of Sunday School workers is being made, which will 
contain the names, addresses and years of service of 
the Teachers and Officers in the various Parishes and 
Missions, with other information of value for perman- 
ent record. 

The Vice-President of the Board by direction of the 
Bishop has acted as chairman at all meetings of the 
Board and public gatherings of the Sunday School 
workers. He has been able to visit only five Schools, 
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but has written about two hundred letters in the in- 
terests of the work. 

The Board has sought in various ways to emphasize 
the importance of the religious training of the young ; 
—that it is fundamental to the well-being of the fu- 
ture Church, and that it is the least expensive and yet 
the most effective form of Diocesan missions. It has 
tried by means of an organized campaign to increase 
the enrollment of teachers, officers and scholars in our 
Schools. Acting on the suggestion of the national au- 
thorities, it has sought to organize the children in all 
the Schools for definite humanitarian service in con- 
nection with the needs of the country during the war. 
To further these ends a Hand Book was prepared, and 
nearly five thousand copies were distributed through- 
out the Diocese. 

A number of public gatherings in the interests of 
Sunday School work have been held. A note should 
be made of the great Patriotic Mass Meeting of the 
children which crowded to the very doors the Pro- 
Cathedral on May 20. The massed vested choirs, and 
the uniformed Church organizations, headed by the 
cadets of the Harvard School with their military 
band, combined with the Bishop and clergy in a Ser- 
vice of great dignity and impressive fervor. 

In June, the Rev. B. F. Kemerer, representing the 
General Board of Religious Education, visited the 
Diocese, and gatherings were held in three Convoea- 
tions to receive his message. 

A most successful Conference of Sunday School 
Workers was held at St. Augustine’s-by-the-Sea, San- 
ta Monica, July 24-26. Three full days were devoted 
to the study of the Principles of Curriculum. The 
attendance was large, and the interest intense. 
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The Board has completed its plans for courses of lec- 
tures in Teacher Training during the coming winter. 
A competent faculty has been secured, and, under the 
Rev. Robert B. Gooden as Dean, the new Bishop’s 
School for Church Teachers will begin a session of 
fifteen weeks, on Monday, January 21, 1918. Meet- 
ings will be held one evening in each week. 

The Board expresses its appreciation to the Editor 
of the Los Angeles Churchman for the generous sup- 
port of its efforts in every issue of that Diocesan pub- 
lication. 

The Convention of May, 1917, assigned for the use 
of this Board a sum not exceeding three hundred dol- 
lars. The Board asks that the Convention appropri- 
ates a like sum for its use during the coming year. 
As provided in Canon XXI. Section 147, a contribu- 
tion of ten cents per capita on the enrollment was 
asked from the Sunday Schools. The Treasurer’s 
report appended shows that eleven parishes and seven 
missions responded with contributions aggregating 
$112.10. By careful management the expenditures 
have been kept to approximately two hundred .dol- 
lars, so as to allow of a working balance in thé treas- 
ury during the early months of this year.

REPORT OF THE AUDITING COMMITTEE 


To the Twenty-third Annual Convention, Diocese 
of Los Angeles. 

Your Auditing Committee reports: 

That it has examined the books of the Treasurer of 
the Diocese, Mr. W. C. Mushet, for the year ending 
January 10, 1918. The book entries were checked from 
the vouchers on file and every thing was found in cor- 
rect order. The financial reports prepared by the 
Treasurer were verified from the book entries. 

The books of the Corporation of the Diocese, in 
charge of Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, Secretary, for the year 
ending January 4th, 1918, were also examined and 
found correct, with vouchers on file. The condition 
of the various funds and investments of the Diocese 
was found as stated in the report of the Directors 
of the Corporation. All papers relating to the in- 
vestments of the Diocese were found in good order. 
One loan was in the final stages of foreclosure and two 
others in process of renewal, their papers having been 
withdrawn for this purpose; the proper receipts for 
the same were found on file. 

The notes belonging to the mortgage loans of the 

Diocese weré inspected. by the Committee at the First 
’ National Bank, where they are deposited for collec- 


tion of interest. All interest payments are duly 
credited on the notes. 
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The investment bonds are kept in the safe deposit 
vaults of the First National Bank, in the joint care 
of the Secretary of the Corporation and the Treasurer 
of the Diocese. They were found as reported with 
interest coupons attached. 

The Committee, complying with the request of the 
Committee on the Church Pension Fund, examined 
the books of the Treasurer of the fund, Mr. C. M. 
Gair, for the past year and found them in agreement 
with the vouchers on file. All money collected has 
been promptly remitted to the Church Pension Fund 
in New York. 

The bank balances of each of these officers agree 
with their reports. 

Your Committee congratulates the Diocese that its 
financial affairs are in such competent and painstak- 
ing hands as those of the officers named above, and it 
appreciates the courteous assistance which they have 
given the Committee in the performance of its duties.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S GUILD 


Since our last Convention time, we have made from 
materials donated 815 garments for our poor. These 
have either been given outright to destitute persons, 
or sold for a trifle of their value. We are greatly in- 
debted for many of these materials to the late Mrs. 
Kate Tootle and to Mrs. W. H. Perry. 

Through July, August, September and October we 
managed a garden for seven destitute families, pre- 
sided over by the eldest son of one family. The old- 
est boy working in the garden was eleven years old. 
This was one of the most cheering efforts we have 
made in connection with the Clothing Bureau. These 
gardens were wonders, and the supplies of vegetables 
were a god-send to these needy families, and their 
equally needy neighbors. On October 15th we pre- 
sented each boy, who was the head of a garden, with 
a new pair of shoes, two suits of underwear and two 
pairs of stockings. The boy, whose garden was pro- 
nounced by the gardening expert of the City as the 
most productive and best cared for, we gave a full 
outfit,—new hat, underwear, shoes, hose, suit of 
clothes, shirt, even belt, tie and handkerchief. Can 
_ you imagine this boy’s pride? . 

During August and September we were very happy 
in helping to send about 160 children under the eare 
of the Outdoor Relief Society to Hermosa Beach far 
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an outing. We took down the supplies for camp, 
moved the children back and forth, as was needed, and 
returned the paraphernalia of camp to the city again. 
It surely made us glad to help so many frail children 
back to health. Our association with the City and 
County Charitable Societies has been most cordial. 
We have always found them ready to come to us at 
a moment’s notice and give us their best advice and 
assistance. 

Our Christmas has been heavenly, for never was 
the birth of the Christ-child more beautifully em- 
phasized than in giving to these pitifully destitute, 
sick, blind and helpless children of our Father, Christ- 
mas food and cheer. We were responsible for 120 
families, not only that they had a Christmas dinner, 
but help for several days or weeks. We sent toys and 
clothing where required. Forty-four families, which 
were cases with especial needs, the bed-ridden, very 
old, families with recent deaths, or critically ill child- 
ren, we supplied directly from the Clothing Bureau 
and distributed ourselves. Many dear friends took 
families to care for. We were especially indebted to 
the Boy Scouts for their assistance at Christmas time 
in the distribution of baskets. Seven loads of wood 
were distributed among the sick during December. 
Three beautiful quilts were given, and three dear, 
sick women are blessing the donors many, many times 
each day. One friend took a family to her home for 
a Christmas party, we sending them to her house in 
charge of our always helpful and dependable Mr. and 
Mrs. Priddy. 

During last summer we canned sixty quarts of 
peaches, twenty-four quarts we sent to the Children’s 
Home in appreciation of the use of their cans. The 
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remainder was used, together with other fruit and 
dainties donated at Christmas time, to fill the baskets 
sent to our sick. : 

We cannot close this report without thinking of the 
beautiful spirit and co-operation shown us by the 
Neighborhood Settlement Board and workers, and 
especially by Sister Mary. We owe to their advice 
many of our successes and much of our efficiency. We 
have never gone across the street to them for help 
without being received with the most beautiful Christ- 
ian. spirit, and we want to thank them and recommend 
to you all their work. 

May we ask your help in our work in the year be- 
fore us, and we thank you for what was done for us by 
the different Parishes, but we could not have sub- 
mitted such a good report at this Convention had it 
not been for many goods friends other than Church 
members. Our appeal to you is, don’t let anything 
be thrown away that can in any way help us to 
help others—and through our work take some of the 
burden off our Bishop in the mission field.

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APPENDIX 20 


REPORT OF COMMISSION ON PHILANTHROPY 
AND SOCIAL SERVICE OF THE DIOCESE 
OF LOS ANGELES, JAN., 1918. 


In accordance with the instructions of Convention 
and the absorbing interests of the present world sit- 
uation, the deliberations of this: Commission have con- 
cerned themselves almost exclusively with problems 
growing out of the War. 

Matters which seem to us of special importance at 
the present time are as follows: 

(1) Maintenance of the present standards of 
industrial welfare for women and children. 

Through a member of this Commission who is also 
a member of the National Child Labor Committee, the 
Commission has been kept in touch with the general 
situation and is informed that assaults on the Federal 
Child Labor Law, threatened at the outbreak of the 
war by representatives in Congress from the cotton 
manufacturing states, are not likely to be effective, as 
the Administration ig cordially in favor of the present 
law and opposed to any relaxation of it. The great 
danger lies in the possibility of retrogressive legisla- 
tion on the part of state legislatures ,and these are be- 
ing watched carefully by the National Child Labor 
Committee officials. In as much as the Legislature of 
California does not meet until J anuary, 1919, there is 
ho danger in this state at the present time, but we 


must be prepared to defend our Standard in the fu- 
ture.

(2) The progress of Prohibition as a war 
measure and a permanent social policy. 


Two notable events are to be recorded. Furst, 
the passage of an anti-saloon law for the City 
of Los Angeles to go into effect April lst, clos- 
ing the 208 retail saloons entirely while per- 
mitting the sale, by wine stores and in cafes and 
restaurants during restricted hours, of liquors con- 
taining not over 14% of alcohol. Second, the passage 
by a two-thirds vote of both houses of Congress of a 
measure providing for the submission to the several 
states of a constitutional amendment for a complete 
prohibition of the liquor traffic in the United States. 
The Anti-Saloon League reports that there are now 
twenty-six states having prohibition in some form. 
Should the constitutional amendment be ratified in all 
of these, it will require the approval of ten more for 
its adoption and action must be taken within seven 
years. A country, which can adopt conscription for 
military service with the promptness and unanimity 
with which it was adopted in the United States, is 
capable of the same swift and decisive action on the 
liquor question if once convinced of its wisdom. The 
question. will not come up for decision in California 
until 1919, the legislative year. In the meantime 
friends and foes of the amendment will be hard at 
work. If the Church has anything to offer on the 
subject now is the time to make its voice heard. 


(3) The support of special and general phil- 
anthropic causes. 

The past year has been marked by appeals 
to the people of our communities for contribu- 
tions and subscriptions to various forms of philan- 
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thropic work incident to the war, occasioning such de- 

mands upon the generosity of the people as have never 
been made before in the history of the country. Can- 
vass after canvass has been made of the towns and 
city districts, often one a week, sometimes more. It 
is inevitable that in the pressure of these new and 
urgent claims, causes to which contributions have 
been made in the past, the regular philanthropic in- 
stitutions, missionary and parochial support, should 
be jeopardized in some degree. In the light of this 
unusual situation the manifest duty of our Church 
people is two-fold,—to do the one and not to leave 
the other undone; to give even to the point of great 
sacrifice to the causes in which are involved the safety 
and welfare of our soldiers and the actual salvation 
of suffering peoples from starvation and death, (such 
causes as the Red Cross, Armenian and Syrian Relief, 
Army Y. M. C. A. Work, and just now particularly 
the War Commission Fund of our own Chureh,) and 
at the same time not to diminish in any degree the 
support of churches, missions and church philan- 
thropy, the work of all of which must be maintained : 
for the sake of those who require ministrations now 
and for the conservation of the spiritual life of our 
communities and of the nation. To allow retrogres- 
sion in the works of mercy and religion at home even 
under the strain of war would be a perversion of pa- 
triotism. With the immense resources of our country 
there are plenty of means for both ; what is needed is 
the development of a sense of stewardship with a com- 
.prehensive outlook and gense of proportion in the 
distribution of what ig given. 


(4) The coming standard in the Sex Problem. 
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Your Commission would report that evidence is con- 
stantly increasing which shows the wisdom of such 
measures as the Red Light Abatement Act. More and 
more can we see that social safety requires the oblit- 
eration of all centers purposeful to sex indulgence, 
and with them the final obliteration of any justifica- 
tion for them. For these—the centers and the justifi- 
cation—go hand in hand. In such legislation as the 
Red Light Abatement Act is invoked not only the 
purely material, prophylactic and remedial require- 
ments of the conditions we are facing, but what is 
needed far more, a higher ideal of social responsibil- 
ity. Hesitation to declare and maintain this ideal 
has already imperilled the constructive value of our 
social life. What the world needs is not prophylaxis 
alone, but continence,—continence ideal and radical. 
Men must make tt the dictum of life that allicit sex 
indulgence is criminally wrong, and is never to be 
winked at, qualified or justofied. 


It may be that the obliteration of deliberate centers 
has not obliterated assignation. But assignation has 
now arrived at a cowardly need to sneak and hide. 
The open flaunting justification of sin is gone. It 
stands today as a wrong, cringing and underhanded, 
even though deliberate. 


In such measures at the Red Light Abatement Act 
a higher social consciousness, a further step towards 
social health and sanity, and an advance in social 
constructiveness are radically involved. We shall fail 


to remark it and champion it at our peril. Some 
forms of assignation will die hard. But the destruc- 


tion of sex-indulgence-centers has put the problem 
far better into our hands. Let us now face the ques- 
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tion of assignation beyond its remedy under the Abate- 
ment Act. Your Commission assumes the right to 
eall upon Christian men to think with radical direct- 
ness upon these things. Let us take a stand for the 
sterilization or permanent segregation of defectives 
and of the radically diseased, and so let us dam this 
river of sex instability against the coming genera- 
tions. Let us advocate the most stringent laws to re- 
move from our young people the impact of wrong 
sex impulse. Nine-tenths of the boys of this country 
have no chance to think in a healthy and sane manner 
on the sex question. Their whole mentality is often 
linked with vile suggestiveness even in the tenderest 
years. The outlook of youth upon sex is morbidized 
before the meaning of the function of sex is realized. 
The dangers and the cowardly weakness of following 
his ready but unnatural impulses are not made known 
to him. The normal chastity of his soul, and the reti- 
cence of his nature are corrupted by the vicious idea 
that sin is manly and courageous. While the impulse 
of sex cannot be killed, youth must be made to wait 
until it can face the sex problem in a healthy and 
Sane manner. Youth cannot,—must not,—face it. 
It must be faced by manhood alone. We must find 
some drastic method of procedure with youth in this 
matter. More appeal to heroic ideals in religion, more 
reality in education, more direct alignment of the 
school life with the real constructive work-life of the 
world, will go far towards this end. Especially does 
your Commission eall for a deepened sense of paren- 
‘tal responsibility for this phase of the development 
of childhood with the maintenance of close and conf- 
dential relations between parents and children, and 
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the insistent demand for the single standard of purity 
in both sexes. 


Your Commission notes with great satisfaction the 
advancing ideals with which the sex problem is being 
attacked in the Army and Navy. We commend most 
highly the steps taken by the Commander at Camp 
Lewis in destroying any connection of that camp 
with any form of unstable moral activity. It should 
be a source of joy to us that commanders over our 
whole land are evidently finding that camps as in- 
stitutions must stand for high sexual ideals. These 
camps are positive towards sex stability today as 
never before in our history. No morally debasing 
thing or institution can come near the camps in our 
land. But fine as this is, we must deplore this fact, 
that in official and individual instruction emphasis is 
laid upon prophylaxis rather than upon continence. 
Caution can never take the place of morality. If 
men can be taught prevention, can they not also be 
taught the righteous demand of their country for that 
surest prevention of contamination,—viz., continence ? 
May they not be asked to display that primary hero- 
ism,—a heroic life above the level of the animal? In 
training them to expert efficiency against the national 
enemies, why not inelude this self-discipline in sex- 
control as a matter of patriotism. For the losses of 
the country’s fighting strength from debility and mor- 
al incompetence over and above the known ravages of 
venereal diseases, directly due to this one thing, in- 
continence, are beyond computation. As our leaders 
and champions in this hour of awful world-need, may 
we not ask our soldiers this added heroism of keeping 
morally clean. Some such memorial from organized 
Christianity would be most appropriate at this time. 
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(5) Christianity and the Social Conscience. 

Your Commission is impressed by the way social 
responsibility is gripping the social consciousness. 
The demand and challenge for social well-being is 
ringing into the world’s ears as never before. The 
former things are passing away. Now, as never before, 
must Christian people prepare themselves to think 
socially. The Christian religion seethes and _ boils 
with social impulse and social expression. But the 
Church is lagging in the assertion of its normal so- 
cial nature, it is slow to face what it as an institution 
socially involves. We who are Churchmen should 
have in mind two things that lie at the heart of our 
religion :—two principles that will guide and inspire 
us, and at the same time hold us to sober and intelli- 
gent judgment in the face of the revolutionary de- 
mands and appeals of our times :— 





First, Society grows by Leadership. Human kind, 
the human family, grows only by leadership. It 
grows in no other way. Only through leaders can 
mankind grow. 

Churchmen must remember in these days that 
Christ is not only our Saviour; He is our Leader. In 
fact He could not be in any real sense our Saviour 
unless He were in every sense our Leader. The doc- 
trine of His Saviour-hood which does not include His 
Messianie Leadership is infantile, and woefully lack- 
ing in vision as to the Christian program of advance. 
The theological Christ is but a small expression of the 
biological Christ. The Leader, and only the Leader, 
Saves, because leadership means the growth and de- 
velopment of human kind. 


Second, Christ’s leadership is square with universal 


J 
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welfare. And this is why our Lord’s leadership is 
final. His message is to all mankind and for all man- 
kind. Thus Missions are pioneer to organic inter- 
nationalism. The Church is the home of the coming 


Brotherhood, because it is the Family of God under 
a leadership,—and the only leadership,—which is 
square with universal welfare. 


In this day we are learning that no nation or so- 
cial unit can live unto itself alone. From now on, 
world value, world vision, world safety and world ac- 
ceptability are to be the base of national existence. 
National destiny must be world destiny. 


This War is the travail unto universal brotherhood, 
—a brotherhood that must come through leaders. 
Now the air is full of so-called Socialism. But no 
cult can provide for the coming world-needs unless 
at its heart are to be found the two principles we 
have emphasized; that humanity can advance only 
under leadership, and that a leadership which truly 
and wisely concerns itself wholly with the universal 
welfare. Here is the supreme call to Christian men 
everywhere to think their religion in the terms of its 
complete social import. Now should they proceed to 
realize with voice and action the full program of the 
Gospel, which may be stated thus: The Reorganiza- 
tion of the whole social fabric of humanity under the 
leadership and recognized Risen Presence of the In- 
earnate Son of God. 


The stirred world is demanding of the Church that 
she expresses her real function,—that of providing a 
true universal leadership to the world; a leadership. 
with a world vision and a world courage; a means, 
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holy and sacred, but still only, a means to the great 
end of unfolding life. 

In the face of the tremendous social demands of the 
present world-crisis which cannot be evaded, we, as 
Churchmen, are challenged to search into the very 
heart of our religion, and stand square for the full 
expression of our Faith, lest we be not simply tossed, 
but tossed aside, by the onsweeping torrents of the new 
world life. 

The Commission respectfully requests for the sup- 
port of its work the appropriation of $150.00 for the 
current year.

The Diocesan Corporation, known in law as one 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles,’’ is the Trustee under the Canons of all the 
permanent invested funds of the Diocese, that is: 

The Episcopate Endowment Fund; 

The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund; 

The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund ; 

The Diocesan Missionary Endowment Fund. 

The Diocesan Corporation is also the Trustee to 
which should be conveyed all property for the bene- 
fit and use of the organized Missions of the Diocese 
under the trusts provided in the Canons. 

The Bishop of the Diocese is incorporated as a 
corporation sole under the name of ‘‘The Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in Los Angeles, 
present incumbent, Joseph Horsfall Johnson,’’ and 
is authorized to received and administer all trust 
funds and property for the use and benefit of the 
Church in the Diocese which may be intrusted to 
him, including all religious, benevolent or educa- 
tional objects connected therewith. All gifts, be- 
quests or devises for the establishment of the Cathe- 
dral, or of schools under the auspices of the Church, 
will be received and held by the Bishop, as corpora- 
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tion sole, until the incorporation of the several and ° 
appropriate corporations authorized to receive and 
administer the respective funds and property. 

‘‘The Hospital of the Good Samaritan’’ is the cor- 
porate title of the hospital organization, which is 
organized and conducted under the auspices of 
Church people, and is officially connected with the 
Diocese. ‘ 3 

Free beds in perpetuity may be endowed in the 
hospital upon payment of $10,000., or gifts, bequests 
or devises for the benefit of the hospital may be made 
to the Corporation.

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CANONS REVISED AND AMENDED 





Convention, 1918 


Constitutions, Article V, Section 12: 

The amendment, adopted by the Convention of 1917, 
in Article V, Section 12—to insert the word ‘‘Jan- 
uary’’ in lien of the word ‘‘May’’— was approved 
and adopted; together with the additional amend- 
ment that the word ‘‘twenty-fifth’’ be substituted for 
the word ‘‘fifteenth’’; so that the section shall read, 
‘“‘the Wednesday next following the twenty-fifth day 
of January,’’ ete. 

Canon XX XIII, Section 218, was amended by the 
addition thereto of a sub-section (a)—‘‘The Court 
shall select and appoint a Lay Communicant of this 
Church, learned in the law and, if possible, having 
had judicial experience, as its Assessor, who shall act 
as its legal advisor; and the Court shall be bound to 
consult their Assessor on all points of procedure be- 
fore deciding the same.’’ 

Section 213 of Canon XX XIII was further amend- 
ed by the addition thereto of a sub-section (b)—‘‘ Be- 
fore proceeding to trial the Court may adopt and de- 
clare Rules of Procedure which shall govern the con- 
duct of the trial.’’ 

Section 215 of Canon XX XIII was amended by the 
insertion, on the. 7th line, after the words ‘‘should be 
pronouneced’’ of the following words in parenthesis: 
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‘“ (provided, that any member of the Court, not con- 
curring in the decision of the Court, may write and 
append to such decision a dissenting opinion.) ’”’ 


Canon XXXIII was amended by the addition there- 
to of a new section, numbered 219, which reads as fol- 
lows: 


“The expenses of every trial contemplated by this 
Canon (which shall include the expenses of the ac- 
cused clergyman, in case of his acquittal) ; shall be 
paid out of the Convention Funds, by the Treasurer 
of the Diocese, when the same has been authorized or 
approved by the Court and the Standing Committee.”’ 

Canon XXXII, Section 201, was amended by strik- 
ing out the words of the present Section 201, and sub- 
stituting therefor the following: ‘‘It shall be the duty 
of the Corporation of the Diocese to transfer and de- 
liver to a Trust Company to be named by the Church 
Pension Fund Committee, all of the securities and 
invested principal funds, held by the Diocese, be- 
longing to the Disabled Clergy Fund, and _ the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, provided that the 
Church Pension Fund shall first enter into a con- 
tract to assume, and continue to pay, the grants for 
pensions or annuities to the beneficiaries at present 
receiving the same from such Funds, until all such 
obligations are fulfilled, and the same terminated by 
the death of the several beneficiaries or by the action 
of the Trustees, and further, 


To credit, pro rata, annually the amount of the 
annual net income derived from such Funds upon 
the annual assessments of the Parishes and Missions 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles for the purposes of the 
Church Pension Fund.”’ 
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Canon XXII, Section 150, was amended by adding 
the following words: ‘‘The election of the Directors 
of the Corporation shall be taken by individual vote, 
and the seven persons receiving the highest number 
of votes shall be declared elected.’’ 


RULES OF ORDER 


The following Rules of Order, tentatively adopted 
by the Convention of 1917, were finally approved and 
adopted : 

Rule 18. All resolutions carrying appropriations 
shall be presented during the First Half Hour of the 
afternoon session on the First Day. 

Rule 19. All printed reports shall be delivered to 
the Secretary for distribution at the opening of the 
afternoon session of the First Day, and five minutes 
only shall be allotted for hearing a summary of each 
printed report when called up: this provision is not 
to apply to the Report of the Committee on Canons, 
or to the Report of the Finance Committee. 

Rule 20. Contemplated resolutions likely to in- 
volve debate shall be filed with the Committee on the 
Dispatch of Business before the opening of any ses- 
sion so that provision may be made in the Calendar 
for their consideration.

ORDER OF BUSINESS OF THE CONVENTION 
OF THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


(1) The Secretary, under the direction of the 
Chair, shall announce that he has received attendance 
slips from one-third of the Clergy entitled to seats 
and votes in the Convention; and if he shall have re- 
ceived less than one-third of such slips, then and in 
that case he shall call over the names of the Clergy 
entitled to seats and votes.

ocese, Registrar of the Diocese, Historiographer, and 
the Board of Christian Education; which nomina- 
tions the Secretary shall cause to be printed upon 
ballots for use at the elections in the following form: 
the names of all nominees for the various boards or 
sets of officers shall be printed on separate slips of 
paper of different colors; preceding each name there 
shall be printed a square, and each voter shall mark 
a cross in the square opposite the name of the candi- 
date for whom he intends to east his ballot. Each 
ballot shall state the number of persons to be elected, 
and the manner of voting. 

Elections shall be conducted as follows: The Presi- 
dent shall appoint a Judge of Election, whose duty 
it shall be to canvass the returns of the Tellers in each 
election, decide all questions in dispute, and announce 
the result of the balloting, subject to appeal to the 
Convention. He shall also appoint one Clergyman 
and one Layman to act as Tellers to count the vote 
of each order in each election.

RULE 1. 


No motion shall be considered as before the Con- 
vention until seconded and stated to the Convention 
by the presiding officer. If not presented in writing, 
the President, or any member of the Convention, may 
require the motion to be reduced to writing before 
being presented to the Convention. After a motion is 
in possession of the Convention the mover cannot 


modify or withdraw it without the consent of the 
Convention. 


RULE 2. 


When a question is before the Convention, no mo- 
tion shall be received but to lay it upon the table, to 
take a vote thereon at a certain time, to postpone to 
a certain time, to postpone indefinitely, to commit or 
to amend; which motions shall have precedence in 
the order named. The motion to take a vote at a cer- 
tain time shall be decided without debate. 


RULE 3. 


When a motion is under consideration, a motion 
to amend, a motion to amend that amendment, and a 
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motion for a substitute for both amendments shall 
be in order. These motions shall be considered and 
voted upon in the reverse order in which they are 
received. 


RULE 4. 


The following motions shall not be debatable; to 
adjourn (which shall always be in order when no 
member is speaking,) to lay on the table, to take from 
the table, to close debate, to extend the limits of de- 
bate, an objection to the consideration of a question, 
a call for the order of the day, to reconsider an un- 
debatable question, to fix the time of adjournment, to 
postpone to a certain time, to permit the withdrawal 
of a motion, and to suspend the rules. If a motion to 
lay an amendment on the table be carried, the matter 
before the Convention shall be proceeded with as if 
no amendment had been offered. 


RULE 5. 


If a question under consideration contains several 
distinct propositions, the same may be divided on the 
request of any member, subject to the decision of the 
presiding officer that the division proposed can be 
made. If objection is made to such division, a mo- 
tion to divide may be put before the Convention. 
When a motion for a division is made, the mover 
must specify the manner in which he desires the ques- 
tion to be divided. A motion to strike out and in- 
sert shall be indivisible.

No member may speak more than once on the same 
question, nor longer than fifteen minutes. By con- 
sent of three-fourths of the members the Convention 
may grant leave to a member to speak a second time 
on the same question, but not longer than ten minutes. 
A Chairman of a Committee, or the mover of a resolu- 
tion, presenting a report, shall be permitted an open- 
ing and a closing speech on every question submitted 
for action, but not to exceed ten minutes for each 
speech, unless special leave be given by the Conven- 
tion to extend the time. 

A member may speak for not longer than two min- 
utes, when nominating a candidate for election to any 
office. 


RULE 7. 


Every member present shall vote, whenever a ques- 
tion is put, unless excused by the Convention on ac- 
count of his being personally interested in the result, 
or for other cause. 


RULE 8. 


The vote shall be taken by ayes and naes, or by 
orders when called for by five members, and shall, in 
such case, be entered on the minutes. 
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RULE 9. 


In taking the vote by orders it shall be the right 
of any member of any delegation, who may dissent 
from the vote of the majority of the delegation, to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded in the minutes. 


RULE 10. 


In all questions decided numerically, a motion to 
reconsider must be made by one member, and second- 
ed by another, who voted in the majority. In all 
questions decided by a vote by orders, a motion to 
reconsider, if made by a Clergyman voting in the 
majority, must be seconded by a Lay-Delegate vot- 
ing in the majority; and if made by a Lay-Delegate, 
it must be seconded by a Clergyman voting in the 
majority. A motion to reconsider must be made with- 
in twenty-four hours after the vote was taken. When 
a motion to reconsider a vote prevails, the question is 
again before the Convention as if no vote had been 
taken upon it. No question shall be reconsidered 
more than once.

All Special Committees shall be appointed by the 
President, unless otherwise ordered.

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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, May 14, 1919. 


The Twenty-fourth Annual Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the celebration of the Holy 
Communion in St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 
a.m. on this day. 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall Johnson, 
D.D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was assisted by the Very 
Rev. Dr. MaeCormack, as Epistoler, and the Right Rey. Dr. 
Hunting as Gospeller, and in the administration of the Sacred 
Elements by the Rev. J. D. H. Browne, the Rev. Dr. Dotten 
and the Rey. R. B. Gooden. 

At the close of the service the Convention was called to 
order for business, the Right Reverend, the Bishop, taking the 
chair. 

The Secretary announced that more than one-third of the 
Clergy had deposited attendance slips and more than one- - 
third of the Parishes and Missions had signified that they 
were represented by the attendance slips of their Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being present, the 
Chairman declared the Convention ready for business. 

On motion, the reading of the Order of Business was dis- 
pensed with. 

On motion of the Rey. J. Arthur Evans, the Rey. Alfred 
Fletcher was nominated as Secretary. 

There being no further nominations, on motion of the Rey. 
P. H. Hickman, the Assistant Secretary cast the ballot of the 
Convention and the Rev. Alfred Fletcher was declared elected. 

The Secretary appointed the Rey. R. L. Windsor as Assistant 
Secretary. 

The Bishop delivered his annual address (Appendix 1.) 

The Rey. Dr. Learned moved that the matter in the Bishop’s 
address relating to his request for a Coadjutor Bishop be re- 
ferred to the proper committee. Aaopted. 

The Bishop referred it to the Standing Committee, 

Dr. Learned, as chairman of the Committee on Canons, asked 
for the ‘‘unanimous consent’’ of the Convention in order to 
propose an additional amendment to the report of the Com- 
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wittee on Canons relating to the Diocesan Assessment on 
Parishes and Missions—Canon VII, §47. 

On motion, the unanimous consent was given. 

The Chair reappointed Rey. R. L. Windsor, Rev. Dr. Learned 
and Rev. J. Arthur Evans as Committee on Dispateh of 
Business.

On motion of the chairman of the Committee on Dispatch of 


Business, the special report of the Standing Committee, re 
garding the Bishop’s request for a Coadjutor Bishop, was made 
the order of the day at 3 p.m.; also that the courtesy of the 
floor be extended to the Rev. Charles P. Deems to present the 
claims of the Seamen’s Church Institute of America. 

The Rev. Dr. Learned presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Canons, as follows: 








1. The proposed amendment to Canon V, Section 26, by the 
addition of the words ‘‘and shall also be the custodian of 
all securities and uninvested funds belonging to the Diocese,’’ 
was considered. The Committee was of the opinion that this 
amendment is unnecessary, and therefore recommends that it 
be not adopted. Recommendation of non-adoption adopted. 

2. The Committee considered the proposed amendment of 
adding to the Canons a provision for the election, annually, 
of. representatives on the Provincial Board of Missions, the 
Provincial Board of Social Service and the Provincial Board 
of Religious Education. The Committee recommends that Sec- 
tion (25) of the Order of Business of the Convention be amend- 
ed by adding, after the words ‘‘Delegates to the Synod of the 
Provinee of the Pacific,’’ the following language: 

‘<Representatives on the Provincial Board of Missions, 
the Provineial Board of Social ‘Service, and the Provincial 

Board of Religious Edueation.’’ Adopted. 

3. The Committee considered the referred suggestion by the 
Bishop of the appointment of a Nominating Committee, to 
which should be submitted all names proposed for all com- 
mittees. The Committee recommends that no amendment to 
this effect be adopted. Recommendation adopted. 

4. The Committee considered Mr. H. E. Brett’s proposed 
amendment to the Rules of Order, reading as follows: 

‘¢Amend Rule 6 (page 72) by adding to the last par- 
agraph the words: ‘‘A member desiring to make a nomi- 
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nation shall rise and receive the recognition of the Chair 

before naming his candidate.’ ’’ 

* The Committee recommends that the proposed amendment 
be adopted. Adopted. 

5. The Committee considered the amendment proposed by 
Rev. P. H. Hickman, namely, that sub-section (d) of Section 
47 of Canon VII be amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following language: 

“and the apportionment for Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions shall be determined in the same manner.’’ 

The Committee recommends that this amendment be adopted. 
Adopted. 

6. The Committee considered the proposed amendment by 
Rev, P. H. Hickman, namely, the amenament of the Order of 
Business of the Convention iby the insertion of a new para- 
graph making provision for the report ot the Church Exten- 
sion Society. The Committee recommends that the Order of 
Business be amended by adding to paragrapn (15) the follow- 
ing language: 

‘fand the report of the Church Extension Society.’’ 

Adopted. 

The foregoing recommendations and proposed amendments 
were, On motion, severally adoptea. 

An additional amendment to Canon VII, $47 (p. 21), was 
proposed by Dr. Learned by the ‘‘unanimous consent’’ of the 
Convention: 


‘*Provided further, That whenever, in the opinion of the 
Finance Committee of the Diocese, any Mission or Parish be- 
comes incapable of meeting its diocesan assessment, such assess- 
ment for the ensuing year shall be decreased or omitted; 

That, also, whenever, in the opinion of the Board of Mis- 
sions, any Mission or Parish becomes incapable of meeting 
its diocesan Missionary assessment or its general missionary 
apportionment, such assessment or apportionment for the en- 
suing year shall be decreased or omitted,’’ 


The Rey. P. H. Hickman moved that this proposed amend- 
ment to Canon VII, §47, be recommitted to tne Committee on 
Canons, with the request for its submission to the next Con- 
vention according to the judgment of the Chair.

The Standing Committee, to whom has been referred that 
portion of the Bishop’s address, expressing his desire for the 
election of a Bishop-Coadjutor of the Diocese, would now pre- 
sent a formal resolution to the members of this Convention, 
asking their consent to the meeting of the Bishop’s request. 
Such consent being given by this Convention, the Committee can 
then take action to present the need of the Diocese for the 
election of a Bishop-Coadjutor to the Church-at-large through

Be it Resolved, ‘‘That this Convention does hereby extend 
to its efficient and indefatigable Treasurer its heartfelt and 
sincere sympathy and its prayers that the comfort of the 
Holy Spirit may be vouchsafed to this our brother in his af- 
fliction and that the expression of our sympathy may tend 
in some measure to help him towards bravely and resignedly 
bearing his loss. 

Adopted by a rising vote. 

The Rev. Alfred Fletcher moved the following resolution: 

Whereas, There are on the Canonical Clergy List of this 
Diocese the names of two clergymen, whose place of residence 
has been unknown for more than ten years—regarding whom 
information is not available as to whether they are still liv- 
ing; and 

Whereas, Such a situation probably obtains in other Dio- 
ceses; and 

Whereas, It is required that a Clergyman canonically listed 
shall hold communication with the Ecclesiastical Authorities 
of the Diocese, of which he is a member, at least once annu- 
ally, or that such communication shall beheld on his behalf; 

Therefore, 'The Diocese of Los Angeles, in Convention as- 
sembled, begs to memorialize the General Convention that it 
will frame a canon which shall govern such cases and pro- 
vide that there may be a time-limit as to the retention of the 
_ name of a clergyman on the Canonical List who has held no 

communication with hig Diocese, whereby, after a given term 
of years (5 or 7), his name may be dropped from such list, 

Adopted. 

Convention adjourned to meet on Thursday, at 9 a. m., for 
Morning Prayer and business session, 

On Wednesday, at 6:30 p. m., the Chureh Club of the Di- 
ocese gave a dinner in the dining hall of the Broadway De- 
partment Store—which was largely attended by the clergy, 
laymen and laywomen of the Diocese. This, being the an- 
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nual open meeting of the club, was a reception to the Bishop 
and Mrs. Johnson. 

Mr. John L. Garner, president of the Club, presided and, 
after introducing the Bishop, asked him to take charge of the 
meeting. 

Prominent among the subjects discussed) was the great 
need of increased salaries for the clergy; and Dr. Learned, 
Dr. Davidson and Dean .MacCormack, in their eloquent and 
forcible addresses, made a strong appeal to the wealth of the 
Church to remedy this erying need. 

Dr. Murray Bartlett, lately returned as a War Chaplain, 
who served with distinction at the front, gave a vivid descrip- 
tion of the necessities and perils to be met during the recon- 
struction period. His fear was not the revival of militarism, 
but the spread of Bolshevism—unless wise measures shall be 
taken to counteract it. 

The meeting closed after a full and detailed explanation had 
been given by Bishop Hunting of the plans of the Nation-Wide 
Campaign. 

Thursday, May 15, 1919. 

After Morning Prayer at 9 a. m., the Bishop took the chair 
at 9:30 and called the Convention to order. On motion the 
reading of the minutes of yesterday’s proceedings was dis- 
posed with; but they were read in brief form by the Secretary. 

Elections: : 

The Chair appointed Mr. F. C. Valentine to be judge of 
elections; Rev. W. N. Pierson and Mr. J. H. Bradshaw as tell- 
ers for the clerical vote, and Rev. C. R. Barnes and Mr. George 
W. Parsons as tellers for the lay vote; and later in the place 
of Mr. Parsons, Mr. Wilfred Smith. 

For the election of the Directors of the Corporation—by in- 
dividual vote—the Chair appointed as tellers Rev. A. C. Dodd 
and Mr. Robert 8. Hyde. 

The first ballot was taken for the several Committees. 

The Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack offered the following res- 
olution: 

The Clergy and Laity of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles, in Convention assembled, de- 
clare by resolution their unqualified approval of the principles 
embodied in the Covenant of the League of Nations, and call 
upon the Senators from the State of California to use all 
their influence to promote the passage of this instrument in 
the Senate of the United States: 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution, signed by the 
President and Secretary of the Convention, be forwarded to 
Senator Phelan and Senator Johnson. 

The Rey. Dr. Davidson moved, in amendment, that this res- 
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olution be sent to the press for publication. The resolution, 
as amended, was adopted. ’ 

The Rev. Dr. Learned moved as follows: 

Resolved, That this Convention hereby records its profound 
appreciation of the glorious sacrifice made iby thoge members 
of the Church in this Diocese who have laid down their lives 
during the great war. May our loyalty to the high respon- 
sibility of this crucial hour in the world of Nations be ren- 
dered more steadfast by such worthy examples of valor. 

Adopted. 

Dr. MacCormack presented the diocesan report of the Church 
Pension Fund. Received. (Appendix 15.) 

The Assistant Secretary read the report of the Bishop’s 
Guild, which showed a large amount of relief and charitable 
work to have been accomplished during the year. The con- 
siderable sum of $6,181 was the amount of disbursements. 
‘ Received. (Appendix 16.) 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the report of the Treasurer 
of the Diocese. Received. (Appendix 17.) 

On motion a vote of thanks was tendered to the Treasurer 
for his very efficient services to the Diocese. 

The Rev. A. G. H. Bode offered the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That an earnest effort be made to raise all 


stipends of clergy in this Diocese of less than $1500 a year 
to that amount. 

2. That a Committee of twenty persons, ten laymen, five 
clergy and five women, be appointed to raise $50,000 for a Di- 
ocesan Endowment Fund, in addition to those now existing, 
for increased aid towards the stipends of missions and poor 
parishes. 

3. That a Committee of three laymen and two clergymen 
be appointed to consider the possibility of a central Diocesan 
Fund from which all stipends should be paid. 

4. Resolved, That this Convention send a memorial to the 
next. General Convention urging the appointment of a com- 
mittee to consider the problems connected with the appoint- 
ment of clergymen to parochial cures and their stipends, and 
to submit to that Convention such suggested changes as would 
remedy the difficulties and anomalies under which the Chureh 
now suffers in these respects.

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The following gentlemen were elected by individual vote— 
being the seven of those nominated who received the highest 
number of votes: The Right Rev. J. H. Johnson, D.D.; Mr. 
C. S. Byington, A. W. Morgan, W. A. Bowen, W. F. Knight, 
H. Ivor Thomas, W. GC. Mushet. 
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Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the report of the Finance Com- 
mittee. In the desire to limit the increasing printing ex- 
penses of the Convention the Committee, in its report, as- 
signed $250 for the printing of the Journal, whereas $400 was 
the amount formerly assigned. 


On the statement of the Secretary—in view of the great 
increase in the cost of printing—of the utter impossibility 
of printing the number of copies he is required by Canon to 
distribute (about 650) for a sum much less than $500—Mr. 
Mushet moved, as an amendment to the report, that an addi- 
tional $250 be set apart for the printing of the Journal, and 
that the $1,000 assigned for the indebtedness to the First 
National Bank be reduced to $750. Adopted. 


The Finance Committee recommended that, hereafter, all 
reports to be printed in the Journal—if printed before Con- 
vention—shall be placed with the Secretary, that they may 
be printed by the Convention printer and the matter held 
for the Journal, so that the expense may not be duplicated. On 
motion of Dr. MacCormack the report of the Finance Com- 
mittee as amended, with the resolution and the above recom- 
mendation, was adopted. Also, the recommendation, authorizing 
the Finance Committee to apply any additional income on the 
$3,000.00 note held by the First National Bank of Los Angeles, 
was adopted. (Appendix 22.) 


The Chair reappointed Mr. F. C. Valentine as Chancellor; 
and, in doing so, drew attention to the great obligation the 
Diocese is under to Mr. Valentine for his valuable legal ser- 
vices and advice. 

The Rev. A. G. H. Bode moved that the Bishop be re- 
quested to appoint additional lay members on the Commission 
on Seamen’s Work. Adopted. Mr. George W. Parsons and 
Mr. George H. Wigmore were added to the Commission. 

The Rev. Dr. Learned moved that No. 17 of the Rules 
of Order be referred to the Committee on Canons that it may 
be worded so as to more completely express the will of the 
Convention. 

On motion it was so referred. 


The Rev. Dr. Learned moved a reconsideration of his motion 
of yesterday requiring the printing and circulation of a 
number of copies of the report of the Special Committee 
on Property Holding. 


He then moved that the report be recommitted to the Special 
Adopted. 
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Committee for further consideration at next Convention, and 
that it be printed in the Journal. 

Adopted. (Appendix 8.) 

Mr. R. Brackenbury moved that, in the matter of the 
proposed election of a Bishop Coadjutor, the Finance Com- 
mittee be instructed to prepare and submit to the next meet- 
ing of the Convention a play Jor financing the necessary ad- 
ditional sum required. 

Adopted. 


The Rev. Dr. MacCormack moved a resolution expressing 
the sorrow of the Convention at the removal by death of three 
of our Clergy during the year, and of appreciation of their 
faithful and valuable services—William Stoddard Dearing, 
since 1893 a faithful Deacon in this Diocese, C. Irving Mills, 
D. D., and William Evans, priests, who had not served 60 
long among us but who, in this Diocese and elsewhere, had 
done most effective work for the Master; he further moved 
that a memorial page be dedicated to their memory in the 
Journal. 

Adopted. 


Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the reading of the minutes of 
this day’s proceedings be dispensed with, and that they be 
certified by the Chair. Adopted. 

On motion the Convention adjourned sine die, the Bishop 
pronouncing the blessing.

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APPENDIX 1 


THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS 
1919 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


Before speaking of my chosen theme today let me, as is my 
custom, turn your thought to those who have passed on to 
their reward. Within the last year five Bishops of this 
Church have died—Dr. Alfred Magill Randolph, Bishop of the 
Diocese of Southern Virginia; Dr. Charles Sanford Olmsted, 
Bishop of Colorado; Dr. Francis Key Brooke, Bishop of the 
District of Oklahoma; Dr. James Bowen Funsten, Bishop of 
the District of Idaho; and Dr. Robert Atkinson Gibson, Bishop 
of Virginia. May light perpetual shine upon them. 

Since last we met, two Priests of the Diocese have passed 
to their reward. One, Dr. Caleb Irving Mills, had been in the 
Diocese for six years, having been transferred to us in 1913 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese of Colorado. At 
no time during these six years had he been in vigorous health, 
but he had invariably worked to the extent of his strength. 
He was a man full of initiative and unsparing of himself in 
every way. Years ago he had come into the Church from a 
conviction and was keenly alive to its distinction and always 
loyal in its service. 

The Rev. William Evans, although he had been in the Dio- 
cese but a comparatively few months, had won for himself in 
the hearts of his people and of his brethren a very enviable 
place. His ministry was all too short but, during his connec- 
tion with the Diocese, we learned to value him as a devout and 
earnest servant of our Lord. 

We have also lost from our clerical circle one who, I am 
free to say, more thoroughly by his character magnified his 
office as Deacon than any other man I have ever known. 
William S. Dearing had been ordained to the first Order of the 
Ministry when I came to this Diocese and, through all these 
years, he had shown me by his persistent, faithful and effective 
work what an ideal Deacon may be. Because of physical in- 
firmity, he was content to minister with such prerogatives as 
tis Order had given him. Had it not been for this physical 
{imitation, the Church would have craved him for the Priest- 
hood. He had been endowed by nature with a fine mind which, 
with great care, he had trained quite above the average. His 
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instincts were scholarly and he might, under favorable condi- 
tions, have excelled as a preacher. He had the heart and the 
head of a musician and, in his own community today, there is 
music in many a home because William Dearing had evoked 
the spirit that finds its expression in the harmonies of the 
voice, the piano or the organ. And then with all, and more 
than all, our friend was a consecrated man, Through all the 
years of pain and struggle I had never heard from those lips 
a complaining word, and I venture to say that that was as 
true of others as it was of me. When the call to refreshment 
came, William Dearing was ready, and we may all rejoice that 
his labor is ended and that he has entered into rest. 

A great loss has also come to the Diocese in the death of a 
very remarkable layman known, at least by reputation, to many 
of those gathered here today. Daniel Freeman of Inglewood 
had lived in Southern California since what may be termed— 
the beginning of things, and his life had been far more full 
of interest and event than the lives of the vast number with 
whom we come in contact. He had always been interested in 
large affairs and had traveled much in this County and Europe 
and yet, because he was essentially a gentleman, and for that 
reason quiet and unobtrusive, he lived out a remarkable life 
without attracting the sort of attention which would have been 
distasteful to him had it been accorded to him. Physically he 
was one of the most distinguished men I have ever seen. In- 
tellectually he was the peer of the leading men of this com- 
munity, many of whom had acquired his friendship. As a 
Churchman, he was simple and devout and, to every good 
cause, generous beyond measure. To that wonderful collection 
of ecclesiastical buildings, erected by Mr. Howland and his 
wife, the daughter of Mr. Freeman, at Inglewood, Mr. Free- 
man made the contribution of the exceptionally commodious 
and beautiful rectory. I speak of this since I recall, with 
satisfaction, Mr. Freeman’s sympathetic interest in the really 
remarkable scheme conceived and, with rare skill, outlined by 
~ Mr. Howland when first the plan to build the Church of the 
Holy Faith fixed itself in his mind. Mr. Howland was deter- 
mined apparently to build after the best models and, with the 
technical aid of a marvelously endowed young architect, Mr. 
Hubert Frohman, he has done so. The Chureh, the Rectory 
and the Guild Hall are far and away the finest bits of ee- 
clesiastical architecture upon the Coast, for Mr. Howland was 
determined, so far as he was able, to give expression in stone 
and solid econerete to the highest ideal that man had conceived. 
The scheme was, of course, a surprisingly large one, and this 
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a young man like Mr. Howland could have formulated, but my 
point is that, in and through all that great scheme, Mr. Free- 
man, in spite of his age, gave the encouragement of sympa- 
thetic co-operation that marked him as an unusual man. It is 
a blessing to the community when, as years creep on, the old” 
men keep in touch with the ambitions and aims of the on- 
coming generation. ‘This Mr. Freeman was able to do, and 
such a life means far mofe to a community than mere words 
can express, but I feel that, at least in these few phrases, I 


ought to bear record to my appreciation of it in Mr. Free- 
man’s case, and I gladly do so at this time, 

It may be thought that at this time a Bishop should be 
prepared to make some sort of contribution toward the 
solution of some of the problems with which the World and 
the Church, in the present day, are confronted. I am disposed 
to be cautious in offering suggestions and, frankly, most of the 
contributions which hitherto have been made seem to me to 
be either commonplace or premature. 

At this sitting [ find it hard to believe that even an armis- 
tice has been signed. The Associated Press still pours into 
our eyes and ears its stream of rumor and of alleged inci- 
dent in such a vast mass that one is at a loss to decide 
what is fiction and what iG truth. Adjustment is not possi- 
ble, when every report and hypothesis is as likely to be in- 
correct as true. We must wait and think. If I were to place 
the emphasis upon a duty which I believe to be paramount 
upon our people in this emergency, it is the duty of culti- 
vating poise. We, here in America, have three safe-guards 
upon which we may safely rely in these anxious days. 

Ist: As an editorial in a City paper reminded us not long 
since, there on the hill is the little red school-house, and that 
is a symbol for the educational opportunities which are pro- 
vided for the American people by the State in every hamlet 
in the Country. The State practically says to the people ev- 
erywhere—if you want information, come to the school and 
get it. If you want to know how to use this information, come 
to the school and, if necessary, to the college and we will fa- 
miliarize you with the operation of using it. For we want 
you to become familiar with and to be able to use every bit 
of knowledge that will be of real help to you as individuals 
and as members of the community at large. 

2nd: We have reached the point where at least every man 
thinks ‘that he believes in social justice. At least, any man 
would be ashamed to deny that he approved of the ideal un- 
derlying the term. The social conscience has been quickened. 
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There is, therefore, something in the community to which 
every over-burdened, misused or misunderstood man may turn. 
with a justifiable expectation of relief. In the past, kaiserism 
has stalked about the world not only in the person of Kings 
‘but in the person of Autocrats in the political, in the civie, 
the social and the financial world. The might of such men 
has, in many places, affirmed the justice of its rule simply be- 
cause, by circumstances, it has been able to enforce its will upon 
unwilling fellow citizens. This, however, is a situation no longer 
to be tolerated and, I think I may honestly say, it is no longer 
avowedly claimed. We have got quite beyond that. A man’s 
might today, to be conceded, must be based upon reason and 
justice. All other claims than those that have that backing 
will be repudiated by wise men in every position in life. 

3rd: In this Country, the only arbiter in matters of Relig- 
ion is a man’s conscience. That is the only fixed tradition in 
our system, so far as Religion is concerned, and we cannot be 
too thankful for it and, personally, I want évery man who is 
striving to live up to his conviction to know that we in this 
Church will help him to be consistent, whatever his conviction 
may be. Of course, I would like every man to agree with me, 
but that is another matter. The great thought is that the con- 
science should have freedom of expression, and this freedom 
every man in these United States has. 

My friends, these three seed thoughts I cast into your minds 
in the interest of what I have called poise. “Let us be quiet 
and still and self-controlled «and so approach questions of re- 
adjustment both in the State and Church, unafraid. In a 
Country where the average of education and intelligence is 
high, where men are keen in securing to men their rights, where 
men are free to seek for Divine Life where and as they wish, 
is there not justification of the highest hope for our attain- 
ment of wise and permanent solutions of all the great prob- 
lems that lie before us? In such an atmosphere, men may trust 
each other and in that trust they will find the substantial basis 
» for a Religious Civilization. 

In whatever I say, today, I want one thought to be upper- 
most in my message. I believe that in the process of human 
affairs we have at last actually reached a critical point. Crises 
rarely oceur. There are many places in life that we dignify 
as such but in no sense are they really so, but at this time 
a whole era has reached its culmination. Great, splendid ma- 
terial forces, through thousands of years, have been pressing to 
the front, demanding opportunities for expression, and they 
have had them, and they have become so dominant that, both 
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for good and for ill, the race has fallen under their spell. 
Frankly, it has conceded to them a supreme place. Conven- 
tionally, this may not be so. Men formally may believe in a 
supreme, personal God but, in living out their lives, they have 
counted upon these material factors as after all the only se- 
rious ones to be dealt with. During all these centuries God, 
through his great Prophets, and teachers, and preachers, and 
through a myriad of silent witnesses to the reign of His re- 
vealed law, has been asserting that in the last analysis He 
alone is supreme; but the World while afraid, in express terms, 
to deny the claim, has yielded to the blandishments of material 
things about them, and has adopted a merciless competitive 
system to secure at any and all costs the rewards with which 
physical forces have beguiled them. Virtually, it has denied 
the existence of a God who at last would step into the affairs 
of men and assert Himself in terms that could be understood. 
The very acme of that sort of folly had been reached when the 
recent war was declared, but the crisis has now come. In one 
of the Chapters of ‘‘The Professor’s Progress,’’ a novel pub- 
lished serially in last year’s Atlantic Monthly, this subject 
is cleverly worked out. In answer to the question ‘‘but in this 
war where is God?’’ the author, with great keenness, shows 
that in every great cataclysm God comes into His own and, 
when it has passed, invariably a higher conception of Him 
enthrones itself in the human mind. God has continually warned 
the race that in every event it must count upon Him and the 
finer forces as His command but, through it all, puny, con- 
ceited man has shrugged his shoulders and followed congenial 
pursuits. Man would have money and power and infiuence an 
trade and commerce but, so long as he was unmindful of the 
Divine power that stood behind it all, not one of these things 
was worth the price that he would be forced to pay for them. 
Until the war was declared, men had not believed in an Arma- 
geddon. Now they do. The Central powers for forty years, 
directly and indirectly, had brought to bear upon their avowed 
purpose of world conquest all that the human mind could con- 
trive through concentrated research and training; and, by the 
way of propaganda and malicious espionage, for four years 
they had so steadily made such forces felt—that victory was 
apparently in their hands. Then suddenly came the change 
in the battle line. New forces apparently were being intro- 
duced. In the very teeth of insuperable obstacles, a new power 
was in the field. I do not speak now of fresh armies from our 
side of the Sea, nor of strengthened reserves held for final ac- 
tion behind the battle line; but right within the hearts and

minds of fighting men; in the hearts and minds of National 
advisers and rulers, there was introduced a force which held 
‘them, one and all alike, to the one great ideal for which they 
subsequently fought, and the vietory for which, through four 
years, the Allies had been striving, in four short months, was 
won. Men may still call it a coincidence. I do not believe 
that it was. I believe that when we, the Allied Nations, cateh- 
ing the thought and the habit which, getting his inspiration 
at the Altar, had made our great French leader, Foch, brave 
and wise; I say, when we gathered up our spiritual forces 
at the Throne of Grace, then 'the turn came and God again 
has justified His claim to be the Ruler of the Universe. 

This day, therefore, is critical because we are, as a Race, as 
never before, beginning to realize that the Lord God Omnip- 
otent reigneth and it has become the duty of the Christian 
World, hereafter, honestly to believe that ‘‘God is and that 
He is a rewarder of them that diligently seek Him;’’ that, 
whatever in human life may be the resources due to mental 
power and ingenuity or to affiliation of societies or combina- 
tions of States; whatever may be the forces of the wills of 
either men or nations with which right may be in confliet—the 
final and ultimate source of invincible power is God. 

And this, my brethren, leads me to speak of another aspect 
of the subject as viewed from the standpoint of a Bishop in 
the Chureh of God, and of a Bishop who, though unwillingly, 
still frankly, is satisfied that the Christian World has been, in 
a way, a partaker in this, the World’s crime. I think that 
it would be easy to show that what we call the Churches, in 
addressing themselves to their special problems, have fallen 
into the prevalent ways of thinking that their solution rests 
rather with themselves than with God. 

Let me show you what I mean. Churches, like men, disclose 
their interior lives by the methods which they employ in car- 
rying out their work and, judged in that way, our Churehes 
have made an unmistakable record. People and Pastors, 
alike, not infrequently indicate that the source of their 
* confidence is in their own ingenious devices rather than 
the power of God. As an indication of the prevalent situa- 
tion, let me give you an illustration. During the twenty-three 
years of my Episcopate, I have frequently been asked to nom- 
inate men to serve in the rectorship of Churches. While ves- 
tries unquestionably desire godly men to fill such positions, 
yet it is a fact that, but in one case that I recall, do I remem- 
ber to have been asked to send to a vacant Mission or Parish 
a devout man. Probably it has been presumed that necessarily 
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every Clergyman is devout, but it is a fact that, in asking 
for a new man, the emphasis has usually been placed upon other 
factors than the spiritual one. Almost invariably the congre- 
gation asks for a young man. What it wants is a physically 
vigorous man who is likely to bring to bear upon his work the 
forces that would make him a successful merchant or banker 
or ranchman—a young man who, by _his- fresh’ vitality, will 
draw men to himself. Youth ought not to be under-valued. 
It is a splendid asset, but it passes away and its peculiar 
charm is quickly lost. It is often soon merely a memory. It is 
an evanescent thing, and unfortunately, in and by itself, in a 
Priest it may be a snare both to himself and his people. Per- 
sonally, I am drawn to young men and love to have them about 
me, and frankly I wish that all of us, the Clergy, could find 
some elixir of perpetual youth, but there is nothing Divine or 
supernatural in it, and its delightful fascination is ephemeral. 
It is a blessed possession, like health, and while we have it 
and we may covet it for ourselves, and congregations may 
covet it for their Pastors, but it is in no sense an elemental 
foree. It is rather a passing condition favorable to the ef- 
fectiveness of the Ministry, but not essential to it. 

Once more; almost every Vestry, in seeking nominations (1 
reluctantly use their own term) asks me to suggest a man 
who is what they denominate ‘‘a mixer,’’ that is, a man with 
social instincts. What Vestries have usually desired is a man 
who is able to reach out to and, by his personality, attract 
men. JI appreciate the value of such a personal trait as that, 
but it is rather a rare one and very few men have it to any 
marked degree. It is a splendid aid in building up a career 
if one can throw down the barriers between himself and other 
men, but such facility is due very largely to the natural causes 
of privilege and training. That sort of facility enhances im- 
mensely the value of a bank president or the manager of a 
commercial house. Many a politician owes his success to his 
readiness of approach to men by his unembarrassed ease and 
versatility in social contact with his constituency, and unques- 
tionably a Priest is likely to be far more effective in his work 
if he is able to deal with men in the same way but, as I have 
said, this facility, while it may be tributary to a man’s use- 
fulness, still bears a secondary and not a primary relation 
to it. Unfortunately, many physicians and many lawyers do 
not possess this gift. Better for them if they had it, but they 
are good doctors and keen legal advisers in spite of their lack. 
Their professional skill is a matter quite apart from their tem- 
peramental or instinctive outlook upon life and, in the selec- 
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tion of a physician or a lawyer, we recognize that fact. To 
be sure, we prefer a man, whether in our sick room or in our 
office, who has tact and is easily approached, but we are per- 
fectly aware that many such men have been admitted to the 
practice of medicine or the law who knew little or nothing of 
the technique of the professions they are permitted to practise 
and that sooner or later their professional worthiness is dis- 
covered. We want all men associated with us in any capacity 
to be tactful and cordially suave but, to be of real value, such 
men must have a trained, personal, working knowledge of the 
thing that they are undertaking to do and, in the selection of 
a moral, legal or spiritual adviser, the emphasis should be 
placed there at that point. When, as it often does, the Vestry 
searches about for an ‘approachable, free, breezy, quick- 
witted, socially disposed man to serve at its Altar and in its 
Pulpit, it is looking for a man of a fine sort in his way, but 
for a man who, in spite of his social gifts, may be found to 
be, at serious crises, a failure. Such a Vestry anticipates a 
sort of success akin to the success which the commercial trav-. 
eler reaps, but the world wants a success different from that 
from the man who claims to come from God with a mission 
for their souls. 

Furthermore; Christians of almost every name, in emergen- 
cies, find refuge in these days in the use of agencies and meth- 
ods akin to the methods of department stores and vaudeville 
performances and fraternal organizations. 

“Such methods, doubtless within their own sphere, have much 
to commend them, but I submit that they are out of place with- 
in the Church. The very pith of the teaching of Jesus was that, 
quite unlike human societies, the sources of His influence and 
the secret of His power were unique and that He and His Dis- 
ciples would, at their peril, look elsewhere for success, to any 
other agencies or forces than Divine ones. Here absolutely 
must the emphasis be placed, to achieve her desires, if the 
Church is to be a really valuable factor in the world. The world 
knows this, and it is contemptuous of Christians who directly or 
* indirectly fail to admit it. It is hungering for spiritual inspira- 
tion and uplift which, if her claims are genuine, it has a right 
to demand from the Church, and the Church needs to realize 
that it is incumbent upon it, above all, to give these to the men 
who need them. 

The Church may please the World but, without placing this 
thought in the forefront of its work, it will never win it for 
Christ. I impugn no motives, but I do say that Churches whieh 
rely largely upon methods and agencies wholly secular; which 
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give a commercial, club-like atmosphere to their organizations; 
which make them to a great extent, social centers ; are not 
presenting a front to the world that in its graver moments 
will lead it to take their claims seriously and, if they do not 
do that, is it worth while that they should longer exist? 


Now, in contrast to all this, which illustrates my thought 
that the danger within, as in the world without the Church, 
is that in our planning we rely upon natural influences and 
ingenious strategy for the achievement of success—let us place 
before us the ideal of Christ. When St. John the Baptist sent 
his messengers to Christ, He gave them evidences of His au- 
thority to teach, and I want you to notice that it witnessed 
to one great fact, viz: that He was aware of the constant oper- 
ation of unusual and exceptional forces which were subject to 
His command that enabled Him to do wonderful things to 
the bodies and the souls of men, and to these He gave promi- 
nence and upon these He relied. He brought the crowds about 
Him and then He did something for them that convinced them 
that He was a messenger from God. If you will study the 
Gospels and Epistles you will find that the mark of successful 
ministries in apostolic days, invariably, was a knowledge of su- 
pernatural forces due to acquaintance with and friendship 
with an ever-present God. Our Lord, St. Peter and St. Paul, in- 
deed all of the Apostles, constantly affirmed and reiterated the 
fact. The successful preacher was neither necessarily young 
nor old. ‘He was a man with a message. Sometimes, like St. 
Paul, he was a man of tact and was able to be all things to 
all men. At other times, he was impetuous and temperamental 
like St. Peter, but the success of each one was due to the fact 
that he knew God and Jesus Christ whom He had sent, and 
out of that knowledge came the power to touch men’s souls 
and lead them to God. 


Brethren of the Laity, if we want strong, vigorous Churches, 
let us remember my message today. Our Parishes are not clubs 
of congenial people. Our congregations are not aggregations 
of men and women who happen to think and feel alike about a 
number of ethical subjects. The Church is the mystical Body 
of Christ. It is the extension of the Incarnation and she fails 
when she ignores the fact, and succeeds when she remembers it. 
Our congregations must stand for that. We cannot stand for 
less. Are you, the members of the several Vestries here, seeing 
to it that your congregations bear such a witness in the com- 
munities in which you live? Try it by my test implied this 
morning. Is your Church a club of exceedingly good, respecta- 
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ble people, or is it an organization that is living for God and 
striving to make itself a power for God in the world? 

And then, my brethren of the Clergy, let us ask what is the 
source of our power? Is it in society, at the dinner table, at 
the club, in committee rooms, in civic movements and social 
concerns? All of these spheres offer splendid opportunities 
for influence, and you and I may rejoice in as far as we have 
been able to function effectively through them. Perhaps you are 
powerful in the pulpit. God grant that you are. We nee 
powerful preaching, but these things do not cover the point. 
I am not thinking of spheres of influence, but of sources of 
influence. It is only as we stand at the Altar and kneel upon 
our knees that we tap them, and no one but you and I and 
God knows how often we are there. One thing I must make 
plain. We may deceive the World; we may deceive ourselves; 
we may do the easy thing and allow life to slip on as it is 
able to do; but, throughout the affairs of men, God is always 
working, and the only permanent and substantial work is done 
by Him or by others for Him, if they work in accordance 
with His laws. We may shape our Churches after the form of 
fraternal societies and accept the travesty as sufficient. We 
may galvanize our Churches into a kind of activity which may 
be malevolent rather than helpful. We may build up our forces 
into powerful organizations, but the supreme test will be made 
by God, and as He has asserted the reign of His law on the 
Continent of Europe during the last year, so in His own time 
He will bear witness to His presence in the ethical, the spir- 
itual affairs of men. A weak, puny Church, when the riches 
of God’s grace are at hand, is a shame. A disrupted Chris- 
tianity, when it is written large in the Book of Books that 
Christians should be one, is an insult to the Master. And 
every implied justification for manifest failure on|the part of 
the Disciples of Christ, in the last analysis, means that man 
has ceased to count upon God, but now, turning from all this, 
let us, as far as we may, change the outlook. ‘‘ All things are 
yours.’’ Think of that, my dear Brethren,—think of that, and 
then plan. Be brave, courageous and large-minded and deep- 
minded. Be spiritually-minded. Let us work with that thought 
in our hearts and the Church will come into its own. God 
grant us a realization of this in our own day. 

In the year 1896, on the 24th day of February, being St. 
Matthias’ Day, in Christ Church, in the City of Detroit, I was 
consecrated Bishop in the Church of God, with jurisdiction in 
the recently-formed Diocese of Los Angeles. I came to this 
Coast at the beginning of a period during which marvelous 
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changes have taken place in Southern California. At that time 
I was unfamiliar with its life, and had a slight acquaintance 
with any of its Clergy or people and, of course, I had no prac- 
tical knowledge of the technique of the work which I was to 
perform. 

Our cities, which since have become great, were then small; 
our rural population, now reaching into the thousands, was 
then but a scattered folk and quite unable to deal adequately 
with the agricultural problems with which they were confront- 
ed; our physical resources which, during the intervening time, 
have assumed such vast proportions, were then unrealized, un- 
appreciated and undeveloped. 

With these changes, the Church which, in those days, was 
manned by a small force of twenty-nine Clergymen, has reached 
the point where one hundred and five men are now on the 
Canonical Clergy list, with others at work in the Diocese. Of 
course, this Clerical force has been drawn to us by the Church 
which has grown from infancy into a very active manhood. 
Throughout this approximate quarter of a century, the situ- 
ation has fairly bristled with opportunities for the develop- 
ment with which you are all so familiar and, consequently, our 
Clergy list has increased as the years have come and gone. 

I cannot speak with too great enthusiasm of the co-operative 
spirit which has characterized both Clergy and Laity alike 
through these years that lie behind me. ‘The Diocese has a 
record of which it need not be ashamed. lt has invariably 
risen to its obligations and, bearing in mind that we have been 
practically self-supporting from the outset, we may well feel 
gratified with the showing which we are able to make today. 

The present is not an occasion when I may do more than 
express my appreciation of all of the courtesies and the kind- 
nesses which I have received from the people of this entire 
community. There have been times in which we have been 
forced to face situations so critical as to be serious, but through 
them all we have been brought by an over-ruling Providence to 
this present day when it would seem that we are again en- 
tering upon an entirely new phase of affairs of which we must 
be mindful and for which provision must be made. 

Several years ago when the finishing of the Panama Canal 
was being regarded as an accomplished fact, we began to pre- 
pare for the incursion of a vast number of people from For- 
eign Countries to this, one of the favored spots in the United 
States. Then came on the war which rendered, for the time 
being, the Panama Canal with all of its contingencies a negli- 
gible quantity. Now, however, that the conflict has practically 
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ceased, we are sharing in the anxieties that attend the break- 
ing up of the traditions of the social and economic World, 
and a host of possibilities incidental to this rupture loom up 
before us, which not only will revive the Panama question as a 
very vital one, but will also suggest questions peculiar to changed 
conditions of the day. For instance, perhaps no one better 
than I realizes that Southern California has been discovered 
by great numbers of people who hitherto have been as unap- 
preciative of it as our forbears, one hundred years ago, were 
of the Country weighted with opportunity and wealth which 
lay beyond the Mississippi and far off in Northern Alaska, 
Unquestionably, there is pouring into our Country more and 
more of a population that is of necessity exotic. Many of 
these people have come and are coming from Foreign Coun- 
tries where civilizations have been erystalized for a thousand 
years. Many have come from portions of this country where 
habits of life have been shaped in other moulds than those 
with which many on this Coast are familiar, Many of these 
new friends come with vast wealth and, again, many others 
are, in spite of their poverty, drawn here because the lines of 
resistence for men of impaired health are few. All of these 
facts will give rise to the problems which must be met with 
intelligence, judgment and great vigor. This situation, you 
must be aware, has been largely created since the recent war 
began and all of its complications have been thrust upon us, 
and they emphasize the importance of the problems incidental © 
to the finishing of the Panama Canal which will soon cease 
to be the negligible quantity that it has been~in the past. 

In view of all this, I have re-opened with our Standing Com- 
mittee the question of a Coadjutor Bishop for the Diocese. 
It might be possible for me to carry on the routine Episcopal 
work of the Church in Southern California for a num: 
ber of years to come, but I am satisfied that at this juncture 
a new man, who would bring to bear the initiative and the 
vigor of a man much younger than myself, should be given the 
over-sight of the work which I am ready to pass over into 
his hands. I have given the best that I had to offer to this 
Diocese during my Episcopate, and naturally I am anxious 
that any work that may have been accomplished should be con- 
served. For that reason I have asked the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese to take the matter under consideration and to 
inaugurate the procedure that will bring into the field ‘the man 
who, under the guidance of the Spirit of God, the representa- 
tives of the Diocese may decide to be the man for the place. 

I have already stated to the Standing Committee that, while 
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retaining for myself the right to exercise the Sacramental 
functions of my Episcopal Office as I deem wise and best, and 
also my jurisdiction over the Postulants and Candidates for 
Holy Orders until they shall have been advanced to the Priest- 
hood, and for obvious reasons, for the present, my jurisdiction 
over the various benevolent and educational institutions in 
which for many years I have been deeply interested, I am ready 
to assign the entire administrative work of the Diocese to the 
Coadjutor when he shall be: appointed. 

My dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: We, in this Dio- 
cese, are now confronted with a very serious issue inasmuch 
as I am asking you, in this Convention, to take action in ac- 
cordance with the 2nd section of Canon 9 of the General Can- 
ons. By such action you will take the initial steps toward se- 
curing the consent of the majority of the Bishops and of the 
several Standing Committees to the election of a Bishop-Coad- 
jutor for this Diecese, ‘‘for the reason of the extent of Dio- 
cesan work.’’ 

The conservation of all of the work for the future in South- 
ern Catifornia depends largely upon the action which you may 
take at this time. I am impressed with the seriousness of the 
situation. I am begging you, as your Bishop, to remember that 
the result of your action will depend entirely upon the meas- 
ure of his realization, by every person charged with the respon- 
sibility in the matter, of the presence and of the power of God 
in all that we may do. 

Unconsciously to ourselves, we are often actuated by mo- 
tives which, though prompted by fine purposes, we later on learn 
have not been wholly in accord with the will of God but, in all 
that we are proposing to do concerning the matter I am placing 
before this Convention for its consideration, there should be 
great searching of heart—that we may be disposed and able 
to sacrifice everything to the will of The Heavenly Father who 
through the great Head of the Church, His Son, Jesus Christ 
our Lord, has pledged Himself to illuminate our hearts and 
minds by His Holy Spirit. 

In the Providence of God, our Mother Diocese is passing 
through the same experience as that which is ours today and, 
by a coincidence happy for me, I find that the Bishop of that 
Diocese and I have, without conference, reached an identity of 
decision as to all details of method and of procedure looking 
toward the future of our respective work. I am, therefore, 
venturing to ask you to use in your private devotions, and in 
the public services of the Church throughout the Diocese, that 
form of Prayer which, for a similar purpose, has been issued 
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by my Brother, the Bishop of California, and to the use of that 
form of Prayer I bid you at this time. 
PRAYER 
O Lord Jesus Christ, Great Head of the Church, Who hast 
promised us the guidance of Thy Holy Spirit in effecting Thy 
presence with us, vouchsafe at this time, we pray Thee, a de- 
vout sense of Thy leading in all our steps for the provision of 
a Bishop-Coadjutor of this Diocese. Lift up all our aims and 
deliberations to the high plane of Thy purpose for us and to 
the attainment of Thy peace. Let no little ends nor low im- 
aginations ‘‘unhallow any of our thoughts or words or aec- 
tions’’; but so help us to make choice of a fit person to serve 
in that sacred office that the bounds of Thy Blessed Kingdom 
may be enlarged among us and that we may become more truly 
Thy servants from generation to generation: Who art with 
the Father and the Holy Ghost, one God, world without end. 
Amen.

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APPENDIX 2 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


During the year the Board held eleven regular meetings, 
the November meeting being omitted on account of the 
influenza epidemic. The average attendance at the meet- 
ings was 11. E 

The Convocation of Los Angeles was represented by its 
Rural Dean at seven meetings, but by no lay representative 
during the year. The Convocation of Santa Barbara was 
represented by its Rural Dean at nine meetings, but had no 
lay representative. The Convocation of San Bernardino was 
represented by its Rural Dean at nine meetings and by its 
lay representatives at five. The Convocation of San Diego 
was represented by its Rural Dean at six meetings and its 
lay representative at one. 

The following review of the program of missionary work 
in the Diocese is taken from the reports of the Rural Deans 
of the four Convovations: 


CONVOCATION OF Los ANGELES 


This Convocation has had the pleasure of reporting the 
completion of a new church each year for several years. 
This year the people of San Fernando, led by the General 
Missionary, have built and nearly paid for a fine chureh to 
seat 175 people, and are now having services and Sunday 
school every Sunday. 

We are glad to report that two of our Missions have become 
self supporting—St. Thomas’, West Hollywood, through the 
energetic efforts of the Rev. A. F. Randall, who has~ since 
become City Missionary, and St. Clement’s, Huntington Park, 
under the devoted care of the Rey. Alfred George. Both 
of the missions should soon beeome important suburban par- 
ishes, 

The work at Watts, Oulver City, Van Nuys, Eagle Rock 
and Little Lands or Tejunga, shows good progress. The Jap- 
anese Mission under the Rev. John M. Yamazaki has received 
well-merited praise. The Rev. ©. E. Webb has had remark- 
able success in helping the deaf mutes of the Diocese with 
services in the Pro-Cathedral Parish House, including a month- 
ly communion and regular visits to their homes. 

St. Barnabas’ Mission, Los Angeles, continues its healthy 
.growth under the care of the Rey. Harry G. Gray and a new 
and promising mission, St. Mary-of-the-Angels, has been 
formed in Los Angeles under the Rev. Neal Dodd in the neigh- 
borhood of Vermont Avenue and Sunset Boulevard. 

The General Missionary, the Rey. Robert Renison, has vis- 
ited the Antelope Valley and found many isolated and seat- 
tered members of our Church. The Valley, which is seventy- 
five miles long and thirty-five miles broad and contains twelve 
small towns and villages, would give work enough for a mis- 
Sionary, if it were possible to have one, who could work from 
a center, going out to visit, baptize children and celebrate the 
Holy Communion for our seattered members in the valley. 
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‘The isolated communicants of ‘the Convocation are being 
looked after better than ever before through the efforts both of 
parochial clergy, who care for outside districts, and especially of 
the General Missionary, who is assisted by devoted laymen 
and many of our retired clergy, among whom may be men- 
tioned the Rev. Messrs. Mott, Browne, Woodford, Walters, 
Swan and Cochran and Messrs. Noble, Midworth, Uibson, 
Driscoll and Dr. Langdon. 

The meagerness of the stipends of several devoted and 
self-denying clergy in the Convocation has been mentioned in 
this report each year for the last three years in the hope that 
something might be done to relieve the situation. At the last 
meeting of the Convocation a motion was passed memorializing 
the Diocesan Convention on this subject.

CONVOCATION OF SANTA BARBARA 


This Fifth Annual Report of the Rural Dean of the Con- 
vocation of Santa Barbara is largely in the nature of a com- 
parison based on the reports in the Convention Journal of 
1913, the year this Convocation was organized, and the re- 
ports in the Convention Journal of 1917, the last Journal 
to give a report covering twelve months. 

This Convocation was organized in July, 1913. In May, 
1913, there were, in the two counties of Santa Barbara and 
Ventura, but one self-supporting parish, one mission receiv- 
ing no aid from the Diocese, one parish which was financially 
unable to maintain a rector and was served by a missionary, 
and one church whose minister was supported by the gen- 
erosity of a single person. There were four missions where 
services were held by two priests on alternate Sundays. Four 
priests ministered to the religious needs of the entire dis- 
trict. The total sum raised in this district for all church work 
was $11,842.94, and the number of reported communicants 
was 370. 

The latest reports covering an entire year are the reports 
to the Convention of May, 1917. In that year the amount of 
money raised in the Convocation for Church work of all kinds 
had grown from $11,000, in 1913, to $29,000 in 1917. The 
number of communicants had increased from 370 to 702. 

But, remarkable as was this growth, the figures are even 
more remarkable when the missionary field is considered 
apart from the parishes. In 1913 the missions raised for all 
Chureh purposes a total of $1,070.36. In 1917 they raised 
$4,260.75, or four times as much. In 1913 the total amount 
contributed by the missions themselves towards missionary sal- | 
aries was $658.78. In 1917 they gave from their own funds for 
this purpose $2,159.17, or three and one-half times as much. In 
1913 the missions reported a total of sixty-three communi- 
ecants. In 1917 the total number reported was 167. 

For the year 1918 no statistics are available but, from re- 
ports made to the Rural Dean, the war has affected the finan- 
ces of the missions more than it has the parishes, as the mis- 
sions have practicalily no wealthy members to come forward 
to their support. The Convention of 1919 has a duty to the 
missions of this Diocese which it should consider in deepest 
seriousness. 
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During 1918 the Rural Dean has traveled about 3700 miles 
on Convocation business, sent out over 135 letters, raised and 
spent for the work of the Church in this Convocation, over 
and above what has been given by the missions and by the 
Diocese, the sum of $599.69.

CONVOCATION OF SAN BERNARDINO 


The work in this Convocation remains about as it was a year 

ago. 
F Sevarel of our missions have suffered through the usual 
western migratory spirit so that the confirmations and addi- 
tions have about equalled the removals. Two of our missions, 
San Jacinto and Hemet, were more or less affected by an 
earthquake in the spring. One mission, Needles, has been va- 
cant since September Ist, being supplied by the Rural Dean 
twice a month. 

All of the work in this district as in others has been seri- 
ously handicapped by the ban placed on public gatherings 
and church services throughout the fall and winter. This has 
upset plans and interest as well as having made a serious 
inroad upon finances in most cases. 

There are good prospects for work to be taken up at Vic- 
torville and Elsinore during the coming year. 

One of the erying needs of the moment is the providing 
of adequate living salaries for the missionaries and it is to 
be hoped that the Convention will seriously consider this ques- 
tion and take such steps as will remedy this situation. 

The annual meeting of the Convocation was the best that has 
been held for many years.

CONVOCATION OF SAN DIEGO 


The past year has seen all services continued in the San 
Diego Convocation with regularity and faithfulness. When 
the change in Missionaries took place in the Imperial Valley 
cireuit, the transition was effected in an ideal way, permit- 
ting no break in the schedules—the new Missionary following 
immediately upon the retirement of preceding priest. Mr. 
Darneille has had long and successful experience in the fields 
of missionary activity, and we look for growth and expansion 
in every direction under his guiding hand. The encouraging 
reports constantly received from different people, from the 
East San Diego and Bostonia districts, are invariably like 
* those of the previous year—indicating the useful and enter- 
prising work of the Rev. Mr. Taylor, who not only makes 
friends for himself but friends for the Church in every direc- 
tion. Escondido is growing stronger and the Missionary there 
is becoming endeared to the people of the community in whieh 
he serves. The Oceanside group is served by one of the hard- 
est-working and hardest-worked missionaries im the Diocese. 
Mr. Hickman often walks ten or twelve miles on Sundays to 
reach the several stations for which he is responsible and it 
would seem that such untiring devotion to duty must win -re- 
sults of a substantial nature in the last reckoning. The one 
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station in the Convocation which gives much anxiety is St. 
James’ Mission, in the city of San Diego. Now without min- 
istrations and located in the heart of a residence section where 
the families are large it affords a splendid opportunity to some 
self-denying priest to do a wonderful work tor God. An at- 
tractive Church and guild-room beckons some good man to 
undertake a work, necessarily from the foundations new, in 
an old field. Who will come and help us? A man of courage 
and vision is required.

After very careful consideration of the matter the members 
of the present Board of Missions feel compelled to inform 
this Convention that a very serious condition exists in the 
Diocese. Many of our missionaries are receiving literally star- 
vation stipends. The cost of living has advanced by leaps and 
bounds. The compensation of the worker has remained prac- 
tically stabilized. This Church of ours 1s most vociferous in 
her proclamation of social justice. We believe the time has 
come when, be the cost what it may, we should practise what 
we preach. The obligation to do this has been for some time 
uppermost in the minds of the Missionary Committee. We 
are convinced that the fulfilment of it cannot be longer post- 
poned unless we should put a stigma upon the reputation of 
our Church that must seriously discredit her standing in the 
community. 

Our plan is this—to increase at once the salaries of our 
missionaries to the minimum of $1200 a year with Rectory, 
or $1500 a year without Rectory. 

A eareful survey of the situation convinces us that this can 
be done by an addition of $1500 to the eustomary amount 
which is levied by the Convention upon the Parishes and Mis- 
sions of the Diocese. 

Believing in the justice of our plea and the righteousness 
of our purpose, we therefore recommend that the sum of 
$14,500 be fixed as the Missionary assessment for the eur- 
rent year. 
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APPENDIX 3 
REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 


The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
elected at the Twenty-third Annual Convention, met on Janu- 
ary 17th, 1918, for organization. The Reverend Dr. Dotten 
was elected President and the Reverend Robert B. Gooden, 
Secretary. j 

The second meeting was held on July 6, 1918. The Bishop 
laid before the Standing Committee papers showing that Mr. 
Edward M. Bruce had been received as a postulant for Holy 
Orders. Mr, Frank W. Moore, a candidate for Holy Orders, 
received dispensation from the study of Latin, provided it 
met with the approval of the Bishop amd the Examining Chap- 
lains. Consent was given to the election and consecration of 
the Reverend Edward Thomas Demby to be Suffragan Bishop 
of the Diocese of Arkansas for negro work. Consent was given 
to the Diocese of Mississippi to elect a Bishop Coadjutor on ac- 
count of extent of territory and increase in stations to be vis- 
ited. Notice was received of the election of the Very ‘Reverend 
J. Wilmer Gresham to be Missionary Bishop of the Philippine 
Islands. Consent was given to the election and consecration 
of the Reverend Henry Beard Delaney, D. D., to be Bishop 
Suffragan of North Carolina for negro work. Consent was 
given to the election and consecration of the Reverend Clin- 
ton Simon Quinn to be Bishop Coadjutor of Texas. Consent 
was given to the Diocese of Western New York to elect a 
Bishop Coadjutor at the request of Bishop Brent because of 
the size of the Diocese and his enforced absence in France at 
the front as Chaplain of the American Forces, 

The third meeting was held on July 16th, 1918. The Com- 
mittee decided that it was inexpedient to make the proposed 
change in the Provincial System by the addition of another 
province as suggested by the Bishop of Wyoming. Consent 
was given to the Diocese of Southern Virginia to elect a 
Bishop Coadjutor for canonical reasons. Action was deferred 
upon the application of Mr. Vernon Bettin for admission as 
a postulant for Holy Orders. The attention of the Abstract 
Companies was called to the requirements of Canon 47, section 
2, of the general canons. 

The fourth meeting was held September 23rd, 1918. A let- 
ter from the Title Insurance and Trust Company written to 
the Standing Committee was referred to the Chancellor of the 
. Diocese. Consent was given to the election and consecration 
of the Reverend Clinton Simon Quinn to be Bishop Coad- 
jutor of Texas. This second action was necessary because 
the first form sent out was not correct. Consent was given 
to the shortening of the time of the eandidateship of Mr. Mor- 
timer Chester, a candidate for Holy Orders, and: he was ree- 
ommended to the Bishop for ordination to the Diaconate. A 
request was received asking for action toward establishing 
a mission in East Hollywood. The Secretary was instrueted 
to notify the parishes concerned in the establishment of this 
m1ss70n. 

The fifth meeting was held on January 15th, 1919, Tt met 
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Tepresentatives from Trinity Church and St. Athanasius’ 
Church, and the Reverend Neal Dodd representing the pro- 
posed mission of St. Mary-of-the-Angels was also present. 
After discussion the boundaries of the proposed mission were 
agreed upon. The Committee then sat as a Counsel of Advice 
to the Bishop. It was unanimously agreed to support the 
Bishop in the matter of postponing the meeting of the Dio- 
cesan Convention because of the new outbreak of Spanish In- 
fluenza. The Secretary was instructed to make a report of the 
proceedings of the Standing Committee to the next annual con- 
vention. ‘ R. B. GOODEN.

APPENDIX, 5 
REPORT OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER 


The Twenty-fourth Annual Convention of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, 
Gentlemen: 

During the twelye months ending December 31st, 1918, 
more changes occurred in the charge of Parishes and Mis- 
sions than in any similar period in the history of the Diocese. 

The retirement of so many clergymen from active duty was 
due to the operation of the Church Pension Fund. 

Of all these changes and the appointments of new Rectors 
and Priests-in-charge due record has been made in the books 
of this office. 

The attention of the proper authorities was called to the 
error in the total number of Communicants reported on pages 
189 and 208 of the Journal of 1918, whereby the Diocese 
was reported to have lost more than a thousand Communi- 
cants and to have suffered an absolute loss in the total num- 
ber of Communicants. 

This correction enabled the Secretary of the Diocese to 
prevent the spreading of the error into the Annuals of the 
National Church. 

An appropriation of ten dollars for the expenses of the 
office during the year 1919 is requested.

May 14, 1919 


The Finance Committee of the Diocesan Church War Com- 
mission begs leave to make the following report. The cam- 
paign to raise the sum of $12,000.00 was undertaken during 
the month of February, 1918. That the Committee might 
not fail in raising the expected amount an apportionment was 
made upon all Parishes and Missions for a sum in excess of 
the apportionment. This was done because of the inability 
of a certain large Parish in the Diocese to bear its share; 
and because your Commission had reason to believe that other 
Parishes and Missions already over-burdened with extra-paro- 
chial obligations might also find themselves unable to meet 
their quota. That your Committee acted wisely in this 
respect is shown by the accompanying table of apportion- 
ments and receipts. As may be seen many of them exceeded 
the expectation, some fell short, and others made no remit- 
_tance. We take this means of expressing our thanks and 
appreciation to all who in one way or another helped in the 
campaign, and especially to those Parishes and Missions 
which met in full or exeeeded their apportionment. Because 
of their generous assistance the Finance Committee is able to 
report a sum raised in excess of the expected amount of 
$12,000.00. That the campaign was a success is largely due 
to the splendid co-operation given by the clergy and their 
congregations. 

The accompanying report shows the full amount of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the year 1918, together with re- 
ceipts and expenditures from January 1, 1919, to April 15, 
1919. 

All funds of the Commission have been eared for by the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. W. C. Mushet, who has kindly 
audited and approved this report.

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APPENDIX 7 
REPORT OF THE CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY 


To the Annual Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
Gentlemen : — : 


The Corporation existing for nearly thirty-five years known 
as the Church Extension Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of Southern California, and which has been of so 
much value to the missionary work of the Church, both before 
and after the organization of the Diocese, and which was made 
a stock Company, having been organized at a time when re- 
ligious corporations were not authorized by the laws of this 
state, has for various good and sufficient reasons forfeited its 
charter in order that a more workable institution may super- 
sede it. 

Consequently in December, 1917, there was organized by 
the Bishop, four clergymen and four laymen, a corporation 
under the name of The Church Extension Society of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles. This is a religious corporation. Its 
members consist of nine organizers, and such other persons as 
may from time to time be admitted to membership, the qual- 
ifications consisting only that the person shall be a baptized 
member of our Church and pay an initiation fee of $5 which 
covers the first year’s dues. Thereafter the dues are $1 per 
year. 

This corporation is authorized to hold real and personal 
property, either on specific trust or otherwise. It was organ- 
ized for the purpose of providing a corporation which could 
act as the holding corporation for tall Church property, either 
that belonging to the Diocese or to individual parishes. 

All of the property of the old corporation was transferred 
to the new one. 

The advantages to be derived from having a holding corpo- 
ration are many, chief among which is the possibility of such 
corporation having sufficient property to give it a borrowing 
power, thus enabling it to borrow money at any time when 
necessary for the erection of buildings for the Diocese or 
any parish, or when necessary to carry the burdens often now 
carried by individuals due to the uncertainties of the in- 
come of the Diocese or parishes. 

The annual convention of this Diocese is given by the By- 
laws of the corporation the following power: 

“‘The Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles shall 
have the right and privilege, by resolution adopted by a 
majority vote of said Convention, to instruct the Board 
of Directors of this Corporation with respect to any mat- 
ter relating to all or any property held by this corpo- 
ration in trust for the Diocese of Los Angeles; and such 
instruction, so given, shall be complied with immediately 
by the Board of Directors of this Corporation.’’ ‘ 
The Convention has also the right of nomination of the di- 

rectors of the Corporation. 
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While the By-laws of the Corporation may be amended by 
the members thereof or the directors, yet the two above men- 
tioned cannot be amended except with the consent of the an- 
nual. convention of this Diocese. 

Our corporation is, therefore, now a legally existing cor- 
poration and stands ready to serve you in its authorized ca- 
pacity.

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APPENDIX 8 


REPORT OF HOLDING COMMITTEE IN RE CHURCH 
PROPERTY 


At the Meeting of the Convention held in Los Angeles in 
January, 1918, the following resolution was presented and 
passed: 

‘‘ Resolved, That the Bishop be, and he hereby is, requested 
to appoint a Committee, including the Chancellor of the Dio- 
cese; which Committee shall report to the next Annual Con- 
vention upon the question of a uniform plan or system for the 
holding ‘to titles to parish and mission real property in the 
Diocese, either by the vesting of such titles in a Diocesan Hold- 
ing Corporation or otherwise, to the end that transactions in- 
volving such real property and titles may be simplified as far 
as is consistent with safety. Adopted.’’ 

The Bishop appointed the following committee which repre- 
sents every section of the Diocese: Wheeler J. Bailey, San 
Diego; Willis H. Booth, Los Angeles; W. A. Bowen, Los An- 
geles; Patrick C. Campbell, Los Angeles; Wm. Norman Camp- 
bell, Santa Barbara; E. M. Cope, Redlands; EH. A. Gilbert, 
Santa Barbara; W. F. Knight, Pasadena; Gen. John MeClen- 
nan, San Diego; W. C. Mushet, Los Angeles; Gen. Charles 
Reeve, Coronado; E. D. Roberts, Los Angeles; F. C. Valen- 
tine, Chancellor of the Diocese; Rey. George F. Weld, Chair- 
man, Montecito; G. H. Wigmore, Los Angeles. 

Your Committee proceeded to study the methods of holding 
property as practised in 76 other dioceses in the United States. 
This study disclosed the fact that there are five methods in 
general use. (1) Some dioceses are incorporated and hold 
property as a corporation. (2) Im other dioceses church 
property is held largely or in part by a holding corporation. 
(3) In other dioceses property is held by a corporation sole, 
such corporation sole always being the Bishop. (4) Im oth- 
ers, some of the church property is vested in the Bishop. 
(5) In others, practically all parish and some mission prop- 
erty is held by the parishes and missions themselves. 

Your Committee then investigated the methods used in this 
diocese and found that here five different methods are in use. 
There is a corporation of the Diocese, there is a Holding Cor- 
poration called the Chureh Extension Society, there is a Cor- 
poration Sole; the Bishop holds title 'to some property, and 
the parishes hold title to their own property. It would seem 
that the Bishop had good reason for requesting that some 
uniform system for holding Church property be proposed for 
your consideration. 

Any proposed change in existing conditions must offer at 
least five things. These are simplicity, efficiency, security, 
attractiveness to donors, and it must be representative. 

No one would presume to. suggest that any of our present 
five different methods are either inefficient, or insecure. On 
the other hand no one can say that they are simple or that 
they offer the maximum of attractiveness to those who in 
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the future may wish to make gifts to the church, or to those 
now holding church property to put such property under the 
control of another organization; nor can it be claimed that 
they are representative. 

_ Your Committee: has formulated a suggestion which it be- 
lieves combines these five essentials; simplicity, efficiency, se- 
curity, attractiveness, and being representative of the whole 
Diocese. It is simple, because it is in accord with the best 
principles of modern business. It is secure, because it has 
thrown around it the legal safeguards of the canons of the 
Church and the laws of the State. It is efficient, because 
owing to the composition of its membership the men who com- 
pose it can be the ablest business men of the Church. It is 
attractive to those who may wish to leave or give their prop- 
erty for the use of the diocese, because it offers these three 
essentials; and it should be attractive to any present cor- 
poration, parochial or otherwise, because no other group of 
men is likely to be composed of persons having the pres- 
tige of the whole Diocese, the same business ability, nor be 
governed by the same safeguards. And 'the whole Diocese will 
share in it. 

This proposal of your Committee has the advantage of re- 
quiring no new canon in order to make it operative, because 
it makes no suggestion which is compulsory upon anyone. To 
‘pass a canon creating a central holding corporation which 
would foreibly combine the varying present methods would 
require a change in canons all along the line, and would in all 
likelihood run up against insuperable legal obstacles,—to say 
nothing of the opposition of the already existing corpora- 
tions. 

Your Committee, therefore, and after due consideration of 
the above facts, would make to you the proposal contained 
in the following resolution: 


Resolved, 1st: _That it is the wish of ‘this Convention 
that the Corporation of the Diocese of Los Angeles change 
its present directorate from seven to fifteen; that at the An- 
nual Convention of 1920 the Convention may elect fifteen Di- 
rectors who shall be nominated.as follows: Six laymen who 
shall be nominated by Convention, two of whom, if elected, 
shall serve until 1921, two until 1922, and two until 1923; 
four laymen who shall be nominated one by each Convocea- 
tion, one by the Convocation of Santa Barbara who shall 
serve one year or until 1921, one by the Convocation of Riv- 
erside who shall serve until 1922, one by the Convocation of 
San Diego who shall serve until 1923, and one by the Con- 
vocation of Los Angeles who shall serve until 1924; three 
laymen who shall be nominated by the Bishop of the Diocese, 
one to serve until 1921, one till 1922, and one till 1923; one 
layman who shall be nominated by the Corporation of the 
Diocese and who shall serve until 1921; and one person who 
shall be Bishop of the Diocese. 

At each Annual Convention thereafter the vacancies oc- 
curring may be filled by election by Convention from such 
laymen as shall be nominated by the several bodies enumerated 
above; and the persons thus elected shall serve for the three 
years thereafter ensuing, except in the case of those elected 
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from the Convoeations who shall serve for four years there- 
after. 

2nd: (a) That the Corporation of the Diocese as thus 
enlarged shall retain all functions, rights and privileges at 
present pertaining to it except as they may conflict with the 
provisions regarding its Directorate as outlined in Section 1. 

(b) That all real estate and other property held by the 
present Corporation of the Diocese shall be retained by it. 

3rd: (a) ‘That all parishes be, and hereby are, requested 
py this Convention to transfer the titles of their properties 
to the Corporation of the Diocese when enlarged in conform- 
ity to this resolution to be administered by this Corporation 
aolely for the benefit of such parish. 

(b) That the Bishop as Corporation Sole, the Church Ex- 
tension Society, and all other corporations, societies, trus- 
tees, or persons holding property, real or otherwise, in trust 
for the benefit of any institutions of a religious or charitable 
nature connected with the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese be, and hereby are, requested by this Conven- 
tion to transfer their title to such trusts to the enlarged Cor- 
poration of the Diocese which shall hold and administer such 
trusts under the same provisions and for the same purposes 
as they were originally granted. 

(ec) That all future gifts or bequests of real or other 
property be directed to the enlarged Corporation of the Dio- 
cese or be at once transferred to it by the corporations, soci- 
eties, trustees, or persons receiving such gifts or bequests. 

4th: (a) That the Vestry of any parish thus transferr- 
ing to the enlarged Corporation of the Diocese the title to 
its property shall, provided such parish pay a Diocesan Assess- 
ment of $100, or over, have the right to nominate one lay- 
men who may be elected a director of the Corporation of 
the Diocese at the Annual Convention next after such nomina- 
tion is made. 

(b) No parish already having one of its members a di- 
rector of the Corporation shail have this right of nomination. 


One final word in explanation and reiteration. The chief 
reason for selecting the Corporation of the Diocese as the 
Central organization for holding all Diocesan property is that 
this Corporation, and only this Corporation, is directly re- 
sponsible to and under the control of this Convention, and 
that for this reason no other Corporation can command the 
same confidence. 


It is inconceivable that this Convention should elect any 
but the ablest men to administer the large trusts which, as 
‘time goes on, will be committed to their charge. It is incon- 
ceivable that this Convention should suddenly decide to elect 
men as directors of the Corporation who would jeopardize the 
interests of those who have put their property under its 
control. But even if this inconceivable contingency should 
arise and this Convention, under the stress of some tempo- 
rary excitement, should choose men unfitted for this office, 
no real harm could be done because this danger has been 
guarded against by the provision which a.ows only about 
one-third of its directors to be eleetod ir any one year. 
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Your Committee does not presume to assert that this plan 
cannot be found fault with, or that it is impossible to im- 
prove on it. It does believe that it provides a working basis 
to begin this very important task of centralizing and safe- 
guarding the administration of Church property. As time 
goes on experience will suggest changes which can be made 
by changes in the by-laws of the Corporation.

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APPENDIX 9 


REPORT OF HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD SAMARITAN 


The past year has been one of special difficulties on. the 
business side owing to. the increase in the cost of ‘provisions 
and supplies; the absence of so many of the doctors in. war 
service, which has taken a large number of the best men 
in the city; the epidemic of influenza which greatly dimin- 
ished the amount of surgical work owing to the increased risk 
of administering anaesthetics. Fortunately a sufficient re- 
serve was carried over from the previous year to see the hos- 
pital through this period of depression and the general out- 
look for the institution is excellent. 

During the year the Hospital of the Good Samaritan has 
acquired 14,326 additional shares of stock of the Columbia 
Hospital Association making a total of 39,336 out of 50,000 
shares now owned by it. With the ownership of the Colum- 
bia Hospital passing into the hands of this institution of 
the Church, the way is being prepared for the provision of 
suitable endowment and building funds, necessary for the 
carrying out of the purposes of a religious and charitable 
institution. The addition of a new wing, which will contain 
a chapel, and the erection of a nurses’ home, are matters of 
pressing importance. 

The number of patients admitted during 1918 was 3,688, 
daily average 103.66. The number of deaths was 102 or 
2.77 per cent of the number admitted. There were during 
the year 2,392 surgical operations and 800 births. 

The total number of days of free treatment paid for from 
the free work fund was 729. The value of free work was 
$2,035.25. In addition to this amount work to the value of, 
$4,621.64 was given in discounts and allowances. Towards 
meeting the cost of free work the sum of $279.89 was re- 
ceived from the churches of the Diocese. 

Twenty-two nurses were graduated from the ‘Training 
School in 1918. The number in the school at present is 
seventy-three, distributed as follows:

The staff numbers nine, besides the superintendent. 


Out of four hundred applicants for the training school, one 
hundred and six were admitted on probation, and seventy- 
three enrolled as pupils, which number has been reduced from 
various causes to forty-three as above. 

The religious work has been carried on as usual through- 
out the year with the exception of the suspension of services 
for a while owing to the epidemic. Many expressions of ap- 
preciation show how greatly the religious ministrations are 
valued and how important a factor they are in the hospital’s 
ministry of service.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE CHURCH HOME FOR CHILDREN 


In looking backward over the past year it might well be 
said that it had been the most auspicious in the history of the 
Home, for upon the completion of the new buildings we moved 
into the ‘‘ Jack and Winifred’’ and the William Emmert Lowe 
cottages early in March—thus realizing our dream of having 
adequate land and comfortable houses. And far more than 
this, the move meant that our work was permanently anchored, 
and the cottage system established. 

We are sorry that all our friends could not have been with 
us on Dedication Day, on the afternoon of Easter Monday, 
1918. No invitations were given out, but a notice of it was 
sent to each clergyman, who was requested to announce it to 
his people. We only regret that more could not have been 
with us on that happy occasion. The exercises began shortly 
after 3 p. m., and the program was as follows:

Benediction by the Bishop. 

I wish you could all see the picture that is in my mind 
as I write of this,—behind a hedge of lilies and Easter Altar 
flowers, an open window, whose green shutters framed a group 
of baby faces; in tender tones a voice was singing of how 
‘‘He called little children like Lambs to His fold.’’ 

What could have been a better presentation of the heart of 
our whole work? And the hope, so feelingly expressed, at the 
William Emmert Lowe Cottage, that the children who occu- 
pied the house would learn to love God as much as did the 
boy for whom it was named. May it indeed be so! 

When we look to the past we realize how truly the words, 

‘‘¢Not till the hours of light return, 
All we have built do we discern,’’ 
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were fulfilled in the life of her who, with far-sighted vision, 
builded a shrine to God upon a lonely hillside with the desire 
that this should be the center of a great charitable and philan- 
thropic work; with the love of little children so deep in her 
heart that no effort was too great, no hill too steep for her to 
climb, if she could thereby get a candidate for baptism,— 
bringing fifty the first year, a record which it took ten years to 
equal! How great must be the joy of that dear soul as she 
smiles down upon her ‘‘dream realized! ’’ 

And may the donors of these cottages experience great joy 
in the knowledge of what they have been able to do, not only 
for these present children, but also for the coming generations! 

The month of April was voted to the Deaconess-in-charge 
for a vacation and it was made possible through the kindness 
of friends. It would haye been quite impossible, however, if 
our Treasurer, Miss Teller, had not resided on the place and 
taken full charge. During this month at the north various 
““Homes’’ were visited in San Francisco, Sacramento, Oakland 
and Lytton, and after seeing them I feel that I can safely say 
that there is nothing like ours in California,—with our ideal 
location, substantial and attractive buildings, and ‘‘homey’’ 
furnishings. 

As everything was so new and novel to the children, the 
usual summer outing for the whole family was given up, but a 
small cottage at Hermosa Beach was rented for the month 
of July and seven of the ‘‘ wee ones’’ were sent down in the 
care of two ‘‘cottage mothers.’’ And this outing was made 
possible through the kindness of our two ‘‘stand-bys,’’ Miss 
Teller (our treasure of a Treasurer!) and Miss Power (our 
dear and efficient Secretary) coming and substituting in the 
cottages. In any emergency at the Home our first thought is to 
turn to these true friends upon whom we can always rely,—no 
matter what the call is. They rank with our dear Doctor Nel- 
son, who throughout these past six years has been a veritable 
““tower of strength,’’ willing to come at any time of night or 
day to this,—her ‘‘love work.’’ 

Our offering for ‘‘Ingathering Day’’ this year (on account 
of the influenza) was just about one-half of what it was last. 
All Saints, Pasadena, being a notable exception, as, through 
the personal efforts of Dr. Learned, they gave in cash and gro- 
ceries over three times as much as last year. But we are most 
sincerely grateful to all those parishes and Sunday Schools who 
remembered us, for with a family double in size we naturally 
need twice as much help. The following were among the 
number: St. John’s, L. A.; Church of Our Saviour, San 
Gabriel; St. Paul’s, Santa Paula; St. Barnabas’, L. A.; St. 
Stephen’s, Hollywood; Holy Trinity, Alhambra; Church of 
the Messiah, Santa Ana; All Saints, Highland Park; Church 
of the Epiphany, L. A.; Holy Trinity, Covina; Christ Church, 
Redondo Beach; All Saints’ Parish, Riverside; St. Michael’s, 
Anaheim; St. Mark’s, Pasadena; St. Augustine’s, Santa Mon- 
lea; St. James’, L. A.; Mission of the Good Shepherd and 
Grace Chapel, L. A.; St. Matthias’, Whittier; St. Mark’s, 
Glendale; St. Luke’s, L. A.; St. Peter’s, San Pedro; St. 
Paul’s, Pomona; St. Mark’s, Upland; Trinity Mission, Or- 
ange; St. James’, So. Pasadena. . 
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The children had a splendid Christmas, friends being most 
generous in gifts of toys, etc. As usual, each child had ‘‘a 
stocking,’’ numerous presents, and each Cottage had its own 
beautifully decorated Christmas tree. 

By the Doctor’s orders the Home has been in quarantine 
(against the rest of the world) since the 1st of October, and 
thanks to God’s goodness, up to the present time there has not 
been a single case of the dreaded ‘‘flu.’’ During this time we 
have made it our aim to keep the children in the sunshine as 
much as possible; and the ‘‘farm squad’’ (composed of our 
seven older boys) has improved the time by clearing nearly two 
acres of land (weeds 12 and 15 feet high,) setting out be- 
tween 200 and 300 century plants along our boundary, picking 
and helping to cure 100 pounds of olives (kindly given us by 
Mr. A. Campbell-Johnston), caring for our ‘‘stock’’ and doing 
‘odd jobs’’ around the place. As an encouragement they 
each have a very modest bank account.’’ 

During the year many things have added to the children’s 
pleasure,—Miss Power’s weekly ‘‘Story Hour,’’ Miss Dorothy 
Leonard’s ‘‘Music Class,’’ the frequent rides in Dr. Law’s 
auto, Mrs. Duckworth and Mrs. Twyman in their sewing, the 
Chaplain’s weekly visits, our Boy Scout, Orrick Sloan, in 
his weekly drills, and our ‘‘Fairy Godmother’’ in her splendid 
gift of a wading pool. We couldn’t enumerate our ‘blessings’’ 
without mentioning Deaconess Mary T. Gadsden, who, the 
1st of October, traveled the 3,000 miles to us from South Car- 
olina to be a comfort and blessing in every way. 

In the Home today we have 27 children; 12 boys and 15 
girls; 2 full orphans, 11 half-orphans and 14 with both parents 
living. The causes of these 14 being here are as follows: De- 
sertion of 2 fathers brought 4 children; illness in and poverty 
of family brought 4 children; divorces in 2 families brought 
4 children; home in Andrade, with no school, brought 1 child; 
mother and father both at work brought 1 c.ild. 

In a report made out for the Public Welfare Commission— 
July 1, 1917, to June 30, 1918—our number of institutional 
days’ care was 6077, and free institutional days’ care was 
1312, showing that about one-fifth of our work is entirely free. 

As to the paramount needs of the ©. H. C., we would urge 
again the necessity of the south wing of the Administration 
Building, towards which we have a goodly nucleus; then, an 
adequate Endowment Fund (and we rejoice to say that this 
Fund has been started by a Christmas gift of a $50.00 Liberty 
Bond, from an anonymous giver of All Saints’, Pasadena) ; 
and if we owned a lot and small house at some beach (prefer- 
ably Santa Monica, because of beirfz so accessible) it would 
serve many uses and solve many problems; and last, but not 
least, is the great need of competent and consecrated workers 
for this small corner of the Master’s Vineyard. 

We face the future with high hopes and the wish that for 
each one of us this may indeed be a glad and happy New Year!

REPORT OF HARVARD SCHOOL 


Harvard School, the Bishop’s School for Boys, is just com- 
pleting its nineteenth year, a year in many ways the most suc- 
cessful in its history. One building has been added to the 
equipment; namely, a modern infirmary wifh every conve- 
nience and rooms for ten beds. The faculty for the year has 
been a strong one, consisting of men from many universities 
from east, west and north, thus combining in its influence the 
edueational spirit from many portions of the country. 

The student body has consisted of two hundred and eighty 
boys coming from as far as Alaska on the north, Honolulu 
and Shanghai in the far east, the city of Mexico in the south 
and New York and Massachusetts in the east. The class of 
1919 consists of thirty-nine boys whose standards of scholar- 
ship are very good. : 

The athletics for the year have been excellent, especially 
in basketball, track and tennis. The school had a champion- 
ship basketball team which went through the season without 
losing a game. The tennis team won the cup in singles in the 
Ojai tournament and also won the Dudley Cup at Santa Mon- 
ica. A member of the track team won the state championship 
in the quarter mile, and another member of the track team won 
the California championship in the discus. 

The most satisfactory feature of the school has been the spirit 
shown at our chapel services. The school has really wonderful 
services every evening and on Sunday. At the early service 
held at six o’clock on Ash Wednesday there was a voluntary 
attendance of ninety boys. On the fifth Sunday after Easter 
the Bishop was present and confirmed fifteen boys. There 
were three baptisms during the year. The percentage of 
Church boys in the school is now about forty per cent. 

The boys of the school did exceedingly well in all efforts 
during the war. About one hundred and twenty-five graduates 
became officers in the U. S. army. Five lost their lives in the 
service of their country. For the fourth Liberty Loan about 
$17,000.00 worth of bonds were taken and for the fifth Lib- 
erty Loan almost $14,000.00. In addition large subscriptions 
were made by the boys for other war needs. ~ 

The Diocese has every reason to be proud of its school, and 
every reason to give the school its hearty support.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S SCHOOL FOR GIRLS AT 
LA JOLLA, CALIFORNIA 


The Bishop’s School at La Jolla has had a successful year; 
although the registration was slightly lower at the beginning 
of the term, the number has almost been made up by late 
comers. The Chapel has been used for service every day, even 
when public meetings in the churches were forbidden. The Chap- 
lain ‘has arranged an interesting and valuable series of daily 
readings giving the consecutive account of the life of our Lord. 
The other activities of the School have been about as usual 
with, naturally, slightly less emphasis on war work. The pro- 
ceeds of a performance of the ‘‘Mikado’’ have been set aside 
as the beginning of a fund for an organ in the Chapel, which 
is sorely needed. An endeavor to work out a system of stu- 
dent government is meeting with success and is doing a great 
deal toward building up an’ enthusiastic school spirit. 

The health of the School has been remarkable. No cases 
of influenza occurred until the late spring, when a few slight 
cases necessitated a week’s quarantine. The work has been 
made up so that we are able to close on time. 

An even stronger faculty for next year seems to point to 
continued improvement.

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APPENDIX 13 


REPORT OF THE NEIGHBORHOOD SETTLEMENT 


The most notable advance in the work of the Settlement 
since the last report is the purchase of an adjoining lot front- 
ing on East Ninth St., the gift of four generous friends. The 
enlarged playground was greatly needed and adds wonderfullly 
to the appearance of the place. giving more space for the 
buildings. The building on the new lot has been remodeled to 
be used in part for a Dental, Clinic, the equipment for which 
has been largely given by Mrs. Milner and others. The inten- 
tion was to take care only for children but we have already been 
approached by the Social Service Commission and other phil- 
anthropic societies urging us to enlarge the scope of the work 
to include adults and extend the benefits beyond the immediate 
neighborhood. 

Interested friends are hoping to buy still another 50-foot lot 
on East Ninth St., which will complete the frontage and 
square the property. The small house on this lot could be used 
for a men’s club. 

The mortgage on the main property held by the Security 
Trust and Savings Bank was reduced during the year from 
eight thousand to six thousand. ‘There is also an endowment 
fund of two hundred dollars. 

Mrs. Sumner P. Hunt, who has been president of the Settle- 
ment Association since it was organized in 1907 and who has 
served its interests in such a wonderfully efficient way, resigned in 
September in favor of Mrs. Isaac Milbank, Mrs. Hunt taking 
Mrs. Milbank’s place as first Vice-President. 

On the Settlement staff there are now four salaried work- 
ers and three resident volunteers, making seven residents in all. 


Largely through the efforts of Mrs. Milbank, a summer camp 
was made possible at Santa Monica. Here two of the resi- 
dents and a number of volunteers cared for one hundred and 
twenty children who enjoyed the bathing and sports on the 
beach. The children who were reported as tubercular or pre- 
tubercular were sent to Devil’s Gate Camp, Pasadena. The 
colored children were given several all-day outings, one to Man- 
hattan Beach for which the Pacific Electric Ry. furnished the 
ear. 

On account of the health restrictions the ingenuity of those 
in charge was taxed to the utmost to devise means by which the 
children could have their Christmas festivities. Permission 
was obtained for out-of-door picnics and auto and truck rides 
but, as much as these were enjoyed, it was soon apparent they 
would never take the place of the all-important Christmas 
tree which was finally put up in its usual place in the Hall. 
The children formed in a long line on the playground and had 
a grand march around the tree, going in at one door and pass- 
ing out at the other, receiving their gifts of fruit and candy 
and clothing while the procession was kept moving. 

Seven children have been baptized in the Chapel since the 
last report. Shortly before Father Smith left to enter the 
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Service he presented a class of seventeen to the Bishop for 
Confirmation. Among the number were seven adults: one moth- 
er with four children, her entire family; another with three 
children and two others with two each. Most of the children. 
have been coming to the Chapel instruction for a long time 
and we believe they were well prepared. Everyone attending 
the Chapel services felt they were called upon to make a per- 
sonal sacrifice for their country when Father Smith was called 
and he has been heartily remembered in our prayers. The 
Services go on as usual with the Rev. Neal Dodd in charge 
who has followed up the instruction along the same lines and 
has rapidly won his way by his efficient and sympathetic min- 
istrations. 

The activities have been extended by the war work in which 
the Settlement has been engaged. It was the Headquarters 
for three precincts in the War Savings, Liberty Loan and Red 
Cross drives and for the Victory Loan. In spite of the fact 
that the immediate neighborhood is becoming more and more 
an industrial center the number of families reached as shown 
by our records is constantly increasing. This means an ever- 
increasing opportunity to exert a steadying influence in these 
days of unrest by advancing sane views in matters pertaining 
to civic and individual welfare. The way the people look to 
the Settlement as a friend in all emergencies assures us that 
we are a factor in their lives and gives us faith and courage 
to go forward in HIS NAME.

REPORT OF THE AUDITING COMMITTEE

Your Auditing Committee reports: 

That it has examined the books of the Lreasurer of the 
Diocese, Mr. W. C. Mushet, for the year ending January 17th, 
1919, checking the book entries from the vouchers on file and 
finding them correct. The Committee also compared the finan- 
cial reports prepared by the Treasurer with the book entries 
and found them in agreement. The bonds furnished by the 
Treasurer were found on file. 

The Committee has examined the books of the Corporation 
of the Diocese, in charge of the Secretary, Mr. W. A. Bowen, 
for the year ending January 17th, 1919, and found them cor- 
rect with the vouchers. The financial reports of the Directors 
of the Corporation were found in agreement with the books. 
All papers relating to the investments of the Diocese were in 
good order. 

The Committee examined the notes securing the mortgage 
loans of the Diocese at the First National Bank, where they 
are deposited for collection of interest. The interest payments 
are duly credited on the notes, 

The investment bonds of the Diocese, kept in the safe de- 
posit vaults of the Hirst National Bank, 1m the joint care of 
the Treasurer of the Diocese and the Secretary of the Corpora- 
tion, were found as reported, with interest coupons attached, 

Complying with the wishes of the Committee on Church 
Pension Fund, your Auditing Committee examined the books 
of the Treasurer of that fund, Mr. C. M. Gair, for the past 
year and found them in agreement with the vouchers on file. 
All money collected is promptly remitted each month to the 
Church Pension Fund in New York. 

The bank balances of all these officers agree with their re- 
ports. 

The Committee acknowledges the courteous assistance which 
all the gentlemen named have given it, and is glad to report 
on the efficient way in which all the accounts are kept.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH PENSION FUND 


ine Committee on the Church Pension Fund is glad to re- 
port that counting everything in the response of the Church 
10 this Diocese is most gratifying. In a recent letter from 
wew York Mr. Monell Sayre congratulated us on our financial 
coudition so far as the Pension Fund is concerned. 

&very parish has paid up to date except three. Every Mis- 
sion has paid up to date except four. The following have 
not paid anything during the year: St. John’s, Bostonia ; 
Christ Chureh, Los Angeles; All Saints’, San Diego; St. Phil- 
ip the Evangelist; St. John’s, Needles. 

The following have paid something but are delinquent: 

Church of the Ascension, Sierra Madre; St. Paul’s, Santa 
Paula. 

The value of the Church Pension Fund already has become 
very evident. There are ten (10) clergymen in receipt of Pen- 
sions in the Diocese of Los Angeles. There are two widows 
of Priests of this Diocese who are in receipt of pensions. 

This is a return of approximately 6 per cent on the money 
contributed by this Diocese to the Reserve Fund in order to 
establish the system. 

In this connection it will be of interest to quote from the 
synopsis of the annual report issued by the Chureh Pension 
Fund last February: ; 

‘<THE CHURCH PENSION FUND has the honor of making 
the following announcement to the Right Reverend the Bish- 
ops and to the Officers of Diocesan Committees. 

‘On March 1, 1917, the Chureh Pension Fund began the 
administration of the pension system of the Church. Today 
(February 28, 1919) therefore completes the second year of 
the administration. 

‘¢The galaries of all the clergy in the United States and for- 
eign mission fields (including an allowance of one-sixth of the 
money salary as the rental value of a rectory) are $8,000,000 
a year (actually $7,855,000). The pension assessment of 7% 
per cent on salaries is therefore $600,000 a year. .For two 
years the pension assessments would be $1,200,000. 

‘<The assessments received in this office between March 1, 
1917, and the business day of February 28, 1919, inclusive, 
amount to $1,181,207.76. This is 98.4 per cent of all assess- 
ments. Allowing for assessments in transit from Diocesan 
treasurers, 98% per cent of all possible assessments for the 
two years of the Fund’s operation have been paid. Most non- 
payments occurred in the first calendar year. The Church 
supported the pension system during the second year at the 
rate of 99 per cent. 

‘“There is also added, as a matter of interest, the pension 
grants of the Church Pension Fund as they stand on this day, 
This amount of annual grants makes the Church Pension Fund, 
in point of size, at present one of the half-dozen or so largest 
pension-granting corporations of the world, and by far the 
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greatest that the Episcopal Chureh has ever maintained, the 
largest yearly distribution of the former national relief society 
of the Church haying been $115,000.’’ 

During the past year the transfer was completed of the 
Diocesan Fund for Disabled and Infirm Clergy and the Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Fund, in accordance with the terms of the agree- 
ment adopted by the Convention of the Diocese of Los An- 
geles a year ago last January. 

The Church Pension Fund now becomes legally responsible 
for the payment of all grants made to the beneficiaries of these 
funds, when they were administered by the authorities of this 
Diocese. 

There remains in the hands of the Church Pension Fund 
of New York accrued interest in the neighborhood of $1,300. 


This will be applied to the reductions of the premiums paid 
by the Parishes and Missions in the salaries of the clergy. The 
present rate is 7% per cent. Your Committee 1s fairly well 
assured that in the last six months of this calendar year, be- 
ginning July Ist, the new rate ought to be about 5 per cent. 
But we will advise the Parish Treasurers early in June more 
particularly and aeeurately in this regard. 

Up to this time the National Commission in New York has 
not enforced the rule of charging interest in delayed payments 
of premiums. But at any time they may do so. 

The Committee on the Church Pension Fund of this Diocese 
desires to emphasize the fact that the safe and business-like 
method for Parish Treasurers is to send in, on or before the 
10th of each month, the premium on the salary of their cler- 
gyman. Failure to do this ineurs the risk, in case of death, 
that the widow and orphans of the deceased may not receive 
promptly and immediately the benefit tor which the Church 
has made provision.. 

During the year your Committee has been asked and has 
consented to act as the agent of the Church Pension Fund £0 
promote the sale and use of the new musical hymnal just 
issued by our Church. 

The popularity of this book has been nothing short of phe- 
nomenal, <A first edition of about 50,000 was issued. That 
was immediately disposed of. A second edition of 100,000 is 
now coming off the press and so quickly have the advanced 
orders come in that this has not been sufficient. So a third edi- 
tion of 250,000 has been. ordered which will be ready by Octo- 
ber or November of this year. 'The price of this book is $1.05 
. in orders of 100, payable in monthly terms so easy that it is 
quite within the financial ability of every Church to have 
this hymnal in the pews. We do not argue the advantage in 
point of worship that must come from having a hymnal with 
music in the hands of our people. That is so obvious that 
it needs no words from us to establish the fact. 

We wish here to say that we are ready to serve the Churches 
of the Diocese in this matter and will be glad to act as their 
representative in the purchase of this book. 

In closing we desire to express our great indebtedness to the 
Treasurer of this Committee. The keeping of the books where 
so many accounts have been eared for is a very considerable 
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task. And their work has been entirely in the hands of Mr. 
C. M. Gair, for whose services we wish to express our sincere 
appreciation.

TREASURER’S REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S GUILD 


The year 1918 brought: many blessings to ‘‘The Bishop’s 
Guild,’ notwithstanding the conditions surrounding us and the 
many demands on our people. So much came to our hands that 
enabled us to help the sick and needy, and to give to our 
Bishop greater material aid than ever before to carry on his 
work in the field of Missions. We are more than grateful to 
our Heavenly Father for all blessings, and thankful that the 
members have been faithful in their work. During the epi- 
demie of influenza we were able to do much to help the suf- 
fering families of the settlement district, providing them with 
comforts, expending $52.00 for medicine, ice bags, hot water 
bottles, and sending them provisions and such nourishment as 
the sick need. 

During the year forty-two loads of wood were drawn to 
the needy ones. 

During the summer months we took the children of the Set- 
tlement to the beach, under the care of Sister Mary who took 
the mothers with the children and transferred all necessary 
supplies for the camp. Saturday we took the older boys down, 
also the fathers, sending the truck for them and getting 
them back to the city in time for work Monday morning. 


Our garden has been a great help in supplying vegetables 
to many—twice as many families benefited this year as last. 
Fourteen families in all working—to eleven children, who did 
excellent work, we gave new shoes. Some of fhem never 
owned a pair before. The garden has been a blessing, not 
only to those who worked in it, but the surplus was given to 
their needy neighbors. Our worthy president has taken un- 
bounded pride in the garden; not only has she mothered it 
but all the workers therein. The city garden inspector accorded 
us the highest praise. The garden stood A-1. 

Fourteen families, with a number of children in each, were 
supplied with complete outfits of new undergarments. 

To eleven expectant mothers were given complete baby out- 
fits. ‘ 

Twelve hundred dresses were made by Guild members to 
supply the needs of school children. These garments, given 
* them, not only add pride to their personal appearance but 

teach them cleanliness and also to be good self-respecting cit- 
izens. We utilize every scrap of goods turned in to us. 

Nor did we forget our boys at the Camps. We sent books 
of all kinds,—several hundred of fiction, many each of medi- 
eal, electrical, and, mechanical. During September we sent cake 
to help out on the entertainment at Camp Kearny. 

To our Guild this year was added an auxiliary chapter, Mrs. 
M. M. Weeks being chairman. The work is at the County 
Hospital. Mrs. Weeks, who visits regularly, never goes empty 


handed, always carrying some dainty or much needed article 
to the inmates of the incurable ward. 
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We ‘did not forget the Children’s Home. We planted orange 
‘trees in honor of Bishop and Mrs. J. H. Johnson. 

Willing workers as we are we could not have accomplished 
all this had not our worthy people aided us in every way, and 
we want to thank ‘‘others’’ than our own church people for 
great help in many lines of our field work. As you have so 
generously helped us during the year just passed, won’t you 
double your efforts in 1919? Let nothing be thrown away. 
Send it to our clothing bureau. 

The financial report shows what we have accomplished and 
through our efforts we are able to lift part of our good Bish- 
op’s burdens in Mission work. So in asking you to help us, 
we are asking you to stand back of him. 

Our Christmas Cheer was distributed among ninety-seven 
families,—including food, clothing, toys, fruit and candy. 
Sixteen pairs of shoes were purchased for as many children. 
Four full outfits were provided for four very deserving boys.

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APPENDIX 19 


REPORT OF THE COUNTY AND CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY 


From the time of the departure of Father Smith to the Chap- 
lains’ Training Camp at Camp Zachary Taylor until January 
17th it was my privilege to carry the ministrations of the Church 
to those of our Church people who were patients in the County 
Hospital during that period, as well as to visit and instruct 
others there who desired it. \ 

Besides general visiting, writing letters, ete., the Holy Com- 
munion was celebrated each Tuesday morning until the Hospital 
Chapel was closed on account of the influenza epidemic. After 
that, the Sacrament was carried from the Mission of St. Mary- 
of-the-Angels, so that the patients might not be deprived of 
their Communion. 

In spite of the influenza, permission was granted to have the 
usual Christmas festivities in Ward C-1, which was a great suc- 
cess. Many of the patients said it was the best Christmas they 
had known at the Hospital. 

The rigid restrictions on visiting during the influence epidemic 
made life very hard for many of the old and bed-ridden, who 
were accustomed to see their friends frequently. For this 
reason the Chaplain’s visits were all the more welcome. Per- 
mission was secured for the admittance of Mrs. Weeks, who 
acted as Chaplain’s assistant, and Deaconess Steiger, which 
brought cheer to many. 

In addition to the work of Deaconess Steiger and Mr. Webb, 
who represent the County and City Mission Society, the volun- 
tary work of Mrs. Weeks, Mrs. Harris, Mrs. Dunlop and others 
who give much of their time to the sick at the Hospital, should 
not go without notice. I mention it here for that reason. The 
gratitude of the patients is a testimonial to their devotion. 

It is with great regret that I relinquish this work, but the 
absolute necessity of almost daily visiting, instruction for Bap- 
tism and frequent administration of the Sacrament to the sick, 
as well as to the dying, make it obligatory on any society con- 
scientiously trying to do the work of the good Samaritan under 
such conditions to have some one who is free from other duties, 
so that he can consecrate his whole time and being to the work. 
We feel that we have found that man in the Rey. A. F. Randall. 
Our prayers and co-operation go with him in his work. 

I must here, in a word, voice the sentiment of the patients 
who have had the great privilege of the pastoral care of Father 
Smith. They love him and miss him as a dear, devoted friend.

REPORT OF BOARD OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Board of Christian Education would report for the year 
1918. Increased activity is to be noted in the Sunday Schools 
of the Diocese up to the time they were obliged to close in the 
Fall on account of the influenza epidemic. At many points 
earnest and sustained efforts were made to raise the standards 
of teaching and administration, and to increase the enrollment 
of scholars. However, the accompanying Comparative Report 
reveals a serious falling off in the total enrollment as a result 
of the closing of the Churches. Every effort should be made 
to recover these losses as rapidly as possible. 

The Board has held eight well-attended monthly meetings. 
In addition: A Sunday School Institute was held successfully 
January 14; a School for Chureh Teachers was conducted for 
fifteen weeks, beginning January 21, in which five of the Stand- 
ard Teacher Training Courses set forth by the General Board 
were ably given by as many lecturers to enthusiastic classes 
whose registration exceeded one hundred; a most successful 
Patriotic Rally of the Children was held Whitsunday, May 
19;—-for all of these meetings the hospitality of the Pro- 
Cathedral is gratefully acknowledged. The Summer School was 
held in St. Augustine’s, Santa Monica, July 16, 17, 18 and 19, 
and gained distinction from the visiting lecturers, the Bishop 
of San Joaquin, and the Rev. Dr. Powell of the Divinity School 
of the Pacific, whose courses greatly enriched the program. 

The Second Annual Hand Book of the Board was sent out 
in quantities to all the parishes and missions early in October, 
and proposed an elaborate constructive program for the winter 
of 1918-1919. Unfortunately the requirements of public health, 
which closed the Schools from four to twelve weeks, prevented 
the carrying out of these plans in many respects. 

In these days of reconstruction the Church must come to 
realize that the religious care and education of the rising gen- 
eration is of supreme importance. Your Board again solemnly 
reiterates its recommendation and plea to the Convention for 
adequate supervision and leadership of this department of our 
work by the provision of a Field Secretary or Director of 
Religious Education who shall devote his entire time and energy 
to our many problems.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON PHILANTHROPY 
AND SOCIAL SERVICE 


WorK FOR SEAMEN 


A matter that involves Diocesan responsibility, but is of far 
more than local importance, is that of provision for seamen’s 
work at Los Angeles Harbor. About six years ago a Seamen’s 
Institute was organized and conducted in rented rooms on the 
water front in San Pedro. The cessation of foreign commerce, 
due to the war, altered the situation so far as the importance 
of this work was concerned. Nevertheless provision was made 
by Convention for conserving the interests of seamen’s work by 
intrusting these to a special Commission formed on the recom- 
mendation of the Commission on Philanthropy and Social Serv- 
ice. Now with the resumption of commerce and the expansion 
of business that intercourse with the world which was expected 
as the result of the opening of the Panama Canal will become 
a reality and no time should be lost in taking active steps to 
establish adequately and solidly a seamen’s institute which 
should ‘be in active co-operation with the Seamen’s Institute of 
the Church of England and with the Seamen’s Institute of 
America, the organization of our own Church. It should be 
noted that the significance of this work lies largely in its being 
one of the links in the chain of more than one hundred missions 
in various parts of the world. By this co-operation the value. 
of each local mission is greatly increased. The seamen can 
deposit his wages in the institute in one port and draw them in 
another, can have his letters sent to the institute at a port to 
which he is going; while the flag of ‘‘The Flying Angel’’ is 
always like the light in the window of home to a seaman who 
has once experienced the hospitality of one of these institutions 
of our Church. 

THE PLAYGROUND ComMMISSION or LoS ANGELES 

In a report of this kind it should be noted that the See City 
of the Diocese has truly wonderful recreational features, not 
only for the children in its fine city playgrounds but in three 
well ordered mountain camps, two of which, Seeley and Radford 
camps, are open from June to October for outings of two 
weeks. ‘The individual charge for transportation to and from 
Los Angeles to destination, including housing and food, is 
$10.00 at the one and $11.00 at the other. This includes a ride 
and return on the electric road to San Bernardino and a fifteen- 
mile ride on the auto stage from San Bernardino to Seeley 
Flats (a mile beyond the Crest line) and return to San Bernar- 
dino; with board and lodging as aforesaid, and in the case of 
Radford Camp, a thirty-two mile ride on the auto stage from 
San Bernardino to three miles above Seven Oaks, over the 
Scenic Mill Creek Canyon road and return to Los Angeles, and 
two weeks’ lodging and board. Seeley Camp has a capacity of 
400-500; Radford Camp a capacity of 250. 

The third camp (San Dimas Canyon) is chiefly for shop 
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girls and other closely confined persons needing week-end out- 
ings, the charge for which, including transportation, board and 
lodging, for each individual, is from $1.50 to $2.00. Religious 
services are generally held at all the camps and are usually 
well attended. p 

The directors of playground activities have not permitted the 
closing of the playgrounds, necessitated by the influenza ep1 
demic, to prevent constructive work for their department. Some 
have gone to Camp Radford and worked industriously to make 
needed roads and paths. Others have been engaged at Camfy 
Seeley constructing a tunnel to increase the water supply. Six 
new cabins have been constructed at Camp Radford. 

THE PROGRESS OF PROHIBITION 

Since last Convention the Nation has taken a step forward 
in its efforts to stamp out the liquor traffic in the country. The 
abolition of the manufacture and use of intoxicating liquors 
has been placed, by vote of Congress, before the several states 
in the form of an amendment to the federal constitution, and 
the amendment has been ratified by more than two-thirds of 
the state legislatures. 

In the opinion of your Commission a new age dawned witb 
August, 1914. Old things passed away and a new day is at 
hand. With it nas come the advent of a new thought among 
serious minded people of the utter futility of recognizing the 
supposed rights of men to poison themselves or to undermine 
the sturdy fabric of human health. That the use of alcoholic 
intoxicants has been the mother of many sorrows no sane person 
can deny. The alms houses, the houses of refuge for the feeble 
minded and the insane, the jails and penitentiaries, are all 
filled as the direct or indirect result of the use of alcohol. Your 
Commission, recognizing that insanity, disease, crime, poverty 
and misery are caused by alcoholic liquors, calls upon the Church 
to raise her voice in no uncertain terms in order that the 
results of the victory, which has been won, may be secured 
permanently. 

STANDARDS OF MORALS 


The report of the Commission last year dealing with this 
subject was sent, with the approval of the War Department and 
the Navy Department, to all the Navy chaplains and to the 
commanders in Army cantonments to be distributed to chaplains. 

Many replies were received expressive of the hearty approval 
of the position taken that personal purity is not too much to 
ask of the men in the Army and the Navy. 

We are glad to join in congratulating the men of our Army 
and Navy, General Pershing, the Surgeon General, and the Com- 
mission on Training Camp Activities, on the reported victory 
over sexual vice and the diseases resulting therefrom. They 
have created a new official standard in this respect. While some 
were afraid at first that the emphasis in instruction was placed 
on prophylaxis rather than on continence, we find that our 
leaders have believed in and have enforced prohibition, repres- 
sion, education and punishment as opposed to toleration, inspec- 
tion and regulation. 

General Pershing, in a letter to Lord Milner, has recorded 
his conviction that abolition as distinguished from regulation is 
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the only effective mode of combating this age-long evil. The 
‘result has been: very successful and we are proud to think that 
when the members of our expeditionary force return home they 
will come practically ‘‘with no sears but those of honorable 
conflict. ’’ 

The danger is not in the Army; it is at home. The draft 
revealed the great prevalence of social disease in civil life. 
Bishop Lawrence reminds us of temptation to returned soldiers. 
‘“We are sure,’’ he says, ‘‘that as a body they will stand to 
their high traditions. ‘There is, however, a weak minority and 
they are all human. It is a fact that the national, military and 
medical authorities are at work today doing everything in their 
power to protect the returning soldier and sailor. The state 
and some of the city and town authorities are no doubt alert 
to the situation. They are, however, helpless without the strong 
and vigorous support of the people, the men and women of our 
cities and villages. The problem of the young girls upon our 
streets and country roads can be met only by the mothers and 
homes. ’’ 

“*The November conference on reconstruction at Rochester 
warns us that there are indications that war-time control of 
vice in civil communities will be relaxed if organized public 
opinion is not brought to bear promptly in favor of strict law 
enforcement by all civil authorities. Municipal authorities are 
urged to give attention to the reception of demobilized men and 
their protection against commercialized vice. And it is a para- 
mount duty of all Christian people to try vigorously to hold the 
ground already won.’’ 

CONCERNING HISTORY AND THE PEACE CONFERENCE 

Your Commission rejoices in the progress of the work of the 
Conference which is seeking to bring peace to a war-weary 
world. With faith in the power of God to overrule the power 
of darkness there never was a doubt but that the cause of the 
Allies, fighting on the side of decency, justice and righteousness, 
would in the end prevail. The signing of the Armistice meant 
the vindication of the cause of righteousness and the exaltation 
of those principles and ideals taught by our Lord Jesus Christ 
as the triumphant hope of the world. The issues of the War 
were clearly outlined and definitely understood by contending 
nations. Its conclusion has but one interpretation. To thinking 
men at least it spells the death of materialism and the futility 
of misdirected human effort; it is the victory of spiritual forces 
and the triumph of a righteous God who holds within the hollow 
of his hand the destinies of nations which put their trust in 
Him. Your Commission views with keen satisfaction the 
thoughts uppermost in the minds of those who are now assembled 
as counselors of Peace and hereby endorses the purpose of the 
formation of a League So igs aoe aan the 
President of the United States, for the promotio erna- 
tional righteousness and justice, with a view to the maintenance 
of peace among the nations of the world, and appeals to 
patriotie Christians everywhere to pray and work for this endl 
as the supreme duty of the hour. 

RECONSTRUCTION 
This report is made at a time unparalleled in the history of 
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the world in its social significance. Lloyd George is quoted as 
saying encouragingly to a delegation seeking his assistance in 
some measure for social reform, ‘‘Now is the time to get a 
really new world.’’ ; 

Social obstructions have been blasted out of the way; social 
impulses are seething like angry waters of a whirlpool, bearing 
destruction on their bosom if they cannot be guided and con- 
trolled. Society is more or less plastic in all countries. Now is 
the world’s greatest opportunity, not for reconstruction in the 
sense of building up again the exact social structures that have 
been destroyed or disturbed, but in the sense of building on the 
ruins and out of the ruins a new social oredr. Now is the time 
when we may, ‘‘acecording to his promise seek for new heavens 
and a new earth wherein dwelleth righteousness, ’’ 


World reconstruction means first of all a reorganization of 
international relationships. The old system of balances of 
power, spheres of influence, and secret diplomacy must yield 
to a new system in which provision is made for the protection 
of the individual nations however small, and justice is guaran- 
teed to all; in which might no longer confers the right to 
appropriate the territory of: weaker peoples. ‘The establish- 
ment of such an international system, whether it be called 
League of Nations or what, involves necessarily the develop- 
ment of a spirit of high idealism within each nation. As has 
been well said, ‘‘As real individual liberty is inconceivable 
unless each individual sacrifices part of his own liberty to the 
requirements of civilized society, so real national liberty for 
all nations great and small cannot be achieved without some 
effective limitation in the liberty of each nation.’’ 

Here is immediate business for the pulpit and the Church. 
The spirit on which a League of Nations must rest is simply 
the Christian spirit, the spirit which includes in its good will 
neighbor as well as self. ‘‘Bear ye one another’s burdens,’’ 
which is called the Law of Christ, must henceforth be a law for 
nations as well as for occasional individuals. Here is lofty 
idealism, and unless such idealism can gain its place as a con- 
trolling force in each national life, peace among nations must 
remain as it ever has been insecure, subject to the whim of the 
nation that may dare to make war. The business of the Church 
is to invoke that spirit of idealism. That the nation is funda- 
mentally idealistic has been demonstrated by the war in which 
the nation as a whole has acted without a single selfish purpose. 
Here is soil for the gospel of unselfishness. 

The value of the churches as moulders of public opinion was 
fully recognized by the government during the prosecution of 
the war. It seemed to the clergy even in the smallest churches 
quite worth while to discuss problems of national and interna- 
tional importance and to summon their congregations to loyal 
support of governmental policies. It is of far greater import- 
ance now that the prophetic voice of the Church be heard 
constantly and consistently in advocacy of the conception of a 
brotherhood of nations inasmuch as Christianity is the sole 
source from which is derived the idealism upon which that 
conception rests. 


The second great question involved in world reconstruction is

the establishment of a better social order within the nation. 
Now that the world has been made safe for democracy the 
next concern for us must be the more complete realization of 
democracy in our own country. While admitting ourselves to 
be the freest and most democratic people on earth we have not 
yet reached the goal of social progress. It is quite possible 
that individual freedom and initiative may be developed at 
the expense of a sense of social responsibility and so it happens 
that the land of greatest opportunity is also the land of the 
greatest economic inequalities, and behind many countries of 
gurope in provisions for the welfare of its industrial and 
aependent and defective classes. One of the most encouraging 
wigns of progress is the demand for social justice, not from 
the oppressed merely, but from the ‘thinking and morally sensitive 
elasses as represented in the churches, the universities and the 
eocial workers. It has been suggested that commissions on 
social justice be appointed in our dioceses and provinces. It 
would be more pertinent to interpret the work of the social 
service commissions in the light of the demands of social justice. 
The essential object of social service is to discover the causes 
of social disorder, its aim is prevention or permanent cure 
rather than alleviation of symptoms. It constitutes, therefore, 
today the most urgent call to the Church and points out its 
greatest opportunity. 

Throughout the world today there is grave concern by reason 
of the menace of revolutionary and violent elements of society, 
classed generally as Bolshevism. The lesson for the Church to 
learn is that oppression is sure to result in reaction. Destruc- 
tive tendencies in America will not be arrested by legislation, 
police power, by any such easy method as the legal prohibition 
of red flags and unlimited speech. Our business as Christians 
as well as the part of wisdom is to ask how far is there 
justification in fact for the anti-social feeling of the classes 
who are threatening our peace at home as well as the peace 
of the world. Bishop Brent is quoted as saying that the 
Reconstruction Manifesto ef the British Labor Party is the 
‘Cone great religious utterance of the war.’’ In it are embodied 
the social passions of the great laboring section of the British 
Empire; its program expresses substantially the aspirations of 
the working classes in our own land. This document should 
receive the careful and sympathetic consideration of every 
Churchman who is really interested in the realization of the 
brotherhood of man. 


It would be difficult to find a clearer statement of the spirit 
of democracy, and may we not say of Christianity, than that 
contained in the opening section of the document: ‘Tf we are 
to escape from the decay of civilization itself we must ensure 
that what is presently to be built up is a new social order, 
based not on fighting but on fraternity; not on the competitive 
struggle for the means of bare life, but on a deliberately 
planned co-operation in production and distribution for the 
benefit of all who participate by hand or by brain; not on the 
utmost possible inequality of riches, but on a systematic 
approach towards a healthy equality of material circumstances 
for every person born into the world; not on an enforced 
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dominion over subject nations, subject races, subject colonies, 
subject classes, or a subject sex, but in industry as well as in 
government on that equal freedom, that general consciousness 
of consent, and that widest possible participation in power, 
both economic and political, which is characteristic of demoe- 
racy.’ 

Alongside of this statement may be placed that of the Lord 
Bishop of Oxford, Bishop Gore: ‘‘ Property ‘for use,’ what 
a man needs for true freedom, is a very limited quantity. 
Speedily as it expands it becomes ‘property for power.’ That 
is where property has manifestly gone wrong. In our own 
civilization we find vast masses who cannot be reasonably 
described as having any adequate measure of property for use. 
They cannot go out into life with the security of free men. 
The conviction rises in our minds that we need by peaceful 
means and, if it may be, by general consent, to accomplish such 
a re-distribution of property as shall reduce the inordinate 
amount of ‘property for power’ in the hands of the few, and 
give to all men in reasonable measure property ‘for use’.’’ The 
growth of the spirit of understanding within the Church, as 
expressed by this splendid statement of Bishop Gore, is the 
star of a new day both for the Church and for society. 

The Commission earnestly recommends that the subjects 
treated of in this report be brought before each congregation 
in the Diocese, either by incorporation in a sermon or the 
public reading of the report as a whole. 

The Commission requests from Convention the appropriation 
of the sum of $150.00 for its uses in the year 1919,

The Diocesan Corporation is also the .1rustee to which 
should be conveyed all property for the benefit and use of. the 
organized Missions of the Diocese under the trusts provided 
in the Canons. 

The Bishop of the Diocese is incorporated as a corpora- 
tion sole under the name of ‘‘The Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in Los Angeles, present incumbent, Joseph 
Horsfall Johnson,’’ and is authorized to receive and adminis- 
ter all trust funds and property for the use and benefit of 
the Church in the Diocese which may be intrusted to him, in- 
eluding all retigious, benevolent or educational objects con- 
nected therewith. All gifts, bequests or devises for the es- 
tablishment of the Cathedral, or of schools under the au- 
spices of the Church, will be received and held by the Bishop, 
as corporation sole, until the incorporation of the several and 
appropriate corporations authorized to receive and administer 
the respective funds and property. 

‘‘The Hospital of the Good Samaritan’? is the corporate 
title of the hospital organization, which is organized and con- 
dueted under the auspices of Church people, and is officially 
connected with the —1ocese. 

Free beds in perpetuity may be endowed in the hospital 
upon the payment of $10,000; or gifts, vequests or devises 
for the benefit of the hospital may be made to the Corporation.

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Rules of Order of the Convention

RULE 1 


No motion shall be considered as before the Convention until 
seconded and stated to the Convention by the presiding of- 
ficer. If not presented in writing, the President, or any mem- 
ber of the Convention, may require the motion to be reduced 
to writing before being presented to the Convention. After a 
motion is in possession of the Convention the mover cannot 
modify or withdraw it without the consent of the Convention. 


RULE 2 


When a question is before the Convention, no motion shall 
be received but to lay it upon the table, to take a vote 'there- 
on at a certain time, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone 
indefinitely, to commit or to amend; which motions shall have 
precedence in the order named. The motion to take a ‘vote 
at a certain time shall be decided without debate. 


RULE 3 
When a motion is under consideration, a motion to amend, 
a motion to amend that amendment, and a motion for a sub- 
stitute for both amendments shall be in order. These motions 
shall be considered and voted upon in the reverse order in 
which they are received. 


RULE 4 


The following motions shall not be debatable; to adjourn 
(which shall always be in order when no member is speaking), 
to lay on the table, to take from the table, to close debate, 
to extend the limits of debate, an objection to the considera- 
tion of a question, a call for the order of the day, to recon- 
sider an undebatable question, to fix the time of adjournment, 
to postpone to a certain time, to permit the withdrawal of a 
motion, and to suspend the rules. If a motion to lay an 
amendment on the table be carried, the matter before the 
Convention shall be proceeded with as if no amendment had 
been offered. 


RULE 5 
If a question under consideration contains several distinct 
propositions, the same may be divided on the request of any 
member, subject to the decision of the presiding officer that 
the division proposed can be made. If objection is made to 
such division, a motion to divide may be put before the Con- 
vention. "When a motion for a division is made, ithe mover 
must specify the manner in which he desires the question to 
be divided. A motion to strike out and insert shall be in- 
divisible.

REPORTS OF ‘The reports of all Committees shall be in writing. If a 
COMMITTEES report is received by the Convention when presented, it may 
at once be acted on, or laid on the table for future consid- 
eration. The reception of a report by the Convention does 
not adopt it or its recommendations. If it is desired that a 
report, or its recommendations, shall become the action of the 
Convention, _& resolution or resolutions to that effect must 
accompany it. When the report of a Special Committee is 
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acted upon by the Convention, the Committee ceases to exist. 


RULE 13 


When a member is called to order by the President, or by 
another member rising to a point of order, he shall immedi- 
ately take his seat unless permitted to explain. All questions 
of order shall be determined by the President; but any mem- 
ber may appeal from the decision of the Chair, and on such 
appeal no member may speak more than once without leave 
of the Convention. 


RULE 14 


The prescribed Order of Business shall not be departed from, 
nor shall any Rule of Order be suspended or changed, unless 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. Nor shall 
any Rule of Order, or Order of Business, be changed without 
one day’s previous notice to that effect, except by unanimous 
consent, provided that a motion to suspend the Rule of Order, 
in order to direct the Secretary to cast the ballot of the 
Convention, shall require the unanimous consent of the Con- 
vention. 


RULE 15 


The majority of a quorum shall always be required to 
elect an officer. 


RULE 16 


The President of the Convention may appoint a Standing 
Committee on Rules of Order. All Proposed changes in the 
Rules of Order shall be referred to such Committee, if ap- 
pointed, for consideration, and report. When questions of 
order are raised, which are not provided for by these rules, 
the President, if he so desire, may refer. such questions to 
the Committee on Rules for their opinion. ‘‘Roberts’ Rules 
of Order’’ shall be the parliamentary guide in all cases not 
provided for in the foregoing Rules. 


RULE 17 


In all elections, required to be made by concurrent votes of 
both Orders, on counting the ballots, such person or persons 
shall be held to have obtained the concurrent votes of both 
Orders, and shall therefore be declared elected by the Conven- 
tion, as shall be found to have been elected by the vote of 
each Order considered apart from that of the other Order. 


RULE 18 
All resolutions carrying appropriations shall be presented 
during the First Half Hour of the afternoon session of the 
First Day.

All printed Reports shall be delivered to the Secretary for

Su Memoriam 


William Stoddard Dearing, Deacon 
Caleb Irving Mills, D.D., William Evans, Priests 


William Stoddard Dearing passed to his rest at his 
home in Santa Ana, on February 16, 1918. He was or- 
dained deacon in Trinity Chapel, Orange, by Bishop 
Nichols, November. 18, 1893. Serious bodily ailment, 
most patiently borne, prevented him from becoming a 
eandidate for the priesthood. Placed in charge of St. 
Michael’s Mission, Anaheim, for twelve years he did 
noble service in that Mission—inspiring others with 
courage and zeal by his own brave and uncomplaining 
faithfulness. In later years, as his strength permitted, 
he continued to do faithful service in Orange and other 
places; and, by his saintly life, was a model of Chris- 
tian patience and fortitude. For nearly twenty-five 
years he served in the diaconate in this Diocese. 


The Rey. C. Irving Mills, D.D., died at the Hospital 
of the Good Samaritan’ on January 18, 1919. Gradu- 
ating from Wesleyan University, Middletown, Conn., Dr. 
Mills for ten years held pastorates in Massachusetts in 
the Methodist ministry, when ill health compelled him 
to move to New Mexico. He was ordered deacon in 
1903 and was ordained to the priesthood in 1904 by 
Bishop Olmsted of Colorado. In Colorado he served as 
assistant of St. Mark’s Church, Denver; as City Mis- 
sionary; as priest-in-charge of Ascension Church; as 
‘Secretary of the diocese and editor of the Colorado 
Churchman. 

In 1913 he came to this diocese and became rector of 
St. Mark’s Church, Glendale, where he served faithfully 
and with unsparing zeal until renewed ill health com- 
pelled him to resign at Easter, 1918. 


The Rev. William Evans died at the Hospital of the 
Good Samaritan on February 18, 1919. Educated at St. 
Bees’ College, England, he was ordered deacon in 1889 
by the Right Rev. Edward Sullivan, Lord Bishop of 
Algoma, Canada, and was ordained to the priesthood, in 
1890, by the same Bishop. As missionary along the line 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway he did excellent work 
among the railroad men in the various railway towns. 
He then became rector of Trinity Church, Parry Sound, 
where he served for about eight years; and, later, re@ior 
of Christ Church, Woodbridge, in the Diocese of Toronto. 

Coming to this Diocese in 1918, he was appointed to 
the Missionary work at Hemet, San Jacinto and Elsin- 
ore. Here, during the few months’ interval, he was do- 
ing most effective service, beloved by all—when a fatal 
illness seized him and he was called to the higher service 
of the Master above.

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To the Right Reverend Joseph H. Johnson, D.D., Los Angeles: 
Right Reverend and Dear Sir:— 
Your Committee on the Nation-Wide Campaign begs to report as 


' follows: 


The campaign did not begin in this Diocese until the General Con- 
vention adjourned, because the Executive Committee was uncertain 
whether the campaign would be carried out nationally; moreover, 
certain large Eastern dioceses had not agreed to join the movement, 
and therefore it seemed the part of prudence not to make a beginning 
of so large an undertaking until tie General Convention had accorded 
to the Nation-Wide Campaign the Church’s imprimatur. 

Upon returning from Detroit it was found that the attitude of 
nearly everyone, as expressed individually and collectively in clericus 
and convocation, was that the campaign should not be postponed, but 
eulminate December the seventh. Until Bishop Johnson’s return, 
November the third, the decision was held in abeyance, and then the 
date of December seventh was decided upon, excepting in special 
instances where the time was extended in accordance with the per- 
mission granted by the General Convention. 

A factor which militated severely in the minds of your Committee 
against the date chosen was the deplorable lack of circulars, pam- 
phlets, cards, posters and the general line of printed matter; this 
literature came to the office in sample lots, and this was the more 
exasperating since it could be easily seen that it was of tremendous 
value, and to proceed in a campaign without a reasonable supply of 
these handbooks, data, etc., would be a veritable making of bricks 
without straw. Rectors and captains of teams who had seen the sam- 
ple copies deluged the office with demands for more, and the bom- 
bardment of pleading letters was insistent and persistent to the end, 
and became almost acrimonious when the office was forced to portion 
out small doles of the valued ammunition. We could make no other 
reply than to say we had no more, and we tried to explain that New 
York was not to blame because of the printers’ strike. One consign- 
ment came late in December bearing in heavy type on each circular, 
that this matter was for distribution in October. It is fair to make 
these statements to show the handicaps, yet not as excuses but as bald 
facts which could not be foreseen nor at the time avoided. The slow 
deliveries of mail and express matter are well known. 

And yet, the results have bettered all expectation, for at no time 
did your Committee anticipate such results as appear in the adjoined 
tabular view of the work. Where the system was loyally carried out, 
the effects were surprising. There are additions, corrections and 
emendations to be made in the figures, and the Committee will ap- 
preciate it if these are corrected by those who know, and the corrected 
copy mailed to the office, for use in the final report in the Bishop’s 
Journal. 

It is proper to say that the entire expense of the office of your 
Committee in assistants, clerical work, printing, postage, telegrams and 
traveling has been paid for by private subscription.

The development of the campaign is even now ancient history, be- 
eause the world moves so rapidly, and the larger, more searching ques- 
tions are already upon us—namely, ‘‘ Will the pace be maintained ?’’ 
‘Will the latent powers of the Church, awakened in some degree, 
again become somnolent?’’ ‘‘ Will we ‘Carry On?’’’ Or shall we 
witness now the usual phase of a good work going stale, so common 
in these movements and which has always prejudiced our Church 
against the ordinary revival idea? Are we to find that we have 
worked as those who wrote their hopes in water. These are the ques- 
tions, and there is only one answer—‘‘It depends upon the laymen. ’’ 
The key of the situation, and the hope of civilization itself rests in 
the hands and hearts of men of true religious instinct. 

There is little in the methods of the Nation-Wide Campaign of es- 
sential novelty over what every good parish priest has used for years: 
he has called, visited, rung doorbells without number, and in general, 
the blessing of Asher has been upon him in regard to his having 
‘shoes of iron and brass:’’ he has sought everywhere the wayside 
Christian, and shown his Lord to others: his has been and is the 
vision of the prophet with the mind of a statesman: as a religious 
diplomat he ean be depended upon to do his best, and of the clergy the 
words of Daniel will come true—‘They that turn many to righteous- 
ness shall shine as the stars, even for ever and eyer.’’ There is no 
query as to the active loyalty of our clergy. 

' But there is doubt whether the interest of the laymen can be main- 
tained. To hold this newly-aroused interest means success for the 
Nation-Wide Campaign, to lose the inspiration spells failure and a 
fall far. There is one thing which differentiates the Nation-Wide 
Campaign from all other similar movements, and creates the splendid 
opportunity for the laity never before paralleled, and this factor is 
the critical condition of our much-vaunted civilization. The entire ab- 
sence of interest in a bolsheviked individual as to any essential differ- 
ence between meum and tuum, is alarming the most superficial ob- 
server. The ethical basis of our culture is suspected of rottenness, 
and men of affairs are studying how the situation which threatens our 
homes and our nation ean be saved. Now in matters of such tre- 
mendous import to ourselves, families, nation and world, the laymen 
are intensely interested, and their voice is potential above that of the 
clergy in this business. The correct ‘‘ follow up’’ idea for our Nation- 
Wide Campaign seems to your Committee to resolve itself into this: 

I. Maintain the organization of our laymen as constituted, and 
give it cohesion and coherence by envisioning for each parish its own 
peculiar contribution in the ‘‘Americanization’’ for which it is 
adapted. Every parish can have its special ideal and show its self 
expression in its particular concept of how to ‘‘ Americanize America, | 
and Unite the United States.’’ The world calls for a renewal and 
refreshing of its ethical basis: the means for all this is necessarily 
religion: our Church calls for leaders in this work: it is more for the 
laity than your clergy. 


II. Labor troubles will be settled the moment employer and em- 
ployee accept and work upon the idea that we are all here for service. 
_ This is not a new idea—it was the doctrine of The Master. Here 
again the laymen have a better chance than the clergy to spread our 
ancient religion with healing in its wings. It is not merely a ques- 
tion of more pay and less work, for no man ever was nor will be 
satisfied permanently with larger pay and profits, simply because mere 
things never satisfied anyone. It comes to this, that the call comes to 
our laymen to see if there can now be tried out in the world that 
which never yet had a consistent trial—to-wit, Christianity. 


II. ‘The whole economic and sociologic field is open, and it is a 
strange parsih or chapter which will fail to find its special stent of 
work, to which it is especially fitted. 

(a) Hospitals, and the endowment of special rooms or beds, ap- 
peal to all mankind, as memorials. The Hospital of the Good Samar- 
itan can use more memorials of this kind, bearing the name of in- 
dividual. or parish. Also the Children’s Hospital. 

(b) The Neighborhood Settlement of your Diocese is now out of 
debt, and can use volunteer visitors. This Settlement is said to be 
the largest of its kind on the Pacific Coast. 

(¢) In your see city there is a Parish with its open door close to 
the University; here is an opportunity to meet our younger student 
life, and at the precise point where our loss is the greatest: this offers 
a chance for earnest men to make regular visitations and to show to 
these younger men who soon will be the men of the day, that a re- 
ligious man is not necessarily a cad, and that the deeper meaning of 
life is only interpretable by religion, and that its reward is a ma- 
jestic peace, the birthright of His children. 

(d) Another plan, successful in some places, is a Boys’ Home, 
where the boys are in graded schools all day, requiring the care of a 
house-mother evenings: in one place the boys made a successful boy 
choir which in turn enlarged the congregation materially. 

(e) Your Diocese has the Church Home for Children, the Girls’ 
Friendly Society, and the Daughters of the King—all are now much 

- more than mere foundations, and all with their appealing opportunity 
for service to humanity. 

(f) Coffee and Club Rooms call for volunteers to superintend 
evenings; where this work is divided among a sufficient number, it is 
not onerous to any. Many of our mills, factories and stores have 
developed this elub-room idea from purely business motives, because 
it increases the efficiency of all. 

(g) ‘Cooking classes have been used with great measure of suc- 
cess, and ‘‘Little Mothers’? have become loyal daughters of the 
Church. 

| (h) Rural problems, where group conscience has been evolved 
through group consciousness show that the only effective wand is the 
religious motive. The Nation-Wide Campaign General Survey recom- 
mends a demonstration rural church in every diocese. 

(i) This Diocese has its own phase of foreign-speaking popula- 
tion: official figures state that there are two million Mexicans in the 
United States, and that one hundred thousand immigrate to us every 
year. It is not a case of proselyting, but is a case of saving humans 
from suspicion, illiteracy and atheism, and our State from its results. 
There is not a free hospital in all Mexico: a dispensary, a kinder- 
garten, a settlement house is the first line of attack on the problem 
in this Diocese. : 

To make permanent the work of the Campaign, your Committee 

recommends the ‘‘following up’’ through the organization already 
formed, by Educational Secretaries, or Correspondence Courses, 80 
that trained laymen ean properly present the questions as above out- 
lined suggestively but not conclusively, from the Americanization idea 
to the remotest fields of sociologic and economic work and along 
scientific lines; but always with the foundations identical with our 
Church, and thus bringing back to her hands the leadership which 
once was hers.

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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, January 28, 1920. 

The Twenty-fifth Annual Convention of the Church in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles opened with the Celebration of the Holy Communion 
in St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a.m. on that day. 

The Celebrant was the Rev. Milton C. Dotten, Ph.D., the President 
of the Standing Committee. He was assisted by the Very Rev. Dr. 
MaeCormack, as Epistoler, and the Rev. Dr. Learned as Gospeller, 
and in the administration of the Sacred Elements by the Rev. BR. L. 
Windsor, the Rev. J. Arthur Evans and the Rey. BR. B. Gooden. 

At the close of the service the Convention was called to order for 
business, the Right Reverend, the Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary announced that more than one-third of the Clergy 
had deposited attendance slips and more than one-third of the Parishes 
and Missions had signified that they were represented by the attend- 
ance slips of their Liay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being present, the Chair- 
man declared the Convention ready for business. 

On motion, the reading of the Order of Business was dispensed 
with. 

On motion of the Rey. R. L. Windsor, the Rey. Alfred Fletcher was 
nominated as Secretary. 

There being no further nominations, on motion, the Assistant Sec- 
retary cast the ballot of the Convention and the Rev. Alfred Fletcher 
was declared elected. 

The Secretary appointed the Rey. R. L. Windsor as Assistant Sec- 
retary. 

The Bishop delivered his annual address (Appendix 1). 

The report of the Committee on Admission of Parishes and Missions 
into Union with ‘the Convention being called for, the Rey. Dr. Dotten- 
presented the following report: 

The Committee on Admission of Parishes and Missions into Union 
with Convention begs to report that the Mission of the Good Shep- 
herd, Los Angeles—organized N ovember, 1912—and St. Mark’s Mis- 
sion, East San Diego—organized January 2, 1919—have applied for 
such admission. All canonical requirements having been complied 
with your Committee recommends that the said Missions be admitted 
ae union with Convention and hereby offers a resolution to that 
effect. 

M. C. Dorrszn,

Adopted. . 

The Committee on Credentials reported that thirty-nine Parishes 
and twenty-four Missions had sent certificates of Lay-Delegates and 
that all such were entitled to representation—provided the Diocesan 
assessments had been paid. 

Highty-nine of the Clergy registered as present and upwards of 
one hundred and eighty-nine Lay-Delegates registered as representing 
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the thirty-five Parishes and twenty Missons that, having paid their 
assessments, were entitled to representation. 

The Treasurer presented the report of delinquent Parishes and 
Missions. 

The following were delinquent: The Missions at Bostonia, Carlsbad, 
Duarte, El Centro, Hueneme, Imperial, Lompoc; Church of the Re- 
deemer, Los Angeles; St. Barnabas’, Los Angeles; Needles, St. 
James’, San Diego; San Luis Rey, Santa Maria; ‘and the following 
Parishes: Christ Church, Los Angeles; St. Athanasius’, Los Angeles; 
Trinity, Los Angeles; St. Luke’s, Monrovia; Good Shepherd, Ocean 
Park; St. John’s, San Bernardino; St. Peter’s, San Pedro. 

St. Barnabas’, Los Angeles; Trinity, Los Angeles; St. Mary’s, 
Lompoc; and St. James’, San’ Diego, subsequently paid their assess- 
ments, and qualified for representation. 

Of the thirty-six Parishes and twenty-three Missions thus entitled 
to representation, fifty-three Parishes and Missions took part in the 
subsequent voting. 

The Chair announced the appointment of the Regular Committees, 
there being but the change as to one name from the Committees an- 
nounced last year (Page 4). 

The Rev. Dr. Learned reported for the Committee on Dispatch of 
Business the following program:

1. Suspension of Rules to allow nominations for Officers of Con- 
vention in place of time set in Order of Business, (Requires unanim- 
ous consent.) 

2. Proposal for Evening Session to carry on ordinary Business of 
Convention and to ballot for Officers, ete.

3. Proposal to hold election for Bishop Coadjutor in course of 
service in the Pro-Cathedral, 9:30 Thursday A. M. 

4, Proposal that the Bishop reserve such material from Reports, 
ete., as he deems suitable for presentation during the time occupied 
by balloting for Bishop Coadjutor. 

5. Proposal that the names of the Clergy and the Parishes and 
Missions entitled to participate in the election of a Bishop Coadjutor 
be read to Convention after this report at hour on Wednesday 
afternoon. (This for purpose of careful notification for everyone.) 
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6. Proposal that on completion of election of Bishop Coadjutor 
Convention adjourn from Pro-Cathedral to Parish House and proceed 
to whatever business remains on Calendar. 

On motion the program was adopted. 

1-5 having been completed, the Bishop referred to his request made 
to the Convention of the Diocese, May 14, 1919, for the election of a 
Bishop Coadjutor ‘‘for reason of extent of Diocesan work;’’ which 
request had been acted favorably upon and adopted by that Conven- 
tion, and the matter placed in the hands of the Standing Committee 
to follow the necessary canonical procedure as required by the General 
Canons of the Church. ‘ 

The Rev. Dr. Dotten presented the special report of the Standing 
Committee : 


CERTIFICATE OF THE STANDING COMMITTER OF THE 
DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


We, the undersigned, do hereby certify that there has been laid be- 
fore us full and sufficient evidence that a majority of the House of 
Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America and a majority of Standing Committees of Dioceses com- 
prised in said Church haye consented to the election of a Bishop 
Coadjutor for the Diocese of Los Angeles for the reason of extent of 
diocesan work, namely: Consent duly signed by ninety-eight (98) of 
the one hundred and fourteen members of the House of Bishops at the 
time when said consent was asked for and given; and consent duly 
signed by the Standing Committees of forty-nine (49) of the sixty- 
eight Dioceses in Union with the General Convention.

The Bishop then read his Statement of Consent and Division of 
Duties: 


Bishop’s Office, 523 South Olive Street, 


Los Angeles, January 28th, 1920. 
My dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


Consequent upon my purpose stated in a personal interview to the 
members of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
at a meeting held in my office, 523 South Olive street, of this, the 
See City, on June 22nd, 1916, and which at that time received their 
approval, and which subsequently having been announced to the 
Diocesan Convention in my Annual Address delivered at its last regu- 
lar meeting held in this Pro-Cathedral, the 14th day of May in the 
year 1919, and then approved by it; and, furthermore, since such con- 
sents of the Standing Committee and the Convention were followed 
by action on the part of the Convention requesting the consent of a 
majority of the Bishops and Standing Committees of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of these United States to the election of a Bishop 
Coadjutor for the Diocese, ‘‘ for reason of extent of Diocesan work,?’ 
I now, at this time, comply with the provision of Canon IX Section 
2, Paragraph 1, of the General Canons as follows: : 
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1. I hereby record my approval of and consent to the election of 
a Bishop Coadjutor for this Diocese. 

2. While in accordance with Article IV, Paragraphs 5, 6, 7 and 8 
of the Diocesan Constitutions, I retain for myself as the Ecclesiastical 
Authority, the Chief Pastor and Ordinary of the Diocese, all the 
rights, obligations and duties implied or stated in that Article as in- 
cident to those Offices, other than those named in the following con- - 
cessions; I hereby assign to the said Bishop Coadjutor, when duly 
Ordained and Consecrated, such oversight of all the Parishes and 
Missions of the Diocese, including the extension of its Missionary 
work, as is more particularly indicated for the Bishop of the Diocese 
in Article IV, Section 9, of the Constitutions of the Diocese, and in 
its Canons, VIII, X, XIII, XV, XVI, XVII, XXIII. In making the 
foregoing apportionment of duties, I do so with the intention and 
effect of vesting the Bishop Coadjutor with the right of initiative and 
organization of Missionary work, and of assigning to him the duty 
of Offical visitation of all congregations for Confirmation and for the 
performance of the functions incidental to such occasions. 

3. I hereby relinquish to the said Bishop Coadjutor so much of 
the salary now appropriated to the Bishop of the Diocese as may be 
deemed necessary and wise by this Convention, acting by and with 
the advice of the Finance Committee of the Diocese to which this 
matter was referred by the last Diocesan Convention.

Mr. C. A. Rockwell offered a resolution for the dissolution of St. 
Barnabas’ Mission, Los Angeles, as a Mission of the Diocese, in view 
of its pending consolidation with St. James’ Church, Los Angeles. 

On motion of Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, this was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Canons. 

The Rey. Dr. Learned reported for that Committee that there was 
no Canon providing for the dissolution of a Mission; that it was the 
opinion of the Committee that such action rested in the Convention. 

He therefore endorsed the following resolution, presented by the 
authorities of St. Barnabas’ Mission: 

Whereas, the consolidation of St. James’ and St. Barnabas’ 
Churches has been unanimously approved by the two congregations, 
their vestries, the Bishop of the Diocese, and by the Standing Com- 
mittee; and, 

Whereas, no other canonical provision is made -in the Diocese for 
the dissolution of a Mission; 

Therefore, we, by authority vested in us by the unanimous action 
of St. Barnabas’ congregation, offer the following resolution: 

Resolved, That this Convention grant the request of the people of 
St. Barnabas’ Mission for its dissolution as a Mission of the Diocese, 
in order that they may become a part of the new Parish of St. 
; ee and St. Barnabas’; said dissolution to take effect February 1,

The Rey. Alfred Fletcher moved that. the Order of Business be 
amended (on page 68 of the Canons) so as to inelude the Girls’ 
Friendly Society among the Diocesan Institutions which should have 
an opportunity to report; insert: ‘‘(h) The Girls’ Friendly Society. ”’ 
Adopted. 

On motion, Convention adjourned to meet at 8 P. M.—for elections 
other than the election of Bishop Coadjutor. 

On re-assembling at the hour named, the Rev. P. H. Hickman called 
the Convention to order. 


Mr. ©. S. Byington moved that the Secretary cast the ballot of the 
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Convention for the four laymen nominated for the Standing Commit- 
tee; there being no other nominees. Adopted. 

The ballot was cast, and Mr. C. D. Adams, W. F. Knight, H. E. 
Brett and Dr. J. EH. Cowles were elected. 

The Rey. C. T. Murphy moved that the Secretary cast the ballot of 
the Convention for the four clergymen and the four laymen nom- 
inated as Delegates to the Synod of the Province of the Pacific; there 

being no other nominees. Adopted. 

- "The ballot was so cast, and the Rey. A. G. H. Bode, C. Rankin 
Barnes, Ray O. Miller, George F. Weld; Mr. C. M. Gair, C. H. Tucker, 
A. W. Morgan and C. N. Burton were elected. 

The Rev. John R. Atwill presented the report of the Nominating 
Committee recommending the following gentlemen for election to the 
several Provincial Boards and to the Board of Christian Education:

N. Pierson, A. G. H. Bode, Ray O. Miller, F. U. Bugbee and Mrs. 
Ethel Clisbe. 

On motion, the Secretary cast the ballot of the Convention for the 
Rev. P. H. Hickman as Historiographer and the Rev. R. L. Windsor 
as Registrar; and they were elected. 

The Rey. Dr. Learned presented the report of the Committee on 
Canons: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS 


To the Twenty-fifth Annual Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles:, 

The Committee on Canons begs to submit the following report: 

1. In place of the proposed amendment to Canon VII, Section 47, 
proposed by the Rev. Dr. Learned and referred to the Committee: 

‘¢Provyided further, That whenever, in the opinion of the 
Finance Committee of the Diocese, any Mission or Parish be- 
comes incapable of meeting its diocesan assessment, such 
assessment for the ensuing year shall be decreased or omitted; 

‘That, also, whenever, in the opinion of the Board of 
Missions, any Mission or Parish becomes incapable of meeting 
its diocesan missionary assessment or its general missionary 
apportionment, such assessment or apportionment for the en- 
suing year shall be decreased or omitted.’’ 

the Committee recommends the adoption of the following: 

‘¢Whenever any Mission or Parish shall be in receipt of 
no income for the year preceding any Convention, such Con- 
vention shall levy no assessment, either Diocesan or Mis- 
sionary, upon such Mission or Parish.’’ 

The Committee also asks that the foregoing proposed amendment, 
proposed by Dr. Learned, of which this is a substitute, be recommitted 
to it for further consideration. 

2. No. 17 of the Rules of Order was referred to the Committee 
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that it might be worded so as to express more clearly the will of the 
Convention. : 2 

The Committee considered several forms of expression but, in the 
interest of expediting business, it requests that this also be recom- 
mitted to it—to report to the next Convention. — 

3. A proposed amendment to Section 21, Article VI, of the Con- 
stitutions, offered by the Rev. P. H. Hickman, was submitted to the 
Committee: 

Strike out the word ‘‘male’’; 
so that the section shall read, in the first paragraph, 
‘‘The Lay Members shall consist of Delegates, not exceed- 
ing five, from each Parish and Mission in union with the 
Convention.’ 

The Committee recommends that this proposed amendment be not 

adopted. The vote of the Committee was unanimous in this regard.

The Rey. Dr. Learned offered the following resolution: 


Resolved, That, in view of the new situation created by the Nation- 
Wide Campaign, there shall be appointed by the Bishop a Diocesan 
Executive Council to take under consideration the question of award 
and distribution of the funds available from this source for Diocesan 
purposes. 


This Council shall consist of the Bishop, ex-officio, the Bishop 
Coadjutor, ex-officio; the Deans of the Convocations; two members of 
the Finance Committee, of which one shall be the Treasurer of the 
Diocese; and two members each of the Board of Missions, the Hxecu- 
tive Committee of the County and City Mission Society, the Board of 
Christian Education and the Commission on Philanthropy and Social 
Service. Adopted. 

The following minute was presented to the Convention by the Rev. 
S. C. Clark, Secretary of the Board of Christian Education: ‘It 
was moved by the Ven. T. C. Marshall, seconded by the Rev. F. U. 
Bugbee, that the Conference of Chureh School Workers, assembled in 
St. Paul’s Parish House at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board 
of Christian Education, on January 26th, 1920, endorses the proposed 
Executive Council of the Diocese—as set before the recent Convoca- 
tion of Los Angeles in resolution by the Rev. Dr. Learned—and urges 
its adoption. Adopted.’’ 

In addition to the Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor, and the Deans of 
the Convocations—the Bishop appointed on the Executive Council— 
as representatives of the several Boards—Rey. L. BR. Learned, D.D., 
Mr. C. M. Gair; Very Rev. Wm. MaeCormack, D. D., Rev. F. U. 
Bugbee; Rev. C. T. Murphy, Rev. Ray O. Miller; Rev. George David- 
son, D.D., Mr. C. N. Burton; Mr. W. ©. Mushet, Mr. W. F. Knight. 

The Rev. George Davidson, D.D., offered the following resolutions 
in behalf of the Near Bast Relief: 

Whereas, By our sympathy and aid we have encouraged the de- 
voted Christian people of the Near East to stand fast in the faith of 
our Lord Jesus Christ; and, 

Whereas, These, our brethren, have most gloriously vindicated our 
confidence in their fidelity and fortitude—particularly during the 
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massacres and the deportations instigated by Turkish cruelty through 
the recent war; and, 

Whereas, Upwards of two million (2,200,000) of these people have 
suffered martyrdom because of their faith, leaving us the sacred trust 
of their orphan children and an equal number of their helpless de- 
pendents—to save them from starvation; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That this Church recognizes its obliga- 
tion in this behalf and pledges its support to the work of relief in the 
Near Hast, carried on by the American Committee for Armenian and 
Syrian Relief, incorporated by act of Congress on August 6, 1919, 
under the name and the title of ‘‘ Near Hast Relief;’’ and, 

Be It Further Resolved, That the Diocese of Los Angeles, now in 
Convention assembled, highly commends the ‘‘ Near East Relief’’ to 
the Clergy and the laity of the Diocese; and urges them to assist and 
support the work of this organization in the campaign which is now 
being inaugurated. Adopted. 

The Treasurer’s report was presented and received. (Appendix 7.)

: The following is a brief resume of her report: F 

Seven Branches; membership 150. A LODGE must be opened in 
Los Angeles to meet the dangerous housing situation which is forcing 
hundreds of wage-earning girls to seek vainly for decent lodgings at 
a cost possible to their incomes. In this emergency the Church should 
vigorously support our asking of $15,000.00 in the Nation-Wide Cam- 
paign Budget to establish this Lodge immediately. ot 

The Rey. 8S. R. Clark presented the report of the Board of Christian 
Education. Received. (Appendix 14.) 

At this point, the Rev. Dr. Learned moved that the Convention take 
up a very important matter, and that the Bishop be requested to 
yield the chair to the Rev. P. H. Hickman. : 

The Bishop withdrew, and the Rey. Mr. Hickman took the chair. 

The Rev. Dr. Learned then spoke of Bishop Johnson’s long and 
beautiful service as first Bishop of the Diocese of Los Angeles for 
the last twenty-five years. He drew attention to the marvelous 
growth and development with which the Diocese has been blessed by 
God under the Bishop’s administration; and, on the part of the 
Diocese, he gave expression to the unqualified loyalty, the deep and 
warm affection and devotion which characterized all its members— 
clergy and laity alike—for their beloved Bishop. 

The Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack, from his long and intimate knowl- 
edge of the Bishop, spoke of his wonderful ministry, of the great 
things he had been enabled te achieve for the Church and the Diocese 
during his long and successful Episcopate. 

The Rey. W. E. Maison, the Rev. R. L. Windsor, and the Rey. C. E. 
Spalding followed with similar expressions of affection and regard; 
each emphasizing some beautiful trait of the Bishop which has so 
endeared him to his people. 

Mr. C. C. Haines, as a Layman, spoke of the great physical endur- 
ance of the Bishop in the conduct of the missionary work of the 
Diocese; of his promotion of the educational institutions; and of the 
spiritual impress he has laid upon the whole Diocese. 

The Rev. Dr. Davidson drew attention to the Bishop’s deserved 
recognition throughout the Church, and to the degree in which the 
Church, as a whole, is indebted to him for his wise and statesman- 
like foresight. 

The Every-Member Canvass, the Duplex Envelope, the Chureh Pen- 
sion Fund—now such recognized aids in the Church at large—are 
due to the initiative of Bishop Johnson. 

The Bishop, on resuming the chair, spoke of the impossibility of 
stating what such expressions meant to him; and of the faithful 
support which had been given him, during these twenty-five years, by 
‘ the clergy and laity of the Diocese. He attributed such success, as 

in the providence of God had been given to us, to the constant help 
and loyal support of these—his faithful people; and he thanked the 
Seuennce from his heart for the beautiful words which had been 
spoken. 

The following resolution was presented by Mr. George W. Parsons, 
seconded by Mr. LaFayette 8. Porter, and—being put by the Seere-- 
tary—was unanimously adopted by a rising vote: 

fesolved, That this Convention assembled in St. Paul’s Pro-Cathe- 
dral, in reviewing the past, calls especial attention to the first decen- 
nial celebration of the Bishop’s official connection with this Diocese ; 
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when we were in the springtime of our existence and full of a promise 
for the Church’ future; which promise, under the guidance of Al- 
mighty God, has been abundantly fulfilled under the leadership of the 
head of this Diocese; and, 

Be It Further Resolved, That. it now becomes us, as a Diocese, and 
as individuals in its many Churches, to give our solemn thanks to the 
great Giver of all good for sending us Bishop Johnson: who is known, 
respected and beloved by all for his great goodness of heart; who has 
rendered such signal service to the Church at home and abroad; and 
achieved a magnificent success in this Diocese which, under God, has 
attended his efforts during the last quarter of a century; and 

Be It Further Resolved, That these resolutions be engraved for the 
Bishop and a copy spread upon the minutes. of the Convention J ournal., 

Mr. H. E. Brett offered the following resolution of reference: 

That Article XX, Section 54, of the Constitutions of the Diocese 

_be referred to the Committee on Canons to report to the next Con- 
vention such revision as shall be desirable to simplify the procedure 
and make more definite the intention of said article. 

On motion, the matter was so referred. 

The report of the Finance Committee was presented and adopted. 
(Appendix 15.) 

The Rev. Dr. Huntington, Chairman of the Nation-Wide Campaign 
Committee for the Diocese, was, on motion, given the privilege of 
the floor to present the following resolutions: 

Whereas, The condition of world affairs is such as to cause con- 
cern to all thinking men and women; and, 

Whereas, The hands of our Senators and Representatives are 
strengthened by the loyal support of organized bodies of men, who 
have always been on the side of law and order; 

Therefore, Be It Resolwed, That the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles, assembled in Convention, offers to the 
United States government its Nation-Wide Campaign Committees as 
Four-Minute Men, to speak, teach and lead in the doctrines of honesty, 
fair dealing and mutual good will, as we, the people of the United 
States, have received them from our forefathers: 

And that a copy of this resolution be sent to the Senators and Rep- 
resentatives of California, at Washington. Adopted. 

The report of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan was presented 
and received. (Appendix 16.) . 

The report of the County and City Mission Society was presented 
and received. (Appendix 17.) 

The report of the Commission on Philanthropy and Social Service 
was presented and received. (Appendix 18.) 

The report of the Special Committee on Church Property was pre- 
sented and received; and, on motion of the Rev. G. F. Weld, the 
Committee was continued—with power to fill vacancies—and was in- 
structed to make a further report to the next Annual Convention. 
(Appendix 19.) 

The report of the Auditing Committee was presented and received. 
(Appendix 20.) 

The Auditing Committee, in its report, recommended the employ- 
ment of the services of a certified public accountant to make the an- 
nual audit under its direction or provide for expert examination in 
some other way—a suitable appropriation being made to cover the 

* expense. 
Mr. H. E. Brett moved that this recommendation be referred to the 
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Finance Committee—to report to the next Annual Convention its 
recommendations, together with such amendments to the Canons as 
may be necessary. Adopted. 

The Bishop reappointed Mr. Frederick C. Valentine as Chancellor 
of the Diocese. ; i 

In the address of ‘the Bishop special mention had been made of the 
loss which the Diocese had sustained in the death of the Rev. Hender- 
son Judd, for so many years a prominent priest of the Diocese and 
active, as Registrar, in the duties of the Convention; which duties he 
had ever fulfilled with unfailing faithfulness and efficiency. 

A memorial page is dedicated in the Journal to his memory. 

The Convention proceeded to sign the testimonial of the election 
of the Rev. Hughell HE. ‘W. Fosbroke, D.D., as Bishop Coadjutor. 

Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the reading of the minutes of this 
day’s proceedings be dispensed with, and that they be certified by the 
Chair. Adopted. 

After the singing of the Gloria in Excelsis, Convention adjourned 
sine die, the Bishop pronouncing the blessing.

CANON 9 
Of Ordination or Consecration of Bishops 


1. Whenever the Church in any Diocese shall desire an Ordination’ 
and Consecration of a Bishop elect, if the election shall have taken 
place within three months before a meeting of the General Convention, 
the Standing Committee of the said Diocese shall, by their President, 
or by some person or persons specially appointed, forward to the See- 
retary of the House of Deputies evidence of the election of ths Bishop 
elect by the Convention of the Diocese, together with evidence of his 
having been duly ordered Deacon and Priest, and also a testimonial, 
signed by a constitutional majority of such Convention, in the follow- 
ing words, viz.: 

We, whose names are hereunder written, fully sensible how import- 
ant it is that the Sacred Order and Office of Bishop should not be 
unworthily conferred, and firmly persuaded that it is our duty to bear 
testimony on this solemn occasion without partiality of affection, do, 
in the presence of Almighty God, testify that the Reverend Hughell 
E. W. Fosbroke, D.D., is not, so far as we are informed, justly liable | 
to evil report, either for error in religion or for viciousness of life; | 
and that we know of no impediment on account of which he ought not 
to be ordained and consecrated to that Holy Office. We do, more- 
over, jointly and severally declare that we believe him to be of such 
sufficiency in good learning, of such soundness in the Faith, and of 
such virtuous and pure manners and godly conversation, that he is apt 
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and meet to exercise the Office of a Bishop to the honor of God and 
the edifying of His Church, and to be a wholesome example to the 
flock of Christ.

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APPENDIX 1 
THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS 
1920 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


Unquestionably the Convention of 'the Diocese of Los Angeles, which 
today meets in this year, nineteen hundred and twepty, is the most im- 
portant in her history since that Primary Convention which met in 
this same Church Building in the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five. At that time, the Southern Convocation of California became 'the 
Diocese of Los Angeles and functioned as such. Then, the first 
Bishop of the Diocese was elected and the steps were taken for his 
consecration. Today, practically a quarter of a century of diocesan 
life lies behind us, and we are prepared to select him who is ultimately 
to be my successor, and who, for some time to come, will. accept and 
perform a large share of the Episcopal work of the Diocese. 

Let me, as is my custom, recall the losses which, through death, ‘the 
Church has sustained during the year. Two members of my own Order 
have been called to their reward. First: the Rt. Rev. David Hummell 
Greer, D.D., Bishop of New York, died on May 19th, 1919. Second: 
The Rt. Rev. John Charles.Sage, D.D., Bishop of Salina, died on Oc- 
tober 2nd, 1919. Hach had done hig work well; the work assigned to 
him by Almighty God, and may Light perpetual shine upon them. 

I feel that I must make more than a casual allusion to one whose 
passing has meant so much to us all since the Diocese was created. 
In the death of the Reverend Henderson Judd, a resident of California 
for nearly thirty years, the Diocese has lost ‘an influence which only | 
could have been properly estimated by those who had had the pleasure | 
and the joy of his companionship through the early days of our *| 
diocesan life. Though he had been saved much that usually clouds 
the later life of the sons of men, yet, in these recent days, his keener 
forces had been so abated that it was hard to realize what had been 
the stalwart vigor, in former time, of his attachment to the Church 
and of his intelligent zeal in advancing her interest. Many are the 
places in this Diocese which recall his ministration with affection and 
respect. It was instinctive with him to love the people with whom he 
worked. He saw the best in them and, consequently, the best in them 
went out to him with earnest affection. Each place for him was an 
opportunity to make the name of his Master and his Master’s Church 
~» known and loved, and his preaching, therefore, won disciples for our 

Lord and brought them to the Church’s altar. In the truest sense, 
his was a successful ministry, and in the Blessed Paradise of God we 
may believe that today he is rejoicing that in his ministry he had 
served God with devotion and singleness of heart. 

_It would be quite impossible for me to treat at all exhaustively the 
civil and ecclesiastical events of the last year. As Christian citizens 
we are all deeply interested, because so seriously affected by the 
Sia has been given to national affairs during the last few 
months. 


I shall not venture to touch upon such themes today, but there is one 
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subject upon which I wish to register my very strong conviction. I 
will not enter into the merits of the policy which has given the suffrage 
to women. Whether that has been wise is to my mind ‘‘ultra vires.’’ 
That issue is no longer a living one. It is dead so far as we are con- 
cerned, and upon the women of the country very generally, certainly 
upon the women of California, has the obligation to vote been imposed 
by the State, and in the interest of society they have no alternative other 
than to appear at the polls on election days prepared to deposit their 
ballots. As a man, I have always considered the obligation to stand 
for fundamental principle by the deposition of my ballot on election 
day to be one of the most sacred acts of my life; and this obligation, 
which I feel so strongly, I believe ought to be felt by every citizen 
who, by the State, is asked to share the responsibility of suffrage. 
Good men and true, both before and since the policy was adopted, had 
their misgivings; but, if the State elects to know neither male nor 
_ female in its citizenship, woman—with the intellectual and moral 
powers with which she is endowed by nature—must think and study and 
so vote, that our Legislators and our Executives will hereafter be 
forced to recognize that, in the last analysis, they must render an ac- 
count to a constituency which hitherto has been devoid of the element 
that woman always supplies when she is permitted to have a part in 
the work ‘that is being done. I have no illusion upon ‘this subject. 
There are venal women as well as venal men in this world, and already 
fhe cloud of a partisan female politician, possibly no larger than a 
man’s hand, is upon the horizon, but it is there, and, in this presi- 
dential year, I beg the women of the Diocese to stand for clean 
polities and the truth. I need say no more; a word to the wise is 
sufficient. 

I pass, at this point, naturally and easily from civic to ecclesiastical 
obligations. In round numbers, twenty-five years ago today, the 
Churchmen of Southern California met to perfect the project which 
had made possible the Diocese of Los Angeles by the election of its 
first Bishop. A quarter of a century to you younger men of this 
Convention seems to be almost an era, but to us, the men of the older 
generation, time has passed quickly and we almost wonder how and 
where it could have gone. ‘While to everyone who is familiar with the 
situation, and only such have a right to an opinion, it may be a cause 
for regret that during this stretch of years some desirable things have 
not been done, it must be borne in mind that, through these years, 
one supreme paramount duty has always been before the Church as an 
obligation that had to be recognized, and that duty has been the obvi- 
ous one of drawing into vital relationship with itself that vast body of 
human souls that by Baptism and Confirmation had elsewhere, in the 
Church, throughout the world, pledged itself to Christ. These hosts 
of Churchmen have been coming to California so rapidly that, with 
all the glamor of Cathedral and Church building to fascinate our 
gonstructive imagination in such self-pleasing directions, to get into 
touch with them, these incoming religious kinsmen became and have 
been accepted as the Church’s most serious and imperious task. 

Twenty-five years ago, Los Angeles was a city with less than a 
population of eighty thousand people. Today, its population numbers 
not far from three-quarters of a million, and not only has this City 
of Los Angeles grown in this marvelous way, but these eight lower 
Counties of the State of California have kept pace with the strides 
which the See City has taken and, with this evident increase of op- 
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porttnity, would not the Church have been sadly recreant to her high- 
est ‘trust had she given the shepherding of incoming strangers within 
her gates a second place in her heart? As justifying this policy, cer- 
tain illuminating figures illustrate the story. Twenty-five years ago 
our Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles was weak and feeble, but 
during these years it has become the sixth, if not the fifth, in the 
number of its communicants, in the number of its clergy and in its 
financial contributions to various objects, of all of the dioceses west 
of the Alleghany Mountains. To accomplish this result, other 1m- 
portant matters have had to be sidetracked. This has not been a 
period for Church building. There are but few Church buildings in_ | 
this Diocese that are commensurate with the Church’s world-wide. 
architectural traditions. Apart from the old Missions, most of the 
ecclesiastical structures in California witness to the same conscious- 
ness in other Religious Bodies as in our own. I am pleased to say 
that times are changing, and with this change has come in a proper 
way a vision of things that will set the Church in dignity before the 
world, but we have had to keep first things first, and I am satisfied, 
as I have already said, that wisdom has been justified of her children. 
As illustrating my general thought, let me say that I have never al- 
lowed the importance of a great Cathedral to pass out of mind, but 
I have believed that the Church in Los Angeles, like the Church in 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia, could well wait for a great 
Cathedral structure until other and more important agencies had been 
brought into existence. It could not wait for Hospitals or Schools or 
for the establishment of new Missionary centers and to these, there- 
fore, constantly have I turned my attention. But at last our educa- 
tional institutions and philanthropic homes have achieved such | 
efficiency in their several domains that, for instance, the Rector and 
Vestry of St. Paul’s Church, in which we worship today, are already 
preparing to take their part in the Church building era as they did in” 
the Missionary era of the Diocese throughout the first quarter of a 
century of its organized ecclesiastical life. Upon some suitable site, 
therefore, here or elsewhere, before many years shall have passed, we 
have reason to believe that the authorities of this Parish will erect an °} 
edifice which will serve as the Pro-Cathedral throughout my life-time. | 
And what the Vestry of St. Paul’s is doing is being undertaken in | 
a most notable and splendid way by the Rector and Vestry of St. | 
John’s Church in this City, and also, in this City, the united congrega- | 
tions of St. James’ and St. Barnabas’ Churches, at a strategic point, 
are planning to build a Church in harmony with its surroundings in | 
the Wilshire district. ; | 

Then, turning to the South, the Mother Church in San Diego, St. | 
Paul’s, has lately announced a large purpose ‘to strengthen the stakes 
of its present work, and also to widen its borders, by the erection of a 
» House of Worship in a greatly enlarged way which will be in keeping 

with its fine traditions. 

And so it goes; we are just at the beginning of great things of a 
new kind throughout the Country, yes, throughout the world; and it 
is wise that now we should begin to prepare for the new order, of 
which ‘the things of which I have spoken are but symbols. The older 
order everywhere is changing. In the past it was thought that things 
ought to continue to be—simply because they had been. Today, tra- 
dition has but little value except in so far as it justified itself by 
results which satisfy a new age dominated by new standards. Especi- | 
ally in the West is it true that our constituency, composed of young 
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men, is not only emancipated from the inhibitions of unreasonably 
rigid custom but, often, it is unreasonably disposed to adopt novel 
practices simply because they are new. In view of all this, the 
response to an insistent, but not altogether coherent, call to the 
Church, to a readjustment of its message and its methods to a world 
whose civilization has been largely broken up by the war, may easily 
be a mutilated and an eviscerated Gospel. The situation, therefore, 
is an exceedingly delicate one, and very dangerous because delicate; 
and demands the most careful oversight of competent and experienced 
men. 

Again, the scheme of the Nation-Wide Campaign is enabling the 
Church, as never before, to plan for the extension everywhere of its 
Missionary work. Here, within the Diocese, we should be able to do 
things that we have never been able to do before. Mission Stations 
already existing should be supplied with ample equipment. Fields 
- for new effort long since erying for Church ministration should be 
given such services in the near fnture. Again, in the turmoil of this 
intense life, the young and the aged will be swept aside in the cur- 
rent unless well-laid plans provide for their shelter and support. It 
may be true that these are not fresh problems, and that their import- 
ance has long since been appreciated—and a splendid attempt to 
meet the demands had been begun years ago—but the war has thrown 
out upon life’s surface flotsam and jetsam which has magnified the 
problem immensely and it has become far more serious than when it 
began. The war has brought to our very doors a host of human souls 
—many of them children and many of them aged men and women— 
that must be sheltered and evangelized. And then, further, with all 
of this social obligation confronting us we have about us a trans- 
formed Pacific Coast. As at San Francisco, so at San Pedro, at San 
Diego, and at the various aviation fields, the soldiers and the sailors 
of the Army and Navy both present a problem in the solution of 
which the Church must bear her share. These problems may not be 
new ones but one and all, in these changed days, have they assumed a 
tremendously increased importance. 

You will understand, therefore, what I meant when, a few moments 
ago, I said thatthe material needs of the Diocese that had evolved 
the sense of the importance and value of more suitable Church build- 
ings throughout the Diocese is symbolical of a changing order—which 
it is hardly an exaggeration to speak of as a myriad of things for 
which provision should be made. My friends, so serious do I believe 
this situation to be that I venture to say that it never has had a 
precedent, certainly not in this Diocese, and it would seem to pe a 
special providence by which at this time we are called together as a 
Convention, and that during this Convention we shall be privileged to 
select the man into whose hands, under Divine Providence, ultimately 
will rest the destinies of this Church as it faces and grapples with 
these problems. Soon this is to be the great work of this Convention. 


I think that, as your Bishop, it is my duty to place the emphasis 
upon the points which should be uppermost in our minds today. Of 
one thing I am certain, that, as we value our own soul’s welfare, we 
must thrust out of our hearts and minds any trend of personal affec- 
tion or any shade of personal aversion which, in the face of our better 
judgment, would sway us at this critical period in our lives. By an 
inflexible law of God we would harm our soul’s life if, in the election 
which soon is to decide this momentous question, we were to allow 
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ourselves to cast a ballot for any man other than the man whom we 
believe to be best fitted in body, soul and spirit for the office. 

Let me tell you of some things that are indispensable to the ideal. 
I am conscious of my own shortcomings measured by it, but even 
knowing as I do that I must suffer by offering it as a standard—yet 
I must, since it seems to me to be my bounden duty to do so, give 
expression to the thoughts that I believe should dominate us all as 
we are entering upon this period of solemn choice. 

First: the man we select must be, above all else, a man of God. 
Possibly you may recall that, last May, I told you in my Convention 
address that never but once had this point been stressed (it may have 
been assumed or taken for granted, but never but once.had it been | 
stressed) when I have been asked. to nominate a man to the rectorship 
of a vacant Parish. But so strongly do I feel in this matter that I 
regard it as primarily the essential factor in the ministry and that I 
prophecy failure either for Priest or Bishop who is not first, last and 
always, a man of God. He may be a charming man; he may have an 
agreeable manner; he may ‘be ‘‘hail fellow well met’’ with men at 
the club or in the street, but if he be not a man evidently and un- 
questionably consecrated to God’s service, to the winning of souls, his 
ministry will count, in God’s eyes—yes, even in men’s eyes—as a 
failure. Brethren, what the world is saying today is that the Church 
has lost its vision; andthat may be true, if we are indifferent to my 
first great point. Many of you who sit before me are men of the 
world. Let me ask you, when you lie upon the bed of death, which, 
willingly and instinctively, will you call to your bedside—the man - 
who has been disposed to swim with the social tide, disposed to be 
tolerant of men’s little vices, and apparently never concerned about 
their virtues, or the man who has sought to penetrate into your life 
and to touch the best there is there? That question answers itself, 
brethren. We know tthe sort of man we ought to want our Reetor to 
be as he sits with us then, and that is the sort of Bishop we should _ 
want that man to be, whom at this time we elect to his high office; 
that is the sort of Bishop he must be if he is to bring to us a blessing 
commensurate with his position. 


In the next place, the man we select should be a man intellectually 
so equipped that at least he will be always upon the plane of the best 
men with whom he deals, and I venture to say that the higher and 
the broader and the deeper that equipment is, the surer he will be to 
make the Church a power with all conditions of men. We, today, are 
ministering to a generation of thinking men and women. Unfor- 
tunately, many of them sre the children snd some vf them are the 
grandchildren of another generation that has been largely alienated 
from a form of Christianity which was sloppy, narrow and intolerant. 
Such a generation as this often very frankly admits, with shrugging 
shoulders, that it has its misgivings as to the value of the religion 
which in a way, for association’s sake, it professes to accept; but, 

‘sadder still, not infrequently is it a fact that such a generation is 
bitterly prejudiced against any and all religion as lacking any value 
whatever. In such a generation as ours, of which I believe this to be 
true, this practically dechristianized element in our society is composed 
of all sorts and conditions of men. They are professional men, 
mechanics, artisans, teachers in our public schools, nurses in our hos- 
pitals, and men and women prominent in the social world; and many 
of these people, who have practically lost their faith, are sprinkled 
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throughout every congregation to which we preach. ‘Therefore, the 
message which a Bishop who is to lead men, while it may not be de- 
livered with brilliant oratorical effect, must be so thought out, that 
the students, the artisans, the readers of good books in his congrega- 
tion will be impressed with the fact that it has been built up in ac- 
cord with edicts of the logician and the scholar. 


I have been able to do a great deal of reading lately, and I have 
nearly finished a resume of Dante, and I realize, as never before, why 
the author of ‘“‘The Divine Comedy’’ has always held the attention of 
scholars and of thoughtful men. Dante had been a truth seeker and 
a thinker, and the readers of the Comedy are imnediately made aware 
of the fact, and further, that by assiduous study, he had acquired a 
fine familiarity with literary technique, so much so that Emerson said 
that, if he were teaching literature, the Divine Comedy would be the 
elass-book upon which his teaching should be based. In a word, Dante 
was a thinker and a scholar far above the average man of his age. 
The world admires eloquence, but it demands and will have truth, and 
the wiser itself the world is, the less it will think of a facility of 
flippant speech, and the more it will value truth. But Dante was so 
full of his subject, he had so thoroughly mastered it that, in a certain 
sense, in literature, he made himself a court of final spiritual and 
intellectual appeal. There have been few such scholars as Dante in 
all of the world’s history. As things go there are not many scholars 
in any age, but the best trained, the best informed, the clearest 
thinkers among the Clergy—for the reason that Dante was all this 
and, because of that fact, has always held his audience—are the ones, 
if she expects to lead and to guide men permanently in human affairs,. 
if she wants commanding force in her Episcopate, that the Church 
should call to the Episcopal Offices. Such men alone can be leaders 
in the finest and best way. ‘The Church has not always been able to 
do this. This oftentimes has been her misfortune rather than her 
fault, but it is the ideal that we should have in mind. When, there- 
fore, in the providence of God, there is imposed upon us the responsi- 
bility of the selection of a man to be a leader and guide of the best 
men and women of this community, the well-read men, the cultured 
men, the almost preternaturally clever artisan in the workshop of the 
present day, we should seek for a man with a fully furnished mind— 
a mind fitted by training to think and speak and to think and speak 
accurately and consequentially—a man who in his work will bring to 
bear the same cultured, intellectual force that gives success to the 
other respected men in the community in which he ministers; a man 
so tried and tested in such ways that already he has set the seal and 
stamp, not only of his personality, but of his own mind upon the con- 
gregations to which he has preached the Gospel of his Master and, 
in our selection, we must remember that such a man God has in mind 
today and that we must seek to find him. 

Now, once more, we must select a man who knows his own age and 
generation. When I plead for a scholarly man, I do not commend a 
recluse. In this age a man to lead must know his fellow men. I have 
many times said to the Clergy that a Priest only at his peril could be 
a worldly man, but that every Priest, in a large sense, should strive to 
be a man of the world. If a man desires to influence epoch-making 
men, if he seeks to lead them into a knowledge of the great truths of 
the Christian faith, if he wants to guide them into paths of Christian 
ways, he must know the world in which his men live. He must know 
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the habits of their thinking and the quality of their thoughts. If they 
live in palaces or slums, he must be able to talk to them in the lan- 
guage which they use just as much in ‘the one place as the other, and 
this he can only do as he is familiar with the atmosphere of their 
daily. life, and what does that mean? California is as cosmopolitan 
as New York, and our world, ‘therefore, takes upon itself a thousand 
phases. In our world we must know the pioneer business man and 
farmer; the scholar, the professional man, the man who is down and 
out, and the millionaire, and especially is it true that the Priest 
should know all these aspects of life for which these men stand, and 
he must know them in such a way ‘that he will be able to respect the 
good and to condemn the evil in them all. The phrases ‘‘knowing the 
world’’ and ‘‘seeing life’’ have not infrequently a pernicious flavor * 
as we use them, but the world and life are not always vile. Often they 
have a fine aspect, as well as the vicious one, and the man of the 
world that the Priest should be is the man who keeps his eyes open 
so that he knows, and not merely surmises, about men, and such a man, 
free and unbiased, will always be able to give just and fair judgment 
if and when his judgment is needed, and this a Bishop should always 
strive to do. Such a man,-even in a rural community, compact and 
homogeneous, will always have his difficulties; but the man who is to 
be the Bishop of a community such as that which he finds in Southern 
California, to be effective, must have lived in many places and, if 
possible, have touched, through personal contact or through family 
relationship, the contemporaries of many of the factors which compose 
this heterogeneous community. All of this goes to 'the making up of 
the man whom I call a man of the world. 

To gather up my thoughts based, as I believe them to be, upon 
Holy Scriptures and upon the experience of the ages—our ideal should 
be to place in the Episcopal Office in this Diocese a man who is 
supremely spiritual in all of his tastes and aptitudes; a man so 
mentally equipped by God and by studious habits, so trained as to be 
able to lead and guide and certainly with sympathy to co-operate with 
the most intellectual of his Clergy and his laity as they plan for the 
upbuilding of Christ’s Kingdom; and, finally, he should be a man who 
knows his world, and his world should not be a provincial one. It 
should be a world to which profitable study, travel, familiarity with 
social life and economies in all of its phases shall have made their 
contribution. It is a high ideal, but dare we be satisfied with less 
than God could and wishes to give to us? 

In closing, let me say just a word as to the last phrase that has 
fallen from my lips. It was this, ‘‘that God ean and wishes to give 
to us.’’ Within that phrase lies the great thought that we today 
should have in mind. In my outline of the opportunity of the Church 
here in this State, my claim was that God has permitted us here, in 
this Church of ours, to be confronted with certain situations. Un- 
questionably it is His desire to see the situations cleared of their 
difficulties—to see the faithful shepherded, held in the Church and 
carefully instructed in the faith. He surely must desire that the 
Church should throw ker shielding arms around the indigent, the 
suffering and the helpless and, of course, He wants the Church to 
hold the position in this community which shall be symbolized by the 
splendid structures in keeping with its claim and office, which are to 
be erected and, if all that work is to be largely done under the super- 
vision of a man today to be selected to accomplish it, we must assume 
then that God has that man in mind, and that only that man will be

able to accomplish it. No other man can do it, and God wants us to 
select that man and to set in operation the forces that will ordain 
him to his divinely-appointed service. ‘What an awful thing it would 
be should we select a man not called by God to do this work. How 
unfair to the man; how disastrous to the work. These, my dear 
friends, are not the times for experiments. This man must have been 
so tested in the Priesthood that hig fitness to exercise the ministry of 
the higher office of the Episcopate will have been disclosed. He must 
already have been a Spiritual force in his present work. He must at 
least be intellectually dominant, and surely the equal and the peer of 
the Clergy in the field where he is laboring now. He must certainly 
be the unsoiled man that shames the worldly man of his own time and 
community. God’s man must stand out before us all then as the one 
most nearly approaching this which I believe to be the Divine ideal. 

As on the morrow we stand at the Chancel steps, that which each 
man holds in his hand he must regard as as sacred an emblem—save 
only the emblem of a Crucified and Risen Redeemer—as will ever lie 
within its palm. I have told you of my estimate of the sanctity of 
the right of suffrage held by every citizen at our civil election. What 
words are adequate to express my sense of the sacredness of your 
vote which will, at this time, give your influence to the election of a 
man to be made a Bishop in the Church of God. . My brethren, did I 
not teel as sarely as I do that, with such differences of opinion as 
might be expected in such a gathering as this is today, there is an 
underlying assent to what I say, I would be disturbed and concerned. 
My words are not-intended, by implication, to be a disclosure of an 
ideal, but they express an effort to put a thought into such compact 
form that it will serve as a standard by which both clergy and laity 
alike may measure their act as they exercise the privilege of suffrage 
in this Convention. Ask yourselves, as you deposit your ballots—is 
this the name of God’s man that I hold written upon the paper that 
lies in my hand, or is it the name of my man—the man who, for per- 
sonal reasons, I prefer and choose—whom I am helping to make a 
Bishop in God’s Church? Is the name that I have written the name 
of a man who is spiritually minded? Is it the name of a man who is 
intellectually suited to the work he will be obliged to do? Is it the 
name of a man of the world (to be sure, unspotted by it) and yet, a 
ran so familiar with the aspects which the world bears that he will be 
fair and large-hearted as a Bishop in the Church of God? God knows 
without any fail what every man in the depth of his heart and he 
alone knows, and God, in the great assize, will ask each man to render 
an account for this day’s act. 

My friends, as things move in this world, the future of this Diocese 
lies largely in the hands of this Convention. It will elect a man who 
shall be my Coadjutor until such time as God shall e¢all me hence. 
The responsibility rests with you. God help you to rise to it.

APPENDIX 3 
REPORT OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER 


To the Twenty-fifth Annual Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles: 

Gentlemen: ‘Two occurrences stand out in the records of this office 
during this past year, because of their notable character. 

The first is the collapse of Christ Church Parish in the city of Los 
Angeles, the sale of its property to liquidate debts, and the sale of the 
church furniture by the Sheriff of the County, although for years 
past it was reckoned one of the four leading Parishes of the Diocese. 

The other occurrence is diocesan. For the first time in the history 
of the Diocese was its steady growth interrupted in the year 1918, 
and to the last Annual Convention was reported a decrease of 1114 
in.the number of Communicants, a falling off from 12,341 to 11,227. 
While the major part of this decrease was due to the collapse o 
Christ Church, yet each of the four Conyoecations reported a loss in 
the number of Communicants. The decrease was 9 per cent of the 
total of Communicants. 

An appropriation of ten dollars for the expenses of this office 
during the year 1920 is requested.

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APPENDIX 4 
REPORT OF THE CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY 


The Church Extension Society, in making its Thirty-fifth Annual 
Report for the information of Convention, has great pleasure in noting 
the fact that its continued existence has been of considerable value 
this past year, as in former years, to the missionary work of the 
Diocese. 

Besides its own capital, which it keeps constantly employed—help- 
ing here and there some Mission which has nowhere else to turn for 
the few hundred dollars that will put it on its feet, or enlarge its 
work, the Society has the distribution of the interest of the $30,000 
Keating Fund, amounting to about $2000 a year. 

From this Interest Account it has granted to the Board of Missions 
during the past year $1500, for its work in San Diego and Imperial 
counties, which it will continue in 1920; and has further pledged to the 
Mission Board for the coming year an additional sum of $1500, which 
it has accumulated from balances, to provide for a second Missionary 
in the Imperial Valley, to meet the pressing needs there, where new 
opportunities to minister to the constantly increasing population offer 
the Church an enlarged work which ought not to be neglected. 

In closing, an appeal is made for new members, the admission fee 
of $5 increasing by so much the ability of the Society to respond to 
the appeals that are constantly being made to it to help in the estab- 
lishment of new work. And especially will these calls now become 
more frequent when the Nation-Wide Campaign has aroused the people 
in many places to wish for the Church’s services. 

The position of this Society is a unique one, occupied by no other 
Fund in the Diocese, being willing to provide, when it is in funds, 
at a low rate of interest, for the people in isolated or sparsely-settled 
communities, who cannot get a loan elsewhere, and who would other- 
wise have to be neglected. 

The Financial Statement of the Treasurer, duly audited, is here- 
with appended.

APPENDIX 5 
REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 


To the Twenty-fifth Annual Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles: 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Los Angeles, elected at 
the Twenty-fourth Annual Convention, consisting of the Rev. M. C. 
Dotten, Ph.D., the Rev. Leslie E. Learned, D.D., the Rev. J. Arthur 
Evans, the Rev. Robert B. Gooden, Dr. J. E. Cowles, Mr. C. D. Adams, 
Mr. H. E. Brett, Mr. W. F. Knight, met for organization on June 4, 
1919. The Rey. Dr. M. C. Dotten was elected president and the Rev. 
Robert B. Gooden secretary. 

Consent was given to the election and consecration of the Rey. 
Troy Beatty to be Bishop Coadjutor of Tennessee. The secretary was 
authorized to secure the consents of the Bishops and Standing Com- 
mittees of the Church to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor of Los 
Angeles. It was decided to call a meeting for conference about the 
election of a Bishop Coadjutor and to invite to this meeting the 
Finance Committee, the Board of Missions, the Trustees of the Diocese 
and the Delegates to the General Convention. k 

The second meeting was held on June 18, 1919. Consent was given 
to the election of the Rt. Rev. Arthur Conover Thompson, D.D., 
Suffragan Bishop of Southern Virginia, to be Bishop Coadjutor of 
the same diocese. The Committee then sat in conference with mem- 
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bers of other diocesan committees to discuss the matter of a Bishop 
Coadjutor for the Diocese. The minutes of this meeting are spread 
upon the minutes of the Standing Committee for the sake of refer- 
ence and preservation, 


The third meeting was held on August 8, 1919. Consent was given 
to the election and consecration of the Rey. Ernest Vincent Shayler 
to be Bishop of Nebraska. Consent was given to the election and 
consecration of the Rev. Edward Lambe Parsons, D.D., to be Bishop 
Coadjutor of California. Action on the application of Mr..Frank W. 
Moore for recommendation to the Bishop for ordination to the 
diaconate was deferred until-all canonical requirements had been 
complied with. 

The fourth meeting was held on October 17, 1919. Dr. Dotten re- 
ported that a majority of all the Bishops and Standing Committees 
of the Church had given their consent to the election of a Bishop 
Coadjutor for the Diocese because of the extent of diocesan work. 
Mr. Frank W. Moore, a candidate fo1 Holy Orders, was recommended 
to the Bishop for ordination to the diagonate, and the time of his 
candidateship was shortened to permit the Bishop to ordain him in 
November, 1919. The secretary was instructed to show the Bishop a 
copy of the minutes of the meeting held on June 18, 1919. Permission 
was given to St. Mary’s Japanese Mission to mortgage its property 
for $1000 for the purpose of making certain improvements. ‘The 
secretary of the Committee was instructed to send out the canonical 
notices of the election of a Bishop Coadjutor at the next Annual Con- 
vention. Consent was given to the merging of the Parish of St. 
James’ and the Mission of St. Barnabas’, both in the city of Los 
Angeles, into one parish to be known as St. James’ and St. Barnabas’. 

The fifth meeting was held on January 8, 1920. Consent was given 
to the election and consecration of the Rev. Robert Carter Jett, D.D., 
to be the Bishop of the newly-formed Diocese of Southwestern Vir- 
ginia. Action was deferred upon the application of ‘the priest and 
people of Christ Church Mission, Redondo Beach, to change the present 
title of their church. Action was deferred upon the application of 
St. James’ Church, West Hollywood, to organize as a parish, until 
further information had been received. The application of Mr. Ver- 
non Bettin, asking for recommendation to the Bishop as a candidate 
for Holy Orders, was taken from the table. The secretary was in- 
structed to write to Mr. Bettin advising him to pursue further pre- 
liminary studies before taking that step. ‘The secretary was instructed 
to send a copy of the Rey. Dr. Hibbard’s. letter about the uncanonical 
alienation of church property to the Chancellor of the Diocese, and 
also was instructed to prepare a report of the proceedings of the 
Committee for the Annual Convention of the Diocese. 

The sixth meeting was held on January 19, 1920. The Bishop, the 
Chancellor, and the Rey. Alfred Fletcher were present at this meeting. 
A committee representing St. Thomas’ Church was also present to 
state their case about their application to organize as a parish; the 
proposed boundaries were given and a satisfactory pledge list pre- 
sented. The secretary was instructed to inform St. Stephen’s Parish, 
Los Angeles, about the organization of the new parish. The Chan- 
cellor of the Diocese addressed the meeting and gave his construction 
of Articles 6 and 20 of the Constitutions of the Diocese. It was 
decided to send out voting lists to all the clergy, one list to contain 
the names of those eligible to vote on everything except the election 
of a Bishop Coadjutor, the other list to contain the names of those 
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eligible to vote on everything, including the election of a Bishop Co- 
adjutor, these lists to be signed by the names of all the members of 
the Standing Committee and attested by the secretary of the Standing 
Committee and the Secretary of the Convention.

APPENDIX 6 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


The average attendance at the meetings of the Board of Missions 
during the year has been ten and one-third. 

The Convocation of Los Angeles was represented by its Rural Dean 
at eight meetings and by its lay representative at five. ‘The Con- 
vocation of San Diego was represented by the Rural Dean at seven 
meetings and by its lay representative at none. The Convocation of 
Santa Barbara was represented by the Rural Dean at eleven meetings 
and by its lay representative at five. 'The Convocation of San Ber- 
nardino was represented by the Rural Dean at three meetings (being 
without a Rural Dean the greater part of the year) and by its lay 
representative at two. 

The one great advance during the year has been in the standardiz- 
ing of missionary stipends. In accordance with the recommendation 
of the Board and the authorization of the last Convention a standard 
of $125.00 per month without rectory or $100.00 per month with 
rectory was put into effect beginning with the month of May. In- 
adequate as even this standard is in view of the ever-increasing cost 
of living, its adoption has entailed a large increase in the monthly 
appropriations and rendered impossible the inauguration of new work 
or expansion, in important respects, of existing work. With the in- 
erease which may be hoped for as a result of the Nation-Wide Cam- 
paign it should be possible to enlarge the staff of the Board this © 
year as well as to increase still further the salaries of the present 
missionaries. ‘The most pressing needs are for an additional mis- 
sionary in the Imperial Valley; an additional missionary for the 
Convocation of San Bernardino; and two missionaries for the Con- 
voeation of Los Angeles, one for the San Fernando Valley and one 
to minister to the Antelope Valley and the mining towns and indus- 
trial settlements on the northern borders of Los Angeles County, a 
section where large numbers of men are employed and where there is 
no provision for religious work of any kind. _ 

Interesting details from the field are given in the reports of the 
Rural Deans. 

THE CONVOCATION OF Los ANGELES 

This report need not deal with the good work being done in the 
organized missions of the Convocation already commended in previous 
reports. We are glad that the work of St. Barnabas’, Los Angeles, 
has been happily merged with that of the Parish of St. James’. 

The Nation-Wide Campaign has directed our attention to new 


missionary advance. ; 
The writer is willing to agree with the recurring contention that 
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small and weak missions should not be multiplied to increase an or- 
ganization in excess of the Board’s resources, but with hopes and ex- 
pectations from the results of the Nation-Wide Campaign he submits 
briefly a few facts as a guide to future policy. 

Already a thousand scattered and unattached communicants have 
been found and cared for in the past few years in this Convocation; 
474 are now organized and under the pastoral care of three priests. 
But nearly 600 scattered communicants are under the care of the 
General Missionary and this is more than all the communicants in 
Redondo Beach, Inglewood, San Pedro, Ocean Park, Watts, Orange 
and Whittier who have nine priests to care for them. ‘There should 
be at least one more general missionary. 

The Rural Dean of San Diego has voiced the crying and insistent 
demand for another resident priest, making two, for Imperial Valley. 
But San Fernando Valley has more communicants in its eight towns 
and villages, with eighty families in permanent homes, than has 
Imperial Valley. Much more then should San Fernando Valley have 
at least one resident priest. 

My visits through Antelope Valley and the desert and mines and 
factories beyond have shown me the pathetic need of shepherding our 
isolated Church people and helping others who would welcome us. I 
believe the district of San Joaquin would help us to support a mis- 
sionary here. 

The scattered Church people mentioned are not all. There are many 
more. The Mormons and Christian Scientists and Adventists are 
proselytizing among them. If our resources prove insufficient to care 
for them and save them for their Church and for the future religious 
upbuilding of our commonwealth, then the problem might be put up, 
as Dr. Atwater of Ohio suggests, to the Executive Council of the 
Church and the difficulty met by national effort. The question now is: 
Are we to provide the Church’s blessings for those who are grouped 
conveniently and are able to pay, or shall we not advance in the spirit 
of the words of Bishop Brent: ‘‘We must clear our vision, survey 
the situation, develop our resources, meet our responsibilities. Our 
work is to incorporate into the world’s life the main features of the 
Kingdom of God till every mine, back alley, factory, study and office 
is moved by inspiring leadership. Without this our Church has no 
excuse for continued existence’’?

THE CONVOCATION OF SAN D1EGO 


The work of the missionaries during the past year has been faith- 
fully done. Two of the men in neighboring fields, Mr. Hickman 
and Mr. Dunlap, are in need of automobiles to cover the long dis- 
tances which their widely-scattered flocks have established. The mis- 
Sionary must visit his people and he should not be required to walk 
more than a mile between the homes of parishioners. Neither his 
strength nor his time ‘are conserved properly when both are consumed 
through long wearisome journeys. If the machines cannot be secured, 
why not try the Kansas plan, which has been successfully used, by 
supplying the Missionaries desiring such equipment with motor- 
cycles? Both these men need some form of conveyance and surely by 
faithful devotion to duty, both have earned some means of quick and 
comfortable transportation. 
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The work in East San Diego and Bostonia under Mr. Taylor is in 
promising condition and, in the former case, there is indication that 
a new parish may soon be established. The change of residence from 
Bostonia to East San Diego, by the Priest-in-Charge, has passed the 
experimental stage, and is running smoothly, justifying the action as 
a prudent course. 

St. James’, San Diego, is showing marked improvement under the 
wise guidance of Dr. Van Deerlin and we are all hoping for a full 
and speedy restoration to its former life and vigor of this interesting 
work, set in the midst of a people who will rally to its support when 
once they are convinced of its need for themselves and children. 

From across the mountain-range the reports of work in the desert 
reclaimed, the Imperial Valley, are encouraging. In such a country 
there must ever be peculiar difficulties; the spirit of adventure is 
ever present, and there are opportunities on every hand, always in- 
cident to the presence of many young people, ‘‘just starting.’’ My. 
Darneille has caught the vision and will act. He knows Western 
life, and understands how to speak the language of the people.

Tur CONVOCATION OF SANTA. BARBARA 


During the year 1919 the Convocation of Santa Barbara has pros- 
pered materially. The large and attractive guild hall of St. Peter’s 
Mission, Santa Maria, built three years ago, has been completely paid 
for. St. Paul’s Mission, Santa Paula, has arranged to purchase the 
lot adjoining the Church on which is a large and comfortable dwell- 
ing-house for the use of the missionary. This gives the mission a 
large piece of land on the main street and in the most important sec- 
tion of the city. The mission plant now consists of Chureh, parish 
hall, and large dwelling-house. 

The Convocation has prospered financially. While one or two mis- 
sions, on account of local and temporary conditions, have found it 
difficult, and in one case impossible, to maintain the payments as in 
previous years, the mission at Santa Paula has brought the Convoca- 
tion total to the highest ever attained. It is now giving to the 
Church’s work nearly four times as much as it gave five years ago. 
While St. Paul’s, Ventura, is a parish, it is served by Mr. Swift; a 
missionary of this Convocation. It deserves special mention for the 
splendid increase in its giving for the support of the Church. Most 
important of all the Convoeation has prospered spiritually. More 
persons in this Convoeation have been baptized and confirmed in 
1919 than in any other year. 

This Convocation has lost the services of its senior missionary. The 
Reverend Arthur C. Dodd resigned last June from the mission field 
of the northern part of Santa Barbara County after a term of service 
extending over eight. years. In that time he built his fine personality 
into the work. His influence will remain part of the foundations of 
this Convocation. d , 

In this Convocation is being done a piece of work that 1s of special 
importance for the Chureh. At the State School for Girls, at Ven- 
tura, the Reverend Mr. Swift has administered Holy Baptism to more 
than fifty persons and has presented over twenty for Confirmation. 
Without any design on his part, and without any special appoint- 
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ment by the authorities, he has come to be the chief spiritual di- 
rector of that school. 

The Convocation has made unusual demands upon the time of the 
Rural Dean this past year. He has traveled over four thousand four 
hundred miles on Convocation business at his own expense, written 
226 letters, raised and spent for the work in this Convocation, apart 
from and in addition to what has been given by the missions in the 
Convocation and by the Diocese for work in this district, the sum 
of $1282.90. :

THE CoNVOCATION OF SAN BERNARDINO 


The work in the Convocation of San Bernardino has, on the whole, 
progressed during the year past. In individual parishes the results 
coming from the Nation-Wide Campaign have been very gratifying. 
In the mission field there has been, in many cases, a renewal of interest 
and a greater willingness to help, but the concrete results of larger 
missionary stipends and an additional priest in the field, are not yet 
visible. But we are confidently hoping that these results will appear 
before long. 

The Annual Meeting of the Convocation, held in Trinity Church, 
Redlands, in November, was well attended, and was given over to a 
discussion of the Nation-Wide Campaign, the speakers being the Rey. 
Dr. Harwood Huntington, and the Rev. Frederick 8S. Eastman. On 
December 14 a Church School Rally was held in Trinity Church, 
Redlands, with an attendance of about 300 children and adults. 

The Mission of St. John the Baptist, the Rev. Charles FE. Maimann, 
Missionary, has met all its apportionments and paid $150 on local 
indebtedness. The Sunday School, numbering twenty-five pupils, 
has contributed $76.00 to missions and other benevolent purposes. 

The other Missionary field, including the towns of Banning, Beau- 
mont, San Jacinto, Hemet, Perris, Elsinore and Murrieta, has pros- 
pered under the untiring efforts of the Rev. Mortimer Chester. Trin- 
ity Mission, Murrieta, has been revived and one service a month is 
held in conjunction with the Mission in Elsinore. In Beaumont a 
valuable piece of land has been given for a Church building, and a 
building fund has been started. St. Luke’s Mission, Banning, has 
been discontinued, the people there joining with St. Stephen’s, Beau- 
mont. In Banning there are large numbers of sick people who need 
the help that the Church can supply, but it is impossible to meet this 
need with only one missionary covering all of the above-named towns. 
Distances are too great, and the missionary ’s time must needs be 
divided. With two priests in this field, one living in Beaumont and 
the other in Hemet, working together, the needs could be more 
adequately met. 

"At present no services are being held in St. Polyearp’s Mission, 
Colton, some of the people there attending the services at St. John ’S, 
San Bernardino, a distance of but three miles. The Rey. W. A. Cash, 
of San Bernardino, is holding a service on the last Friday of each 
month, in Victorville. 

The missionary problem in this Convocation is to minister to a 
comparatively small number of Church people scattered over a large 
area. Many communities are as yet untouched. Palm Springs, Indio, ° 
Coachella, Thermal and Mecea, desert towns, are not ministered to by 
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the Church. Church people, moving into these rapidly-growing com- 
munities, will in ‘time be lost to the Church unless some means are 
provided for keeping in touch with them. The rural problem is the 
problem of the whole Church.

funds.

REPORT OF NATION-WIDE CAMPAIGN COMMITTEE 


Lo the Right Reverend Joseph H. Johnson, D.D., Los Angeles: 
Right Reverend and Dear Sir:— 


: poe Committee on the Nation-Wide Campaign begs to report as 
ollows: 

The campaign did not begin in this Diocese until the General Con- 
vention adjourned, because the Executive Committee was uncertain 
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whether the campaign would be carried out nationally; moreover, 
certain large Eastern dioceses had not agreed to join the movement, 
and therefore it seemed the part of prudence not to make a beginning 
of so large an undertaking until the General Convention had accorded 
to the Nation-Wide Campaign the Church’s imprimatur. 

Upon returning from Detroit it was found that the attitude of 
nearly everyone, as expressed individually and collectively in clericus 
and convocation, was that the campaign should not be postponed, but 
culminate December the seventh. Until Bishop Johnson’s return, 
November the third, the decision was held in abeyance, and then the 
date of December seventh was decided upon, excepting in special 
instances where the time was extended in accordance with the per- 
mission granted by the General Convention. 

A factor which militated severely in the minds of your Committee 
against the date chosen was the deplorable lack of circulars, pam- 
phlets, cards, posters and the general line of printed matter; this 
literature came to the office in sample lots, and this was the more 
exasperating since it could be easily seen that it was of tremendous 

~ value, and to proceed in a campaign without a reasonable supply of 
these handbooks, data, ete., would be a veritable making of bricks 
without straw. Rectors and captains of teams who had seen the sam- 
ple copies deluged the office with demands for more, and the bom- 
bardment of pleading letters was insistent and persistent to the end, 
and became almost acrimonious when the office was forced to portion 
; out small doles of the valued ammunition. We could make no other 
reply than to say we had no more, and we tried to explain that New 
York was not to blame because of the printers’ strike. One consign- 
ment came late in December bearing in heavy type on each circular, 
that this matter was for distribution in October. It is fair to make 
these statements to show the handicaps, yet not as excuses but as bald 
facts which could not be foreseen nor at the time avoided. The slow 
deliveries of mail and express matter are well known. 

And yet, the results have bettered all expectation, for at no time 
did your Committee anticipate such results as appear in the adjoined 
tabular view of the work. Where the system was loyally carried out, 
the effects were surprising. There are additions, corrections and 
emendations to be made in the figures, and the Committee will ap- 
preciate it if these are corrected by those who know, and the corrected 
copy mailed to the office, for use in the final report in the Bishop’s 
Journal. : 

It is proper to say that the entire expense of the office of your 
Committee in assistants, clerical work, printing, postage, telegrams and 
traveling has been paid for by private subscription. :

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The development of the campaign is even now ancient history, be- 
cause the world moves so rapidly, and the larger, more searching ques- 
tions are already upon us—namely, ‘‘ Will the pace be maintained ?’’ 
‘¢Will the latent powers of the Church, awakened in some degree, 
again become somnolent?’’ ‘¢Will we ‘Carry On?’’’ Or shall we 
witness now the usual phase of a good work going stale, so common 
in these movements and which has always prejudiced our Church 
against the ordinary revival idea? Are we to find that we have 
worked as those who wrote their hopes in water. These are the ques- 
tions, and there is only one answer—‘‘It depends upon the laymen.’’ 
The key of the situation, and the hope of civilization itself rests in 
the hands and hearts of men of true religious instinct. 

There is little in the methods of the Nation-Wide Campaign of es- 
sential novelty over what every good parish priest has used for years: 
he has ealled, visited, rung doorbells without number, and in general, 
the blessing of Asher has been upon him in regard to his having 
‘¢shoes of iron and brass:’’ he has sought everywhere the wayside 
Christian, and shown his Lord to others: his has been and is the 
vision of the prophet with the mind of a statesman: as a religious 
diplomat he ean be depended upon to do his best, and of the clergy the 
words of Daniel will come true—‘ They that turn many to righteous- 
ness shall shine as the stars, even for ever and ever.’’ There is no 
query as to the active loyalty of our clergy. 

But there is doubt whether the interest of the laymen can be main- 
tained. To hold this newly-aroused interest means success for the 
Nation-Wide Campaign, to lose the inspiration spells failure and a 
fall far. There is one thing which differentiates the Nation-Wide 
Campaign from all other similar movements, and creates the splendid 
opportunity for the laity never before paralleled, and this factor is 
the critical condition of our much-vaunted civilization. The entire ab- 
sence of interest in a bolsheviked individual as to any essential differ- 
ence between meum and tuwm, is alarming the most superficial ob- 
server. The ethical basis of our culture is suspected of rottenness, 
and men of affairs are studying how the situation which threatens our 
homes and our nation can be saved. Now in matters of such tre- 
mendous import to ourselves, families, nation and world, the laymen 
are intensely interested, and their voice is potential above that of the 
clergy in this business. The correct ‘‘ follow up’’ idea for our Nation- 
Wide Campaign seems to your Committee to resolve itself into this: 

I. Maintain the organization of our laymen as constituted, and 
give it cohesion and coherence by envisioning for each parish its own 
peculiar contribution in the ‘‘Americanization’’ for which it is 
adapted. Every parish can have its special ideal and show its self- 
expression in its particular concept of how to ‘‘Americanize America, | 
and Unite the United States.’’ ‘The world calls for a renewal and 
refreshing of its ethical basis: the means for all this is necessarily 
religion: our Church ecalls for leaders in this work: it is more for the 
laity than your clergy. 

II. Labor troubles will be settled the moment employer and em- 
ployee accept and work upon the idea that we are all here for service. 
This is not a new idea—it was the doctrine of The Master. Here 
again the laymen have a better chance than the clergy to spread our 
ancient religion with healing in its wings. It is not merely a ques- 
tion of more pay and less work, for no man ever was nor will be 
satisfied permanently with larger pay and profits, simply because mere 
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things never satisfied anyone. It comes to this, that the call comes to 
our laymen to see if there can now be tried out in the world that 
which never yet had a consistent trial—to-wit, Christianity. 

III. The whole economic and sociologie field is open, and it is a 
strange parish or chapter which will fail to find its special stent of 
work, to which it is especially fitted. 

(a) Hospitals, and the endowment of special rooms or beds, ap- 
peal to all mankind, as memorials. The Hospital of the Good Samar- 
itan can use more memorials of this kind, bearing the name of in- 
dividual or parish. Also the Children’s Hospital. 

(b) The Neighborhood Settlement of your Diocese is now out of 
debt, and can use volunteer visitors. This Settlement is said to be 
the largest of its kind on the Pacific Coast. 

(ec) In your see city there is a Parish with its open door close to 
the University; here is an opportunity to meet our younger student 
life, and at the precise point where our loss is the greatest: this offers 
a chance for earnest men to make regular visitations and to show to 
these younger men who soon will be the men of the day, that a re- 
ligious man is not necessarily a cad, and that the deeper meaning of 
life is only interpretable by religion, and that its reward is a ma- 
jestic peace, the birthright of His children. 

(d) Another plan, successful in some places, is a Boys’ Home, 
where the boys are in graded schools all day, requiring the care of a 
house-mother evenings: in one place the boys made a successful boy 
choir which in turn enlarged the congregation materially. 

(e) Your Diocese has the Church Home for Children, the Girls’ 
Friendly Society, and the Daughters of the King—all are now much 
more than mere foundations, and all with their appealing opportunity 
for service to humanity. 

(f) Coffee and Club Rooms call for volunteers to superintend 
evénings; where this work is divided among a sufficient number, it it 
not onerous to any. Many of our mills; factories and stores have 
developed this club-room idea from purely business motives, because 
it increases the efficiency of all. ; 

(g) ‘Cooking classes have been used with great measure of suc- 
cess, and ‘‘Little Mothers’’ have become loyal daughters of the 
Church. 

(h) Rural problems, where group conscience has been evolved 
through group consciousness show that the only effective wand is the 
religious motive. The Nation-Wide Campaign General Survey recom- 
mends a demonstration rural church.in every diocese. 

(i) This Diocese has its own phase of foreign-speaking popula- 
tion: official figures state that there are two million Mexicans in the 
United States, and that one hundred thousand immigrate to us every 
year. It is not a case of proselyting, but is a case of saving humans 
from suspicion, illiteracy and atheism, and our State from its results. 
There is not a free hospital in all Mexico: a dispensary, a kinder- 
garten, a settlement house is the first line of attack on the problem 
in this Diocese. ‘ j 

To make permanent the work of the Campaign, your Committee 
recommends the ‘‘following up’’ through the organization already 
formed, by Educational Secretaries, or Correspondence Courses, so 
that trained laymen can properly present the questions as above out- 
lined suggestively but not conclusively, from the Americanization idea 
to the remotest fields of sociologic and economic work and along 
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scientific lines; but always with the foundations identical with our 
Church, and thus bringing back to her hands the leadership which 
once was hers. :

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APPENDIX 10 
REPORT OF THE CHURCH HOME FOR CHILDREN 
(From January 1, 1919, to January 1, 1920) 


This has been a very busy, happy and quietly prosperous year for 
the C. H. C. 

In the spring our two devoted workers, Miss Power (our Secretary) 
and Miss Teller (our Treasurer), built themselves a little house (Lia 
Casita) on the hill, which is giving all their friends a great deal of 
pleasure. And the C. H.C. put up a small green cottage (El Nido) 
for the use of the farmer and his wife. 

This past December we were very glad to be able to sell the old 
property on East Avenue Twenty-eight. ‘The proceeds will go into the 
Building Fund. 

At present we have 27 children in the Home: 2 full orphans, 11 half- 
orphans, and 14 with both parents living. The reasons these last are 
here are because two fathers ran ‘away and left their four children; 
there were divorces in two families that brought four children to us; 
illness in and poverty of two other families brought four children; 
one is here because both father and mother are working, and one is 
here for an education. 'The reasons for their being here are just about 
as different as the children themselves are! ‘When we once get them, 
we want to keep them as long as we can, sending them to the public 
school and training them at home to be useful, good citizens of the 
Kingdom. During the past year we have cared for 48 different 
children, for varying lengths of time; eight have been baptized, and 
two have received the rite of Confirmation. 

In July the whole family spent four delightful weeks at the Bishop’s 
School, La Jolla; where, thanks to the Bishop and-the school author- 
ities, the children had a wonderful. vacation. 

Our Ingathering Day offerings this year have been very generous 
and will be a great help for several months to come. Both Thanks- 
giving and Christmas were most pleasant holiday seasons for the 
children. 

In counting up our blessings for the year, we feel only gratitude to 
the Giver of all good gifts for His goodness to us here at the Church 
Home.

APPENDIX 11 
REPORT OF HARVARD SCHOOL 


To the Twenty-fifth Annual Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles: 

The twentieth year opened on September 27th with a total registra- 
tion of 303, which is the largest registration in the history of the 
school. Pupils come from 29 different states and countries, some from 
as far as Alaska, Japan, China and Australia. The school has 
achieved an excellent reputation far and wide. One of its tasks now 
is to maintain the reputation already achieved. 'The school is known 
as a Church school, and thie fact is not without its value to the 
Church. 

The faculty consists this year of twenty members, representing 
about twelve different institutions of learning, and they are all ex- 
perienced in their several departments. It speaks well for the school 
that it retains the services of its men year in and year out, three men 
having taught in Harvard School for eighteen years, even though 
other schools have tried to get them away from time to time. 

The scholarship of the school is excellent at the present time, and 
the pupils themselves as well as the faculty show a real interest in 
keeping the standards of scholarship at a high level. The graduating 
class this year will consist of 39, exactly the same as last year, which 
will bring the total number of the alumni up to 353. Most of our 
graduates go on to college. The following colleges were chosen by 
the members of the graduating class of 1919: Berkeley, Stanford, 
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U. S. C., Pomona, Throop, Cornell and Harvard. In Stanford, one 
young man of last year’s class achieved the distinction of being the 
only one chosen from the freshman class of the university to a place 
oh the debating team, and in addition obtained the highest possible 
mark in every course. 

Last commencement was the finest commencement in every way in 
the history of the school. There was a very large attendance which 
overflowed into the other rooms and into the corridors of Harvard 
Hall. Bishop Moreland gave the address, which made a splendid im- 
pression. Harvard School commencements, with their enthusiasm and 
dignity, have come to have an unique place in the community. Church 

people should make it a point to attend them. : 

The military department is still in charge of Major Easton, with 
the assistance of two non-commissioned officers, and the results ob- 
tained are second to none. ‘The school is a Junior Division unit of 
the R. O. T. C. and was the first one to be organized as such 
among schools on the Pacific coast. There is an excellent military 
band. It is worth while to visit the school on Friday afternoon to 
see the parade. 

The school has a system of athletics for everybody, and has been 
successful in developing some good athletic material, including the 
individual championships in tennis and track. A Harvard cadet holds 
the Ojai tennis cup for the present year, and a Harvard boy holds the 
championship in the state for the 440-yard run for this year. The 
importance of regulated athletic sports for everybody has grown very 
greatly in recent years. 

The most valuable and most interesting phase of school life is the 
religious life, centering in the chapel. The chapel is crowded to the 
doors every day of the week, with a congregation of boys who join in 
the service with great heartiness and real earnestness. Boys respond 
readily to the religious appeal, if it is made naturally and in manly 
fashion. 'The early Celebration of the Holy Eucharist has a voluntary 
attendance of from ten to thirty-five. The Sunday morning service 
is dignified and churehly, with a large vested choir. There are two 
large Bible-classes every Sunday morning. The chapel elevates the 
whole tone of the school in a very striking way. 

The prospects for the.coming year are excellent,- with several ad- 
vance registrations already secured. There is no reason why the 
Diocese of Los Angeles should not be noted far and wide for its model 
Chureh schools. We ask your sympathetic interest, and your ¢o- 
operation in securing pupils for what~is undoubtedly the best boys’ 


school on the Pacific Coast.

APPENDIX 12 
REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S GUILD 


January 9th, 1920, ‘‘The Bishop’s Guild’’ completed its fifth year 
of service under the Bishop and his good and faithful worker, Mrs. 
John §. Sampson, Jr., who has so ably conducted the work. 

We as a Guild are justly proud of the work we have accomplished. 
We began with nothing, except abiding faith that our Heavenly 
Father would sustain us in our efforts and our faith has brought such 
happy results. Not only have we been ‘able to accomplish big things 
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for ourselves, but we have been able to help other societies in their 
Christian work—also to substantially assist our Bishop with his 
numerous charities—have pledged ourselves as monthly contributers 
to the Church Home for Children and the Diocesan Home for the 
Aged. From the time our Guild was in working order we have al- 
ways helped the Settlement Board regularly each year and at vaca- 
tion-time transported’ the children of the settlement to the beach for 
their vacation; also helped in providing food for them. Wherever we 
see the need, we assist unstintingly. 

Our vegetable garden is still both a source of joy and supply. The 
workers are very happy in their work, and the results have ‘been AJ, 
- as attested to by the City Garden Inspector. Not only are the workers 
supplied with good vegetables, but much is given to their neighbors, 
and from the green tops and other things from the garden lot the 
goats are fed, so nothing is wasted: A 

From the ‘‘scrap bags’’ (some containing very generous pieces) 
seventeen hundred garments have been made for ‘the young school 
children, thus enabling them to go to school each day with a feeling 
of pride in their personal appearance—so laying a good foundation- 
stone for self-respecting, law-abiding citizens. The Guild members 
all over the Diocese work faithfully on these garments and, right here, 
I appeal to all: do not throw anything away, what we do not use in 
garments we shape into quilt pieces, ‘which are’ made into clean 
coverings for quilts. We make a strong appeal for’ goods or pieces 
that we can convert into garments for boys. 

Last year we added an auxiliary chapter to our Guild and we are 
grateful we did, for the results have been so very. gratifying. Under 
the very efficient guidance of Mrs. M. M. Weeks, the chapter has not 
only given material aid, but the spiritual hunger has been satisfied as 
well. Great praise should be accorded Mrs. Weeks and’ her noble 
co-workers who have proven such a blessing to these ‘‘shut-ins,’’ for 
it is into the incurable ward these noble women go. Through Mrs. 
Weeks’ efforts a moving picture machine was installed for this ward. 
Last Christmas was surely a benediction to those poor helpless ones 
shut off from the world. 

The boys who worked faithfully in the gardens were given their 
usual reward, clothing. In addition to this at Christmas time we 
supplied four full suits, fourteen pairs of pants and twenty-three 
pairs of shoes to as many worthy children. Everything that comes 
to our hands is turned over in some way to the worthy poor. 

Each day we help in some way seventy to one hundred and fifty 
families. At Christmas time we gave an unusual amount of help. 

Our appeal to the ministers of each parish in the Diocese is: to 
put before your congregation the use to which the Bishop’s Guild 
can put discards. Let nothing be wasted. Send it to the Clothing 
Bureau. 

What you do for the Bishop’s Guild you do for the Bishop, and in 
turn are back of us in our usefulness, and each year you enable us to 
broaden our field of good work.

APPENDIX 13 
REPORT OF THE NEIGHBORHOOD SETTLEMENT 
THE BEST OF FAIRY TALES 


On the last day of the old year the Neighborhood Settlement had a 
Fairy Tale New Year‘s Gift. Some two or three years ago Bishop 
Johnson gave to the Settlement a deed to some land that thad been 
given to him for Church purposes, saying ‘‘perhaps your good friend 
Mr. Milbank may be able to do something with this and go secure 
money enough to pay off the mortgage on our Settlement property.’’ 
The Settlement Board accepted it most gratefully, but at the time 
there seemed no great prospect that it would realize any large sum. 
Mr. Milbank, however, kept it constantly in mind and, finally, a short 
time ago, oil was discovered on the property and it was sold to the 
Union Oil Company for ten thousand dollars. A Fairy Tale indeed. 
The mortgage of six thousand dollars is paid and the Settlement 
property is free from debt. 

In addition, Bishop Johnson gave the half of the remaining four 
thousand dollars to the Settlement, which has been added to the 
Endowment Fund. : 

The Board of the Settlement feel that they have great cause for 
rejoicing ; -but, also, that with the burden of debt removed they must 
the more zealously labor to provide for the maintenance of the work 
lee demands at least six thousand a year to keep abreast of the 
needs, 


EXTENSION: Last year an addition to the property of a lot on

SPECIAL FEATURES OF THE WORK 


_ The various features of the work already spoken of in the survey, 
and so often reported, need only a passing mention. 

The Kindergarten this year is in charge of a resident teacher who 
is doing most satisfactory work. The work for girls, including Sewing 
Classes, Housekeeping, Girls’ Clubs, Junior Auxiliary and Gymnasium, 
have been organized as the Federation of Girls’ Clubs. A Scout 
Master and a student from the U. C. who is resident at the Settlement 
have the boys’ work well in hand. Dancing classes for the young 
people, parties for the boys and girls and musical and dramatic enter- 
tainments of a high character meet the social needs. A summer camp 
at the seashore for the past three years has constituted the summer 
work. Last sumraer the camp was enlarged and fully equipped through 
the efforts of Mrs. Isaac Milbank, and was a blessing to some hun- 
dreds of children. The Library work has been extended by a regular 
deposit of books from the L. A. Public Library, putting into cireula- 
tion late books which we cannot always afford to purchase. Many 
valuable books have been sent us through the efforts of the Church 
Periodical Club and we depend entirely upon that Society for yearly 
subscriptions to several of the current magazines and papers which 
are eagerly looked for. 

Much oversight is given the children in matters of health. Baths, 
corrective exercises and various clinics are provided. The Society for 
Prevention of Tubereulosis provides a staff of doctors for the ‘Chil- 
dren’s Open Air Clinic, which is considered the largest Childrens’ 
Clinie in the city, where an average of four hundred children are 
treated every month. ‘This Society has also promised a staff of 
dentists for the Dental Clinic, which will greatly extend the useful- 
ness of that clinic in the community. To avoid duplicating the Clinic 
co-operates closely with the P. T. A. When the long list of waiting 
children is cared for we plan to establish a weekly elinie for adults 
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which will care for the cases recommended by the Charities and City 
Nurses. 


CHRISTMAS 


‘Christmas has always been so far removed from the time of the 
Convention Report that it has often been little more than referred to, 
For that reason we are taking the opportunity this year to let our 
generous friends know quite fully what goes on at the Settlement at 
Christmas. 

This is the first year we have had a really general recognition from 
the Churches of the Diocese. Our thanks are due to St. John’s and 
others who sent their Manger Service gifts of toys, always weleome 
to the children. ‘Still better were the substantial practical donations 
of fruit, candy, canned goods and new garments, all of which are so 
much appreciated for they are enjoyed by the whole family and help 
to lighten heavy burdens. ‘The Ebell Club, as always, sent a valuable 
donation. ‘The Los Angeles Examiner provided nearly four hundred 
baskets for distribution. No Christmas work can ever be called per- 
fect, but in this district it has never been so satisfactory as it was 
this year. We constituted ourselves a sub-clearing bureau and, with 
the assistance of the students taking the Extension Course on Amer- 
icanization given by the University of California, were able to make 
very thorough investigations. The nurses and school teachers were 
selected as a Committee on the ‘“NEEDY”’ or ‘‘NOT NEEDY.’’ 
The Toberman Clinic workers assumed the responsibility of delivering 
all the Mexican baskets and it took almost a day and half to do so, 
but they did it very thoroughly. For the delivery of baskets outside 
the Mexican families, one of the nurses, one of the home teachers of 
the public schools, and one of our own residents took different routes 
with a hired truck and commandeered private autos. One of our 
colored families did yeoman service among the forgotten, or new peo- 
ple, of their race. The work was immense, but the splendid co-opera- 
tion made it a pleasure. We hope to improve on the present success 
next year. 


CHRISTMAS COMMUNION 


The Chapel, always attractive, was beautiful with the Christmas 
decorations. Besides the staff of workers most of those who have 
been confirmed were present to receive their Communion, Beginning 
entirely as a Children’s Service, this year found in the Chapel quite as 
many adults. One family of six, including father, mother, grown son 
and daughter and two children, were there, the children radiant with 
joy because ‘‘father’’ was with them. Father Ruggles, substituting 
for Father Dodd, was the Celebrant. To those who came this service 
was indeed the crowning blessing of the Christmas-tide. 

» An adult member of our household was confirmed at St. Paul’s Pro- 

Cathedral in April and another is contemplating confirmation in the 
spring. Each day begins with the consecration of ourselves to God 
and in His strength we go out to do His work. The children make a 
pretty picture as they come into the Chapel on Saturday mornings 
carrying the Cross, some of them barefooted and poorly clad but very 
dear all the same. As we look into their faces we pray that in these 
days of great opportunity God will show us what it means to help to 
build a better world. 


If we may credit the reports of experts on social work who come 
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from the East to make surveys, the Neighborhood Settlement is the 
largest institution of its kind on the Pacific Coast. It works in close 
co-operation with the several municipal, educational, philanthropie 
and charitable institutions of Los Angeles. It is located in a district 
covering a space of fourteen blocks square in which live hundreds of 
Mexicans, Italians, colored and many other nationalities, all eligible 
to the benefits provided by the Settlement. Educators and social ser- 
vice workers of Southern California are facing the rather startling 
fact_that in the poorer sections of our cities, where formerly we had 
representatives of nearly every nation upon earth, almost over-night 
the population has become overwhelmingly Mexican. 


APPENDIX 14 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


During the year the Board has held. seven regular meetings. In 
addition it has conducted two very successful conferences, one at 
Santa Monica in July, and the other at San Diego in November. The 
Santa Monica conference was concerned primarily with the falling off 
in attendance of the Church Schools. Many helpful addresses and 
suggestions were made. Acting upon some of these your Board 
has called the attention of the Rectors and Superintendents to the 
suggested change of name from Sunday School to Church School, and 
has indicated to them a fuller way to make an enrollment, so as to 
include all the teaching agencies of the Church. 

The San Diego conference was a most remarkable success, both in 
attendance and in enthusiasm. It has more than justified its labor 
and expense, and has shown the possibilties to be developed in Church 
School centers more remote from Los Angeles. 

The Annual Chureh School Rally was held at St. Paul’sbro- 
Cathedral on Sunday, May 11, and was well attended. ‘The mission- 
ary offering showed a gratifying increase. 

In October the Board, acting upon the suggestion of the General 
Board of Religious Education, sent out letters urging the observ- 
ance of Educational Sunday, by both prayer and sermon. 

The outstanding feature of the year is of course the Nation-Wide 
Campaign. Incomplete. reports show that most of the Parishes and 
Missions seized the opportunity of the eampaign to build up their 
schools, and the results are most gratifying. At the same time the 
general survey of the campaign has revealed facts which should cause 
the greatest alarm to the whole Church. When we reflect upon the 
fact that we are training in the Church Schools but one-half our 
present number of communicants we can easily see how far we are 
from attaining our ideal of ‘‘One Scholar for each Communicant,’’ 
and we must realize that our growth is not as rapid as it should be. 
Tn an attempt to determine the exact condition in this Diocese your 
Board has endeavored, through its annual reports, to obtain more 
facts, but the response on the part of the Clergy and Church School 
Superintendents has not been satisfactory. 

While the efforts on the part of many Rectors and faithful lay- 
people has brought about a very considerable gain in enrollment, we 
are nevertheless convinced that the only way in which the Church

Schools of the Diocese as a whole can be built up is through the em- 
ployment of a full-time salaried Field Secretary for Religious Educa- 
tion, who may spend his time in organizing and creating enthusiasm 
in the Schools of the Diocese, particularly the weaker ones, in carry- 
ing suggestions from one to another, and in arranging conferences 
and mass meetings at strategic centers. ‘This method has been em- 
ployed by a number of our Christian brethren in following up their 
campaigns and their success is remarkable. To this end we have in- 
troduced a resolution to this Convention asking for the necessary 
appropriation. 

In addition the Board has been hampered by a lack of sufficient 
funds. Allowed but $150.00 by Convention, the Board asked an ap- 
portionment of 10 cents per scholar from the Schools of the Diocese, 
but much of this has not been paid, and we have had to work on very 
meager funds. In order that we may do our work effectively for the 
coming year, we would ask this Convention to grant, in addition to 
$2500.00 for the Field Secretary, the sum of $500.00 for the expenses 
of the Board, making a total of $3000.00 for the entire work of 
Religious Education in the Diocese. :

In her report for 1919, the Superintendent writes: ‘‘'The business 
of the hospital has been exceptionally good, many more patients ap- 
plying for admission than we could possibly take. The need of a new 
building is very much felt. 

‘“The cost of operation, however, has been very heavy as the prices 
of necessary supplies have shown but little, if any, tendency towards 
reduction and some, together with rates for labor, are still on the up- - 
grade. The indications are that these conditions are likely to prevail 
through the greater part of the coming year. 

‘‘The need of a nurses’ home is great, and will have to be sup- 
plied before a new wing is built.’? 

During the year 13 nurses were graduated from the training school. 
The number at present in the school is eighty-two: Class of 1920, 15; 
class of 1921, 32; class of 1922, 24; class of 1923, 5; Children’s 
Hospital nurses, 6. 

The staff consists of twelve in addition to the Superintendent. 

During the year one member of the staff, Miss Forste, and one 
pupil nurse, Miss Anderson, died, with the influenza. 

The hospital has now the most modern and complete X-ray labor- 
atory in this part of the country. During 1919 more than twice as 
much work was done as in 1918, 

‘The religious work has been continued on the same plan as formerly, 
with daily prayers in the chapel at 7:00 A. M., conducted by the 
Superintendent, or one of the staff; celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion on Friday mornings, with administration to patients in rooms, 
chapel services for nurses and patients on Friday evening. 

The privilege of the Holy Communion is very much valued and the 
good effect of the chapel services ig undoubtedly reflected in a certain 
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atmosphere in the house; and a spirit of cheerfulness and helpfulness 
on the part of the nurses is often spoken of by the patients.

APPENDIX 17 
REPORT OF THE COUNTY AND CITY MISSION SOCIETY 


1. ‘‘Inasmuch’’ Work in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 

A Hospitau: The Los Angeles County Hospital, with its 1240 
beds, 29 wards—second largest in the country, caring for from 900 
to 1200 patients daily. The sick and dying visited, hearts cheered, 
hope reborn; instruction given, patients prepared for Baptism, Con- 
firmation and Holy Communion, Sacraments administered, service read 
at over 46 burials; letters written for patients, stories or Scripture 
passages read to them, errands done for them, a birthday party given - 
to two aged bed-ridden women, one 90, the other 89 years old; Christ- 
mas parties held, movie presentations given to relieve the deadly 
monotony of existence, little delicacies and necessary articles taken to 
scores and hundreds—this is the wonderful and beautiful work done 
here by Chaplain Aaron F. Randall, Deaconess Mary L. Steiger, Mrs. 
Ida P. Weeks, and other faithful women co-workers. 

ANOTHER Hospirau: The Los Feliz Hospital for unfortunate and 
erring women—a new and a very delicate and technical work being 
cared for by Assistant Chaplain Vernon D. Ruggles. Here sympathy 
is extended, sensible and definite moral and religious teaching given, 
services held with reverent attitude and hearty singing, and those who 
are often not really bad at heart helped to a decision henceforth to 
lead a better life. 

A Farm: The Los Angeles County Farm, with its 800 inmates, 
men and women, and over 100 of them communicants, for the most 
* part won to the Church at the Farm. The Episcopal Church with its 

Services and ministrations for many years past has become a well- 
recognized and beloved institution here, One Sunday this fall an ap- 
peal to members of an instruction class to bring one other person to 
service resulted in a crowded chapel. ‘One loyal churehman,’’ writes 
Chaplain Ruggles, ‘‘who through bodily infirmity comes in a wheeled 
chair, brought eight others with him as a result of his personal work. 
Twenty others each brought another pergon.’’? Here again are regu- 
lar services held, even choir rehearsals, instruction given for Baptism 
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and Confirmation, personal visits made, spiritual and physical cheer 
given by Assistant Chaplain Ruggles, Deaconess Steiger, and Mrs. 
H. R. H. Mytton. 

A Jatt: Beginning his thirteenth year, Mr. George A. Webb, our 
veteran prison worker and Secretary of the Society, is doing a fine 
work for those ‘‘in prison,’’ and emerging from it. His work has 
been principally in the Hast Side jail. The inmates are visited, 
cheered with the story of the Gospel at services, assisted with little 
gifts, especially postage stamps and spectacles, and’ clothing also, 
and when discharged, are, together with convalescents from the County 
Hospital, through Mr. Webb, helped to get upon their feet, and to 
become re-established in society. 

The usual Christmas cheer of candy, little delicacies, simple gifts, 
was provided this year for inmates of all the institutions. Through 
the interest and initiative of Mrs. C. 8. Byington the sum of over 
$200 was secured for this purpose. ; 

2. Support. 

For all this work financial help is needed. The Society, in accord- 
ance with action taken at the Convocation of Los Angeles meeting 
in Santa Monica last July, following the initial action taken at Long 
Beach the year previous, respectfully and earnestly asks for a regular 
amount from each Parish and Mission in the Convocation of Los 
Angeles, on the basis of one-half the assessment for Diocesan expenses. 

3. Business. 

Among the important things transacted at the monthly meetings 
of the Executive Board during the past year were: The appointment 
of Chaplain A. F. Randall in place of Rev. A. M. Smith, appointed a 
chaplain for service in France, and of Chaplain V. D. Ruggles as an 
assistant to Mr. Randall; the retirement of Rev. W. H. Wotton as 
Vice President, on account of ill-health, and of Mr. A. W. Morgan 
as Treasurer, after some years of faithful and efficient service in both 
eases; and the move to incorporate the Society. 

4. The County and City Mission Society in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles. 

a. TuE Socrety, consisting of all persons doing regular work as 
salaried or volunteer workers, and any baptized member of the Church 
enrolling his name with Secretary. (Proposed new By-Laws.) 

b. Tue Executive Board of 15, with the Bishop of the Diocese, 
President; Mr. George A. Webb, Secretary; Mr. E. E. Fairchild, 
Treasurer, 1216 West Fourth street, Los Angeles. 

c. Mretines of the Society as a whole, first Tuesday in February

Pp. M., St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral Parish House. 

d. Tur Starr—Chaplain, Aaron Ferry Randall; Assistant Chap- 
lain, Vernon D. Ruggles; Deaconess, Mary Louise Steiger; Lay- 
Workers, George A. Webb, Ida P. Weeks, and others. 

e. AUxiILIaRY—Three persons from each Parish and Mission in 
the County of Los Angeles, invited to meet with the Executive Board. 
Only half the Churches represented so far.

APPENDIX 18 


REPORT OF THE 
COMMISSION ON PHILANTHROPY AND SOCIAL SERVICE 


The Commission has held meetings every month with the exception 
of the month of August. Many subjects have come up for considera- 
‘tion, such as child labor, the Los Angeles street railway strike, living 
and working conditions of girls in employment, the social evil. Your 
Commission has, however, occupied itself this year largely with two 
subjects, the one local and specific, the betterment of jail conditions 
and methods in the city and county of Los Angeles; the other general 
in its interest and basic in its importance, the causes and remedy of 
the prevalent industrial unrest. 

With regard to the former, the Commission is co-operating with the 
Municipal League of Los Angeles in its effort to secure the improve- 
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ment of the city jail at the central police station on First street, 
as the first step in a program which has for its ultimate end the 
establishment of an industrial farm for the county and the cities 
within the county; and the practical elimination of jails except as 
places of detention for prisoners awaiting trial. In our judgment 
the investment of city funds in the erection of a large city jail would 
be a mistake. What is needed is a more intelligent approach to the 
whole subject of the care of the misdemeanant and the working out of 
a co-ordinated system of institutions for the city and county if not 
for the state—which will have in view the remedial treatment of 
law breakers. In such a system a large city jail can have little use. 
Confinement in idleness even where classification and sanitation are 
given due care, as they are not now, can have only the effect of ren- 
dering more degraded and antisocial the men who are subjected to it. 
We are glad to be able to report that the City Council on January 12 
adopted the plan proposed by the Municipal League and advocated 
by this Commission for the immediate betterment of the city jail. 

The Commission on Philanthropy and Social Service, after a some- 
what extended investigation and discussion of the various and sundry 
attempts to secure industrial peace, respectfully submits that the 
solution lies in the principle of industrial partnership. A profit- 
sharing combined with co-operative management, in which the em- 
ployees take an active and responsible part, with co-operation for the 
‘health, education, and happiness of employees and with full knowl- 
edge by the employees of the employers’ accounts is the only road to 
industrial peace.’ So long as labor is bought and sold as a commodity 
no permanent peace or stable prosperity is possible. It must be recog- 
nized that capital and labor are partners in production, whose rela- 
tionship must be based upon the principles of equity that govern 
the relations of partners in business enterprises. 

The failure of recent strikes, due to public disapproval, did not 
signify a general endorsement of the business methods of the cor- 
porations involved therein nor of their industrial policies pursued in 
the treatment of hundreds of thousands of employees. It is clear 
that no real or enduring settlement has been attained; for no prin- 
ciples have been established and no machinery has been devised by 
which to judge these controversies on their merits or to secure equit- 
able determination of like disputes in the future. 

We have recently had two industrial conflicts of extraordinary 
magnitude, the steel strike affecting an enterprise with capital as 
great as the entire wealth of some nations; and the miners’ strike in- 
volving a necessity of existence. In each case both sides to the con- 
troversy have been opposed to the creation of an arbitration tribunal 
or other agencies of settlement. Apparently both sides prefer to 
fight out their differences. Why has the principle of arbitration 
fallen into disfavor among those most immediately concerned? 

Arbitration has failed because there is no longer anything to arbi- 
trate. Upon what data should a court of arbitration undertake to 
render a decision upon a wage controversy? Manifestly no decision 
which would provide a wage below the standard of decent living 
would ever be acceptable to labor. On the other hand, no decision 
which required the payment of a wage which eliminates a reasonable 
profit to capital can be acceptable to employers. Arbitration, there- 
fore, must provide a living wage for labor and a reasonable profit 
for capital; but a decision which accomplishes this dual purpose in- 
variably advances the cost of living and not only works an injustice 
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to society but defeats this dual objective. Having granted labor a 
living wage, the arbitration board has disturbed the economic situa- 
tion; and what was a living wage at the moment it. was granted is no 
longer a living wage. If wages have been advanced by the decision, 
the cost of living immediately advances in sympathy. Industrial 
arbitration therefore can never reach a true solution for it proceeds 
in an unscientific manner... It undertakes an impossible task. : 

But this is not the worst feature of the industrial problem. The 
reactions from wage fluctuations are never proportionate. Profits are 
very properly based upon percentages.. Having ascertained the . cost. 
of production, business experience requires the addition of a certain 
given percentage in order to insure not only, a reasonable. profit, but. 
a margin of safety and protection against the vicissitudes of trade: 
This percentage of profit must be the same whether the cost of labor 
and raw materials be high or low. ; 

This process goes on in a multitude of industries and, despite rapidly 
advancing wages, the cost of living has been increased by this very 
enhancement of the wage scale and the laborer finds himself poorer 
than he was before. He does not understand this thing that has hap- 
pened and is convinced that capital is receiving an unjust proportion 
of the profits of production. In many cases he is correct in his. sus- 
picion but the general result is the same in any case. If there were 
no profiteers in business, if capital should never demand or receive a 
larger percentage of profit than it is entitled to receive, advancing 
wages would always result in a reduction of the purchasing power 
thereof. 

Because he cannot understand and because he cannot believe that 
such results are consistent with justice, labor can never be satisfied 
and there can be no solution of the industrial problem under the wage 
system. Industrial charts prepared by leading economists demon- 
strate a steady advance in money wages during the past twenty-five 
years with a corresponding decline in real wages or the purchasing | 
power thereof, 

A few years ago an able economist published tables showing that, if 
capital in the leading basic industries of the United States were to 
waive all profits and were to distribute its entire profits equally among. | 
its employees, even then the average employee would not receive the 
living wage which had been approximately determined at that time. 
In other words, juggle with the situation as we will, economic law 
invariably asserts itself; neither labor nor capital can take more out 
of industry than it puts in. If labor is to achieve a living consistent 
with modern requirements it must produce the equivalent of the cloth- 
ing, the food, the shelter, and the luxuries which make up the sum 
total of what we call a living wage. 

The conclusion is inevitable, therefore; the true cure of industrial 
disease, whatever it may be, must be one which provides an incentive 
for ever-increasing production. We submit that this can never be 
» achieved so long as labor of men is sold and purchased as a com- 

modity. It is a fundamental principle that commodities must be 
produced as cheaply and sold ag dearly as possible. Unless the 
commodity be basic in character, we do not question the right of any 
manufacturer to apply this principle without, limitation. Why then 
would we condemn the laboring man when he applies the same prin- 
ciple? If his labor is purchased as a commodity, why should he not 
sell it as dearly as he can and expend the minimum quantity of his 
Strength and energy? We know that such action on his part reacts 
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disproportionately upon him but, so long as labor is treated as a com- 
modity, the laborer will apply the principle and it is futile to denounce 
him or to preach economic sermons for his benefit. Labor, capital, 
and the public are enmeshed in a vicious circle because our industrial 
system is erected upon an unscientific foundation. 

It is with no lack of sympathy for the cause of labor that we 
deprecate the strike but because we know that the real welfare of 
labor can be achieved only by the production of increasing quantities 
of those articles and enjoyments which make up the total of a decent 
living, and because the strike stops the production and decreases the 
sum total of those articles and enjoyments and defeats the very ob- 
ject of the strike. ; 

. An investigation of the business concerns which have successfully 
adopted the plan of industrial partnership will produce many sur- 
prises. In advancing this solution of the industrial problem we offer 
no innovation. The plan has been tried by many of the most success- 
ful commercial institutions in the United States over a period of many 
years. Where industrial partnership has been practised fairly in- 
‘dustrial discord ceases; the vicious circle is broken. Labor is no longer 
sold and purchased as a commodity; it is a partner in production and 
shares in the profits of the business. Labor is rewarded for its labor 
‘in due proportion to the advance of living cost. The adjustment is 

_ automatic while every incentive is offered to the speeding up of an 
increase in production. Since he increases the sum total of produc- 
tion under industrial partnership, the laborer creates an equivalent of 
a larger sum of: those commodities, enjoyments and luxuries which 
constitute a decent living. Since he shares equitably in the results of 
his labor the sum total of his real wages cannot be affected by the 
shifting living cost. Moreover the result is equally beneficial to 
capital. The relation of employer and employee is harmonized, the 
distrust and evil psychology created by the relation of superior and 
inferior is removed. 

We believe it is consistent with the mission of the Church to en- 
dorse and encourage a movement which not only is in accord with 
sound economic principle but is also calculated to advance the cause 
of our blessed Saviour, the Prince of Peage, by bringing into harmon- 
ious co-operation the two usually antagonistic factors in production— 
labor and capital. 

This Commission, realizing the importance of its work dnd. the 
impossibility of representing the Church adequately in this field of 

-Christian activity without the means of conducting social investiga- 
tion and education, urges the desirability of providing, through the 
results of the Nation-Wide Campaign, for the whole or part, the 
services of an executive secretary for social service. We further re- 
quest the sum of $150 for the usual work of the Commission during 
the year 1920.

APPENDIX 19 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH PROPERTY 


The Convention of January, 1918, passed a resolution requesting 
the Bishop of the Diocese to appoint a Committee which should report 
to the next Annual Convention upon some plan to better safeguard the 
interest of the Diocese in the real property now held by parishes and . 
missions. The Bishop appointed as such Committee 14 laymen and 
one priest, as follows: Messrs. Wheeler J. Bailey, Willis H. Booth, 
Wm. A. Bowen, Patrick C. Campbell, Wm. Norman Campbell, E. M. 
Cope, E. A. Gilbert, W. F.. Knight, Gen, John MeClennan, E. D. 
Roberts, F. C. Valentine, G. H. Wigmore, W. ©. Mushet, Gen. Charles 
Reeve, and Rey. G. F. Weld. 

During 1918 your Committee made a careful study of the methods 
of holding Church property in use in nine-tenths of the Dioceses and 
Missionary Districts. It also. had meetings and considered the com- 
parative value of such methods. It presented the result of its labors 
in a report to the last Annual Convention in 1919. ‘That Convention 
received the report but took no action upon it except to vote to re- 
commit the matter to the Committee for a further report to this 
present Convention. 

Your Committee has met and considered the matter further. It has 
-also had a joint meeting with the Directors of the Corporation of the 
Diocese; at which meeting a plan was presented ‘by which the Corpora- 
tion of the Diocese might gradually become the central Holding 
Corporation of real property held for Church purposes within this 
Diocese. ‘This plan, in essence, met with the hearty approval of a ma- 
jority of the Directors of the Corporation. 

It was the intention of your Committee to present to this Convention 
such a plan. But since any plan requiring changes in the Canons 
would require considerable time for discussion, and as during the

past three months it has become increasingly apparent to the mem- 
bers of your Committee that at this Convention it would be unwise to 
ask for the time needed for a careful presentation and thorough dis- 
cussion of such an important measure, it has been decided, therefore, 
to report progress and to present the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Methods for Holding Church 
Property appointed by the Convention of 1918 be continued, with 
power to fill vacancies in its members, and that it be instructed to 
report to the next Annual Convention.

Your Auditing Committee reports: 

That it has examined the books of the Treasurer of the Diocese, 
Mr. W. C. Mushet, for the year ending January 16, 1920, checking all 
entries from the’ vouchers on file and finding them correct. The 
financial reports prepared by the Treasurer have been compared with 
the book entries and found in agreement. The bonds furnished by the 
Treasurer were found on file. 

The Committee also examined the books of the Corporation of the 
Diocese, in charge of the Secretary, Mr. C. 8. Byington, for the year 
ending January 17, 1920, and found them correct, with the vouchers 
on file. All papers relating to the investments of the Diocese are in 
good order. The financial reports of the Directors of the Corporation 
were found to agree with the book entries. 

The Committee examined the notes securing the mortgage loans of 
the Diocese which are deposited with the First National Bank for col- 
lection of interest. Interest payments are duly credited on the notes. 

The investment bonds of the Diocese are kept in the safe deposit 
vaults of the First National Bank, in the joint care of the Treasurer 
of the Diocese and Secretary of the Corporation. They were found 
as reported with interest coupons attached. 

As desired by the Committee on Church Pension Fund, your Com- 
mittee examined the books of the Treasurer of that fund, Mr. C. M. 
Gair, for the year 1919, and found them correct with the vouchers on 
file. All money collected is promptly remitted to the Church Pension 
Fund in New York. 

The bank balances of all these gentlemen agree with their reports. 

Your Committee feels that it should at this time call the attention © 
of the Convention to the manner in which the auditing of the ac- 
counts of the Diocese is conducted. Since the formation of the 
Diocese, the auditing of its accounts has been in the hands of a Com- 
mittee of ‘three laymen, as provided in Canon VII, Section 48. 

The present members of the Committee, having each served for 
many years, are conversant with their duties, and by making an early 
start on their work have succeeded in giving the time necessary to 
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making a fairly complete check of the various ‘books submitted to 
them. 

But with the growth of the Diocese the work becomes more burden- 
some, and the responsibility greater. From force of circumstances an 
Auditing Committee as now constituted may not always be able to 
make as thorough an examination of the accounts as may be necessary 
to properly safeguard the funds of the Diocese. 

Your Committee earnestly suggests that the time has come when the 
Convention should empower its Auditing Committee to employ the 
services of a certified public accountant to make the annual audit 
under its direction, or provide for expert examination in some other 
way; ‘a suitable appropriation being made to cover the expense. And 
your Committee further recommends that this matter be referred to 
the Finance Committee, to report to the next Annual Convention its 
recommendations, together with such amendments ‘to the Canons as 
may ‘be necessary. 

These recommendations are in harmony with the demands for 
greater care and efficiency in the handling of Church accounts so 
strongly urged in the reports of the Church Finance Committee to 
the General Convention. 

Your Committee has repeatedly borne testimony in its reports to 
the ability and fidelity with which the financial affairs of the Diocese 
have been handled by its officers. It is happy to again congratulate 
the Diocese that such continues to be the case.

The Diocesan Corporation, known in law as ‘‘The Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the Diocese of Lios Angeles,’’ is the Trustee under the 
Canons of all the permanent invested funds of the Diocese, that is: 

The Episcopate Endowment Fund; 

The Diocesan Missionary Endowment Fund. ; 

The Diocesan Corporation is also the Trustee to which should be 
eonveyed all property for the benefit and use of the organized Missions 
of the Diocese under the trusts provided in the Canons. 

The Bishop of the Diocese is incorporated as a corporation sole 
under the name of ‘‘'The Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in Los Angeles, present incumbent, Joseph Horsfall Johnson,’’ and is 
authorized to receive and administer the respective funds and property. 
the use and benefit of the Church in the Diocese which may be in- 
trusted to him, including all religious, benevolent or educational ob- 
jects connected therewith. All gifts, bequests or devises for the es- 
tablishment of the Cathedral, or of schools under the auspices of the 
Church, will be received and held by the Bishop, as corporation sole, 
until the incorporation of the several and appropriate corporations 
authorized to receive and administer the respective funds and 
property. 

‘“The Hospital of the Good Samaritan’’ is the corporate title of 
the hospital organization, which is organized and conducted under the 
auspices of Church people, and is officially connected with the Diocese. 

Free beds in perpetuity may be endowed in the hospital upon the 
payment of $10,000, or gifts, bequests or devises for the benefit of 
the hospital may be made to the Corporation.

On the third day, and any subsequent day, after Morning Prayer, 
_the Order of Business shall ‘be:

(3) Calling of the roll of Clergymen and Laymen who have not 
previously answered to their names.

Before the rising of the Convention, the minutes of the last day’s 
meeting shall be read ‘and approved, and the presiding officer shall 
then bid the Convention to such closing devotions as he shall deem 
appropriate. 


Notn:—When it is desired that an evening meeting of the Conven- 
tion shall be held, a resolution to that effect must be adopted before 
5:00 o’clock in the afternoon of that day. 


THIRD 
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RULES OF ORDER OF THE CONVENTION OF THE DIOCESE 
OF LOS ANGELES 


RULE 1 


MOTIONS No motion shall be considered as before the Convention until sec- 
onded and stated to the Convention by the presiding officer. If not 
presented in writing, the President, or any member of the Convention, 
may require the motion to be reduced to writing before being pre- 
sented to the Convention. After a motion is in possession of the 
Convention the mover cannot modify or withdraw it without the 
consent of the Convention. 


RULE 2 
IRDER OF When a question is before the Convention, no motion shall be re- 
AOTIONS ceived but to lay it upon the table, to take a vote thereon at a certain 


time, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone indefinitely, to commit 
or to amend; which motions shall have precedence in the order named, 
The motion to take a vote at a certain time shall be decided without 


debate.

amendments shall be in order. These motions shall be considered and 
voted upon in the reverse order in which they are received.

lON- The following motions shall not be debatable: to adjourn (which 


TORS shall always be in order when no member is speaking), to lay on the 
table, to take from the table, to close debate, to extend the limits of 
debate, an objection to the consideration of a question, a call for the 
order of the day, to reconsider an undebatable question, to fix the 
time of adjournment, to postpone to a certain time, to permit the 
withdrawal of a motion, and to suspend the rules. If a motion to lay 
an amendment on the table be carried, the matter before the Conyen- 
tions, the same may be divided on the request of any member, sub- 


RULE 5 


IVISION If a question under consideration contains several distinct proposi- 

BESTION tions, the same may be divided on the request of any member, sub- 
ject to the decision of the presiding officer that the division proposed 
can be made. If objection is made to such division, a motion to 
divide may be put before the Convention. ‘When a motion for a divi- 
sion is made, the mover must specify the manner in which he desires 
the question to be divided. A motion to strike out and insert shall 
be indivisible. 


RULE 6 


-EAKING No member may speak more than once on the same question, nor 
longer than fifteen minutes. By consent of three-fourths of the mem- 
bers the Convention may grant leave to a member to speak a second 
time on the same question, but no longer than ten minutes, A Chair- 
man of a Committee, or the mover of a resolution, presenting a report, 
shall be permitted an opening and a closing speech on every question 
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submitted for action, but not to exceed ten minutes for each speech, 
unless special leave be given by the Convention to extend the time. 
A member may speak for not longer than two minutes, when nom- 
inating a candidate for election to any office. 
A member desiring to make a nomination shall rise and receive the 
recognition of the Chair before naming his candidate. 


RULE 7 


Every member present shall vote, whenever a question is put, un- 
less excused by the Convention on account of his being personally 
interested in the result, or for other cause. 


RULE 8 


The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, or by orders when called 
for by five members, and shall, in such case, be entered on the 
minutes. 

: RULE 9 : 


In taking the vote by orders it shall be the right of any 
member of the delegation, who may dissent from the vote of 


the majority of the delegation, to have the fact of his dissent re- U 


corded in the minutes. 


RULE 10 


In all questions decided numerically, a motion to reconsider must be 
made by one member, and seconded by another, who voted in the 
majority. In all questions decided by a vote by orders, a motion to 
reconsider, if made by a Clergyman voting in the majority, must be 
seconded by a Lay-Delegate voting in the majority; and if made by a 
Lay-Delegate, it must be seconded iby a Clergyman voting in the 
majority. A motion to reconsider must be made within twenty-four 
hours after the vote was taken. When a motion to reconsider a vote 
prevails, the question is again before the Convention as if no vote 
had been taken upon it. No question shall be reconsidered more 
than once. 


RULE 11 


All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


RULE 12 


'The reports of all Committees shall be in writing. If a report is 
received by the Convention when presented, it may at once be acted 
on, or laid on the table for future consideration. The reception of a 
report by the Convention does not adopt it or its recommendations. If 
it is desired that a report, or its recommendations, shall become the 
action of the Convention, a resolution or resolutions to that effect must 
accompany it. When the report of a Special Committee is acted upon 
by the Convention, the Committee ceases to exist. 


RULE 13 


When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member rising to a point of order, he shall immediately take his seat 
unless permitted to explain. All questions of order shall be deter- 
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mined by the President; but any member may appeal from the deci- 
sion of the Chair, and on such appeal no member may speak more 
than once without leave of the Convention. 


RULE 14 
CHANGING The prescribed Order of Business shall not be departed from, nor 
RULES shall any Rule of Order be suspended or changed, unless by a vote of 


two-thirds of the members present. Nor shall any Rule of Order, or 
Order of Business, be changed without one day’s previous notice to 
that effect, except by unanimous consent, provided that a motion to 
suspend the Rule of Order, in order to direct the Secretary to cast 
the ballot of the Convention, shall require the unanimous consent of 
the Convention, 


RULE 15

Henderson Judd, Priest

The Rev. Henderson Judd passed to his reward on Sat- 
urday, September 20, 1919, at La Jolla, having attained 
the advanced age of ninety-three years. Although not 
engaged in the actual charge of any parish for many 
years, his was a life of consecrated activity in the ser- 
vice of his Master. 

Coming into the Church from the Congregational Min- 
istry, from a deep conviction of its Apostolic origin, he 
was ordained deacon by Bishop McIlvaine, of Ohio, in 
1867, and received priest’s orders from the same Bishop 
in 1868. 

After a successful ministry in the East of nearly a 
quarter of a century, he came to Los Angeles in 1892. 
On the institution of the Diocese of Los Angeles in 1896, 
he was appointed by the Bishop as his Chaplain—an 
office which he filled with great assiduity and faithfulness 
during the remaining twenty-three years of his life. 

Appointed by the Convention as its first Registrar, he 
built up, by his constant and laborious efforts, through 
many years, a registry office which is unique in the com- 
pleteness of its annals, and a Diocesan Library which 
stands among the largest and most valuable collections 
in the American Church. 

As representative in this Diocese and Province of the 
Jerusalem and Hast Mission Fund, he raised that fund 
to a position of marked effectiveness in the missionary 
efforts of the Church. 

His benefactions to. the Church which he loved are also 
notable. Among these was a bequest of $10,000 for a 
Chapel in connection with the Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan, of which institution he had been Chaplain for 
many years. 

The burial service was said in the Pro-Cathedral on 
Wednesday, September 24, the Bishop, with a great 
number of the Clergy in procession and a large congre- 
gation being present—to testify to their love for and to 
pay honor to the memory of one who has been rightly 
called a ‘‘prince in Israel.’’

Dear Bishop Johnson: 

Your telegram of February 18th reached me just after I had dis- 
patched my telegram to you. The kindness of your message does but 
add to my regret that it is not to be my privilege to come to you. As 
I have written to the Committee of Notification, it is only a profound 
sense of the critical state of theological education today that has led 
me to decline the honor shown me and the splendid opportunity of 
service that acceptance would have meant. It it had been simply a 
question of the Seminary here, I think I might have seen my way 
clear to accept, though I should have had my‘ doubts as to my right to 
relinquish the task here laid upon me. But all along the line we are 
facing difficult days. Men are not turning toward the ministry as 
some of us had hoped they might after the war. A new effort must 
be made to arouse the mind and conscience of the Church to the 
erying need of the right sort of men for the ministry. It is the very 
difficulty of the task that makes me feel that I must stand by it. As 
I said in my telegraph, I grieve most of all for the fact that my 
declination involves delay in providing the assistance that you need. 
I feel sure, however, that you, will not lay this to my charge. I do 
pray that very soon the Diocese may be guided to the choice of one 
more worthy than myself to carry on your great work and, I beg to 
remain, with assurances of my profound esteem and regard,

Phe Secretary announced that more than one-third of the Clergy 
had deposited attendance slips and more than one-third of the 
Parishes and Missions had signified that they were represented by 
the attendance slips of their Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being present, the Chair 
declared the Convention ready for business. 

On motion, the Rev. Alfred Fletcher was nominated as Secretary. 
There being no further nominations, on motion, the Assistant Seere- 
tary cast the ballot of the Convention and the Rev. Alfred Fletcher 
was declared elected. 

The Secretary appointed the Rev. R, L. Windsor as Assistant 
Secretary. 

The Bishop announced his appointment of two Committees for the 
Special Convention: Committee on Credentials, the Secretary, Mr. 
C. H. Tucker, Mr, A. R. Evans; Committee on Dispatch of Business, 
the Rev. R. L. Windsor, the Rey. L. E. Learned, D.D., the Rev. J. 
Arthur Evans, Mr. George H. Wigmore, Mr. C. N. Burton. 

“The Bishop then delivered his address, basing his argument on the 
passage of Holy Scripture contained in Micah, Chapter IV. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved that the Parishes and Missions which 
have not paid the first quarter of the assessment for the current year 
be declared delinquent. On motion, the resolution was jaid on the 
table. ari 

The Rev..C. E. Spalding moved that the names of the delinquent 
Parishes and Missions, if there be any, be retained on the voting list. 

The Rev. R. L. Windsor. moved, asa substitute motion, that whole 
question of delinquent Parishes and Missions be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Canons and the Treasurer of the Diocese—to report as soon 
as possible. Adopted.

The Committee on Credentials reported that thirty-nine Parishes 
and twenty-one Missions had sent certificates of Lay-Delegates and 
that all such were entitled to representation—provided the Diocesan 
assessments had been paid. Report adopted. 

Highty-three of the Clergy registered as present and upwards of 
one hundred and forty-six Lay-Delegates registered as representing 
thirty-nine Parishes and seventeen Missions. 

The Rev. Dr. Dotten read the special report of the Standing 
Committee, indicating the consent of the Bishops and Dioceses to the 
election of a Bishop Coadjutor:

We, the undersigned, do hereby certify that there has been laid be- 
fore us full and sufficient evidence that a majority of the House of 
Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America and a majority of Standing Committees of Dioceses com- 
prised in said Church have consented to the election of a Bishop 
Coadjutor for the Diocese of Los Angeles for the reason of extent of 
diocesan work, namely: Consent duly signed by ninety-eight (98) of 
the one hundred and fourteen members of the House of Bishops at the 
time when said consent was asked for and given; and consent duly 
signed by the Standing Committees of fifty (50) of the sixty-eight 
Dioceses in Union with the General Convention,

The Bishop then read his Statement of Consent and Division of 
Duties: 
Bishop’s Office, 523 South Olive Street, 
Los Angeles, April 7th, 1920. 


‘ My dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


Consequent upon my purpose stated in a personal interview to the 
members of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
at a meeting held in my office, 523 South Olive street, of this, the 
See City, on June 22nd, 1916, and which at that time received their 
approval, and which subsequently having been announced to the 
Diocesan Convention in my Annual Address delivered at its last regu- 
lar meeting held in thig Pro-Cathedral, the 14th day of May in the 
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year 1919, and then approved by it; and, furthermore, since such con- 
sents of the Standing Committee and the Convention were followed 
by action on the part of the Convention requesting the consent of a 
majority of the Bishops and Standing Committees of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of these United States to the election of a Bishop 
Coadjutor for the Diocese, ‘‘for reason of extent of Diocesan work,’’ 
I now, at this time, comply with the provision of Canon IX, Section 
2, Paragraph 1, of the General Canons as follows: 

1. I hereby record my approval of and consent to the election of 
a Bishop Coadjutor for this Diocese. 

2. While in accordance with Article IV, Paragraphs 5, 6, 7 and 8 
of the Diocesan Constitutions, I retain for myself as the Ecclesiastical 
Authority, the Chief Pastor and Ordinary of the Diocese, all the 
rights, obligations and duties implied or stated in that Article as in- 
cident to those Offices, other than those named in the following con- 
cessions; I hereby assign to the said Bishop Coadjutor, when duly 
Ordained and Consecrated, such oversight of all the Parishes and 
Missions of the Diocese, including the extension of its Missionary 
work, as is more particularly indicated for the Bishop of the Diocese 
in Article IV, Section 9, of the Constitutions of the Diocese, and in 
its Canons, VIII, X, XIII, XV, XVI, XVII, XXIII. In making the 
foregoing apportionment of duties, I do so with the intention and 
effect of vesting the Bishop Coadjutor with the right of initiative and 
organization of Missionary work, and of assigning to him the duty 
of Offical visitation of all congregations for Confirmation and for the 
performance of the functions incidental to such occasions. 

3. I hereby relinquish to the said Bishop Coadjutor so much of 
the salary now appropriated to the Bishop of the Diocese as may be 
deemed necessary and wise by this Convention, acting by and with 
the advice of the Finance Committee of the Diocese to which this 
matter was referred by the last Diocesan Convention.

Parsons; for the lay vote, the Rev. A. G. H. Bode and Mr. E. A. 
Gilbert. The Rev. C. R. Barnes and Mr. P. J. Dudley were appointed 
as Assistant 'Tellers.

On motion, nominations were closed. 

Convention adjourned to meet at 2 0’clock. 

On reassembling at the hour named, the Bishop being in the chair, 
the Rev. R. P. Smith moved that the Finance Committee, through the 
Treasurer, report the list of Parishes and Missions entitled to a vote 
in this Convention. : 

The Secretary, in offering a substitute motion, stated that there 
were several Missions (seven) and one Parish which were incompetent 
to elect Lay-Delegates to this or any Convention of the Diocese and 
they were, therefore, not ‘‘entitled to vote’’ (Art. XX, Section 54) 
notwithstanding that they were in union with the ‘Convention; because 
of the fact that, in the case of the Missions, they were not in active 
operation, holding services, having communicants and contributors, 
etc.,—Canon VIII, Section 61 (b), last paragraph—and because the 
Parish, owing to a cessation of services—as reported to the Annual 
Convention, could not elect Lay-Delegates duly qualified (Canon XI, 
Section 95 (a) and (b); Canon IV, Seetion 13, last- paragraph, and 
Section 14). 7 

In view of these facts, he moved that, for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing the election by a majority vote (which requires a two-thirds 
representation of the Parishes and Missions ‘‘entitled to vote’’—Art. 
XX, Section 54—and to make that representation possible) —those 
Parishes and Missions which in the Journal have an asterisk before 
them, or should have an asterisk before them—showing them as ‘‘ not 
being in active operation’’ and, therefore, as having no representation, 
nor being qualified to have representation—be deemed, fgr this elec- 
tion, as not being entitled to a vote and be removed from the voting 
list: such disability to be removed on their resumption of active 
parochial operation, which will bring them again under the terms of 
the Canons. 

Adopted with no dssentient voice. 

The roll of the Clergy entitled to a vote was called and established, 
being those indicated in the Clergy List (page 165 et seq.) 

The roll of the Parishes and Miss‘ons entitled to a vote was called 
and established. being those indicated in the List of Parishes and 
Missions (page 169 et seq.) ; 

The roll call showed that of the eighty-nine Clergy entitled to a vote 
seventy-nine (79) were present, and that of the seventy-four* Par‘shes 
and Missions entitled to a vote—by vote of the Convention, nem con., 
—fifty-six (56) were represented. This being more than two-thirds 
of those entitled to vote, only & majority was necessary for an eélec- 
tion in accordance with Article XX, Section 54, of the Constitutions 
and Canons of the Diocese. 

After some instructions regarding the manner of voting, the Con- 
vention proceeded to vote on the names of those persons nominated as 

‘Bishop Coadjutor; the Clergy and Lay-Delegates voting at the same 
time, but in different parts of the building. 

Two ballots sufficed for an election. Before each ballot the roll of

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the Clergy and of the Parishes and Missions was called, showing that 
a two-thirds representation of those entitled to vote was present. 
In the first ballot seventy-eight of the Clergy and fifty-four of the 
Parishes and Missions voted; in the second ballot seventy-seven of the 
Clergy and fifty-four of the Parishes and Missions voted. 
The tabulated result of the ballots, certified by Mr. Irving M. 
Walker, the Judge of Elections, was as follows:

Mr. E. D. Williams withdrew the name of the Rev. Henry Sidney 
Foster after the first ballot. As a result of the second ballot, the 
Rev. William Bertrand Stevens, Ph.D., received a majority of votes 
in both orders, and was declared elected Bishop Coadjutor by the 
Chair. 

During the intervals between balloting, Mr. Walter Maepherson, 
Field Secretary of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, on the invitation 
of the Bishop, addressed the Convention and bespoke an enlargement 
of the work of the Brotherhood in the Diocese of Los Angeles in the 
near future. 

The Rev. Dr. Learned, being called, éxplained the purpose of the 
Diocesan Executive Council and spoke of its work in the proper as- 
signment of the funds of the Nation-Wide Campaign. 

Judge ©. LeRue Munson also briefly addressed the Convention. 

Mr. A. C. Leigh moved that a Committee of three, consisting of 
two clergymen and one layman, be appointed to communicate with the 
Rev. Dr. Stevens and announce to him his election. 

The Rev. Dr. Learned moved, im amendment, that the Committee 
appointed to notify Dr. Stevens of his election be empowered to send 
one of its number to notify Dr. Stévens in person; and that Dr. 
Stevens be invited to visit Los Angeles and confer with the Bishop 
and sueh representatives of the Diocese as the Bishop may appoint 
before making his decision. Adopted. 

Mr. Leigh’s motion, as amended, was then adopted. 

The Bishop appointed as such Committee, the Rev. Dr. Learned, the 
Rev. C. R. Barnes and Mr. A. C. Leigh. 

A recess was taken during the signing of the Testimonial of 
Election. 

The Secretary moved that he be instructed to incorporate the 
Proceedings of the Special Convention in the Journal of the Annual 
Convention, which is still in process of being printed. Adopted. 

Mr. F. GC. Valentine moved that when the Special Convention ad- 
journs it shall adjourn—subject to the call of the Bishop. Adopted. 

Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the reading of the minutes be dispensed 
with, and that they be certified by the Chair. Adopted. 
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After the singing of the Doxology, the Special Convention ad- 
journed—subject to call; the Bishop pronouncing the blessing.

The Second Session of the Special Convention of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, called by the Bishop of the Diocese upon Notice, printed 
below, convened in St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, Los Angeles, on Thurs- 
day, May 6, 1920. 


CALL FOR SECOND SESSION

To the Clerical and Lay Delegates of the Special Convention of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles: 


The Special Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, held in St. 
Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, Los Angeles, on April 7th, upon its adjourn- 
ment, adjourned subject to my eall. 

As the result of a meeting with the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese, with which I have been conferring for several days, I hereby 
call a further session of that Convention ‘to meet on Thursday, May 
6th, in St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, Los Anigeles, at ten o’clock in the 
morning. 

I am enclosing, with this notice, a document published over the 
signatures of the Standing Committee, which will prepare you for 
action at the meeting of the Convention.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
To the Second Session of the Special Convention 
Mr. Chairman and Brethren of the Convention: 

However well satisfied your Standing Committee is with the essen- 
tial validity of the procedure of the previous session of the Special 
Conventino which resulted in the election of the Rey. Dr. Wm. B. 
Stevens as Bishop Coadjutor, it has been at the same time most 
anxious ‘that no cloud should rest upon the title of that election in 
the mind of any conscientiously questioning its validity. 

As we have debated the matter in conference called together by our 
Bishop, these has grown upon us a sense of the difficulty of agree- 
ment in canonical interpretation; and there has also grown upon us 
the conviction that Christian men cannot afford to endanger their 
precious spiritual unity by being moved at such a time by any other 
feeling than the heartfelt desire to yield to one another as far as 
possible and to win one another by mutual Christian deference and 
affection. 

And so it has come to pass that, called to a further session of the 
Special Convention, we are meeting here today not, we trust, to discuss 
intricate questions, but to act toward a just and happy end in such 
a devout spirit that we shall evince our high sense of trusteeship ‘to 
pass on the future a Diocese seeking, above all, the fulfillment of the 
Divine will. 

Your Standing Committee, charged with the duty of formulating 
the procedure for this session which, it is trusted, will correct any - 
former alleged irregularity, begs to recommend, to this end, the fol- 
lowing resolutions to be adopted, namely :
